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CENTURY  XV. 


THE  reign  of  Henry  IV.  in  the  Fifteenth  Century,  is  the  period  wherein  1400. 

Gothic  Architecture  feems  to  have  been  at  its  perfection,  in  the  opinion 
of  a very  good  judge  in  this  matter,  formed  from  the  tombs  of  the  archbifhops 
of  Canterbury  at  that  time '. 

At  the  head  of  the  Monuments  of  the  Fifteenth  Century  I fhould  place 
that  of  the  father  of  Englifh  Poetry  Geoffrey  Chaucer,  in  the  chapel  of 
St.  Blafe  % in  the  North  tranfept  of  Wejlminjler  Abbey , fince  called  the  Poets’ 
Corner,  from  the  feries  of  Englifh  poets  buried  there  ; but  that  it  was  the  work 
of  the  next  age,  ereCted  1556,  by  Mr.  Nicholas  Brigham,  of  Caverfham,  in 
Oxfordfhire,  ftudent  in  law  at  Hart-hall,  Oxford,  who  died  at  Weftminfter 
three  years  after  3.  The  portrait  of  Chaucer,  drawn,  or  rather  painted,  on  a 
blank  on  the  North  fide  of  this  monument  was  copied  from  that  of  the 
epitaph  by  his  fcholar  Occleve,  in  a MS  of  the  King’s  Library,  17  D.  v.  1. 
now  in  the  Britifh  Mufeum  ; and  from  this  drawing  John  Speed,  in  15  98,  pro- 
cured the  print  of  him  prefixed  to  Speght’s  edition  of  his  works,  which  has 
been  fince  copied  in  a moft  finifhed  engraving  by  Mr.  Vertue  for  Urry’s  edition, 

1721,  fol.  4 and  in  his  own  fet  of  heads  of  the  Englifh  Poets.  The  fame 
drawing  occurs  in  a Harleian  MS.  4866.  fol.  91.  written  about  Occleve’s  age, 
and  in  a Cottonian  MS.  Otho,  A.  xvm.  Occleve  himfelf  mentions  this  draw- 
ing in  his  “ Confolatio  fervilis.”  It  exactly  refembles  the  curious  picture  of  him 
on  board  in  the  Bodleian  Library.  Mr.  Warton  has  another  on  board,  much 
like  this,  formerly  kept  in  an  old  quadrangular  ftone  houfe  at  Woodftock,  whofe

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laft  remains,  chiefly  confining  of  what  was  called  Chaucer’s  Bedchamber  with 
an  old  carved  oaken  roof,  were  demoliflie'd  about  25  years  ago1. 

The  original  and  real  broad  flab  of  grey  marble  which  lay  over  this  poet’s 
grave  was,  Mr.  Dart 1 thinks,  taken  up  and  fawn  to  mend  the  pavement  when 
Mr.  Dryden’s  monument  was  fet  up  3.  On  a corner  pillar  of  St.  Benet’s  chapel 
hung  a leaden  plate  with  his  epitaph  compofed  by  Surigonius,  a poet  of  Milan. 
Bound  the  verge  of  the  tomb  were  thefe  verfes  :

On  the  infide  of  the  tomb  were  his  arms,  Per  pale  A.  and  G.  a bend 
counterchanged,  now  gone  ; but  painted  over  it  under  the  arch  of  the  church- 
wall. 

The  infcription  put  up  by  Brigham  runs  thus  i

A good  print  of  this  monument  may  be  feen  in  Dart.  The  ftyle  fliews 
it  to  be  about  the  age  afligned  it : an  altar  tomb  adorned  at  the  fide  and  end  with 
fluelds  of  Chaucer’s  arms  in  quatrefoils  divided  by  little  niches,  fomewhat 
like  that  of  archbilhop  Bourchier  at  Canterbury,  bifhop  Beaumont  at  Salisbury, 
that  on  which  the  figure  of  Matilda  lies  at  Dunmow  4,  and  many  others  of 
the  time.  The  canopy  is  compofed  of  four  arches,  parted  by  plain  finials  and 
fupported  at  each  end  by  lozenged  columns.  It  refembles  that  of  Prior  Wefton 
in  Clerkenwell  church.  The  infcription  is  painted  again!!  the  wall  within, 
between  the  figure  of  Chaucer  as  before  deferibed  at  the  head,  and  of  another 
perfon  (it  may  be  Brigham)  at  the  feet : but  thefe  figures  are  no  longer 
exifting. 

Over  this  monument  has  juft  been  ereefted  a moft  unmeaning  one  of  white 
marble  to  the  memory  of  John  Roberts,  efq,  “the  very  faithful  fecretary  of  the 
right  honourable  Henry  Pelham  fecretary  of  ftate  to  king  George  II 

The  hiftory  of  this  poet  has  a great  connection  with  that  of  the  times.  He 
was  valettus  hofpitii  to  Edward  III.  who  granted  him  an  annuity  of  twenty 
marks  as  comptroller  of  the  cuftoms  of  wool  in  the  port  of  London,  envoy  to 
Genoa  by  the  title  of  Scutifer  nojler , and  to  France  in  the  laft  year  of  that  king’s 
life,  to  treat  of  a marriage  between  Richard  II.  then  prince  of  Wales,  and  the 
daughter  of  the  French  king  6.  Richard  II.  confirmed  his  grandfather’s  grants,

13  Richard  II.  he  appears  to  have  been  clerk  of  the  works  at  Weftminfter,  and 
in  the  following  year  at  Windfor.  In  the  courfe  of  the  firft  of  thefe  offices  he 
probably  hired  that  tenement  in  a garden  adjoining  to  St.  Mary’s  chapel  at  Weft- 
minfter, of  Robert  Hermodefworth,  chaplain  for  fifty-three  years,  determinable  on 
Chaucer’s  death,  which  happened  the  year  after  the  date  of  the  faid  leafe,  1399. 
the  faid  tenant  not  to  let  the  faid  tenement,  or  any  part  thereof,  during  that  term, 
nor  to  lodge  in  it  any  invader  of  the  church’s  privileges,  without  leave  of  the 
faid  chaplain  and  facrift  of  the  church  As  he  paid  particular  court  to  John 
of  Gaunt  duke  of  Lancafter,  fo  he  was  involved  in  his  difgraces ; and  for  the 
riot  in  London,  7 Richard  II.  was  forced  to  fly  ; and  probably  loft  his  lucrative 
place  of  comptroller  abovementioned.  His  wife,  before  her  marriage;  had  been 
one  of  the  maids  of  honor,  or  domicella , to  queen  Philippa.  “ Chaucer,”  fays 
Mr.  Warton  l,  “ was  a man  of  the  world,  converfant  with  the  practices  and  di- 
verfions  of  polite  life.  Familiarity  with  a variety  of  things  and  objects,  op- 
portunities of  acquiring  the  fafliionable  and  courtly  modes  of  fpeech,  connec- 
tions with  the  gteat  at  home,  and  a perfonal  acquaintance  with  the  vernacular 
poets  of  foreign  countries,  opened  his  mind,  and  furnifhed  him  with  new  lights.” 

Dr.  Johnfon  pronounces  him  the  firft  Englilh  verfifier  who  wrote  poetically  3. 

Weever  4,  gives  this  epitaph  in  St.  Peter’s  church  at  St.  Alban's,  on  John  J 400. 
Bernwell  ; now  gone.

In  the  middle  of  the  chancel  at  Sbitlington , c.  Bedford,  is  a brafs  figure  of  a 1400* 
prieft,  with  a dog  at  his  feet,  two  fhields  gone,  and  this  infeription  round  the 
ledge,

Thomas  Chicheley,  father  of  the  archbilhop,  has  on  his  flab  in  Higbam  1400. 
Ferrers  church  a handfome  brafs  crofs,  the  upper  part  of  the  fhaft  and  the 
tranfverfe  flowered.  In  the  centre  our  Saviour  fitting  on  his  tomb,  holding  in

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t4©o.  his  left  hand  the  cro'fs  and  banner,  his  right  pointing  upwards.  On  the  top  the 
fymbol  of  St.  John  holding  a label  with  his  name ; at  each  end  of  the  tranfverfe 
thofe  of  St.  Mark  and  Luke,  and  below  the  angel  with  the  name  of  St.  Matthew. 
This  crofs  is  pretty  faithfully  engraved  in  the  “ Stemmata  Chicheleiana,”  N°  II. 
At  the  bafe  this  infcription  in  black  letter:

It  does  not  appear  what  was  the  profeffion  of  Thomas  Chichele : probably 
he  was  a merchant,  and  had  fome  landed  property,  being  the  fecond  in 
defeent  fettled  in  this  parifh,  where  his  foil’s  liberality  became  afterwards  fo 
confpicuous  in  his  foundations  of  a college,  a fchool,  and  an  almllioufe,  the 
two  laft  Hill  fubfifting '. 


iloo.  On  a marble  tomb  at  the  entrance  of  the  choir  of  Old  St.  Paul's  was  a figure 
of  a prieft,  in  a cope  faced  with  ten  figures  of  faints,  under  a canopy  of  five 
arches  % whofe  fides  and  top  were  charged  with  the  twelve  apoftles  ; and  in  a 
round  over  the  point  of  the  arch  was  the  Salutation.  On  each  fide  of  his  head 
was  a fliield  defaced. 

This  was  the  monument  of  Thomas  de  Eure,  LL.  D.  and  dean  of  this 
church,  who  died  Odf.  9,  1400. 

Round  the  verge  was  this  epitaph  :

He  occurs  Redfor  of  Hendon,  c.  Middlefex,  to  which  he  was  admitted  Sept. 
30,  1372;  and  in  which  he  had  two  fucceflors  before  1 390  4.  He  obtained  the 
deanery  of  St.  Paul’s  by  papal  provifion  before  the  end  of  1389,  and  was  like- 
wife  prebend  of  Mora  in  this  church.  He  gave  £ 100.  for  building  houfes  in 
Knights  Riders  ftreet,  the  rents  to  be  employed  on  the  reparation  of  the  flirine  of 
Erkenwald,  and  maintaining  lights  about  it  on  the  two  feaft  days  of  that  faint, 
and  for  the  fupport  of  a chaplain  celebrating  the  fraternity  of  that  blelfed  con- 
felfor.  1 r Henry  IV.  his  executors  founded  a chantry  of  one  prieft  to  celebrate 
mafs  for  his  foul  and  thofe  of  all  the  faithful  in  the  chapel  of  St.  Thomas  the 
Martyr  in  the  new  work  for  ever,  and  for  keeping  his  obit  on  c Ides 
Odtober  s. 

1400.  On  a ftone  by  the  fouth  door  of  Chejhunt  church,  c.  Herts,  this  infcription 
under  a fmall  female  figure  :

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Kt  the  Eaft  end  of  the  South  aile  of  Buckling  church,  Norfolk,  is  a brafs  140  ti 
figure  armed  cap-a-pee;  under  his  head  lies  his  helmet  and  creft,  a griffin's  head  pi,  1. 
eraft  at  his  feet  a lion  : over  him  are  two  fhields  of  his  arms,  Erm.  on  a fefs  G. 

3 bezants  ; Angle,  and  impaling  G.  a fefs  between  fix  martlets  O.  Rafale.  His 
vorget  is  mail,  which  alfo  appears  under  his  fhoulders  and  knees  : the  fkirt 
o his  furcoat  richly  fringed,  and  the  joints  of  his  armour  marked  with  in- 
grailed  work : he  has  both  fword  and  dagger.

Sir  Nicholas  Dagworth,  knt.  was,  in  1364,  commander  in  Aquitaine, 
and  from  that  time  till  1385  he  was  employed  in  feveral  treaties.  In  1376  he 
was  commifftoned  by  Edward  III.  to  folicit  money  from  his  parliament  in  Ireland, 
and  not  fucceeding  herein,  he  was  to  fummon  a new  fet  of  reprefentatives  to  at- 
tend  the  king  in  England.  Sir  William  de  Windefore,  lord  lieutenant  of  Ireland, 
and  favourite  of  Alice  Perrers,  who  afterwards  married  him,  had  rendered  him- 
felf  obnoxious,  and  Dagworth  Was  fent  overby  the  duke  of  Lancafter’s  party 
as  a fpy  on  him.  In  the  laft  year  of  Edward’s  life  his  journey  was  counter- 
manded by  the  lady’s  intereft ’.  to  Richard  II.  he  was,  with  many  others,  im- 
peached in  parliament,  and  was  imprifoned  in  Rochefter.caftle,  but  being  honour- 
ably difeharged,  was  again  employed  infeveral  treaties.  Afterwards  he  retired  to  his 
houfe  at  Blickling,  and  conllantly-  refided  there  to  the  day  of  his  death.  He  married 
Eleanor  daughter  of  Walter  and  filter  and  coheir  of  SirJolinRofale  of  Shropfliire1, 

PI.  II.  exhibits  what  remains  of  the  monument  of  Thomas  Beauchamp  1401. 
earl  of  Warwick  and  his  wife  Margaret,  which  formerly  flood  inthefouthpl.il. 
aile  of  the  church  at  Warwick.  It  is  only  the  brafs  plate,  which  after  the  fire  that 
deflroyed  that  noble  fabric  1694,  was  taken  out  of  the  rubbilh,  and  fattened  up 
again!!  the  Eaft  end  of  that  aile,  with  a modern  infcription  on  white  marble  under  it. 

It  reprefents  the  earl  in  plated  armour,  with  a mail  gorget  and  pointed  hel- 
met with  a fronton  of  fquare  ftudds.  O11  his  coat  of  armour  are  the  arms 
of  Beauchamp , and  at  his  fules  a fword  and  dagger : at  his  feet  the  bear.  His 
lady  has  flowing  hair  bound  round  with  a fillet,  a kirtle  with  long  mitten  fleeves 
charged  with  her  family  arms,  Ferrers , and  a mantle  with  his : at  her  left  foot 
a little  dog  with  a collar  looking  up  at  her.  On  the  upper  border  of  the  plate  is 
Beauchamp  impaling  Ferrers , furmounted  by  the  creft,  a bear  collared  and 
chained  rampant  againft  a ragged  ftaff.  At  the  fides  cheque  O and  Az. 
a chevron  Angle  and  quartering  A.  and  on  the  lower  border  the  bear  collared 
and  chained  gradient,  and  under  all  Beauchamp  fingle. 

The  Infcription  round  it  having  prefixed  a ragged  ftaff  between  two  hears  gra- 
dient collared  and  chained,  and  a croft  botond,  runs  thns  :

This  earl  was  fecond  fon  of  earl  Thomas,  whofe  monument  is  exhibited 
Vol.  I.  PI.  L.  LI.  p.127;  and  fucceeded  him  in  his  honours  by  the  death  of  his 
elder  brother  Guy,  there  before  mentioned,  p.  129,  to  have  been  buried  at 
Vendome  in  France.  He  was  twenty-four  years  old  at  his  father’s  death,  1370 
43  Edw.  Ill  ■;  confequently  was  born  1346.  He  received  the  honour  of  knight- 
hood,  with  his  brother,  eg  Edward  III  \ His  firft  military  atchievements  were  in 
the  wars  in  France,  47  Edward  III.  and  49  Edward  III.  in  Scotland  J.  50  Edw.III. 
he  was  contained  governor  of  the  iflands  of  Guernfey,  Sark,  and  Aureney  \ 

3 Richard  II.  he  was  chofen  by  the  Commons  governor  to  the  young  king*  and 
the  following  year  was  joined  in  commiffion  with  the  duke  of  Lancafter  to  rec- 
tify abufes  contrary  to  the  truce  with  Scotland.  3 Richard  II.  being  fent  to 
pre  erve  the  abbey  of  St.  Alban’s  again!!  the  infurgents  under  Jack  Straw,  he 
was  called  thence  to  protea  his  own  eftates,  and  had  fpecial  commiffions  diredted 
to  him  on  this  account  m Warwicklhire  The  year  before  the  king  came  to  age 
this  earl  joined  aga.nl!  his  favourite  the  earl  of  Oxford  duke  of  Ireland,  &c.  wifh 
re  nobles  at  Hornfey-park.

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the  collegiate  church  of  St.  Mary,  whofe  choir  had  been  begun  by  his  father,  and 
where  he  was  buried.  By  the  advice  of  the  junto  who  then  governed  the  king, 
the  earl  was  arrefted  the  fame  day  as  the  duke  of  Gloucefter ',  and  acknowledg- 
ing his  concern  in  the  meeting  at  Hornfey  had  fentence  of  death  paffed  on  him, 
but  it  was  changed  by  the  king  into  perpetual  banifhment  and  clofe  confinement 
in  the  Ifle  of  Man,  whence  he  was  the  fame  year  removed  to  the  Tower  of 
London  *.  But  on  the  accefiion  of  Henry  IV.  next  year,  releafed,  and  reinitiated 
in  his  honours  and  eftates. 

By  his  will,  dated  at  Warwick  Caftle,  April  i,  1400,  1 Henry  IV*  he  bequeathed 
his  body  to  fepulture  in  the  collegiate  church  there3.  For  his  herfe  he  directed 
300  lb.  of  wax  in  fix  tapers  and  feven  morters,  to  remain  in  the  faid  church,  fixty 
poor  men  in  white  cloth  gowns  to  carry  each  a torch  at  his  funeral,  forty  of 
which  torches,  after  the  obfequies  were  over,  were  to  be  diftributed  to  the  poor 
churches  of  his  patronage,  and  the  reft  to  remain  in  the  church  : all  his  friends 
attending  the  funeral  to  have  a fupper  the  night  before,  and  a dinner  on  that 
day,  and  money  to  be  diftributed  to  the  poor  at  the  difcretion  of  his  executors  ; 
thirty  trentalls  to  be  fung  for  his  foul  with  all  convenient  fpeed  after  his  deceafe, 
and  one  thoufand  maftes  of  like  fort,  viz.  of  the  Trinity,  of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  of 
the  Nativity  of  our  Lord,  of  the  Holy  Crofs,  of  the  five  feftivals  of  our  Lady, 
of  the  Refurreiftion,  of  the  Afcenfion,  of  Corpus  Chrifti,  of  the  Angels,  of  All 
Saints,  and  of  Requiem  ; of  every  feaft  lixty-leven  maffes,  five  in  the  whole  ex- 
cepted. The  reft  of  his  will,  containing  the  difpofal  of  his  effects  may  be  feen 
in  Dugdale’s  Warwickfhire,  p.  323  ; and  2d  edit.  p.  403.  Baron.  I.  236.  His 
portrait,  in  armour,  kneeling,  was  in  the  great  South  window  of  the  church,  en- 
graved by  Dugdale,  p.  324,  or  404. 

He  married  Margaret  daughter  of  William  lord  Ferrers  of  Groby,  who,  by 
her  will,  dated  28  November,  1406,  8 Henry  IV,  bequeathed  her  body  to  fe- 
pulture in  fame  place 4,  appointing,  that  at  the  folemnization  of  her  exequies 
there  fhould  be  five  tapers,  containing  five  pounds  of  wax,  burning  about  it  from 
the  beginning  of  fervice  on  the  evening  before  her  funeral  till  the  high  mafs  of 
Requiem  on  the  morrow  after,  and  at  the  fame  time  twenty  torches  to  be  held 
burning  by  twenty  poor  men  about  her  herfe,  but  to  remain  afterwards  for  the 
high  altar  and  other  altars  of  the  church,  for  the  honour  of  God,  according  to 
antient  cuftom  and  right.  She  died  Jan.  22,  the  fame  year. 

Thefe  brafies  lay  on  an  altar  tomb,  having  at  the  head  two  fhields  with  the 
arms  of  Beauchamp , and  perhaps  Ferrers , fingle  ; and  the  ragged  ftaff  between 
them.  Over  it  was  a canopy  forming  a half  furbaft  arch,  on  the  fafcia  of  which 
were  the  arms  of  Beauchamps  fingle,  and  impaling  Fitz  Jeffery , Hajlings , Morti- 
mers Ferrars,  and  others,  which  may  be  feen  engraved  in  Dugdale’s  Hiftory  of 
Warwickfhire  ; whence  it  is  copied  in  our  plate  ; but  all  the  ftone  work  of  the 
monument  was  deftroyed  by  the  fire,  and  only  the  brafles  preferved. 

In  the  choir  is  an  infcription  on  Catharine,  eldeft  filter  of  this  earl,  who 
was  a nun  at  Wroxhall  in  this  county,  and  dying  1378,  was  buried  in  the 
South  aile  here  among  her  family  :

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t46i.  "The  monument  of  Thomas  de  Braunston,  in  Wifbech  church,  has  lils 
PI  III.  figure  in  rich  brafs  work,  under  a canopy  of  one  arch,  the  pillars  adorned  with 
angels  in  various  attitudes  (fome  fiddling)  and  cherubim.  He  has  a pointed 
helmet  with  a broad  frontlet  of  quatrefoils  ; his  gorget  hangs  like  a perruque 
of  mail,  which  alfo  is  appendant  by  a fringe  to  his  coat  ol  armour,  his  belt 
richly  flowered  with  lozenges,  his  initials,  T.  B.  alternately  intermixt : his  dag- 
ger at  his  right  fide,  long  fword  at  left,  the  fcabbard  adorned  with  rofes,  his 
gauntlets  jointed,  and  their  tops  adorned  with  a hem  of  lacing  work  ; his  knee- 
pieces  are  bordered  with  quatrefoils,  and  from  them  hangs  a fquare  plate  orna- 
mented in  like  manner ; his  flioes  plated,  and  the  joints  adorned  with  ingrailed 
Work  t his  fpur-rowels  radiated.  At  his  feet  lies  a lion.  Round  the  verge  is  this 
infcription,  the  words  divided  by  fprigs  and  leaves  :

Mr.  Blomefield  gives  the  infcription  in  his  ColleBanea  Cantabrigienjia , p.  247  ; 
and  this  flight  defcription  Of  the  tomb  : 

“ On  a ftone  in  the  church  is  a man  in  armour,  with  a lion  at  his  feet,  on 
brafs  plates,  and  this  circumfcribed,”  62? c. 

I have  engraved  it  from  a drawing  by  Mr.  Vertue,  formerly  in  Lord  Oxford’s 
and  Mr.  Weft’s  pofleflion,  and  now  in  mine,  corrected  from  an  imprefiion  taken 
from  the  brafs  itfelf  by  Mr.  Ord. 

1401.  in  the  fame  plate  is  a fimilar  monument,  from  a drawing  by  the  fame  inge- 
nious artift,  in  the  fame  colledlions ; a knight  in  Walpole  church,  c.  Norfolk, 
whofe  figure  nearly  refembles  Braunfton’s.  His  belt  traverfes  his  body,  as 
does  his  dagger  ; his  fword,  cuiffes,  and  greeves,  and  the  whole  of  his  armour, 
are  more  ornamented,  his  helmet  and  gauntlets  the  fame.  At  his  feet  a lion 
queue  fourchee.  Over  th6  fpandrils  of  his  arch  inabordure  ingrailed  Quarterly 
O.  and  G.  in  the  dexter  quarter  above  a fleur  de  lis  O. 

His  lady  is  by  his  fide  under  another  canopy,  dreft  in  the  reticulated 
coeffeure  and  vail,  a Handing  cape  to  her  robe,  long  fleeves  buttoned  to  her  wrifts ; 
a quatrefoil  faftens  her  girdle,  and  double  necklace  of  beads  hangs  from  her 
neck.  At  her  feet  is  a dog  looking  up,  and  another  couchant. 

This  feems  to  have  covered  the  large  altar  monument  in  the  North  aile  of 
St.  Peter’s  church  at  Walpole,  defcribed  by  Mr.  Blomefield,  IV.  718.  as  having 
the  effigies  of  a knight  in  armour,  a lion  at  his  feet,  with  that  of  his  lady  and 
a dog  at  her  feet ; over  his  head  are  two  ftiields  with  Rocbford’s  arms  and  a 
flower-de-tys  in  the  1 ft  and  4th  quarter ; the  two  fliields  over  the  lady  are 
gone,  and  fo  is  the  rim  of  brafs  that  went  round  it,  with  its  infcription,  this 
only  remaining:

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kr.  Bioraefield  adds,  “ Weever  1 fays,  this  is  the  monument  of  Sir  Ralph 
Rochford,  knt.  but  Weever  gives  only  this  fcrap  of  an  infcription,  .... 
Radulfus  Rochford  miles  ....  which  is  now  gone,  and  omits  what  is 
now  remaining  ; an  error  not  unfrequent  with  honeft  Weever. 

The  Eaft  end  of  the  aile  where  this  monument  is  was  the  chapel  and  burying 
place  of  the  Rochfords,  an  ancient  family,  who  had  property  at  Walpole  from 
the  reign  of  Stephen.  A large  marble  flab  had  a great  long  brafs  crofs  on  a 
pedeftal  of  four  fteps,  and  fix  flfields,  three  on  each  fide,  all  reaved,  as  is  the 
infcription  on  the  rim,  except

faid  to  have  been  in  memory  of  William  only  fon  of  Sir  John  Rochford 
conftable  of  Wisbeach  caftle,  20  Richard  II.  and  probably  immediate  predeceflor 
to  Thomas  Braunfton. 

The  monument  here  engraved  will  belong  to  one  of  his  defendants  Ralph* 
who  lived  in  the  reign  of  Edward  111.  and  married  Matilda  daughter  and  co- 
heir of  Sir  John  de  Walpole.  She  was  buried  here  1369  \ 


“Exadlly  in  the  middle  of  the  chancel  at  Bal/ham , c.  Cambridge,  lies  a noble 
grey  marble,  over  John  Slefohd,  who,  as  bifliop  Fordham’s  Regifter  3 informs 
us,  was  Redtor  here  and  patron  of  Berklowe,  and  died  1401.  His  figure  in 
brafs  reprefents  him  in  a cope,  adorned  with  his  initials,  I.  S.  on  his  breaft,  and 
ten  faints  depidled  on  his  cope ; viz.  St.  Mary,  St.  John  the  Evangelifl,  St.  Ca- 
tharine, St.  Paul,  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  St.  John  Baptift,  St.  Ethelred,  St.  Peter, 

St.  Margaret,  and  St.  Winifred.  On  each  fide  of  his  head  a Afield,  the  firfl: 
having  the  arms  of  Ely,  the  other  loA.  At  top  are  the  arms  of  England  and 
France  quartered,  viz.  feme  de  lis : and  on  his  left  fide  the  fame  impaling  j . 
Hainault , four  lions  rampant  quarterly,  being  the  arms  of  queen  Philippa  of 
Hainault,  wife  of  Edward  III.  whofe  chaplain  he  was  in  his  younger  years,  and 
clerk  or  keeper  of  his  wardrobe.  His  device  is  the  two  initial  letters  of  his 
name  crowned,  being  the  common  cypher  for  the  name  of  Jefus4.” 

“ The  canopy  is  curioufly  adorned  with  angels  and  other  figures  ; over  his 
head  are  two  angels  flying,  holding  a flieet,  in  which  is  a reprefentation  of 
himfelf,  very  fmall,  with  a label  over  his  head,  the  letters  of  which  are  now 
illegible,  defigned  to  fignify  the  hope  he  had  of  the  angels’  conducing  his  foul 
tp  heaven.  The  following  verfes  are  ftill  legible  :

Bcfides  holding  a canonry  in  each  of  the  churches  of  Wells  and  Ripon,  he  waS 
iuade  prebendary  in  the  collegiate  church  of  St.  Stephen  at  Weftminfter,  June  20, 
1363,  in  room  of  Henry  Snayth,  to  whom  it  was  reftored  December  16  foh 
lowing.  Le  Neve  mentions  one  John  Rippon  archdeacon  of  Wells,  1390;  which 
feems  to  be  the  fame  man  ; for  Sleford  being  canon  of  Ripon  it  was  ufual  at  that 
time  for  the  clergy  to  denominate  themfelves  from  their  preferments  as  Henry 
of  Huntingdon  did  from  being  archdeacon  of  that  place.  He  built  the  chancel, 
and  flailed  it  with  twenty-eight  flails  of  good  oak,  which  have  been  carefully 
prefer ved  to  this  day.” 

Thus  Mr.  Blomefield  ' ; for  I have  not  feen  this  monument. 

This  epitaph  is  another  inftance  of  the  application  of  pi51us  to  a brafs  figure, 
by  the  poetical  licence  of  our  monkifh  epitaph  makers,  for  I think  one  can  hardly 
fuppofe  the  brafs  was  enameled,  though  we  have  feen  feveral  others  were. 

1401.  In  the  church  of  Campden , c.  Gloucefler,  is  a flab  inlaid  with  brafs,  with 
PI.  IV.  the  figures  of  a man  and  woman  under  a double  canopy.  The  man  is  bare* 
headed,  with  the  forked  beard,  habited  in  a dole  coat,  the  fleeves  furred  at  the 
wrifts,  buttoned  from  thence  to  the  hands,  and  ending  in  a kind  of  mitten ; 
the  coat  is  buttoned  to  the  bottom,  and  girt  round  the  waift  with  a flowered 
belt  fattened  by  a buckle,  and  terminated  with  a jewel  or  ornament;  from  it 
hangs  an  anelace.  His  mantle  has  a Handing  cape,  and  three  large  buttons  011 
the  right  flioulder.  The  woman  is  habited  in  a flowing  mantle,  buttoned  from 
top  to  bottom,  with  a fmall  Handing  cape ; the  fleeves  furred,  buttoned,  and 
mittened,  as  her  husband’s  : her  hair  flowing  in  ringlets  on  her  fhoulders,  and 
bound  with  a narrow  plain  fillet  on  her  forehead,  is  drefled  at  top  in  three  rows. 
In  the  pediment  of  each  arch  is  a merchant’s  mark,  and  in  all  the  four  fpandrils 
the  fame  Ihield  of  arms  : in  a bordure  engrailed  a crofs  engrailed  charged  with 
five  pellets  : in  the  dexter  quarter  a mullet  pierced. 

The  infeription  round  the  ledge  is  as  follows  :

This  Margaret  was  daughter  of  Sir  William  Truflel,  knt.  who  pronounced 
the  ientence  of  depofition  againft  Edward  II and  founded  * here,  1337,  11  Ed- 
ward III.  a college  and  chantry  for  a warden,  five  priefts  or  chaplains,  and 
two  clerks,  and  was  buried  in  the  North  aile  with  his  wife  Maud,  daughter 
of  Sir  William  Butler,  lord  of  Wemme.  His  body  was  feen  by  induftrious 
Thomas  Hearne,  whofe  father  was  pafifli  clerk  of  Shottefbrook,  wrapt  up  in 
lead,  and  hers  at  his  feet  in  leather.  Their  fon  John  died  without  ifliie,  and 
this  their  daughter  was  married  to  Sir  Fulk  Pembridge, 

In  the  North  aile  of  Hippolites , vulgo  Pallets , church,  c.  Herts,  is  this  14° 
brafs  :

In  the  chancel  at  Cobham , c.  Kent,  was,  till  removed  for  the  late  John  earl  I4° 
of  Darnley,  who  is  himfelf  to  be  removed  whenever  his  coftly  Maufoleum  fliall 
be  completed  in  his  park  there  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Wyatt,  a flab  of 
Purbeck  marbie,  with  a brafs  buft  of  a knight  in  a gorget  of  mail  and  pointed 
helmet,  and  under  him  this  infeription  :

Edmund  de  Langley,  fifth  fon  of  Edward  III.  was  buried  in  the  Domini- 140 
can  Friary  at  King’s  Langley,  c.  Herts ; where  he  was  born,  1341;  whence  he 
took  his  name,  and  where  he  died,  Aug.  1,  1402,  3 Henry  IV  4.  Ubi  fpiravit 
ibi  expiravit , fays  Walfingham  5.  At  the  difiolution  his  monument  was  proba- 
bly removed  into  the  parifh  church,  where  we  now  fee  it  on  the  North  fide  of 
the  altar. 

It  is  an  altar-tomb  of  alabafter,  covered  with  a flab  of  Purbeck  marble,  the 
bafe  and  aftragal  formed  of  the  latter,  and  a frieze  of  quatrefoils  of  alabafter  at 
bottom.  On  the  fouth  fide  of  the  tomb  are  in  ftarred  quatrefoils  thefe  coats :

The  tomb  does  not  Hand  clofe  to  the  north  or  eaft  wall,  but  has  a blocking 
againft  it.  The  chancel  has  one  vault  under  it,  defcended  into  by  a fmall  paf- 
fage  on  the  fouth  fide;  but  it  is  molt  likely  prince  Edmund’s  body  and  that  of  his 
confort  Ifabel  were  left  behind  in  the  friary  church. 


This  prince  was  created  earl  of  Cambridge  1362  ; conftable  of  Dover  caftle 
and  lord  warden  of  the  cinque  ports  1376;  one  of  the  commiifioners  for 
governing  the  kingdom  during  the  minority  of  Richard  II'.  In  1381  he  com- 
manded the  army  fent  into  Portugal  to  the  afliftance  of  his  brother  John  of 
Gaunt,  in  his  claim  of  the  crown  of  Caftile  and  Leon,  in  right  of  his  wife  ; 
andi3Ss  won  the  battle  ofAljubarota  againft  the  Caftilians  under  Peter  the  Cruel. 
Two  whole  years  he  affifted  in  defence  of  the  Portugueze,  at  which  time  the 
Englilli  grew  fo  famous,  and  both  the  kings  of  Portugal  and  Caftile  fo  jealous 
of  their  power,  that  they  conveyed  them  home  at  their  common  charge.  After 
his  return  he  was  created  Duke  of  York,  1385,  9 Richard  II ; and  feveral  years 
after,  on  the  king’s  two  journeys  into  Ireland,  he  confered  on  him  the  place  of 
guardian  of  the  realm  of  England  during  his  abfence,  in  which  office  he  oppofed 
the  ufurpation  of  his  nephew  Henry  duke  of  Hereford,  but  without  fuccefs. 
On  the  accelfion  of  Henry  to  the  crown  he  retired  to  his  manor  of  Langley  ; 
and  all  we  hear  of  him  till  his  death  is  his  detection  of  his  own  foil’s  treafon 
againft  Henry  IV.  He  lived  to  fee  the  fceptre  of  England  in  three  feveral  hands. 
By  his  will1,  dated  Nov.  25,  1400,  he  appointed  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the 
friery  of  Langley,  near  to  the  grave  of  his  firft  wife  Ifabel,  younger  daughter 
and  coheir  to  Peter  the  Cruel  king  of  Caftile  and  Leon,  whom  he  married 
1372,  and  by  whom  he  had 

Edward  duke  of  York,  flain  at  Agincourt,  1415. 

Richard  earl  of  Cambridge,  beheaded  3 Henry  V.  who,  by  his  marriage  with 
a fifter  of  the  earl  of  March,  acquired  to  his  ilfue  the  right  to  the  crown 
which  caufed  fuch  terrible  commotions  in  the  kingdom  3. 

Conftance,  married  to  Thomas  Defpencer  earl  of  Gloucefter,  and  Richard 
Beauchamp  earl  of  Warwick. 

His  fecond  wife,  Joan,  daughter  of  Thomas  Holand  earl  of  Kent,  furvived 
him,  but  had  no  iflue  by  him  4.

Habel,  by  confent  of  her  hulband,  made  a will,  1342,  6 Richard  11.  ajl» 
pointing  to  be  buried  where  it  pleafed  the  king,  whom  Are  left  reikluary  legatee, 
and  defiring  him  to  allow  her  fon  Richard  (his  godfon)  500  marks  per  annum 
for  life  ; bequeathing  to  the  king  her  heart  of  pearls,  to  the  duke  of  Lancafter 
a tablet  of  jafper,  to  her  fon  Edward  earl  of  Rutland  and  his  heirs  her  crown, 
to  her  daughter  Conllance  a fret  of  pearls,  and  to  the  dutchefs  of  Gloucefter 
her  tablet  of  gold  with  images  and  her  Pfalter  with  the  arms  of  Northampton  ; 
her  beft  horfe  to  be  given  as  a mortuary,  and  on  the  day  of  her  death  100  tren- 
tals  and  loo  pfalters  to  be  faid  for  her  foul'. 

On  the  South  fide  of  the  choir  of  Lincoln  cathedral  is  an  altar  tomb,  with  the  ,,0. 
brafslefs  figure  of  a lady,  with  a kind  of  coronet,  and  the  headdrefs  probably  re-  ' 
ticulated,  under  a fingle  canopy,  which  had  two  (hields  in  its  fpandrils ; at  the 
fides  five  garters,  alfo  Itript  of  their  brafs. 

In  a vault  or  in  the  earth  near  this  monument  was  buried  the  celebrated 
Catharine  Swinford.  On  opening  the  lid  and  fides  July  n,  1783,  in 
company  with  Mr.  Elfex,  we  found  only  rubbilh,  and  the  fame  in  the  bafe- 
ment  and  the  choir  floor. 

When  Sir  William  Dugdale  furveyed  this  church,  the  following  infcription 
was  on  a fillet  round  the  flab  in  old  Englilh  charaQers,  beginning  on  the  South 
fide  from  the  head  :

The  canopy  which  covers  both  this  tomb  and  that  of  her  only  daughter 
Joan,  countefs  of  Weftmoreland,  of  whom  hereafter,  appears  to  have  been  re- 
placed by  one  of  the  age  of  Charles  I.  furbaft,  and  adorned  with  Grecian 
mouldings  and  ornaments.  Yet  Mr.  Johnfon  deferibes  it  as  one  of  the  teftoons 
or  coverings  with  th  ejlrait  line  or  fiat ; fee  Introduction,  p.  lxxxv.

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fiance  he,  kept  the  forefaid  Catharine  as  his  concubine,  who  afterwards  was 
married  to  a knight  of  England,  named  Swinford,  that  was  now  deceafed. 
Before  file  was  married  the  duke  had  by  her  three  children,  two  Ions  and  a daugh- 
ter. One  of  the  Tons  was  named  Thomas  de  Beaufort,  and  the  other  Henrie, 
who  was  brought  up  at  Aken  in  Almaine,  proved  a good  lawyer,  and  was 
afterwards  billiop  of  Winchefter.  For  the  love  that  the  duke  had  to  thefe 
his  children,  he  married  their  mother,  the  faid  Katharine  Swinford,  being  now 
a widow,  whereof  men  marvelled  much,  confidering  her  mean  elfate  was  far 
unmeet  to  match  with  his  highnefs,  and  nothing  comparable  in  honour  to  his 
other  two  former  wives.  And  indeed  the  great  ladies  of  England,  as  the  duchefs 
of  Gloucefter,  the  countefs  of  Derby,  Arundel,  and  others,  defeended  of  the 
blood  royal,  greatly  dilclained  that  file  fhould  be  matched  with  the  duke  of 
Lancafter,  and  by  that  means  -be  accounted  fecond  perfon  in  the  realm  and 
preferred  in  room  before  them,  and  thereof  they  faid  that  they  would  not  come 
in  any  place  where  (lie  fhould  be  prefent,  for  it  fhould  be  a fliame  to  them 
that  a woman  of  fo  bafe  a birth,  and  concubine  to  the  duke  in  his  other  wife’s 
days,  fhould  go  and  have  place  before  them.  The  duke  of  Gloucefter  alfo, 
being  a man  of  an  high  mind  and  ftout  ftomach,  mifliked  his  brother’s  match- 
ing lb  meanly  : but  the  duke  of  York  bare  it  well  enough  ; and  verily  the  lady 
herfelf  was  a woman  of  fuch  bringing  up  and  honourable  demeanor  that  envy 
could  not  in  the  end  but  give  place  to  well  deferving 

The  duke  being  fent  for  by  the  king  from  Aquitaine,  with  which  duchy  he 
had  lately  been  inverted,  attended  him  at  Chriftmas  at  Langley,  and  returning 
to  Lincoln,  where  this  lady  then  lived,  married  her,  after  the  odtave  of  Epi- 
phany, 1396.  “ Cunftis,  fays  Walfingham,  p.352,  admir antibus  facli  miracu- 
lum  ; quia  fortuna  talis  famine  tantee  fublimitatis  error  mininie  competebat .”  She 
had  had  the  care  of  his  two  daughters,  Philippa  and  Elizabeth,  in  their  minority, 
or,  as  he  calls  her  in  the  grant  of  the  wardfliip  of  Bertram  de  Launcyfhire  for 
her  care  of  them,  had  been  MaiJlreJJe  de  nos  trefames  Jiiles  pour  la  bone  et  gre - 
able  fervice  que  nojlre  tref cheer  et  bien  amie  dame  a paite  a nos  dittes  Jiiles  2. 

In  the  parliament,  1 397,  he  procured  his  three  children  by  her  to  be  natu- 
ralized, by  the  name  of  Beaufort , and  Thomas  was  created  duke  of  Somerfet 3 ; 
and  the  year  following  the  pope  tranflated  John  Buckingham  from  Lincoln, 
and  nominated  Henry  Bean  fort  to  that  fee,  out  of  the  refpedt  and  regard  he 
bore  to  his  father  the  duke  «.  The  old  biftiop  of  Lincoln  did  not  allow  this 
tranftation  ; but  retired  to  the  abbey  of  Chrift-church,  Canterbury,  and  there 
ended  his  days  among  the  monks,  1397  s.  His  poor  remains  were  difturbed  in 
their  ftone  repofitory,  on  new  paving  the  nave  of  the  cathedral,  March,  1787  ; 
and  his  brafslefs  flab  turned  out,  with  others  of  the  fame  fort,  to  pave  the 
cloyfters. 

Richard  Delapole,  fon  of  Michael  Delapole,  earl  of  Suffolk,  who  died  1403, 
had  a figure  of  a monk  with  rofes  in  quatrefoils  on  his  habit,  and  B or  K in  a 
rondeau,  with  a rofe  in  a fquare  on  his  breaft. 

'I  his,  with  many  other  braffes  of  the  younger  branches  of  that  noble  family 
buried  at  Wmgfield,  I faw  in  the  church  chetl,  1764;  and  am  fince  told  they 
have  gone  the  way  of  many  more  fepulchral  braffes.

The  brighter  name  in  the  lift  of  our  archite<5ls  is  that  “artift  and  patron  of  1404. 
arts  William  oi  Wykeham,  a prelate  whole  magnificent  charities  yetexift,  both 
in  the  benefits  he  calculated  for  pofterity,  and  in  the  edifices  eretfted  on  his  own 
deligns  for  perpetuating  thofe  pious  bounties  1 5 who,  from  being  clerk  of  the 
works,  rofe  to  be  bifiiop  of  Winchefter  and  lord  chancellor,  and  prime  minifter 
to  Edward  III. — a height  which  few  men  have  reached  by  mere  merit  in  any 
mechanic  fcience.  W ykeham  had  the  foie  direction  of  the  buildings  at  Windfor 
and  Queenborough  caftles  : not  to  mention  his  own  foundations.  He  rofe  by 
pleating  one  of  the  greateft  princes,  and  deferved  his  fortune  by  bellowing  it 
in  noble  charities1.” 

His  buildings  at  Queenborough  are  levelled  with  the  ground.  The  principal 
gate  of  his  caftle  at  Windlor  happily  withftood  an  injudicious  levelling,  and  the 
caftle  itfelf  looks  down  with  difdain  on  the  modern  erections  that  occupy  its 
ditch.  His  cathedral  remains  unblemilhed  by  modern  tafte,  and  his  literary 
foundations  flouriih  in  unimpaired  fplendor.  His  archite<ft  at  Winchefter  was 
William  Winford  whofe  name  fhould  be  added  to  the  lift  of  our  antient 
builders,  though  he  were  only  the  matter  mafon,  or  Cementarius.  As  he  was 
thought  equal  to  the  execution  of  a church  it  is  probable  that  the  execution  of 
the  bilhop’s  fepulchral  chapel  was  alfo  committed  to  him. 

This  is  called  in  his  will  a new  building  4.  “ Though  the  other  ornaments 

of  his  oratory  are  deftroyed,  yet  his  monument  remains  there  intire  and  un- 
hurt to  this  day.  It  is  of  white  marble,  of  very  elegant  workmanfliip,  confider- 
ing  tbs  time,  with  his  effigies  in  his  pontifical  robes  lying  along  upon  it ; and 
on  a plate  of  brafs  running  round  the  edge  of  the  upper  table  of  it,  is  the 
following  infcriptions  in  Latin  verfe  of  the  ftyle  of  that  age :

The  [mall  prints  of  this  chapel  and  monument,  from  a drawing  of  Ifaac 
Taylor  the  furveyor,  prefixed  to  hifhop  Lowth’s  life  of  this  great  prelate,  have 
done  it  as  much  juftice  as  the  fcale  permitted.  I with  I could  fay  as ’much 
of  the  larger  print  of  the  monument  and  figure  by  Sherwin.  His  crolier  pre- 
ferved  in  the  chapel  of  New  College,  and  well  engraved  by  Mr.  Carter  in  his 
Xllth  Number,  is  a fine  fpecimen  of  the  elegant  arts  among  us,  and  an  inftance, 
as  Mr.  Walpole  obferves,  “ how  well  the  pomp  of  prelacy  was  ferved  by  ingenious 
“ artifts  V 

Sepulchral  chapels  came  more  in  fafliion  in  this  century,  by  which  I mean 
thofe  which  were  erefted  profeffedly  for  the  interment  of  the  founder,  and  in 
which  his  own  body  was  aftually  buried.  For  in  the  preceding  centuries  the 
many  chapels  that  fided  the  nave  and  choir  both  of  our  principal  and  parochial 
churches  were  receptacles  of  the  dead,  and  in  many  inftances  appropriated  to 


lords  of  manors  and  their  familes,  whether  thofe  lords  were  their  founders  or 
not.  It  w as  atfo  no  uncommon  thing  to  build  chapels  for  the  purpofe  of  faying 
mafs  for  the  fouls  of  the  founders  thereof,  whofe  bodies  were  depofited  at 
fome  diftance  from  them  : as  that  of  the  Black  Prince  in  the  undercroft  and  of 
Henry  IV.  in  the  North  wall  of  the  choir  at  Canterbury.  The  chapels  that 
incircle  the  choir  at  Tewkfbury  have  a uniformity  which  befpeak  moll:  of  them 
to  be  the  work  of  one  abbot  in  the  preceding  century  But  the  inilances  of 
chapels  eredted  for’the  ekprefs  purpofe  of  depofiting  a particular  patron  or  fa- 
mily abound  in  the  prefent  and  fucceeding  century,  infomuch  that  the  name 
of  the  faints  to  whom1  the  chapil  was  dedicated  has  been  kbforbed  in  that  of  the 
billiop  or  lord  who  erected  it. 

“ The  Htuation  of  Wykeham’s  chapel  feems  not  at  all  well  chofen  if  we  con- 
“ fider  it  with  refpedt  to  the  Whole  building ; in  which  it  has  no  good  effedk, 
“ but  creates  an  irregularity  and  an  ‘embarraffmcnt,  Svhich  it  had  been  better 
“ to  have  avoided.  But  Wykeham  was  determined  to  the  choice  of  this  par- 
“ ticular  place  by  a Conlideration  of  a ’very  different  kind;  by  an  early  preju- 
“ dice  to  a iirong  religious  impreffibn  which  had  been  ftamped  on  his  mind  in 
“ his  childhood.  In  this  part  of  the  Old  church  there  had  been  an  altar  dedi- 
“ cated  to  the  b Idled  Virgin,  With  her  image  (landing  above  it;  at  this  altar  a 
“ mafs  ufed  to  be  celebrated  every  morning,  which  feems  to  have  been  a favou- 
“ rite  one,  and  much  frequented  at  the  time  when  Wykeham  was  a boy  and 
“ at  fchool  at  Winchefter,  for  it  had  gotten  a particular  name  among  the 
“ people,  and  was  called  Pekijmhje,  frofri  the  name  of  a monk  of  the  convent 
“ who  ufually  officiated  in  it.  Young  Wykeham  was  conftant  and  early  in  his 
“'daily  attendance,  and  fervSrit  in  his  devotions  at  this  mafs.  He  feems  even 
“ then  to  have  chofen  the  Bleffed  Virgin  as  his  peculiar  patronefs,  to  have 
“ pfteed  himfelf  under  her  proteftion,  and  in  a manner  to  have  dedicated  him- 
“ felf  to  her  fervice ; and  probably  he  might  ever  after  imagine  himfelf  in- 
“ debted  to  her  efpecial  favour  for  the  various  fucceffes  which  he  was  bled 
“ with  tbfbugh  his  life.  This  feems  to  have  been  the  reafon  of  his  dedicating 
“ to  her  his  two  colleges,  and  calling  them  by  her  name  : over  all  the  princi- 
“ pal  gates  of  which  he  has  been  careful  to  have  himfelf  reprefented  as  her 
“ votary  tn  the  aft  of  adoration  to  her  as  his  and  their  common  guardian.  And 
“ tllis  1(  was  tllat  determined  the  fituation  of  his  chantry.  He  erefted  his  chapel 
“ 1,1  the  velT  Place  where  h<=  to  perform  his  devotions  in  his  younger 
“ dafs;  between  the  two  pillars  againft  one  of  which  flood  the  altar  abovemen- 
“ tioned.  He  dedicated  the  chapel  to  the  Bleffed  Virgin  ; the  altar  was  con- 
tinued in  the  fame  place,  as  before,  and  probably  the  very  fame  image  was 
“ ere,:tcd  above  it,  which,  with  the  other  ornaments  of  the  fame  kind,  both 
“ wlthm  the  Chapel  and  without,  was  deitroyed  in  the  laft  century  by  the  zeal 
“ of  modem  cnthufiafm  exerting  itfelf  with  a blind  and  indifcriminste  rage 
“ aSalnft  a,l  'he  venerable  and  beautiful  monuments  either  of  antient  piety  or 
<f  fuperftition  1 1 

. . The  refPea  Pa‘d  ‘o  'his  fepulchral  chapel  by  Cromwell’s  exprefs  care  when 
his  loldiers  committed  lo  much  havock  in  this  church  reflefls  honour  on  his 
memory  Nor  is  lefs  attention  paid  to  it  by  thofe  Undents  to  whom  Wykeham 
was  fo  libera  a benefaSor.  I heartily  wilh  the  filly  mifchievoufnefs  of  the 
ftuden  s at  W eftm.nl ter  were  as  well  reltrained,  who,  to  the  eternal  reproach  of 
he  r fupertois,  to  whofe  care  the  church  and  fchool  are  committed,  are  fuffered 
o delace  the  fineft  fpectmens  of  antient  and  modern  ftatuary  with  daily  havock  •

ftoGER  Braybroke  bifhop  of  London,  who  died  I464,  had,  in  the  middle  1404* 
of  Lady  Chapel in  Old  St.  Paul's , on  a flab  under  a rich  canopy,  a brafs  figure, 
habited  in  pontificalibus,  the  hem  and  facing  richly  embroidered  : his  right  hand 
in  a pofture  of  benedidlion,  his  left  holding  his  crofier.  On  two  of  the  four 
flfields  London,  and  6 mafcles  voided  \ Round  the  ledge  of  the  flab  was  this 
infcription  : 

Orate  pro  antma  IRobertt  IBrapbroite 

quondam  epifeopt  ifltus  ecclefte,  cuius  corpus  i)tc  tumulatur, 

qut  obut  Btccfimo  feptimo  die 
menfis  2tuguBt  anno  grattae  tmUcftmo 
quaBringentefimo  quarto,  cujus  antmae  t omnium  fiBeltuttt 
defunefomm  propitietur  2Dcus.

He  was  fon  of  Sir  Gerard  Braybroke,  knight,  of  Braybroke-caftle,  c.  North- 
ampton. His  firfl:  preferment  was  the  redlory  of  Hinton,  c.  Cambridge,  which 
he  exchanged  for  Girton,  in  the  fame  county,  1379,  and  that  foon  after  tor 
Horfendon,  c.  Lincoln.  He  was  canon  of  Lincoln,  1379,  and  prebendary 
of  Lichfield  at  the  time  of  his  promotion  to  London  ; archdeacon  of  Cornwall 
and  prebendary  of  Wells,  1377;  reeflor  of  Bideford  1381:  canon  refidentiary  and 
dean  of  Sarum  1380.  He  was  promoted  to  the  fee  of  London  1381;  appointed 
lord  chancellor  next  year,  but  through  the  refentment  of  John  of  Gaunt  held 
that  place  not  above  fix  months*. 

After  his  church  was  laid  watte  by  the  fire,  1666,  there  was  a body  dug 
up  in  the  place  where  he  was  buried  whole  and  uncorrupt,  as  if  it  had  been 
lately  buried.  Mr.  Newcourt  faw  and  handled  it.  It  was  very  light,  and  had 
hair  on  the  face,  and  was  probably  the  body  of  this  very  bifhop,  which  is  now 
immured  in  the  new  buildings  of  this  church  4.  “ One  thing  more  of  mine  own 
obfervation,”  adds  Mr.  Newcourt,  “ 1 cannot  omit,  which  is,  though  the  fculptures 
in  brafs  were,  by  facrilegious  hands,  torn  away  from  all  the  tombs  in  the 
church,  yet  this  alone,  which  was  one  of  the  coftlieft  5,  was  left  untouched  till 
it  was  buried  in  the  ruins  by  that  dreadful  fire,  notwithftanding  it  was  the  moft 
confpicuous  of  any,  the  lord  mayor  and  his  brethren,  and  the  greateft  part  of 
the  congregation,  pafling  over  it  every  Sunday  as  they  came  to  hear  fermons 
there,  after  it  was  made  a preaching  place  for  the  faints  of  thofe  times,  who 
entered  not  in  at  the  door,  but,  like  thieves  and  robbers,  came  in  at  the  window, 
where  they  had  made  one.” 

In  the  North  fide  of  the  chancel  at  Botsford  is  along  ftone  with  a brafs  figure  1404. 
of  a monk  under  a treble  canopy,  and  on  his  robe  Saints  Peter,  Paul,  Catharine, 
George,  and  a bifhop. 

Tho  infcription  is  partly  covered  by  pews.

The  two  laft  lines  occur  on  a label  from  the  mouth  of  a fine  prieft  in  the 
middle  aile  at  Broxbourn,  and  in  other  inftances. 


1404.  At  the  upper  end  of  the  South  tranfept  at  Hereford  is  the  monument  of 
bifiiop  John  Trevenant.  His  figure  in  Hone  facelefs,  in  pontifiealibus  and 
mitre,  with  a lion  at  his  feet,  lies  on  a freeftone  altar  tomb,  on  which  are 
5 chevronels,  the  arms  of  the  deanry,  thofe  of  the  lee,  and  3 lions  heads  eraft 
in  a bordure  ingrailed.  Over  him  a canopy  of  grey  marble.  On  each  fide  of 
the  tomb  4 compartments  of  furbaft  demiquatrefoil  arches,  with  quatrefoils  on 
the  fpandrils.  Godwin  * calls  it  tumulus  non  inelegans. 

He  was  educated  at  Oxford,  canon  of  St.  Afaph,  and  Auditor  of  the  Rota  at 
Rome,  and  promoted  to  this  fee  1389.  He  was  fent  to  the  Pope  1400,  as 
embaflador  from  Henry  IV.  on  his  acceflion  to  the  crown  ; and  after  fitting 
fourteen  3 years  and  half,  died  1404,  and  by  his  will,  dated  March  21,  1403. 
directed  that  his  body  fliould  be  buried  “ in  capella  aujlrali  ecclefia?  Hereford, 
quae  dicitur  S.  Anna  4.” 

This  monument  is  hid  by  the  Confiftory  court.  Over  it  is  the  great  South 
window  of  fix  days,  and  two  rows  of  tracery.  In  it  is  a king  feated,  fubferibed 
Solo — n Rex  : below  San£la  Maria.  Quarterly  1 . 4.  frette  Az.  with  fleurs  de 
lis  O.  2.  3.  uncertain  if  England.  Perhaps  this  window  contained  the  family 
of  Jefle. 


1405.  Richard  Scrope,  archbifhop  of  York,  has  a monument  between  two  pillars 
in  the  Eaft  end  of  his  cathedral,  fuitable  to  his  untimely  end. 

He  was  fon  of  Sir  Richard  Scrope,  knight,  lord  chancellor  of  England  under 
Richard  II.  in  which  high  poft  his  fon  fucceeded  him  for  a year,  after  which 
entering  into  orders,  he  was  confecrated  bifiiop  of  Lichfield  and  Coventry,  and 
next  year  tranflated  to  York.  His  chara&er  Hands  unimpeached,  even  in  his 
loyalty  to  his  unfortunate  prince.  He  was  drawn  into  a confpiracy  againft  the 
ufurper  by  the  very  nobleman  who  had  been  a principal  inftrument  in  advanc- 
ing him  to  the  throne,  and  overreached  and  betrayed  by  Henry’s  general  the 
earl  of  Weftmorland.  The  upright  Gafcoign  refufing  to  pafs  fentence  of  death 
on  him,  it  was  done  in  the  hall  of  his  own  palace  at  Bifiiopfthorpe  by  one 
Fulthorp,  a lawyer,  but  no  judge.  He  was  carried  June  8,  1405,  to  the  place 
of  execution,  a field  between  Bifiiopfthorpe  and  York,  on  a forry  jade,  fcarcely 
worth  forty  pence,  without  a laddie,  and  with  his  face  to  the  tail,  and  habited 
in  a fky- coloured  loofe  garment 3,  with  fleeves  of  the  fame,  and  a purple  hood 
hanging  on  his  flioulders5.  The  executioner  feparated  his  head  from  his  body

at  five  ftrokes,  at  liis  cnVn  exprefs  defire,  in  allufion  to  the  five  wounds  of 
Chrift,  which  he  bore  in  his  banner1. 

As  he  was  the  firft  prelate  that  fuffered  capital  punifhment,  and  that  too  with- 
out a trial,  miracles  were  presently  wrought  at  his  tomb,  and  the  king  was  firuck 
with  an  incurable  leprofy  * while  alive,  and  failed  of  Chriftian  burial  after  death. 

The  archbifhop’s  biographer  crowns  his  virtuous  charadter  with  this  trait : £/ 
virgo  moriebatur  arcbiepif copus,  according  to  the  confelfions  of  old  Sebion,  to 
whom  he  appeared  three  nights  after  his  death,  ordering  him  to  remove  the 
logs  of  wood  (truncos)  laid  on  his  grave  to  prevent  perfons  offering  at  it,  which 
he  did,  though  fome  of  them  would  have  required  three  men. 

In  the  chancel  at  Cobbarii,  c.  Kent,  without  the  rails*  is  a brafs  for  Sir  Regi-  *405* 
nald  Braybroke,  knt.  fon  of  Sir  Gerard  Braybroke*  knt.  and  fecond  hufband 
of  Joan,  heirefs  of  the  Cobham  family,  whofe  grandmother’s  epitaph  has  been 
already  mentioned,  Vol.  I.  p.  148. 

He  is  reprefented  here  as  a knight  in  a pointed  helmet  with  plain  front, 
gorget  of  mail  ending  in  fimbrice,  jointed  gauntlets,  belt  ornamented  with  rofes 
in  rounds  : but  all  below  the  knees  is  gone.  At  the  point  of  the  pediment  a 
figure  of  the  Deity*  See.  as  on  Sir  Nicholas  Hawberk’s  brafs  here,  the  dove  af- 
tending.  The  fhields  above  gone.  The  infeription,

Sir  Reginald  appears  to  have  been  as  proud  of  being  recorded  as  the  husband 
■of  this  rich  heirefs  (though  only  the  fecond  husband  out  of  five)  as  fhe  was  of 
appearing  on  her  epitaph  as  his  wife.  Their  two  Ions  died  under  age  before 
them,  but  their  only  daughter,  Joan,  married  Sir  Thomas  Brook  lord  Cobham, 
who  died  17  Henry  VI. 

405.  Walter  de  Skirlaw  bifliop  of  Durham,  who  died  March  24,  1405',  was 
buried  on  the  North  fide  of  the  high  altar  oppofite  to  bifliop  Hatfield,  before 
mentioned, Vol.  I.  p.144.  between  two  pillars,  before  the  altar  of  St.  Blafia  % which 
was  afterwards  called  Skirlaw' s Altar , under  a marble  flab  of  curious  workman- 
fhip,  adorned  with  various  coftly  brafs  figures,  and  the  figure  of  the  bifliop 
finely  cut  in  the  fame  metal  in  the  middle.  On  his  breafl  was  infcribed,

The  tomb  was  enclofed  with  a high  railing  or  lattice  ‘ of  curious  work, 
within  which  rnafs  was  daily  faid  for  his  foul.  Oppofite  to  the  tomb  on  the 
North  fide  was  a long  feat  of  Hone  work,  between  pillar  and  pillar,  whereon 
his  arms  were  placed  from  one  end  to  the  other. 

The  author  of  the  Hiftory  of  the  County  palatine  of  Durham,  in  tranflating  this 
from  Chambre,  adds,  “ The  railing  round  this  tomb  was  afterwards  removed, 
and  a flail  eredled  tor  women  to  attend  divine  fervice  6.” 

Befides  this  monument  for  his  body,  his  bowels  were  lodged  under  a feparate 
one  in  Howden  church  in  Yorklliire.  This  was  probably  a ftone  coffin,  wllofe 
lul  is  Hill  to  be  fecn  behind  the  prefent  altar  of  that  neglefled  church,  near 
the  North  pillar  of  the  centre  tower  formerly  part  of  the  nave  before  the  en- 
trance of  the  ruined  choir.  On  it  is  a croft  fleuri  or  botonee,  and  on  the 
hollow  ledge  was  cut  this  now  mutilated  and  half  concealed  infeription,  in 
Gothic  capitals,  the  words  in  fmaller  letters  now  wanting  :

This  bilhop  was  a native  of  Swire  in  Holdernefs,  where  he  built  a beautiful 
Chape],  of  which  we  may  expea  a view  in  Mr.  Dade’s  Hiftory  of  Holdernefs 

He  was  educated  at  Oxford,  probably  in  Durham  College,  where  , 36S  he 
proceeded  LL.  D.  He  was  archdeacon  of  the  Eaft  Riding  of  Yorkfhire  1 a6  1 • 

Dean  of  St.  Martin’s,  London,  1368;  and  fent  by  the  king  with  others 
to  treat  of  peace  at  Bruges'  ; prebendary  of  Fenton  in  York  cathedral,  and 
of  Beverly  1 3 7 o ; archdeacon  of  Northampton,  1381;  treafurer  of  Lincoln 
and  prebendary  of  Milton  in  the  church  of  Sarum,  1382;  of  Gillingham 
in  the  church  of  Shafton,  1383;  was  promoted  to  the  fee  of  Lichfield 
and  Coventry,  1385;  next  year  to  that  of  Bath  and  Wells;  and  thence 
1388  to  Durham,  on  the  removal  of  Fordham  by  the  Pope,  at  the  felicita- 
tion of  the  barons  who  had  revolted  from  Richard  II  ■;  He  was  a moft  muni- 
ficent  builder,  having  erefted  the  cloiflers  at  Durham  at  the  expence  of  / 600. 
befides  330  marks  expended  on  the  dormitory.  He  built  the  fteeple  at  How- 
den  i,  and  expended  large  fums  in  the  repair  of  that  church,  eredied  the  beau- 
tiful chapter-houfe,  and  the  whole  manor  hall : alfo  great  part  of  the  lantern- 
c?We,r  York’  111  which  church  he  founded  a chantry;  befides  bridges  at 
Skinkliffe,  Yarm,  and  Aukland,  and  the  gateway  of  the  palace  at  the  latter 
place.  On  all  thefe  feveral  works  are  fet  his  arms  ».  He  endowed  Univerfity 
college  with  three  fellowiliips  for  natives  of  his  diocefe  or  that  of  York. 

F'n  -a  Walden>  bi(lloP  of  London,  was  buried  in  the  priory-church  of  140J. 

Bmbohmew  by  SmUbfield.  He  was  remarkably  the  fport  of  fortune,  being 
raifed  from  almoft  abfolute  poverty  to  the  deanry  of  York,  treafurerfliip  of 
Calais,  and  prefently  after  of  England,  and  to  the  poll  of  fecretary  of  ftate 
and  to  the  fee  of  Canterbury,  on  the  temporary  tranilation  of  Arundel  from 
t ence  to  St.  Andrew’s,  and  on  the  depofition  of  his  patron  Richard  II.  difpol- 
,C  °f  « , lonours’  and  would  have  ended  bis  days  in  want,  had  not  arch- 

biihop  Arundel  obtained  for  him  the  fee  of  London.  He  held  this  fcarcely  a 
year,  and  died  1405  b By  his  will,  dated  at  Hadham,  ult.  Dec.  1405  he 
bequeathed  his  body  to  be  buried  in  his  cathedral,  or  in  a certain  new  chapel 
which  he  had  rebuilt  in  the  conventual  church  of  St.  Bartholomew  by  Smith- 
held  at  the  difcretion  and  appointment  of  archbiiliop  Arundel,  who,  fays  he 
tne  defub  pedtbus  bommum  jacentem&  pulvere  ad  London,  ecclef.e  apicem  fubli- 
mroir.  His  executors  were,  his  brother  John  Walden,  Richard  Clyderow, 

John  Shoreditch,  jnn.  efq.  Matter  William  Bulcote,  M.  Henry  Hamraerton,  John 
pna,  ’ Wyfebech’  and  Richard  Scott,  clerks  ; and  the  fupervifors  of 

it  Richard  Clyfforde  bilhop  of  Worcefter  and  Richard  Kynafton  canon  of  Lon- 
don. The  Regitter  book  of  this  prelate  while  he  filled  the  fee  of  Canterbury 
is  fuppofed  to  be  loft,  if  it  ever  exifted.  The  is  an  hiatus  of  two  leaves  cut  out 
of  Arundel  s Regitter,  followed  by  one  blank,  and  then  begins  the  fourth 
year  of  Arundel  with  the  bull  of  pope  Baniface  annulling  his  tranilation  to 
St.  Andrews,  and  mentioning  the  tranilation  of  Walden  to  Canterbury.  Thefe 
two  pages  could  not  poffibly  contain  the  whole  of  Walden’s  adts  ’.  John  Drayton 
citizen  and  goidfmith  of  London,  left  all  his  lands  and  tenements  to  the  dean 
and  chapter  of  St.  Paul’s,  to  find  a prieft  to  fay  mafs  in  the  chapel  of  All  Saints

In  St.  Paul’s  cathedral,  where,  as  exprefled  in  his  inscription,  1456,  the  corpfe  of 
Roger  Walden  late  bifhop  of  London  was  buried,  though  by  all  that  appears  he 
was  buried  in  St.  Bartholomew’s  priory 

One  of  the  fineft  braffes  in  this  Century  muft  have  been  that  of  Sir  Mathew 
Gorney,  in  his  chapel  at  Stoke  under  Hamden ■>  c.  Somerfet.  I Ihall  give  Leland’s 
account  of  the  place  and  its  furniture. 

“ At  Stoke  under  Hamden  I faw  in  a botom  hard  by  the  village  very  notable 
“ ruines  of  a great  manor  place  or  caftelle,  and  yn  this  manor  place  remaineth 
“ a very  ancient  chapelle,  wheryn  be  diverfe  tumbes  of  noble  men  and  women. 
“ In  the  South  Weft  fide  of  the  chapelle  be  four  images  on  tumbes,  on  hardjoynid 
“ to  another,  three  of  menne,  harnefhid  and  fhiildid,  and  two  of  women.  Ther 
“ hath  bene  on  eche  of  them  infcriptions,  but  now  fo  fore  defacid  that  they  cannot 
“ be  redde.  I faw  a fhelde  or  two  al  verry  of  blew  and  white  : Ther  be  in  this 
“ part  of  the  chapel  alfo  two  tumbes  without  images.  Ther  is  in  the  North  fide 
“ of  the  body  of  the  chapelle  a tumbe  in  the  waulle  without  image  or  writing, 
“ and  a tumbe  with  a goodly  image  of  a man  of  armes,  in  the  North  fyde  of  the 
“ quyre  of  the  church  wall,  with  a fhield  as  I remember  all  verrey ; and  even  afore 
“ the  quier  doore,  but  without  it,  lyeth  a very  grete  flatte  marble  ftone  with  an 
(i  image  in  brafs  flattely  graven,  and  this  writing  yn  French  about  it  * :

“ ct  a plufours  autres  batailles  et  ajjeges  en  les  quex  il  gaina  noblemens

“ There  was  befide  this  grave  another  in  the  Weft  end  of  the  body  of  the 
“ chapelle,  having  a gret  flat  ftone  without  infcription.  1 markid  yn  the  win- 
“ dowes  three  fortes  of  armes,  one  al  Very,  blew  and  white  ; another  with  3 
“ ftripes  Gules  downright  in  a feld  of  Or  3 ; the  third  was  crofslets  gold  many  in- 
“ termyft  in  one  in  a fild,  as  I remembre,  Gules.  Ther  is  a provoft  longging  to 
“ this  collegiate  chapelle  now  yn  decay,  where  fumtyme  was  good  fervice,  and 
“ now  but  a faid  a three  tymes  yn  the  weeke.  The  provoft  hath  a large 
“ hous  yn  the  village  of  Stoke  therby 4.” 

This  family  of  Gurney,  or  Gorney,  of  Norman  extraction,  figured  in  England 
loon  after  the  Conqueft.  They  firft  gained  footing  in  Somerfetlhire  in  the  reign 
of  Henry  III.  by  marriage  of  Thomas  de  Harpetre  with  Eva  de  Gournay  heirefs 
of  the  great  houfes  of  Fitzharding,  Gournay,  Gant  and  Paganel,  whofe  fon 
Robert  aflumed  the  name  of  Gournay  5.  His  defendants,  after  fix  defcents, 
ended  in  an  heir  female,  by  whofe  marriage  their  property  centered  at  laft  in  the 
family  ot  Perceval  earl  of  Egmont.

Matthew  Gournay  was  fourth  and  youngeft  fon  of  Thomas  one  of  the 
murderers  of  Edward  II.  for  which  he  was  attainted,  and  fled  his  country,  but 
being  apprehended  in  Spain,  was  beheaded  at  lea  as  they  were  bringing  him 
over.  Matthew  appears  to  have  been  a foldier  of  fortune,  and  to  have  clolely 
followed  his  profeflion  of  arms,  being  prefent  in  all  the  principal  battles  of  his 
time,  and  died  an  old  veteran,  in  his  96th  year.  Fuller'  lays,  “ his  armour 
“ was  beheld  by  martial  men  with  much  civil  veneration,  with  whom  his  faith- 
“ ful  buckler  was  a relique  of  efteem,”  The  battle  of  Beaumarin  % Benama - 
zin  3,  or  Benemazin 4,  was  fought  againft  the  Moors  in  Spain.  The  liege  of 
Algezira  was  formed  by  Alphonfus  XI.  king  of  Caftile,  1342,  and  by  its  long 
continuance  and  celebrity  drew  many  foreigners  to  it ; but  the  Englilh  quitted 
it  as  foon  as  they  found  Alphonfus  had  concluded  a league  with  Philip  of 
France.  The  Moors  defended  the  place  near  two  years,  inforauch  that  the  king 
of  Caftile  lodged  his  troops  in  barracks,  and  his  camp  formed  a kind  of  town. 
Cannon  are  fuppofed  to  have  been  firft  ufed  here  by  the  defendants,  who  capi- 
tulated at  laft,  1344,  on  condition  of  a truce  for  ten  years  between  the  king  of 
Caftile  and  the  kings  of  Morocco  and  Grenada. 

The  battle  of  Creffy  was  fought  1346.  That  of  Ingen  effe  5,  Ingenny 6,  Inge- 
nos 7,  Ingen 8,  againft  the  French.  That  of  Poitiers  1356.  That  of  Nazar  a % 
Nazaron  ,0,  Neiara  ",  Uavarete  ",  Nazar  ‘3,  was  gained  by  Peter  the  Cruel  king 
of  Caftile,  afiifted  by  Edward  the  Black  Prince,  1367.  over  Henry  de  Trafta- 
more,  fupported  by  the  king  of  Arragon.  That  of  Ozray  1 find  no  mention 
of.  Fuller  fays  that  of  Sluys  was  a fea-fight  againft  the  French.  The  liege  of 
Stays,  1405,  by  the  Englilh,  who  were  repulfed,  is  mentioned  by  Bufching'4: 
I find  it  in  no  hiftorian,  and  Gurney  would  have  been  too  old  to  have  afiifted 
at  it. 

His  offices  were  fenefchal  of  Lande , a Tandy  trad  between  Bayone  and 
Bourdeaux,  or,  in  a more  confined  fenfe,  the  environs  of  Dax  and  Tartas, 
divided  into  four  diftri&s,  and  famous  for  its  honey.  Thefe  diftridts  were  the 
Vicomtes  of  Albret,  Tartas,  D’Acques,  and  Aorte : D’Acques  or  Dax  was  the 
capital  of  the  four,  having  a caftle  on  the  river  Adour,  the  refidence  of  the 
governor  and  bilhop  '5. 

50  Edward  III.  he  was  taken  prifoner  in  the  wars  with  France,  with  other 
knights,  who  all  petitioned  the  king  to  ranfom  them,  they  being  unable  to 
anfwer  the  conditions  impofed  on  them  by  the  French  on  that  account ,5. 
1 3 Richard  II.  he  was  one  of  thofe  great  men  who  attended  the  king  in  the 
great  chamber  of  parliament  at  Weftminfter  on  the  famous  trial  for  arms 
between  Scroop  and  Grofvenor. 

He  married  to  his  firfl:  wife  Alice  Beauchamp  relidt  of  Sir  John  Beauchamp  of 
Hache  and  lifter  of  Thomas  Beauchamp  earl  of  Warwick,  before  mentioned, 
p.  5.  and  to  his  fecond  Philippa  After  and  coheirefs  of  John  lord  Talbot  of 
Richard’s  caftle,  remarried  tc  Sir  John  Tiptoft,  knight,  to  whom  file  conveyed 
the  manor  of  Stoke-under-Hampden,  (which  came  to  him  from  Sir  John  Beau- 
champ of  Hache  founder  of  the  college,  1304),  and  all  other  of  the  Gournay 
eftates,  having  levied  a fine  in  conjunction  with  her  '7.

The  “ French  memorial,”  as  Mr.  Camden  calls  it of  this  our  countryman 
of  honourable  memory,  was  defaced  in  his  time,  perhaps  by  its  lituatien, 
which  occafioned  it  to  be  rubbed  out  by  the  feet  of  thofe  who  entered  the 
choir.  Yet  Fuller  fays  it  was  legible  in  the  laft  age;  but  fince  he  fuppofes  it 
defaced.  When  I vifited  the  fpot,  1780,  in  full  hope  of  finding  fome  traces 
of  the  many  monuments  deferibed  by  Leland,  I found  the  fine  ftone  manfion 
much  reduced  : two  of  the  four  fides  remained  with  the  gate  and  poftern,  and 
over  a handfome  lodge  at  the  entrance  a fmall  ftone  frame  for  a bell.  The 
chapel  was  turned  into  a cyder  vault,  and  diftinguiftiable  only  by  a hole  for 
holy  water  in  the  antechapel,  and  no  monument  remaining  but  a large  ftone 
impreft  with  a crofs  inverted,  and  ferving  for  a ftep  at  entering  the  houfe. 
Nor  had  the  monuments  been  carried  to  the  parifh  church,  beautifully 
fhrouded  in  wood  under  Hampden-hill,  in  which  the  only  monument  is  of  a 
prieft  in  the  wall,  and  a Strode  of  the  laft  age  in  the  chancel. 


1407.  In  the  chancel  at  Cobham  is  a brafs  figure  of  a knight  in  compleat  armour, 
PI.  VI.  holding  a church  in  both  hands,  and  this  imperfedt  infeription  on  the  ledge  ; 
the  words  in  hooks  fupplied  from  Weever  1 and  Mr.  Thorpe  3,  and  a MS  hiftory 
of  this  family  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Ord.

Compare  this  epitaph  with  that  of  John  Bleobury,  Vol.  I.  p.  131. 

This  is  for  John  Cobham,  who  diftinguilhed  himfelf  in  Edward  the  Third 
and  Richard  the  Second’s  French  wars  and  treaties,  rebuilt  Cowling  cattle,  and 
joined  with  Sir  Robert  Knollys,  knt.  in  that  great  public  benefit  the  building 
Rochefter  bridge  of  ftone.  He  began  36  Edward  111.  the  foundation  of  Cob- 
ham  college  or  chantry,  of  five  priefts,  which  he  after  increafed  to  feven,  and 
repaired  the  church  in  the  handiome  manner  in  which  it  now  appears.  In  the 
parliament  held  at  Shrewsbury,  12  Richard  II.  he  was  impeached  of  treafon,  and 
condemned  to  forfeit  his  life  and  eftates  : but  the  king  gave  him  his  life  ; and 
on  theaccefllon  of  Henry  IV.  he  recovered  his  eftates,  had  fummons  to  parlia- 
ment, and  died  9 Henry  IV.  1407  4. 


In  the  fame  chancel,  but  without  the  rails,  lies  another  brafs  for  Sir  Nicho- 
las Hawberk,  knt.  who  died  the  fame  year,  having  been  third  husband  of 
Joan  grandaughter  of  the  founder  abovementioned. 

He  is  reprefented  in  complete  armour,  pointed  helmet  with  lozenge  fafeia, 
gorget  of  mail,  jointed  gauntlets,  armour  jointed  fomewhat  like  Grey’s,  fword 
at  right  hand,  dagger  at  left,  lion  at  feet,  rich  canopy  furmounted  by  three 
others,  m the  centre  the  Deity  with  nimbus,  his  right  hand  blefling,  the  cru- 
cifix before  him,  and  the  dove  flying  up  to  his  mouth.  At  his  right  the 
Virgin  and  child  ; at  his  left  St.  George  and  the  dragon.

On  the  middle  of  the  columns  of  the  canopy  a fltield  with  the  arms  of 
Cobham,  and  others,  with  thofe  of  Hawberk  gone. 

Her  firft  husband  was  Sir  Roger  de  Hemenhale  * : her  fecond  was  Sir  Gerard 
Braybroke,  knt.  buried  here  1405;  her  fourth  Sir  John  Oldcaftle,  in  her  right 
lord  Cobham,  burnt  1 Henry  V ; her  fifth  John  Harpeden  Her  own  brats 
will  be  feen  1433. 


In  Baginton  church,  c.  Warwick,  is  or  was  a brafs  plate  for  Sir  William 
Bagot,  knt.  who  died  Sept.  3,1407  ; and  his  wife  Margaret,  who  died  14 
His  figure  in  armour  and  mail  has  the  pointed  helmet,  and  on  his  bread:  and 
over  his  head  his  arms,  a chevron  between  three  martlets  with  a crefcent  for 
difference  : fword  and  dagger  at  his  fides ; at  his  feet  a lion.  She  has  the  re- 
ticulated headdrefs,  buttoned  fleeves  and  mittens,  and  at  her  feet  two  dogs. 
Over  her  head  a chevron  indented  between  1 2 billets 4. 


In  the  approach  to  the  chancel  of  7 bruxton  church,  c.  Hants,  five  miles  from 
Andover,  is  a fine  brafs  in  high  prefervation  of  a knight  in  plated  armour,  under 
a canopy  of  three  arches  : his  helmet  alrnoft  round,  with  a fmall  nob  or  pointal 
top  ; his  arm-pieces  large  rounds  with  lozenges  in  the  centre  ; his  elbow-pieces 
fan-fafhion,  his  gauntlets  richly  adorned  at  the  top  and  joints,  his  belt  embroider- 
ed fupports  his  fword  at  his  left  fide,  which  has  a ftrait  croft  bar,  and  on  the 
pommel  St.  George's  croft  : at  his  right  his  dagger  : his  greaves  have  a Team  up 
the  infide  : his  fpur  rowels  in  a circle  : at  his  feet  a lion.  On  each  fide  of  his 
head  thefe  fhields :

The  family  of  Lifle,  ot  Delijle,  were  fettled  at  Wootton,  in  the  Ifle  of  Wight, 
from  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  but  removed  to  Thruxton  and  to  Manfbridge, 
near  Southampton,  in  or  before  that  of  Edward  III  s. 

This  is  a Angular  inflance  of  the  lady’s  name  being  on  the  fione  without  her 
figure.

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*408.  In  the  chapel  of  St.  John  in  the  North  aile  of  the  nave  of  St.  Mnry  Overy’9 
PI.  church  in  Southwark , is  the  monument  of  John  Gower,  the  next  poet  in  fuc- 
VIII.  ceflion  to  Chaucer,  his  friend  and  contemporary,  of  whofe  fpirit,  imagination, 
and  elegance,  he  participated  no  confiderable  portion.  His  language  is  tolerably 
perfpicuous,  and  his  verfification  often  humourous  ; but  his  poetry  is  of  a grave 
and  fententious  turn.  He  has  much  good  fenfe,  folid  reflection,  and  ufeful  ob- 
fervation.  But  he  is  ferious  and  didaCtic  on  all  occaflons.  He  preferves  the  tone 
of  the  fcholar  and  the  moralift  in  the  moil  lively  topics.  For  this  reafon  he  feems 
to  have  been  charaCterifed  by  Chaucer  1 as  the  Moral  Gower.  His  capital  work 
confifts  of  three  parts,  entituled,  Speculum  Meditantis,  Vox  Clamantis , and  Confef- 
fio  Amantis.  The  firft  is  written  in  French  rhymes,  in  ten  books,  and  exhibits 
examples  ot  conjugal  fidelity  feleCted  from  various  authors,  and  directs  how 
to  recover  the  divine  grace.  The  fecond  in  feven  books  of  Latin  elegies,  is 
chiefly  hiftorical,  and  little  more  than  a metrical  chronicle  of  the  infurredtion  of 
the  commons  in  the  reign  of  Richard  II.  Thefe  two  remain  ftill  in  MS.  The 
third,  in  which  the  ritual  of  religion  is  blended  with  the  art  of  love,  chemiftry, 
and  the  Ariftotelian  philofophy,  has  been  printed  by  Caxton,  1483  s. 

This  tripartite  work  is  reprefented  by  three  volumes  under  the  head 
of  the  poet’s  effigy,  which  is  crowned  with  a chaplet  3 of  four  rofes 
over  his  hair  reaching  to  his  fhoulders,  but  curling  up,  and  a fmall 
forked  beard,  and  a gold  collar  of  SS  4,  fattened  in  front  with  a ftud  adorned  with 
a fwan  chained  (the  badge  of  Richard  II.)  between  two  portcullices.  At  his  feet 
a lion.  He  is  habited  in  a purple  gown  formerly  damafkt  with  rofes,  with  a 
Handing  cape,  and  buttoned  down  to  his  feet,  but  painted  of  one  dingy  colour 
in  the  feveral  repairs  of  this  church,  which  he  largely  contributed  to  rebuild 
in  its  prefent  elegant  form,  and  to  render  it  a beautiful  pattern  of  the  lighter 
Gothic  : at  the  fame  time  he  founded  at  his  tomb  a perpetual  chantry. 

The  monument  confitts  of  a canopy  of  three  arches  with  bouquet  pedi- 
ments, parted  by  finials,  and  at  the  back  of  each  pediment  three  niches,  of 
which  there  are  feven  in  front  of  the  altar  tomb. 

Againft  the  wall  within  the  three  arches  are  painted  three  female  figures 
crowned  with  ducal  coronets,  with  their  names  fuperferibed,  and  fcrolls 
Wreathed  found  them,  inferibed  formerly  in  black  letter,  but  now  in  Roman 
capitals  on  a gold  ground  :

Aubrey  fays,  had  Stowe  confidered  Gower’s  quality  he  might  have  remembered  that  he  was  only  intitlcd  to  a filvrr 
diain,  which  was  ever  allowed  to  efquircs  ; but  that  of  gold  to  knights.  Surrey,  V.  aoi.  The  irnpofition  of  a collar 
was  one  mode  of  creating  an  efquire.

By  the  tomb  hung  a table  granting  1500  days  of  pardon  to  fuch  as  prayed 
for  his  foul. 

Aubrey  gives  an  infcription  which  he  faw  on  a limb  of  this  monument, 
different  from  the  foregoing:

The  firft  of  thefe  epitaphs  feems  to  have  been  put  up  on  a repair  in  the  laft 
century,  and  to  it  Stowe  adds,  “ Noviter  conftruflum  impenfis  parochia:, 
A.  Dom.  1615.”  In  his  time  it  had  been  watht  out  and  rendered  illegible,  and 
the  effigy  defpoiled  of  its  hands  and  nofe.  The  laft  repair  this  monument 
underwent  was  in  the  autumn  of  1764*. 

The  only  print  of  this  monument  is  a fmall  one  ornamenting  the  portrait 
of  Gower  by  Vertue  among  his  Poets. 

Neither  our  hiftorians,  nor  his  epitaphs,  tell  us  the  date  of  his  death. 
Leland  and  Pitts  fay  1402  ; Thinne,  2 Henry  IV.  1403.  His  obit  was  cele- 
brated in  this  monaftery  on  the  Friday  after  the  feftival  of  pope  Gregory  \ His 
will  fhews  that  he  died  between  the  feftival  of  the  Affumption  of  the  blefled 
Virgin  and  Odt.  24,  1408.  I have  inferted  it  here  at  large,  as  a curioiity  ;

In  Stoke  by  Nayland  church,  Suffolk,  by  the  South  door,  is  a flat  ftone,  with 
a knight  in  armour,  with  his  fword  and  dagger,  a lion  at  his  feet,  his  head 
uncovered,  his  hair  and  beard  long,  his  gorget  of  mail : under  his  head  a hel- 
met, with  a wing  for  creft  : the  infeription  on  the  ledge  gone.  This  feerns  to 
have  been  Weever’s  “ antient  graveftone,  with  the  figure  of  a knight  in  com- 
plete armour,  refting  his  head  on  a gauntlet,  with  this  circumfcription, 

Hicjacent  tumulati  dominus  Willelmus  'fendrwg,  miles,  et 
Katherina  Clapton  uxor  ejujdem,  obierunt  anno  d'ni  1408.” 

If  Weever’s  tranfeript  be  right,  Sir  William  Tendring  and  his  lady  died  both 
in  one  year.

I11  the  parifh  church  of  Letheringham , in  Suffolk,  which  was  the  church  of  14°^* 
the  little  priory  adjoining,  are  divers  tombs  and  graveftones  to  the  memory  of  the 
noble  and  antient  family  of  the  Wingfields  ; all  of  which  in  Weever’s  * 
time  were  fouly  defaced.  What  would  he  have  faid  of  the  prefen t ftate  of  this 
dilapidated  priory  church,  where  a feries  of  the  moft  coftly  monuments  of  the 
Wingfields  and  Nauntons  have  been  involved  in  one  common  ruin,  the  more  to 
be  lamented  as  it  is  not  the  effefl  of  time  alone  ! 


The  oldeft  in  the  feries  I believe  to  be  two  of  ftone,  exadfly  correfponding 
except  the  difference  of  the  armorial  bearings,  and  oppolite  to  each  other  in 
the  North  and  South  walls  of  the  nave,  defcribed  in  Vol.  I.  p.  218.  which, 
for  their  beauty  and  ftyle,  I have  fince  caufed  to  be  engraved  in  two  Plates,  after 
drawings  by  an  ingenious  and  modeft  artift  of  Woodbridge,  to  whom  the  publick 
are  indebted  for  feveral  other  monuments  in  the  fame  county  and  neighbouring 
one  of  Eflex,  in  this  and  the  following  century. 

On  another  graveftone  a woman  in  brafs  and  an  efcocheon  at  each  corner, 
with  Wingfield’s  and  Hq/lings'  arms  ; the  infcription  much  defaced,  but  it  ap- 
pears by  what  remains  that  it  was  for  Margaret  Wingfield  the  widow  of  John 
Wingfield,  and  daughter  of  Sir  Hugh  Haftings  of  Elfyng,  c.  Norfolk,  of  whom 
before,  vol.  I.  p.  98. 

A MS  of  church-notes  taken  in  Suffolk  1660,  in  my  poffeffion,  gives 
on  a graveftone  next  to  the  laft  a man  compleatly  armed,  his  feet  on 
a lion,  and  an  efcocheon  at  each  corner,  all  broken  except  one,  which  is  Wingfield 
impaling  Haftings,  plate  IX.  fig.  1 : the  former  ftone  feems  to  be  for  his  lady. 
The  infcription  part  broke,  the  reft  rolled  off  here  from  the  original  brafs,  PI.  X.

Sir  John  Wingfield  died  1389  ; his  will  is  dated  15  Richard  II.  Weever 
and  the  MS.  copied  only  the  firft  fix  words. 

Weever  records  inferiptions  to  Sir  William  Wingfield,  knight,  1398. 

Another  William  Wingfield,  and  Katherine  his  wife. 

I find  none  in  the  Wingfield  pedigree  to  whom  this  laft  could  belong  except 
to  Sir  William  Wingfield  fon  of  Richard  Wingfield  of  Dynington,  who  married 
Catharine  Wolfe,  and  was  buried  with  her  at  Dynington  ; but  Weever  has  given 
them  in  their  proper  place,  p.  759.  The  graveftone  for  William  Wingfield 
and  Elizabeth  Waldegrave,  the  infcription  broken,  was  gone  in  the  laft  Century.

In  the  middle  of  the  church  lies  another  graveftone,  which  had  the  portraiture 
of  three  men  in  armour,  and  under  the  infcription  three  efcocheons,  two  as 
here  rolled  off,  in  plate  IX.  fig.  1,  2,  3.  and  three  more  broken.  The  firft 
and  third  Wingfield  quartering  JVarren,  their  mother’s  great  great  grandmother  ;

in  the  wall.  The  infcription,  rolled  off  from  the  original,  makes  part  of  PI.  X.

They  were  fons  of  Sir  Robert  Wingfield,  who  died  1 43 1,  and  married  Eliza- 
beth eldcft  daughter  and  coheirefs  of  Sir  Robert  Goufell,  by  Elizabeth  his  wife, 
daughter  and  coheirefs  of  Richard  fecond  of  the  name  earl  of  Arundel.  Sir 
Thomas  died  1510,  1 Hen.  VIII. 

The  fingle  figure  rolled  off  from  the  original  brafs,  on  a flab  before  the 
chancel,  making  PI.  XI.  reprefents  one  of  thefe  brothers,  clad  in  complete  plated 
armour,  except  his  head,  which  is  bare,  and  his  hair  flowing  , his  gorget  is  mail, 
his  gauntlets  open  over  his  fingers ; his  greaves  buckled  on  the  infide  ; his  fword 
pendant  in  front. 

The  MS  notes  add,  On  another  graveftone  the  portraitures  of  a man  and 
woman  in  brafs ; under  the  man’s  feet  Wingfield’s  arms,  under  the  woman’s 
Vere's ; the  infcription  not  to  be  read.

John  Beaufort,  eldeft  fon  of  John  of  Gaunt,  by  his  fecond  wife  Catharine 
Swinford  *,  born  before  marriage,  but  legitimated  by  aft  of  parliament,  20  Ri- 
chard II.  was  created  earl  of  Somerset  the  fame  year,  and  the  following  year  mar- 
quis of  Dorfet ; but  though  he  had  been  l'ummoned  to  parliament  by  Richard  II. 
and  Henry  IV.  only  by  the  latter  title,  Henry  IV.  chofe  it  iliould  drop,  and  that 
he  Ihould  retain  only  that  of  earl  of  Somerfet,  and  by  this  title,  in  his  firft 
year  he  conftituted  him  chamberlain  of  England  for  life,  and  in  his  third  Captain 
of  Calais,  both  which  offices  he  had  in  a patent,  7 Henry  IV.  and  held  till  his 
death,  on  Palm-Sunday,  April  21  3,  1 4 1 °j  1 1 Henry  IV. 

He  married  Margaret  Holand,  third  daughter  of  Thomas,  and  filler  and  co- 
heirefs  of  Edmund,  both  earls  of  Kent,  who,  after  his  death,  took  to  her  fecond 
hulband  Thomas  duke  of  Clarence,  whom  lire  alfo  furvived,  and  erefted  for  her 
two  hulbands  and  herfelf  in  the  middle  of  the  chapel  of  St.  Michael  in  the  South 
fide  of  the  cathedral  at  Canterbury  a tomb  of  grey  Sulfex  marble,  with  their 
three  figures  in  alabafter4;  which  will  be  more  fully  defcribed  under  the  year  of 
her  deceafe,  1440.  PI.  XLI.  and  XLII. 

The  earl's  figure,  on  the  left  hand  of  his  lady,  reprefents  him  in  plated  armour, 
and  gorget,  covered  with  a furcot  pinned  on  the  bread,  pointed  helmet  incircled 
with  a fillet  of  precious  Hones,  a collar  of  SS.  the  gauntlets  open  at  the  fingers, 
and  that  on . the  left  hand  has  an  additional  plate  on  the  back,  the  cuifles  are 
buttoned  within  and  tied  on  the  outlide  of  the  thigh,  and  the  greaves  have  two 
faftenings  within ; his  lword  is  at  his  left  fide,  and  at  his  right  a dagger  and 
whittle  united,  and  the  points  of  both  turned  upwards.  Under  his  head  a double 
culhion  fupported  by  angels,  and  at  his  feet  an  eagle  difplayed,  collared  and 
chained,  his  creft.

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The  monument  of  HENRY  IV.  on  the  North  fide  of  the  chapel  of  St.  Thomas  1412 
Becket  at  Canterbury , is  an  altar  tomb  of  alabafter,  formerly  gilt  and  painted,  pjt 
adorned  with  five  large  tabernacles  and  five  filial ler,  with  projecting  canopies,  XIII. 
the  laft  divided  into  four  compartments,  and  parted  by  finials.  On  it  lies  hisxiV. 
figure,  and  that  of  his  queen,  of  the  fame  material.  He  is  habited  in  his 
crown  and  robes,  a rich  ermine  mantle  ftudded  in  front,  hemmed  with  rofes, 
and  fattened  by  firings  with  taffels  : the  arm  holes  are  richly  hemmed  and 
fattened  by  one  or  two  flowered  bands ; the  lleeves  reach  to  the  knuckles ; his 
right  hand  on  his  breaft  ; his  left  by  his  fide,  the  fingers  broken,  probably  held 
his  fceptre  : at  his  feet  a lion. 

His  crown  is  compofed  of  fleurs  de  lis,  pellets,  and  oakleaves,  on  a bafe  of 
jewelry  in  form  of  rofes  and  lozenges,  and  a footing  or  lining  of  fur.  The 
king  wears  his  whifkers  and  his  beard,  not  fo  much  divided  as  Richard  the 
Second’s  ; no  hair  to  his  face,  fo  that  his  ear  appears  bare,  contrary  to  the  prints 
in  Dart  and  Sandford.  His  feet,  the  flioes  crofted  with  lace,  the  pattern  differing 
on  each  foot,  reft  on  a lion  which  look  back  at  him. 

There  is  a peculiarity  in  this  figure  that  the  fhoulders  appear  high  and  the 
body  fhort  and  corpulent.  Whether  this  be  a copy  from  nature,  or  the  effedt 
of  the  thick  rich  mantle,  I know  not ; but  the  effigy  of  Charles  VI.  of  France, 
on  his  tomb  at  St.  Denis,  is  not  unlike  it.  The  canopies  alfo  at  the  head  and 
fides  of  the  two  kings  and  their  queens,  though  twenty-five  years  afunder,  have  ' 
a great  conformity,  as  alfo  thofe  of  Charles  V.  and  his  queen,  1380. 

At  his  right  hand  lies  the  figure  of  his  queen,  Joan  of  Navarre,  who  died 
*437*  She  is  crowned  with  a like  crown,  regally  habited,  in  a furcot  ftudded 
at  the  head,  necklace,  and  cordon,  petticoat  and  mantle,  richly  bordered.  She 
wears  a fmall  puff  of  the  reticulated  head  drefs  over  her  ears : her  head  rolls 
on  a cufliion  fupported  by  two  angels  : her  neck  is  long,  her  right  hand  for- 
merly fell  gracefully  down,  her  left  holds  her  folitaire  of  jewels  ; but  her  arms 
are  now  broken  off : at  her  feet  lie  two  dogs.  At  the  head  of  both  figures  are 
rich  canopies  with  pillars,  with  three  niches  at  the  fides  for  faints.  Over  the 
tomb  a flat  wooden  canopy  of  three  furbaft  arches,  a cornice  of  oak  leaves, 
and  on  the  fafcia  frequently  repeated  in  gold  letters,  on  the  South  fide,  the 
word  ^Dfcrapne,  and  on  the  North  % t&HtpCWttCC,  divided  by  angels 
heads. 

Mr.  Goftling  notes  as  remarkable  that  the  king’s  device  and  motto  are  on  the 
queen’s  fide,  and  vice  verfa. 

There  is  fuch  a rich  variety  in  the  ornaments  of  the  drapery  of  both  thefe 
figures  that  I have  given  fpecimens  of  them  in  PI.  XV. 

li  This  monument  has  fuffered  lhamefully  within  memory,  much  of  the  rich 
carving  of  the  little  alabafter  canopies  over  the  heads  of  the  figures  having 
been  quite  deftroyed  fome  years  ago,  and  the  figures  themfelves  bearing  many 
marks  of  the  heavy  hands  which  have  fince  been  trufted  to  clean  them 
Enough  however  remains  of  the  effigies  to  enable  us  to  determine  on  them, 
as  portraits  of  the  refpedtive  perfonages,  and  to  entitle  them  as  fuch  to  be 
drawn,  and  to  be  engraved  by  the  fame  able  hand  which  has  tranfmitted  the 
other  royal  portraits  to  pofterity. 

At  the  head  and  feet  of  the  tomb  are  three  large  and  three  fmall  niches. 

In  the  centre,  which  is  largeft,  a headlefs  angel  holds  France , 3 lis,  quartering 
England , impaling  Az,  3 fleurs  delis  debruifed  by  a bendlet,  Evereux , quartering 
G.  an  efcarboucle  O.  Navarre.

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The  fame  arms  and  impalement  on  a fquare  fhield  are  held  by  a frowned 
angel  painted  on  board  at  the  feet  of  the  tomb  now  almoft  intirely  defaced.  At 
the  head  is  the  martyrdom  of  Becket,  engraved  by  Mr.  Carter,  in  his  15th 
number;  but  fince  fo  much  fcaled  off7 that  the  lower  parts  are  entirely  gone, 
and  the  upper  can  barely  be  made  out  from  his  drawing. 

PI.  On  the  flat  wooden  canopy  over  this  tomb  of  three  furbaft  arches  and  a 
XV.  oornice  of  oak-leaves,  are  painted  on  a blue  ground,  in  gold,  the  arms  ot 
France  and  England  quarterly,  of  Evreux  and  Navarre  quarterly,  and  France 
and  England  quarterly  impaling  Evreux  and  Navarre  quarterly,  all  in  collars  of 
SS.  The  ground  is  fprinkled  with  fotJC  t cl  jmC  and  tCmpCtanCC,  an  eagle 
volant  crowned  at  the  head  of  the  fir'd:  word,  and  a fable  collared  O.  under  a 
crown  O.  at  that  of  the  latter.  Sandford  2 calls  it  “ an  ermine  collared  and 
chained,  the  queen’s  device  fubfcribed  by  her  motto  A \ Temperance but  queere 
if  it  is  not  by  the  colour  rather  a Sable.  The  duke  of  Britanny  had  a caftle 
called  Ermine  J.  Certainly  the  ermine  which  the  pidlure  of  queen  Elizabeth 
at  Hatfield  has  in  her  hand  is  white.  The  field  has  been  originally  painted 
with  feven  different  animals  in  circles ; one  like  a bird  with  a human  head, 
a monkey  with  his  tail  over  his  back,  &c. 

Between  the  oak  leaves  of  the  wooden  cornice  of  this  canopy  were  fhields 
with  the  arms  of  the  nobility  of  that  age,  as  Sandford.  Only  the  following 
remain.

An  angel  at  the  North  Eaft  corner  of  the  canopy  holds  O in  a double  bor-» 
der  fleuri  G.  a lion  rampant  G.  The  South  Eaft  angel’s  ffiield  is  gone  ; 
but  under  him  is  a lamb  collared  under  a crown. 

Henry  ty  his  will1,  dated  Jan.  21,  1408,  directs  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the 
church  at  Canterbury,  after  the  difcretion  of  his  coufin  the  archbiffiop  of 
Canterbury,  and  that  a perpetual  chantry  of  two  priefts  be  founded  to  ling  and 
pray  for  his  foul  in  the  faid  church.  Oppofite  to  his  monument  is  an  ele- 
gant little  chapel,  erected  without  the  wall,  where  was  an  altar  for  faying 
mafs  for  the  fouls  of  this  royal  pair,  now  taken  away,  but  a cornice  which 
was  over  it  ftill  remains,  and  was  adorned  with  fuch  eagles  as  were  on  that  2 of 
the  monument,  and  over  it  fome  figures,  in  niches,  now  defaced,  were  painted 
on  the  wall  3.  The  iron  palifado  now  round  the  monument  feems  to  have 
reached  home  to  the  Weftern  pillar,  as  it  ftill  does  on  the  North  fide  ; perhaps 
there  was  a door  in  it  on  the  South  fide. 

Clement  Maydeftone,  at  the  end  of  his  account  of  the  martyrdom  of  arch- 
biffiop Scrope,  pretends  that  this  king’s  corpfe  was  thrown  overboard  in  a ftorm 
between  Berkyng  and  Gravefend,  and  only  the  outer  coffin  covered  with  cloth 
of  gold  buried  here.  He  declares  that  he  had  it  affirmed  to  him  and  his  father, 
on  oath,  thirty  days  after  the  fadt  happened,  by  one  of  three  perfons  4 who  were 
in  the  boat  5 with  it,  when  fuch  a ftorm  arofe,  that  being  in  imminent  danger  of 
their  lives,  and  the  eight  boats  that  followed  with  the  nobility  being  difperfed, 
they  three  agreed  to  throw  the  body  overboard  ; immediately  upon  which  a calm 
fucceeded.  They  proceeded  with  the  outer  cafe  or  coffin  6 covered  as  above 
to  Canterbury,  where  it  was  buried  with  great  pomp.'  To  this  narrative  it  may 
be  objected,  that  the  writer  introduces  it,  like  many  other  wonderful  ftories, 
to  advance  the  credit  of  the  archbiffiop,  whom  he  confiders  as  a martyr  to 
the  royal  vengeance. 

The  king’s  figure  reprefents  him  as  about  the  age  of  forCy-five  at  the  time  PI. 
of  his  death,  being  born  about  i 366  at  Bolingbroke  caftle,  in  Lincolrilhire,  XVI. 
the  only  foil  of  John  of  Gaunt  (fourth  fon  of  Edward  III.J  by  Blanche  daughter 
and  heirefs  of  Henry  firft  duke  of  Lancafter  and  grandfon  of  Edmund  Crouch- 
back  firft  earl  of  Lancafter  fecond  fon  of  Henry  III.  and  coufin  german  to 
Richard  II.  whofe  throne  he.  afterwards  ufurped,  and  by  whom  he  was  created 
earl  of  Derby,  in  the  9th  year  of  his  reign.  He  firft  diftinguiffied  himfelf  in 
the  defence  of  Pruffia  againft  the  invafions  of  the  king  of  Lithuania 7:  but 
engaging,  1397,  in  a quarrel  with  Thomas  Mowbray  duke  of  Norfolk,  who 
had  accufed  him  of  high  treafon  againft  Richard  II.  the  combatants  were  parted 
in  the  lifts,  and  baniffied,  the  duke  of  Norfolk  for  life,  and  Henry,  now  in 
right  of  his  wife  duke  of  Hereford,  for  ten  years.  It  was  not  long  before  he 
returned,  on  pretence  of  recovering  his  paternal  eftate ; and  in  a fiiort  time 
after  his  landing  he  dethroned  the  king,  and  was  crowned,  1399,  his  ftead, 
by  Thomas  Arundel  archbiffiop  of  Canterbury,  whom  he  had  met  with  in  his

exile.  In  the  four  firft  years  of  his  reign  he  defeated  a cdnfpiracy  of  hii 
Englifli,  a rebellion  of  his  Wellli  fubje<5ts,  an  invafion  of  the  Scots,  and  two 
infurredions  of  the  Percies.  The  remaining  five  years  were  fpent  without 
trouble,  unlefs  of  mind  for  the  blood  he  had  fpilt,  though  not  unprovoked  ; 
in  expiation  whereof  he  refolved  on  a croifade  to  the  Holy  Land.  For  this 
great  preparations  were  made,  but  the  king  \Vas  taken  off  by  fomething  of  the 
fcorbutic 1 or  apopledic  kind,  which  feized  him  at  laft  at  his  devotion  before 
the  llirine  of  Edward  the  ConfelTor,  and  returned,  by  feveral  relapfes,  for 
three  months  before  he  died1.  Being  carried  to  the  abbot’s  houfe  at  Weftminfter 
he  expired  there  March  20,  1412,  in  the  Jerufalem  chamber,  which  a pre- 
tended prophet,  in  his  oracular  ambiguity,  confounded  with  the  city  of  Jeru  - 
falem, and,  as  fome  fay,  firft  fuggefted  to  the  king  the  idea  of  going  to  the 
Holy  Land  3,  which  the  poet  reprefents  as  his  dear  expedience , or  favourite 
expedition.  One  of  the  fineft  paflages  in  Shakfpeare,  the  parting  converfation 
between  this  prince  and  his  fucceifor,  is  authenticated  by  Walfingham  4. 

“ The  king  was  of  a mean  ftature,  well  proportioned,  and  formally  compact, 
quick  and  delyver,  and  of  a flout  courage.  After  that  he  had  appeafed  all 
civil  diifenfions  he  fhewed  himfelf  fo  gently  to  all  men  that  he  gat  him 
more  love  of  the  nobles  in  his  later  days  than  he  had  evil  will  of  them  in  the 
beginning  s.” 

PI.  The  confort  of  Henry,  here  interred,  and  reprefented  with  him,  was  Joan 
XVII.  of  Navarre  daughter  of  Charles  II.  king  of  Navarre  and  count  of  Evreux, 
furnamed  the  Bad,  and  Joan  his  wife  eldeft  daughter  of  John  king  of  France 
by  Bona  of  Luxemburg  his  firft  wife.  She  was  the  third  wife  and  widow  of 
John  earl  of  Montfort,  furnamed  the  Valiant , duke  of  Bretagne,  who  died, 
as  was  fufpe&ed  of  poifon,  Nov.  1,  1399,  leaving  by  her  four  fons  and  four 
daughters.  Henry  efpoufed  her  at  YVinchefter,  Feb.  7,  1402  ; and  caufed  her 
to  be  crowned  at  Weftminfter  Jan.  26,  fame  year.  He  knew  the  authority 
which  her  hufband’s  will  and  the  law  gave  her  over  her  children  6,  and  the  rich 
dowry  file  polfefled,  and  the  advantage  of  both  circumftances  againft  France. 
She  obtained  a difpenfation  on  account  of  confanguinity,  and  they  were  mar- 
ried firft  April  3,  1402,  by  proxy,  at  Eltham  \ She  failed  from  Cameret 
Jan.  13.  A ftorm  prevented  her  landing  at  Southampton,  and  drove  her  to 
Cornwall.  She  outlived  the  king  many  years,  and  died  without  iflue  by  him  at 
Havering  Bower,  in  Eifex,  1437,  15  Henry  VI.  her  hufband’s  grandfon,  whom 
file  lived  to  fee  crowned  king  of  England,  and  alfo  of  France.  Her  arms  were 
quarterly  1 and  4 Az.

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The  monument  of  John  IV.  duke  of  Bretagne,  firft  husband  of  qtieen  Joan, 
in  the  choir  of  the  cathedral  at  Nantes,  is  well  engraved  in  Lobineau’s  Hilt,  de 
Bretagne,  p.  498.  For  the  honour  of  our  country  it  was  made  bv  three  Englitli 
artilts,  to  whom  the  king  granted  a paffport  to  carry  it  over  '.  It  is  of  alabafter, 
with  his  figure  completely  armed,  in  a pointed  helmet,  mail  gorget,  a collaf 
of  ermines  round  his  neck,  a lion  at  his  feet,  and  another  on  the  helmet  under 
his  head.  The  books  of  the  choir  in  wooden  bindings  with  copper  clafps, 
adorned  with  great  metal  nails  being  laid  on  the  figure,  have  defaced  the  face, 
except  the  great  pendant  whifkers  !,  with  a martial  air,  expreilive  of  his  warlike 
character.  He  was  difficult  and  diftruilful ; violent  in  his  attachments  and 
t Ifgufts.  The  Lnglilh  found  him  as  faithful  a friend  as  the  conftable  Oliver  de 
Clmon  found  him  an  irreeoncileable  foe. 


Henry's  firft  wife  was  Mary  Pe  Bohun  daughter  and  coheir  of  Humnhrey  earl 
of  Hereford  and  Northampton  and  conftable  of  England  By  her  he'  had 
Henry  V.  Thomas  duke  of  Clarence,  John  earl  of  Bedford,  Humphrey  duke 
of  Gloucefter,  and  two  daughters.  She  died  only  counters  of  Derby,  1 ,94  1 ■ 
and  was  buried,  if  we  believe  Sandford,  in  Canterbury  cathedral,  which  place 
the  king,  out  of  a fincere  affedtion  to  the  memory  of  her  his  beloved  wife 
made  choice  of  for  his  interment.  Dugdale  fays  nothing  of  her  death  or 
burial.  A little  figure  with  a coronet  lying  under  an  arch  at  the  upper  end 
of  the  South  wall  of  the  Lady-chapel  or  library  at  Hereford,  paffes  for  her 
effigy.  •>  An  earl  and  countefs  of  Hereford  of  the  name  of  Bohun  ore  fuppofed 
to  be  buried  in  the  fame  chapel  at  Hereford  ; of  whom  fee  before,  Vol  I p IQ, 
but  her  parents  lie  at  Waldeu  ',  where  their  family  monuments  did  not'  furvive' 
the  diffolution,  but  have  fprung  up  in  the  ideas  of  our  Antiquaries  in  the  ca- 
thedrals of  Gloucefter  and  Hereford.

lations, if  they  were  at  all  related  to  her.

14I-  Archbifhop  Arundell,  one  of  the  greateft  benefa&ors  to  the  church  of 
Canter  bun,  to  which  he  was  tranflated  by  the  Pope  from  York,  having  before 
filled  the  fee  of  Ely,  has  now  no  other  memorial  than  the  North  Weft  tower 
of  his  cathedral,  which  bears  his  name,  and  which  he  furnilhed  with  a fine 
peal  of  bells.  Godwin  1 fays  he  was  buried  under  a marble  flab  between  two 
pillars  in  the  Eaft  part  of  the  nave  towards  the  North.  He  had.  founded  a 
chantry  chapel  for  himfelf,  as  appears  by  the  will  of  Sir  William  de  Roos  lord 
of  Hamlake  and  Belvoir,  who  by  his  will,  dated  F^b.  22,  1412,  diredts  his 
body  to  be  buried  in  Chrift  Church,  Canterbury,  prope  capellam  pro  cantaria 
ven.  in  Chrijlo  patris  et  d'ni  met  d'ni  I’homae  Arundell  Cantuar.  Arcbiepi  fituat. 
So  that  it  is  not  improbable  that  one  of  the  brafslefs  flabs  removed  from  the 
nave  into  the  cloifter  on  new  paving  it,  1787,  may  have  belonged  to  him ; and 
another  of  them,  which  has  the  impreflion  of  a knight  under  a triple  canopy 
with  Ihields  in  the  fillet  at  the  fides  and  rofes  at  the  corners,  a helmet  under 
his  head,  and  a lion  at  his  feet,  may  have  covered  Sir  William  Roos. 

The  Archbifhop  had  no  little  fliare  in  the  revolutions  of  the  times  he 
lived  in.  While  he  was  archbifhop  of  York  he  held  the  great  feals,  which 
he  refigned  on  his  advancement  to  Canterbury.  He  had  fcarcely  fat  there 
two  years  before  he  found  himfelf  involved  in  the  fentence  pafled  on  the 
duke  of  Gloucefter  and  the  earl  of  Arundel  his  own  brother,  and  commanded 
to  quit  the  realm  in  forty  days.  He  retired  to  the  Pope,  who  gave  him  the

primacy 
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Jirimacy  of  St.  Andrew’s,  and  filled  that  of  England  with  Roger  Walden) 
before  mentioned'.  Upon  the  depofition  of  Richard  II.  Arundell  was  reftored, 
and  crowned  Henry  IV.  and  after  fitting  here  about  feventeen  years  died  of  a 
quinfey  at  Hackington,  Feb.  20,  1413. 

Walfingham2,  fpeaking  of  his  death,  fays,  “ Hoc  anno  cecidit  eminentiffima 
“ turns  eccleiias  Anglicanas  8c  pugil  invi&us  D.  Tho.  de  Arundelia.” 

The  monument  of  judge  Gascoigne  in  Harwood  church,  Yorkfhire,  in  the  1413. 
South  aile,  at  the  head  of  the  two  already  defcribed,  Vol.  1.  p.  171.  repre-  PL 
fents  him  in  a hood  covering  his  ears,  which  are  feen  through,  and  falling  in  XVIII- 
a flap  at  the  Tides  of  the  face,  his  hair  juft  appearing  under  it : his  head  re- 
clines on  a double  cuflliorl  fupported  by  angels.  He  is  habited  in  a cloak  or 
mantle  over  his  robes,  buttoned  on  the  right  flioulder  of  his  robe,  the  fleeves 
edgted  with  fermiile,  and  Under  it  are  buttoned  ftrait  fleeves  down  to  the 
wrifts  ; his  belt  hanging  down  is  ftudded  with  rofes  ; from  it  at  his  left  fide 
hangs  a piirfe  neatly  tied  with  taffelcd  firings ; at  his  right  fide  an  anelace.  At 
his  feet  a lion  couches. 

His  lady  by  his  fide  has  the  reticulated  headdrefs,  rather  flattened  on  the' 
foirehead,  and  over  it  a circle  of  rofes.  Her  head  refts  on  a double  cufhion, 
fupported  by  angels  : her  mantle  has  a deep  falling  cape,  and  is  buttoned  over 
the  breaft,  and  faftened  with  a broad  belt  and  large  buckle  round  the  waift, 
which  is  fliort ; the  gown  under  it  is  plaited  before  ; at  her  feet  a collared  dog, 
of  the  greyhound  kind,  lays  his  paws  on  her  gown. 

At  the  fides  of  the  tomb  five  angels  ftand,  and  hold  two  plain  fhields ; two 
at  the  North  fide  have  fomething  like  A.  on  a pale  Sa.  impaling  three  lions, 
or  animals  paflaiit  gUafdant : all  in  a border,  or  impaling  a bend  between  fome- 
thing undiftinguiftiable.  At  the  feet  two  angels  kneeling  hold  Old  France  and 
England  quarterly.  The  two  figures  are  on  Separate  flabs  on  one  table  of  the 
fame  altar  tomb. 

Sir  William  Gafcoigne  married  to  his  firft  wife  Elizabeth  heirefs.  of  Alex- 
ander Mowbray  ; and  to  his  fecund  Joan  daughter  of  Sir  William  Pickering. 

He  was  defeended  from  an  antient  family  in  which  he  had  feven  predecef- 
fors  of  his  furname,  and  is  fuppofed  to  have  been  born  about  1350.  He  was 
made  king’s  ferjeant  in  the  end  of  Richard  the  Second’s  reign,  1398  ; and  ap- 
pointed by  that  king  one  of  the  attornies  for  Henry  duke  of  Lancafter  in  his 
exile  3 ; which  grant  was  revoked  by  the  fame  king,  and  regranted  by  Henry  IV. 
on  his  accefiion  to  the  crown.  Throughout  his  reign  Gafcoigne’s  arguments 
and  decifions  occur  in  our  year  books,  and  he  was  appointed  chief  juftice  of 
the  King’s  Bench  Nov.  15,  1401,  having  before  fat  in  the  Common  Pleas. 

He  was  in  the  commiflion  for  levying  forces  againft  the  earl  of  Northumber- 
land’s infurreeftion,  1403  4;  and  for  treating  with  his  aflociates  and  receiving 
them  to  mercy  on  payment  of  their  fines,  1405  ; and  again  1408  5.  He  in- 
curred the  king’s  difpleafure  by  declining  fitting  in  judgment  on  archbifhop 
Scrope  ; but  foon  after  recovered  it,  and  received  the  honour  of  knighthood. 

The  famous  ftory  of  his  committing  prince  Henry,  afterwards  Henry  V.  for 
fome  high  offence  committed  in  his  court,  refts  on  the  authority  of  our  later 
hiftorians : Biondi,  Grafton  6,  Holinfhed  7,  Stowe  8,  Speed  % from  Sir  Thomas

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Elyot's  “ Governour,”  who  all  omit  his  name.  It  is  firft  cited  by  Crompton, 
in  “ L’Authorite  et  Jurifdidlion  des  cours  de  la  Majeftie  de  la  Roygne,  1594,” 
and  adopted  by  Tarlton  and  Shakfpeare  in  their  plays  of  Henry  IV.  and  V. 
As  we  have  an  inftance  of  the  prince  being  arrefted  by  the  mayor  of  Coven- 
try, 1412,  probably  for  fome  exceffes  we  may  the  more  readily  believe  his 
commitment  by  the  chief  juftice  of  England.  The  laft  fummons  to  him  to 
attend  parliament  given  by  Sir  William  Dugdale  is  dated  Weftminfter, 
March  22,  1 Henry  V.  1413,  to  meet  the  parliament  15  May  enfuing,  fo 
that  he  was  certainly  living  after  December  17,  1412,  when  Fuller  dates  his 
death  from  his  monument. 

The  infcription  on  the  brafs  ledge  round  the  tomb  as  communicated  to  Mr. 
Oldys,  author  of  the  ill-dige<fted  life  of  this  judge  in  the  Biographia  Britan- 
nica,  by  Mr.  William  Green,  carver  and  ftatuary  of  Wakefield,  1742,  was  as 
follows : 

Hie  jacet  Willelmus  Gafcoigne , nuper  Capitalis  Jujliciar.  de  Banco  Henric't 
nuper  regis  Anglia  et  Elizabetba  uxor  ejus : qui  quidem  Willelmus  obiit 
Die  Dominica  170  die  Decembris  A°  D'ni  1429. 

The  date  of  the  year  is  certainly  inadmifllble  as  to  the  judge  or  his  wife 
Elizabeth,  admitting  her  to  have  been  his  firjl  wife,  and  here  reprefented.  If 
it  could  be  luppofed  a mifnomer  for  Joan  his  fecond , as  Mr.  Lethieullier,  in  a 
letter  to  Mr.  Vertue,  1739,  ftates,  -the  date  may  hold  true  as  to  her.  A writer 
in  the  Gentleman’s  Magazine,  LI.  624.  gives  the  date  1412;  and  adds  14  to 
Henrici  quarti  faBus  judex ^ 1401;  and  fays  the  monument  was  not  ereefted  till 
after  the  death  of  Henry  IV. 

In  the  Eaft  wall  of  the  aile  where  this  monument  ftands  was  the  portrait  of 
the  chief  juftice  in  his  fcarlet  robe,  with  an  efcocheon  of  his  arms  over  his 
head,  between  thofe  of  his  two  wives,  with  their  refpedtive  arms  over  them  :

And  under  them  this  infcription,

as  reprefented  in  the  pedigree  of  the  family  in  the  hands  of  Sir  Edward  Gaf- 
coigne, and  cited  by  Mr.  Thoreiby  in  his  “ Ducatus  Leodienfis,”  p.176;  but  in 
1742  the  infcription  was  gone,  and  the  portrait  of  the  judge  much  mutilated  ; 
but  the  other  two  were  pretty  entire. 

Mr.  Knight,  the  vicar  in  1742,  in  his  letter  to  Mr.  Oldys,  fuppofed  the  mo- 
nument under  the  arch  in  the  South  wall  of  this  aile  or  chapel,  the  firft  de- 
feribed  Vol.  I.  p.  171.  to  be  that  of  the  father  and  mother,  from  the  numerous 
progeny  reprefented  in  ejfigie  on  one  fide,  and  at  tie  end  thereof. 

In  the  Gentleman’s  Magazine,  Vol.  LI.  p.  5 r6.  is  a print  called  a portrait  of 
Gafcoigne,  taken  from  his  figure  on  the  monument.  But  the  moil  extraordi- 
nary error  is  that  of  Mr.  Oldys,  who  miftook  a feal  of  this  family  circumfcribed 
Sir  William  de  Gafquane,  with  two  perfons  fitting  on  a throne,  and  granting  a 
charter  to  a third  kneeling,  for  a gold  medal  of  the  judge  himfelf_ fitting  by  another 
on  the  bench,  and  with  a writing  in  his  hand  reading  or  fpeaking  to  a perfon

irapreffion  of  which  medal,  with  printing  ink,  as  it  is  remembered  by  thole 
who  had  feen  it,  was  made  and  preferved  in  the  large  pedigree  of  the  family, 
by  R.  Glover  Somerfet  herald,  in  the  reign  of  queen  Elizabeth '.  Mr.  Oldys 
told  Dr.  Ducarel  he  had  feen  this  impreffion  in  the  pedigree  of  the  Wentworth 
family  ; but  knew  nothing  of  it  afterwards  \ Mr.  Knight  rightly  conceived  it 
to  be  a feal. 

Fig.  i and  i in  plate  XIX.  will  be  bell:  illuftrated  by  the  following  letter  from  pi. 
my  worthy  and  venerable  friend  Mr.  Pegge,  to  whom  I am  indebted  for  xiX. 
them : 

“ Dear  Sir,  Whittington , Jan.  9,  1787. 

“ Our  friend  major  Rooke  on  his  late  vilit  to  this  place  was  fo 
obliging  as  to  make  a drawing  of  a grave-ftone  of  fome  curiofity  in  my  church. 

It  is  of  alabafter,  and  lies  within  the  rails  of  the  communion-table,  in  the  very 
middle  of  the  area. 

“ There  is  fcratched  upon  it  the  effigies  of  a prieft  in  his  veftments,  his 
head  lying  on  a pillow  or  culhion,  with  a chalice  in  the  corner  on  the  right 
hand,  and  a book  in  that  on  the  left.  The  infcription  in  four  lines  above  the 
pillow  is  now  all  obliterated  except  the  final  word  Amen ; and  that  at  the  feet  in 
two  lines  is  totally  gone. 

il  The  difficulty  in  determining  who  this  perfon  was  is  not  great,  fince 
under  the  middlemoft  of  the  three  lights  or  pannels  of  the  Eaft  window,  which 
in  a manner  is  diredtly  over  the  ftone,  is  written  in  the  black  letter,  tOgCVO 
CriCe,  whence  one  may  fairly  conclude,  that  as  Roger  Crycbe  was  Redtor  of 
Whittington  till  A.  D.  14.14 1 *  3,  he  was  the  perfon  at  whofe  charge  the  window 
was  made  4,  and  that  the  entire  infcription  runs,

or  fomething  like  it.  And  then,  2dly,  as  it  is  obferved  that  the  redtors  of 
churches  were  ufually  interred  in  their  refpedtive  chancels  6,  one  can  hardly 
doubt  that  the  figure  on  the  grave-ftone  was  intended  for  the  faid  Roger  Crycbe. 

Cricb  was  a good  family  formerly  in  Derbyffiire,  named  from  the  village ; and 
at  this  day  is  in  being  7. 

u The  greateft  Angularity  in  this  graveftone  is  the  portraiture  of  a little  boy 
on  the  Redtor’s  left  fide  towards  the  bottom.  This  certainly  is  very  remark- 
able, fince,  after  infpedting  all  the  portraits  on  the  monuments  in  my  books,  I 
find  nothing  like  it.  We  muft  have  recourfe  therefore  here  to  conjedture  ; 
viz.  that  as  the  redtor  of  a church  in  the  15th  century  could  have  no  legiti- 
mate child,  the  nolettus 8 9 or  campanarius  i.  e.  the  youth  that  rang  the

“ The  date  of  this  ftone,  you  obferve,  Sir,  is  in  part  afcertained  above,  and 
what  was  there  alleged  receives  no  fmall  confirmation  from  the  following  grave- 
ftone  in  the  chancel  of  the  neighbouring  church  of  Chejlerjield , fig.  2.  This 
is  alfo  of  alabatter,  fix  feet  long,  two  feet  eight  inches  broad,  and  has  a like 
facerdotal  figure  fcratched  upon  it,  with  a chalice  and  a book,  but  the  infeription 
goes  round  the  edge,

“ Now,  one  may  eafily  fuppofe,  comparing  this  ftone  with  the  former,  that 
the  date  here  was  “ millo  ccccxi.”  and  that  our  ftone  at  Whittington  of 
mccccxiv.  but  three  years  later  was  copied  from  it;  this  kind  of  monument, 
for  ecclefialtics  at  leaft,  being  peculiar,  as  it  were,  to  this  age.  And  I have 
no  doubt  but  the  infeription  at  the  head  of  the  ftone  at  Whittington  ending 
with  the  word  Amen , as  abovementioned,  confifted  of  much  the  lame  matter, 
mutatis  mutandis , as  this  .at  Chefterfield.  And  thus  the  two  graveftones  finely 
illuftrate  one  another.

PJ.  Tn  the  middle  of  the  chancel  at  Layer  Money,  Eflex,  is  an  altar  tomb  of 
XX.  alabafter,  with  a figure  of  the  fame  in  armour  with  a blunt  conical  helmet, 
hawberk  of  mail  reaching  over  his  breaft  and  flioulders,  plated  armour ; on 
his  breaft  a lion  rampant.  On  the  front  of  his  helmet  is  carved,

His  head  refts  on  a helmet  with  wings,  and  at  his  feet  is  a lion. 

Salmon'  fays,  this  is  for  Sir  William  Marney  fheriffof  Suffolk  and  Ef- 
fex,  3 Henry  IV.  1402,  who  died  2 Henry  V.  1414,  and  by  his  will  direfled 
his  body  to  be  buried  in  choro  ecclefiee  de  Layer  Marney.  Round  the  fides  and 
ends  of  the  tomb  are  ten  ihields  in  quatrefoils  once  painted. 


Weever  had  not  vifited  this  part  of  the  county.  I rather  think,  from  the 
gorget  ot  mail,  and  the  infeription  on  the  helmet  paralleled  by  the  fame  on 
t at  of  a Vere  at  Earl’s  Colne,  hereafter  deferibed  p.  46.  that  it  belongs  to  the  firfl 
william  of  this  family,  who  founded  a chantry  here  in  the  reign  of  Edward  II. 
and  was  living  1318.

Salmon  gives  one  with  Marney  impaling  Venables,  which  fhouldbe  Sir  William, 
who  married  Venables,  and  was  grandfather  of  the  Sheriff. 


In  the  North  aile  of  the  choir  at  Weftminfter,  oppofite  to  Henry  the  Third’s 
tomb,  near  the  bafes  of  thofe  of  bifhop  Ruthal  and  abbot  Colchefter,  is  an  old 
graveftone  whereon  was  the  brafs  figure  of  a knight  much  worn,  for  John  Wind- 
sor, nephew  to  Sir  William  de  Windfor,  a famous  man,  lieutenant  of  Ireland 
in  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  who  married  Alice  Perrers,  that  king’s  miftrefs. 
John  lived  at  Stanwell,  had  been  a foldier  in  his  youth,  and  a great  comman- 
der in  the  wars  in  Ireland,  and  in  the  battle  of  Shrewfbury ; but  repenting 
him  of  his  bloodfhed,  finiflied  his  life  in  piety  on  Eafter-eve,  April  7,  1414.

Dart,  II.  19.  gives  the  epitaph  fomewhat  differently.  It  is  neither  leonine 
nor  otherwife.  The  compofer  exhaufted  his  power  of  rhyme  after  the  two 
firft  lines. 

1414.  John  Innes  bifhop  of  Moray,  who  died  April  25,  1414,  was  buried  in  his 
cathedral  at  Elgin,  at  the  foot  of  the  North  Weft  pillar  of  the  center  tower, 
which  fell  down  17  n.  He  was  an  efpecial  benefactor  to  this  beautiful  ftruc- 
ture,  as  appears  by  the  following  epitaph,  formerly  painted  againft  the  afore- 
mentioned pillar.

He  was  parfoa  of  Du  [Fas  and  LL.  B.  and  confecrated  Bifhop  of  Moray 
Jan.  23,  140^,  by  pope  Benedict  XIII.  He  began  the  great  tower  which  was 
iiniftied  by  his  fucceffor  Leighton.  In  niches  at  the  angles  without  were  four 
coloffal  ftatues,  one  of  which,  a bifhop  in  pontificalibus , broken  below  the 
knees,  being  prefumed  to  reprefent  bifhop  Innes,  is  fet  up  in  the  burying 
place  of  the  Innes  family  at  the  South  Eaft  corner  of  the  church  yard. 

Of  this  cathedral,  the  moft  beautiful  monaftic  ruin  after  Melros  in  all 
Scotland,  I have  feen  no  defeription  that  conveys  any  idea.  I forbear  to 
obtrude  on  the  public  my  crude  notes  of  it  taken  in  1771  ; but  as  nobody 
has  defcribed  the  monuments  in  it,  I fhall  notice  them  in  their  proper  places, 
only  obferving  here,  that  in  the  South  tranfept,  under  two  long  pointed  win- 
dows, are  two  altar  tombs,  one  having  a furbaft,  the  other  a pointed  canopy,  and 
on  them  two  figures  of  knights.  The  firft  has  a round  helmet,  his  fword  at 
his  left  fide,  fix  niches  in  the  front  of  the  tomb,  and  at  the  bafes  of  the  arch 
thefe  coats: 

A fefs  cheque  between  three  crowns,  a crofter  behind  the  fhield. 

The  fame  coat  quartering  a bend  between  fix  crofs  crofslets  fitche.

The  vulgar  call  this  knight  Wallace , and  the  other  Sampfon.  Others  fay  they 
are  monuments  of  the  Dunbar  family,  and  this  aile,  called  Dunbar  aile  ■ bui 
that  title  evidently  belonged  to  the  North  tranfept'.  Mr.  Shaw-  exprefsly  calls 
this  The  Innes  IJle.  The  arms  of  Scotland  appear  about  the  laft  monument, 
and  above  and  in  other  places  a large  crofs  pattee  on  Angle  ftones. 


Within  the  rails  of  the  chancel  at  Dig/well,  c.  Hertford,  are  two  fine  large  1413. 
brafs  figures  of  a knight  and  lady.  He  is  in  a pointed  helmet  adorned  with  in-  PI. 
graded  facings,  plated  armour,  with  roundels  at  Ihoulders  and  elbows,  a kind  XXI. 
of  collar  or  belt  round  his  neck,  a long  ftrait  fword  without  a crofs-bar  at 
his  left  fide,  dagger  at  his  right ; at  feet  a leopard  couchant  fpotted  and  his 
tongue  out  of  his  mouth.  His  lady  at  his  right  hand  is  in  a lingular  trian- 
gular  headdrefs,  the  curls  coming  down  in  the  point  to  her  neck,  and  at  the 
top  a wreathed  fillet,  fiender  arms,  and  the  wriftbands  ftudded,  a mantle  • and 
at  her  left  foot  a dead  hedgehog.

This  infcription  is  to  the  memory  of  a remarkable  man,  being  fquire  for  the 
body  to  three  fuch  potent  princes,  enfign  or  penon-bearer  to  one,  and  mafter 
of  the  horfe  to  Joan  fecond  wife  of  Henry  IV.  His  wife  was  alfo  principal 
lady  in  waiting  to  one  of  our  queens,  probably  to  Henry  the  Fourth’s.  Only  the 
words  in  hooks  remained  September  10,  1765  ; and  of  them  the  laft  hook  was 
loofened  and  thrown  by  in.  opening  a grave.

In  the  middle  of  the  choir  at  Kidderm'mjler  is  a marble  flab  inlaid  with  the 
figures  of  a lady  between  her  two  husbands,  an  old  and  a young  knight  in 
armour.  She  is  habited  in  the  furcoat  and  mantle  and  cordon,  and  has  a little 
dog  at  her  right  foot.  The  knights  are  in  plated  armour,  and  each  has  a lion 
at  his  feet.  The  fecond  liufband,  Philip,  on  the  right  hand,  has  fquare  arm- 
pieces  rounded  at  the  corners,  a fillet  not  unlike  a coronet  round  the  front 
of  his  helmet,  and  on  his  fword-belt  PYPYPIF,  and  no  dagger.  The  firft 
husband,  Cookfey,  on  the  left  hand,  has  round  arm  and  elbow  pieces.  Over 
the  fpandrils  of  the  three  canopies  are  thefe  fix  coats  of  arms,  beginning  from 
the  right :

Sir  John  Phelip  is  Laid  by  Dugdale  3 to  have  been  a valiant  foldier  under 
Henry  V.  in  his  wars  in  France ; but,  as  appears  by  his  epitaph,  he  furvived 
the  firft  of  that  king’s  military  operations  there  but  a very  fhort  time,  dying  ten 
days  after  the  fiege  of  Harfleur,  and  probably  of  the  flux,  which  was  fo  fatal  to 
the  Englifh  during  that  fiege.  He  was  feated  at  Donyngton  4,  c.  Suffolk  ; but 
marrying  the  widow  of  Walter  Cookfey  of  Kidderminfter,  may  be  prefumed 
to  have  refided  at  her  manor  and  cattle  of  Caldwall  in  this  parifh. 

She  was  daughter  of  St.  Pierre,  and  her  firft  husband  died  1410.

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This  monument  is  engraved  in  Dr.  Nadi’s  Hiftory  of  Worceilerfhire,  II.  4^. 
but  from  a very  incorredt  drawing  of  the  figures.  In  the  fame  plate  is  a 
monument  of  the  Cookseys,  but  to  which  of  the  family  it  belongs  does  not 
appear.  They  were  feated  at  Caldwall  from  35  Edward  III.  to  4 Henry  VI. 
as  appears  from  the  following  pedigree,  drawn  from  Dr.  Nalh’s  account  of  the 
manor,  p.  49.  but  differing  from  his  pedigree  of  the  family.

The  monument  probably  belongs  to  one  of  thefe  three.  It  was  much 
damaged  by  a late  repair  of  the  chancel  a few  years  ago,  and  is  drawn  very 
incorrectly  from  its  prefent  date,  and  deferibed  from  Mr.  Habingdon,  who  pro- 
fefies  to  have  “ blafoned  the  arms  as  they  were  in  his  time  on  the  tomb,  and 
not  as  they  ought  co  be .” 

William  fon  of  Sir  John  Phelip  having  married  Joan  one  of  the  daughters 
and  coheirs  of  Thomas  lord  Bardolfe,  fucceeded  to  that  title  16  Henry  VI. 
and  by  his  will,  dated  Dec.  1.  the  year  following,  1438,  proved  June  28, 

1441  x,  bequeathed  his  body  to  be  buried  with  his  anceftors,  before  the  altar 
in  the  chapel  of  St.  Margaret  at  Donington  2. 

Of  the  fame  year  is  the  monument  of  Thomas  Fitzalan  earl  of  Arundel  1415. 
and  his  wife  Beatrix  daughter  of  John  king  of  Portugal,  at  Arundel , in  the  PI. 
middle  of  the  choir.  On  an  altar  tomb  are  the  figures  of  a knight  and  lady  XXII. 
in  alabafter ; he  has  his  coronet  and  robes,  angels  at  his  head,  a liorfe  at  his  fig.  1. 
feet : fhe  has  a large  headdrefs  of  network  with  a fillet,  furcot,  and  cordon, 
and  at  her  feet  two  dogs.  At  the  heads  of  the  figures  lie  two  rich  canopies,  with 
niches  behind  them.  On  the  edge  of  the  table  on  which  thefe  figures  lie  are 
twelve  fhields,  divided  by  niches  of  rich  tracery,  and  on  each  fide  of  the  tomb 
nine  monks  holding  books ; at  the  head  and  feet  eight  Ihields  and  five  monks. 

All  the  fhields  have  been  painted  with  arms,  of  which  remain  only  Az.  a lion 
rampant  O.  Fit z Alan  ; quartering  chequAO.  and  Az.  Warren , and  this  coat  im- 
paled by  a bend  cottized  O.  and  Az.  between  fix  lioncels  rampant,  Bohun , his 
mother  ; alfo  impaling  Beauchamp  earl  of  Warwick. 

For  this  and  other  monuments  of  the  earls  of  Arundel  I am  indebted  to  William 
Burrell,  efq.  who  permitted  them  to  be  copied  from  his  valuable  and  ample 
ColleClion  of  Buildings,  Views,  and  Monuments,  in  Suifex,  by  Mr.  Grimm. 

This  earl  was  fon  of  John  earl  of  Arundel  beheaded  17  Richard  II.  but  was 
reftored  in  blood  1 Henry  IV  3.  at  whofe  coronation  he  was  made  a knight  of 
the  Bath  4,  and  1 Henry  V.  was  conftituted  conftable  of  Dover  caftle,  lord  war- 
den of  the  Cinque  ports,  and  lord  treasurer  of  England  5.  By  his  will,  dated 
OCt.  10,  1415.  3 Henry  V.  he  bequeathed  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  choir

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of  the  collegiate  church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  at  Arundel,  under  a certain  new 
tomb  there  to  be  made  for  him  ; alfo  willing,  that  a fair  monument  fliould  be 
erected  by  his  executors  over  the  body  of  his  father.  He  appointed  £ 130.  6s. 
and  8 d.  to  be  bellowed  at  his  funeral,  and  in  mafles  for  his  foul;  and  that 
his  executors  caufe  a chapel  to  be  built  in  honour  of  the  Blelfed  Virgin  at 
Mary  gate  in  Arundel'.  He  died  Odt.  13,  without  iflue  2,  having  married,  at 
London,  6 Henry  IV.  Beatrix  an  illegitimate  daughter  of  John  king  of  Portugal, 
the  king  and  queen  affifting  at  the  wedding  \ He  probably  caught  his  death 
at  the  fiege  of  Harfleur,  from  which  he,  with  the  duke  of  Clarence,  the  earl 
of  March,  the  earl  Marfliall,  and  many  more  were  obliged  to  return  ill.  Wal- 
lingham  4,  who  fays  this,  adds,  it  was  reported  he  was  poifoned  s. 


I4I5*  Edward  duke  of  York,  fon  of  Edmund  de  Langley  before  mentioned,  p.n. 
flain  (or  rather  fuffocated  by  the  heat  and  croud  6)  at  the  battle  of  Agincourt, 
was  buried  Dec.  1,  1415.  under  a flab  richly  inlaid  with  brafs,  in  the  choir  of 
the  collegiate  church  of  Fotheringay , c.  Northampton,  which  he  had  founded  ; 
but  at  the  diflolution  that  part  of  the  church  was  pulled  down,  with  the  col- 
lege of  his  foundation,  and  his  corpfe,  with  thofc  of  his  nephew  Richard 
duke  of  York  earl  of  Cambridge  father  of  Edward  IV.  flain  at  the  battle  of 
Wakefield,  his  fon  Edmund  earl  of  Rutland  and  his  wife  Cicely  Neville,  re- 
mained expofed  to  public  view  till  queen  Elizabeth’s  reign,  when  they  were  re- 
interred in  the  prefent  chancel,  the  Eaft  end  of  the  nave,  under  two  flmilar 
monuments  oppofite  to  each  other,  in  the  ftile  of  that  age,  confifting  only  of  a 
frieze  charged  with  falcons  and  fetterlocks,  the  devife  of  the  houfe  of  York, 
and  fupported  by  four  fluted  Corinthian  pillars.  In  the  middle  is  a fquare 
compartment  with  ornaments  and  feftoons,  and  on  the  pedeftal  below  the  device 
of  the  ‘houfe  of  York,  as  on  the  frieze. 

Thefe  monuments  are  fixed  againft  the  South  and  North  walls  within  the 
rails  of  the  communion  table,  and  one  of  them  is  engraved  in  the  Hiflory  of 
Fotheringay  in  the  Bibliotheca  Topographica  Britannica,  N°  XL.  PI.  I.  The 
arms  on  that  here  treated  of  are,  under  a ducal  coronet,  France  and  England 
quarterly,  under  a label  of  3 points  7,  impaling  the  Neville  faltire  8.  All  that 
remains  of  the  infcription,  which  was  only  drawn  with  ink  in  Roman  capi- 
tals is,

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At  the  diffolution,  the  choir  being  pulled  dfi'wn  by  the  duke  of  Northum- 
berland, the  bodies  of  the  duke  of  York  and  the  aforefaid  Cecily  were  dug 
up,  and,  as  Fuller  tells  us  in  his  Worthies  ’,  “ lay  in  the  church-yard  without 
any  monument,  until  queen  Elizabeth  coming  thither  in  her  progrefs,  gave 
order  that  they  fhould  be  interred  in  the  church,  and  two  tombs  to  be  eredted ; 
whereupon  their  bodies  lapped  in  lead  were  removed  from  their  plain  grave, 
and  their  coffins  opened.  The  duchefs  Cecily  had  about  her  neck  a filver  rib- 
bon with  a pardon  from  Rome,  penned  in  a very  fine  Roman  hand,  as  fair 
and  frefh  to  be  read  as  if  it  had  been  written  yefterday.  Such  was  the  account 
given  by  Mr.  Creufo,  a gentleman  who  dwelt  in  the  college  at  the  fame  time,  to 
Henry  Peacham  1 ; but  alas”  (continues  Fuller)  “ more  mean  are  their  monuments, 
made  of  plaifter,  workt  with  a trowel,  and  no  doubt  there  was  much  daub- 
ing thereon , the  queen  paying  for  a tomb  proportionable  to  their  perfonages.

fame  place  '3.

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William  Losync,  canon  of  Sarum,  by  will  dated  Dec.  14,  1415,  diredted  his  1416. 
body  to  be  buried  in  the  church-yard  of  the  BleiTed  Virgin  Mary  at  New  Sarum, 
on  the  Well  fide  of  the  laid  church,  before  the  image  of  the  Virgin  at  the  Weft 
door,  near  his  kinfman  John  Payne.  A difcharge  was  granted  to  his  executors 
May  34,  1416,  in  archbiihop  Chichele’s  houfe  in  London 

Hugh  Mortimer,  efq.  by  will  dated  at  London,  April  18,  1415,  proved  1416. 
May  23,  1 4 1 6,  directs  his  body  to  be  buried  in  a certain  chapel  of  the  church 
of  the  monaftery  of  iewksbury,  wherein  is  buried  the  body  of  lord  Edward  lad 
lord  Lefpenfer,  and  whereto  he  wills  that  the  bones  of  Margaret  Prune  his  wife, 
and  Thomas  Mortimer,  knight,  and  Sarah  his  w'ite,  his  relations,  with  the 
bones  of  his  brother  Michael,  be  anew  * removed  for  interment s,  whofe  tombs 
are  to  be  clofed  with  marble  ftones  feverally  infcribed  with  their  refpedtive  epi- 
taphs 4. 

John  Prophete,  keeper  of  the  king’s  feal,  prebendary  of  Warham  1349,  1416, 
and  of  Milton  Magna  1387,  both  in  the  church  of  Hereford,  of  which  he  was 
dean  1393;  prebendary  of  Langtoft  1404;  of  Leighton  Eofard,  both  in  the 
church  of  Lincoln,  T405  ; of  Bugthorp,  York,  1406  ; of  Moreton  Magna,  Here- 
ford, 1407;  and  dean  of  York,  1407;  and  one  of  the  executors  of  Henry  V’s 
will,  by  will  dated  at  London  April  8,  141b,  proved  May  4 following,  appointed 
to  be  buried,  if  he  died  in  York  province,  in  the  cathedral,  or  at  Pocklington  ; if 
he  died  in  Canterbury  province,  in  his  prebendal  church  of  Leighton  Bofard,  or 
in  his  church  at  Ringwood.  Mr.  Willis  s imagined  he  lay  under  a brafs-lefs 
itone  in  Leighton  Bofard  church,  to  which  he  was  a great  benefadtor,  it  being 
built  in  his  time  ; but  in  a copy  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Ord  Mr.  Willis  has  ftruck 
out  all  about  the  will  and  church  of  Leighton  Bofard.  In  the  chancel  of  Ring- 
wood  church  is  a large  figure  in  brafs  of  a prieft  under  a canopy,  his  head  on 
millions,  his  cope  much  ornamented  with  the  figures  of  St.  Winifred  and  three 
more  female  faints  without  names,  the  lowermoft  treading  on  a dragon,  and 
on  the  oppofite  fide  Saints  George,  John,  Peter,  and  Paul  : four  blank  ihields, 
and  the  infcription  gone.  This  monument  may  perhaps  be  afcribed  to  him. 

In  a window  of  Pocklington  church  was  this  infcription  : 

Orate  pro  anima  magijlri  Jobannis  Propbete  decani  eccl.  Ebor. 

in  the  cloifter  at  Hereford  is  (or  was)  this  infcription  on  a flat  Hone :

Another  John  Prophete  was  mayor  of  Hereford  16  Richard  II.  1391s. 

Under  the  pulpit  at  EarPs  Coin,  c.  Effex,  is  an  altar-tomb  of  alabafter,  with 
a knight  in  armour,  with  the  garter  on  his  left  leg,  which  is  broken  in  the  mid- 
dle : under  his  head  a helmet,  with  a headlefs  boar  ; at  his  feet  a lion  ; on  his 
head  a rich  wrought  helmet,  on  the  flowering  of  which  gilding  and  colours  ftill 
appear,  and  on  the  frontlet  thefe  raifed  letters  jJJUS  thlJllt'CtlUB  t round  his 
neck  a collar  of  SS.  at  his  left  fide  a fword  broken,  at  his  right  a dagger. 

The  lady  by  his  fide  has  the  mitred  reticulated  headdrefs ; her  head  rolls 
on  a culhion  fupported  by  angels,  and  at  her  feet  are  two  dogs.  On  the 
North  fide  of  the  tomb  are  the  Fere  arms,  fupported  by  angels,  fingle,  and 
impaling

At  the  feet  a Ihield,  Vere  impaling  Botreaux  or  Bad/efmere , effaced,  and 
one  with  a plain  crofs,  Bigot  wife  of  Aubrey  fecond  earl. 

Thefe  Ihields, are-  divided  by  demiquatrefoil  arches  in  pairs  in  two  Rories. 

A MS  defcription  of  thefe  tombs,  1735,  in  Mr.  Walpole’s  hands,  with 
draughts  by  Daniel  King,  1653,  refers  this  monument  to  Richard  Vere  earl  of 
Oxford,  who  died  4 Henry  V.  and  his  wife  Mice  Sergeaulx.  It  feems  to  be  de- 
fcribed  by  Weever,  p.  615.  as  having  “ an  alabafter  figure,  not  crofs-legged, 
with  the  garter  about  one  of  his  legs : what  was  under  his  feet  could  not  be 
difcerned.”  All  circumftances  about  it  confirm  me  in  opinion  that  it  belongs 
to  Richard  Vere  earl  of  Oxford,  marquis  of  Dublin,  and  duke  of  Ireland, 
who  died  at  Lovain  1392,  and  was  buried  here  1395,  Richard  II.  attending  at 
the  funeral  of  his  efpecial  favorite.  It  fiiould  properly  have  come  into  the  for- 
mer volume. 

The  will  of  Richard  Vere  earl  of  Oxford,  dated  Auguftd,  1415  ; proved 
the  laft  day  of  February,  1416,  directs  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  conventual 
church  of  the  priory  of  Coin,  where  his  anceftors  ufed  to  be  buried  '. 


Having  now  defcribed  all  the  monuments  of  this  antient  and  noble  family 
remaining  at  Earl’s  Colne,  and  made  up  as  complete  a feries  of  them  as  the 
drawings  in  Mr.  Walpole’s  poffeflion  permitted  % I cannot  forbear  adding  fome 
particulars  of  the  place  itfelf,  where  Aubrey  de  Vere,  firft  of  that  Chriftian 
Dame,  founded  a Benedidline  priory  in  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Hen- 
ry I.  in  which  he  became  a monk,  and  which  was  the  burial  place  of  his 
pofterity  till  the  diffolution3.  Weever  faw  in  the  chapel  of  the  priory  no  lefs 
than  eight  monuments  in  wood  and  ftone.  A variety  of  accidents  degraded 
this  chapel  to  a liable,  in  which  the  monuments  were  feen  by  Mr.  Holman 
the  Effex  antiquary.  From  thence  the  three  that  efcaped  moil  entire  were  re- 
moved, as  at  prefent,  into  the  parifh  church,  which  had  been  rebuilt  or  repaired 
32,  by  the  fixteenth  earl,  whofe  arms  and  quarterings  are  on  its  fteepte.  When 
the  priory  houfe  was  rebuilt,  or  new  cafed  in  its  prefent  form,  the  fite  of  the 
chapel  was  converted  into  an  ha  ha,  and  in  its  banks  I faw  many  human  bones  * 
in  my  firft:  vifit  twenty-fix  years  ago  ; and  in  a fucceeding  vifit,  converfed  with 
perfons  who  remembered  the  chapel  itlelf,  with  the  monuments,  and  their 
removal,  and  the  opening  of  the  graves.  Some  of  the  mutilated  alabafter 
trunks  were  lying  fo  late  as  1746,  in  an  old  fummer-houfe  in  Mr.  Wale’s 
garden.  And  to  compleat  the  havoc  of  the  memorials  of  this  family  a large 
collection  of  charters  and  deeds,  with  fair  feals  affixt,  which  had  been  laid  by 
in  an  upper  room  of  the  priory  houfe,  after  it  was  made  a modern  manfion- 
houfe,  were  burnt  by  the  lady  of  the  manor,  as  ufelefs  lumber,  not  long  before 
I had  an  opportunity  of  examining  them  all,  about  ten  years  ago,  and  only 
two  or  three  referved.  '

Robert  Mascall  bifhop  of  Hereford,  by  will,  dated  Nov.  28,  1416,  1416 
proved  Jan.  17,  1416  ',  directs  his  body  to  be  buried  in  an.  arch  of  the  church 
of  the  Carmelites  at  Ludlow,  which  had  been  founded  about  1349,  to  which  he 
gave  liberally,  but  nothing  to  his  cathedral.  He  had  been  educated  in  tliis 
houfe,  and  afterwards  at  Oxford  ; was  chofen  for  his  confelfor  by  Henry  IV. 
who  appointed  him  bifliop  of  Hereford  1404,  and  fent  him  to  the  council  of 
Conftance.  Bifliop  Godwin  fays  he  was  a great  benefatfor  to  the  Greyfriars 
church  in  London , rebuilding  its  choir,  p'refbytery,  and  fteeple,  wherein  alfo  he 
was  buried  under  a handfome  tomb  of  alabafter  ; but  this  is  probably  a miftake 
for  Ludlow ; and  fo  bifliop  Kennet  correds  it  in  his  copy  of  Godwin  in  my 
hands.  Stowe*  makes  it  London,  and  fays  the  bifliop  died  about  1420.  Browne 
Willis  is  in  the  fame  error 3. 

Isabell  Ufford  countefs  of  Suffolk,  who  died  on  MichaeJmas-day,  1417,  1417 
by  will  dated  Sept.  26,  the  preceding  year,  bequeaths  her  body  “ to  the  earth, 
to  be  buried  at  Campefeye , near  her  lord  appointing,  that  on  the  eve  and  day

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of  her  interment  five  fquare  tapers,  four  morters,  and  eighteen  torches  borne  by 
eighteen  poor  men,  clothed  in  white  but  without  banners,  fhould  be  about  hei 
herfe.  And  for  all  expences  relating  to  her  funeral  on  the  eve  and  day,  and 
in  diftribution  to  poor  people,  £.100.  to  be  allowed  ; defiring  her  executors  to 
provide  thirteen  fecular  priefts  to  fing  for  her  foul  for  the  term  of  three  years, 
alfo  for  the  foul  of  her  dear  lord  and  hufband,  and  the  fouls  of  her  father  and 
mother,  and  of  all  others  to  whom  Ihe  flood  obligated  to  pray. 

She  was  daughter  of  Thomas  Beauchamp  earl  of  Warwick,  before  mentioned, 
and  widow  of  John  Le  Strange  of  Blakmere,  and  afterwards  of  William  Ufford 
earl  of  Suffolk,  who  dying  fuddenly  on  the  fteps  of  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  5 Ri- 
chard II.  ftie  became  a nun  at  Campfey  *.

He  was  a great  benefactor  to  this  town,  in  building  bridges,  making  caufe- 
ways,  and  founding  St.  Helen’s,  now  Chrift’s,  hofpital.  He  was  firft  buried  in 
the  abbey  church,  but  at  the  difloiution  removed  to  St.  Helen’s  church  \ 

1417.  John  Walden,  by  will  dated  at  Totenham,  on  St.  Luke’s  day,  1417,  proved 
Dec.  7,  fame  year,  directs  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  new  chapel  lately  built 
on  the  North  fide  of  St.  Bartholomew's  church,  Smithfield  3. 

1417.  Stephen  Patryngton,  bifliop  of  St.  David’s,  by  will  dated  Nov.  16, 1417, 
and  proved  Dec.  29  following4,  directed  his  body  to  be  buried  wherever  his  ex- 
ecutors or  other  friends  determined ; which  confirms  bifliop  Godwin’s  opinion 
from  the  public  records,  that  he  died  before  his  tranflation  to  Chichefter  was 
completed  5. 

1417.  In  the  antechapel  at  New  College , Oxford,  is  a flab  with  the  figure  of  a bifliop 
under  a treble  canopy  with  an  embattled  roof.  He  is  habited  in  mitre  and 
pontificalibus,  with  a {landing  cape,  gloves  with  jewels  at  the  back  ; his  pall 
adorned  with  crofs  crofslets  fitche,  his  albe  and  amice  fringed,  his  right  hand 
blefiing,  in  his  left  a crofs  patonce  : on  each  fide  of  his  head  a leopard’s  face  in 
the  fefs  point  between  three  crowns,  Cranley ; and  in  Wood’s  time  was  alfo  a 
pall  of  the  fee  of  Dublin.

Thomas  Cranley,  D.  D.  fellow  of  Merton,  and  Chancellor  of  the  Univerfitv

John  Lyndwood,  fon  and  brother  of  the  above,  was  educated  at  CaiiiS 
College,  and  Fellow  of  Pembroke-hall,  Cambridge,  took  a dodtor’s  degree  at 
Oxford,  held  feveral  preferments  in  the  churches  of  Salifbury,  Wells,  and 
Hereford,  was  archdeacon  of  Oxford  1433,  of  Stow  in  the  church  of  Lincoln 
1434,  dean  of  the  arches  and  keeper  of  the  privy  feal  to  Henry  V.  bifliop  of 
St.  David’s  1442  to  1446,  ambaflador  to  the  courts  of  Spain,  Portugal,  and 
France,  1430,  1431,  1432.  He  compiled  his  great  work,  a colledtion  of  the 
conftitutions  or  provincial  decrees  of  fourteen  archbilhops  of  Canterbury  from 
Langton  to  Chichely,  between  1423  and  1429,  which  has  gone  through  feve- 
ral editions 3.  His  will,  dated  Nov.  22,  1443,  while  he  held  the  privy  feal, 
diredts  his  body  to  be  buried  in  St.  Stephen’s  chapel,  . Weltminfter.  He  died 
Oct.  21,  1446,  and  it  was  proved  Nov.  26  following 4.

Edward  Waldegrave,  owner  of  Hever  caftle,  who  died  17  Henry  VIII.  married 
Elizabeth  daughter  and  coheir  of  John  Cheyney,  of  Devon,  efq.  The  arms  of 
Cheyney  quartered  by  Kirkham  in  Biddeford  church  are,  on  four  lozenges  A. 
as  many  efcallops  S.  Jofeph  Holland’s  MS.  penes  me. 

A blue  ftone  figure  of  a bifliop  in  pontificalibus  in  the  North  wall  of  Carli/le  1419* 
cathedral  is  aferibed  to  bifliop  William  Strikland,  immediate  fucceflor  to 
the  celebrated  Merks,  and  confecrated  1400,  four  years  after  his  election.  He 
rebuilt  the  tower  and  belfrey,  which  he  furnifhed  with  four  bells,  and  the  choir

He  was  according  to  Godwin  4 brother  of  Ralph  earl  of  Stafford  ; but,  according 
to  Dugdale  5,  his  great  nephew,  36  years  old  4 Richard  II.  confequently  74 
years  old  at  his  death.  lie  was  promoted  to  this  fee  1395,  where  he  fat  twenty- 
four  years ; was  chancellor  to  Richard  II.  and  Henry  IV.  and  a benefadtor  to 
Exeter  College,  Oxford,  by  confiderable  endowments,  the  addition  of  two  fel- 
lows, and  improvements  of  the  lfatutes  ; fo  that  it  is  faid  to  have  taken  its  name 
from  him.  He  died  Sept.  4,  1 41 9.

In  this  church  are  others  of  this  family  interred ; whofe  monuments  were,  in 
Weever  s * time,  quite  defaced  ; of  which  name,  gentlemen  of  antient  defeent, 
fair  poffeffions,  and  knightly  degree,  at  that  time  flourilhed  at  Cotes  in  Leicefter- 
fliire. 


Ralph  Selby,  Doftor  of  Civil  and  Canon  Laws,  in  great  favour  with  Hen-  1420. 
ryiv  and  V.  monk  of  Wejlminjleri  had  a ftone  with  brafles,  and  this  infeription 
now  torn  away,  in  the  walk  round  the  Confeffor’s  chapel  \ This  is  the 
brafslefs  figure  of  a religious,  with  two  Ihields,  juft  below  Richard  II.  of  which 
all  that  remains  is  a brafs  label  round  the  head,  with  fome  letters  juft  extinct.

He  was  prebendary  of  Driffield  in  the  church  of  York,  1385;  fubdean  of  that 
church  1386;  archdeacon  of  Buckingham  1392;  one  of  the  executors  of 
btflrop  Waltham  j 395  ; archdeacon  of  Norfolk  1398;  and  monk  of  this  houfe 
1 399  ’• 

Joane  daughter  of  Henry  Seamer»,  and  wife  to  Richard  fon  and  heir  of  iazo 
Robert  lord  Poynings,  had,  in  St.  Helen's  church,  Bijhopfgate,  a brafs  figure. 

The  account  of  this  monument  given  in  Stowe’s  Survey  of  London  from  the 
firft  to  the  laft  edition,  adds,  “ fhe  dyed  a virgin,  1420.”  This  figure  is  now 
loft  ; but  an  impreffion  of  it  in  my  pofieifion  taken  by  the  late  Mr.  E.  R.  Mores 
when  it  was  preferred  in  the  church  cheft,  reprefents  her  habited  in’  a mantle’ 
furcot,  and  kirtle,  with  mitten  lleeves,  and  on  her  breaft  jjRj,  JR^pfri  1 her 
head  drefs  of  the  veil  kind,  with  the  boftes  of  reticulated  hair  above  her  ears 
like  Margaret  Cheyne  before  mentioned,  but  her  veil  not  fo  long.  Mr.  Mores’ 
has  written  under  it,  “ obiit  virgo  1420.’’  As  he  has  not  given  an  impreffion  of 
the  infeription,  which  was  probably  loft,  one  would  be  tempted  to  fuppofe  the 
old  copies  miftook  vero  for  virgo. 

This  lady  is  not  mentioned  by  Sir  William  Dugdale  in  his  account  of  the 
Poynings  family  !.

This  is  for  William  Colchester,  abbot  here  from  1386  to  1420,  having 
been  admitted  a monk  here  1360.  He  was  employed  by  the  convent  to 
manage  their  fuit  with  the  dean  and  canons  of  St.  Stephen’s  at  the  court  of 
Rome  from  July,  1^77,  to  November,  1379;  and  probably  again  1384. 
He  was  allowed,  1382,  a chamber  and  garden  to  himfelf,  a yearly  falary  of  fix 
marks  and  a corrody,  befides  his  other  allowance,  and  to  be  treated  in  all  re- 
fpe&s  as  one  of  the  fenior  monks.  Though  the  papal  provifion  for  making 
him  prior  had  been  obtained,  he  declined  accepting  that  offer.  In  1391  he 
was  font  abroad  on.  fome  bufinefs  by  the  king.  In  1 393  he  was  one  of  the  prefi- 
dents  of  the  Benedidines  at  their  triennial  chapter;  1399,  was  with  fome 
noblemen  and  bifhops  againft  their  wills  carried  over  into  Ireland to  attend 
the  king  in  parliament,  to  finifli  what  had  been  begun  at  Shrewfbury  the  year 
before,  empowering  the  king  to  nominate  eight  commiflioners,  whofe  concur- 
rence was  to  have  the  force  of  a law;  and  at  Michaelmas,  1399,  was  one 
the  commiflioners  to  receive  the  king’s  refignation  He  was  at  the  Councils 
of  Pifa  3 and  Conftance4,  1408  and  1414;  and  died  in  October,  1420,  having 
fat  longer  than  any  other  abbot  of  this  houfe  : fo  that  thofe  hiftorians  5 who 
fay  he  was  feized  with  a fit  of  the  palfy  and  died  fhortly  after  fpeechlefs,  in 
confequence  of  the  failure  of  the  confpiracy  againft  Henry  IV.  1400,  muft  be 
egregioufly  miftaken6. 

This  monument  is  engraved  by  Dart,  I.  62.  who,  in  his  lives  of  the  abbots, 
II.  xxxii.  knew  no  particulars  of  his  hiftory,  but  confounds  him  with  his  fuc- 
cefior  Flaccet,  and  after  Flaccet  puts  another  William , who,  in  fad,  was  William 
de  Colchefter.

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Mr.Woolard,gardiner,  who  rents  the  fite  of  Waltham  abbey  church,  digging  r,„ 
up  the  foundations  of  the  North  pillars  of  the  choir  in  Michaelmas,  1786  to  4' 
make  a foil  fit  tor  planting  in,  at  the  depth  of  fix  feet  came  to  a cavity  at  the 
bottom  of  the  wall,  in  which  was  firft  mould  to  the  depth  of  four  feet,  and  two  of 
foundation,  and  then  a Hone  coffin  bedded  in  brick  and  flone  work  The  coffin 
was  of  blue  Purbeck  marble,  feven  feet  and  a half  long,  by  two  feet  five  inches  at 
the  head,  and  nineteen  inches  and  a half  at  the  feet ; three  inches  and  a half  thick 
and  eleven  deep,  fhaped  to  the  head  and  fhoulders.  Within  it  lay  a coffin  of  thin 
flieet  lead,  five  feet  ten  inches  long,  fhaped  alfo  to  the  head  and  fhoulders,  the 
neck  eight  inches  wide,  the  fhoulders  feventeen,  tapering  at  the  feet  to  fix  inches 
width,  clofe  to  the  ftone  coffin  at  the  head,  but  diffant  from  it  at  the  feet  eleven 
inches,  and  at  the  Tides  five  inches  and  a half;  the  feet  turned  up,  and  over  the 
face  a crofs  faintly  fcratcht  in  the  lead.  This  inner  coffin  lay  on  three  red  tiles, 
glazed,  five  inches  fquare,  one  under  the  head,  a fecond  under  the  rump,  and 
a third  under  the  feet : a round  hole  in  the  ftone  coffin  under  the  third  tile 
The  lead  was  foldered  clofe,  and  being  cut  open,  difcovered  a corpfe,  which! 
on  the  admiffion  of  air,  fell  to  pieces.  The  head,  rather  fmall,  lay  clofe  to  the 
lead,  and  in  the  jaws  were  feven  found  white  teeth.  The  only  bones  remain- 
ing were  thofe  of  the  arms,  which  lay  along  by  the  fides,  and  the  legs  and 
thighs  ; the  ribs  and  vertebra  and  all  fmaller  bones  were  entirely  perifhed.  At 
the  bottom  of  this  coffin  lay  a mafs  of  moift  white  matter,  not  unlike  wet  mortar 
m appearance  and  fmell,  in  which  were  mixed  fragments  of  bones  and  fome- 
th.ng  like  thread,  but  very  indiftinft.  Willis,  from  Dodfworth’s  MS  Cohesions 
fays,  William  Herlefton,  abboti4oo,  died  foon  after  his  admiffion  of  a peftilentia! 
fever.  Q.  If  this  was  the  occafion  of  the  lime.  I find  by  bill, op  Kennefs  notes 
on  the  Monafticon  that  Herlefton  died  1420.  But  I offer  this  only  as  conjeSure, 
liable  to  the  objeSibn  that  the  crofs  on  the  coffin  lids  is  a mark  of  great  antiquity 
This  however  confirms  my  opinion  that  the  tomb  here  afcribed  to  Harold  on  which 
Fuller  fays  was  only  a crofs  fleury,  was  the  tomb  of  an  abbot. 

The  lid  of  the  ftone  coffin  was  fix  inches  thick,  carved  with  a crofs  botone 
on  three  greffes,  in  bold  and  clear  relief.  Between  it  and  the  coffin,  and  bedded 
on  the  edges  of  the  latter,  lay  on  each  fide  horizontally  a row  of  red  bricks  thir- 
teen inches  by  fix  and  a half,  and  two  inches  thick  : one  end  of  thefe  was  worked 
in  between  the  lid  and  the  coffin,  and  the  other  into  the  church  wall,  and  the 
fpace  between  the  coffin  and  the  wall  was  filled  up  with  flints  and  lfones  ram- 
med  into  the  earth. 

The  diftance  at  which  this  coffin  lay  from  the  prefent  Eaft  wall  of  the  church 
(the  North  pillar  of  the  centre  tower)  is  about  260  feet  : fo  that  allowing  the 
tower  to  have  been  thirty  feet  fquare,  the  length  of  the  choir  will  have  been  230 
feet.  Its  South  wall  has  not  yet  been  difturbed.  In  the  fame  line  with  this 
coffin  the  labourers  fay  they  paffed  by  two  more  hollows  formed  like  the  other 
filled  with  mould,  into  which  they  did  not  penetrate.  I conceive  thefe  1 odies 
were  either  in  feparate  vaults,  or  wrought  into  the  foundation  of  the  choir 
between  the  pillars.  The  whole  fite  of  this  part  of  the  church  is  covered  with 
human  hones 1 and  fliafts  of  pillars  of  Purbeck  marble  fix  inches  diameter  with 
cramp  holes  in  the  middle,  and  of  leffer  pillars  of  freeftone  three  inches  diameter 
with  a ridge : glazed  tiles  both  red  and  black,  both  plain,  and  chequered  red 
and  yellow  1 : whence  it  fliould  feem  this  choir  was  of  the  age  of  Henry  II.  who 
changed  the  foundation  to  Auftin  Canons  1177;  or  of  Henry  III.  whofe  arms 
are  on  the  abbey  gate.  It  was  rebuilt  1242,  26  Henry  III.  and  dedicated  by 
William  bifirop  of  Norwich  3.  The  foundation  of  the  pillars  of  the  South  aile  may 
be  felt  in  the  South  bank  of  the  pond  at  the  head  of  the  church.  From  the 
beft  idea  and  meafurement  I could  form  in  the  prefent  ftate  of  the  fite,  February,

V , 8 8 there  is  every  probability  in  favour  of  a I.ady  Chape!  Eaft  of  the  choir  ; 
and  if  the  coffin  in  qneftion  did  not  lie  under  the  South  arches,  or  at  the  foot 
of  the  fteps  of  the  altar,  it  was  placed  in  a kind  of  feparate  chapel. 

The  fragments  of  the  fkeleton  and  the  leaden  wrapper  were  gradually  taken 
away  by  the  fpeflators,  notwithftanding  the  refolution  of  placing  both  them  and 
the  Hone  coffin  in  the  church.  When  I meafured  the  file  in  February,  1788, 
1 found  the  coffin  had  been  rolled  from  the  fpot,  and  in  laying  half  of  the  lid 
on  it,  being  hollow  on  rollers,  it  was  cracked  acrofs  the  middle  obliquely. 

Thomas  of  Lancaster,  fecond  fon  of  Henry  IV.  fteward  of  England  1 Hen- 
ry IV.  lieutenant  of  Ireland  for  three  years,  5 Henry  IV.  1403;  was  created 
earl  of  Albemarle  and  duke  of  Clarence  at  Rotherhithe,  13  Henry  IV.  141a,  and 
prefident  of  the  council.  In  the  reign  of  his  brother  Henry  V.  he  had  the  of- 
fices of  conflable  and  lieutenant  general  of  his  armies  in  France  and  Normandy. 
His  obftinate  temper  coft  him  his  life,  being  betrayed  by  the  falfe  report  of  his 
fcoutmafter  to  fight  a fuperior  force  under  the  duke  d'Alenqon  and  earl  of  Buchan 
and  Archibald  Douglas,  at  Bauge,  on  Ealter-eve,  1421.  The  duke  forced  the 
Scots  into  the  church,  but  the  reft  of  the  enemy  obftrufting  his  paffage  over  a 
bridge,  his  fmall  party  of  horfe  difmounted,  and  maintained  a fharp  conflidl 
with  the  earl  of  Buchan,  till  Clarence  being  wounded  in  the  face,  and  thrown 
down  as  he  was  remounting,  was  the  firft  of  the  Engliffi  llain  that  day.  His 
coronet  round  his  helmet,  enricht  with  precious  ftones,  w-as  fold  by  a Scot  to 
John  Steward  of  Derby  for  1000  angels.  Two  thoufand  Engliffi,  including 
l'everal  noblemen  and  knights,  fell  a facrifice  to  this  raffi  enterprize,  and  feve- 
ral  more  were  made  prifonerS.  The  Scots  loft  1200  men.  The  Engliffi  army 
under  Thomas  Monteacute  earl  of  Salisbury  came  up  in  time  to  recover  the 
duke’s  body,  which  was  intombed  in  St.  Michael's  chapel,  in  the  South  crofs  at 
Canterbury , where  his  figure  lies  on  a tomb  erefled  by  his  duchefs  for  herfelf 
and  her  firft  husband  John  Beaufort  earl  of  Somerfet,  of  whom  fee  p.  30. 
and  the  lady  hereafter.  By  his  will,  dated  July  10,  1417.  proved  Nov.  23, 
1423,  he  willed  his  body  to  be  laid  at  the  feet  of  his  father  in  this  church 
The  figure  of  the  duke,  except  the  circle  which  ^oes  round  his  helmet,  is  an 
exact  counter  part  of  that  of  the  earl  of  Somerfet  on  the  fame  tomb  before 
defcribed,  p.  30.  At  his  feet  lies  a greyhound  collared,  his  creft.  Montfaucon 
fays  he  was  univerfally  regretted  by  friends  and  foes,  as  the  politeft  as  well  as 
braveft  prince  of  his  time  *. 

Rymer  3 has  printed  the  king’s  warrant  to  the  treafurer  and  chamberlains  of 
the  exchequer,  to  pay  Simon  Prencoft,  waxchandler  of  London,  ^.185.  for 
the  hearfe  by  him  made  for  this  duke : and  another  to  Hugh  Spenfer,  efq. 
captain  of  Lillebone,  and  Peter  Lound,  efq.  to  take  and  flop  fhips  for  bring- 
ing over  his  body  and  his  relidt  the  duchefs  with  her  fervants  and  attendants4.

PI.  inlaid  in  brafs  on  a lhield  formerly  crowned  a lion  rampant,  and  the  family 
XXII-  badge  or  creft,  a horfe  courant  under  an  oak ; round  the  rim  in  brafs  this  im- 
fig.  2.  perfedt  infcription  :

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In  a feparate  chapel  at  the  Eaft  end  of  the  Confeflor’s  at  tVeJlmmJler  is  the  1411* 
taonument  of  the  glorious  prince  HENRY  V.  who  died  Aug.  31,  1412. 
at  the  caftle  of  Bois  de  Vincennes  in  France. 

Among  the  various  reports  of  his  ficknefs,  Hall 1 and  Grafton  2 fay,  fome 
write  it  was  a palfy  and  cramp,  which  the  Scotch  and  French  call  St.  Fiacre’s 
difeafe;  but  Enguerant  de  Monftrelet,  a fiftula;  probably  what  they  call 
St.  Antony's  Fire but  neither  of  them  truly.  The  Author  of  “ Anglorum 
prselia”  fays,  it  was  a fever  in  the  dog-days  4.  But  Peter  Baffet,  efq.  his  chairs 
berlain,  and  others  that  feem  to  write  moft  near  the  truth,  fay  it  was  a pleu- 
rify  : a diforder  at  that  time  fo  rare  and  ftrange  that  the  phyficians  knew  no 
prefent  remedy  for  it.  Theking  had  kept  Whitfuntide  and  fpent  fome  time  atParis ; 
when,  upon  the  return  of  the  queen  from  England,  he  went  to  Senlis,  and  thence 
to  Compeigne,  from  which  laft  he  came  back  in  three  days  to  Senlis.  Here  he 
was  feized  with  the  diforder,  which  increafed  upon  him  fo  much  that  by  the  time 
he  reached  Corboil,  in  his  way  to  affift  the  duke  of  Burgundy,  whofe  dominions 
were  invaded  by  the  Dauphin,  he  was  unable  to  proceed  any  further  without 
imminent  danger.  The  diforder  had  weakened  him  fo  much  that  he  was  obliged 
to  be  brought  hither  in  a horfe-litter.  He  recovered  a little  ; but  in  a few  days  a 
more  violent  attack  coming  on,  and  being  too  weak  to  ride  on  horfeback,  he 
was  rowed  in  a bark  by  water  to  Bois  de  Vincennes,  and  making  an  effort  to 
mount  his  horfe  at  Pountchirington  s,  he  found  himfelf  unable  to  proceed  above 
a few  fteps  for  pain,  but  was  conveyed  in  the  litter  to  the  caftle  6. 

The  Dauphin  having  formed  the  fiege  of  Cofne,  a town  of  Burgundy,  on 
the  Loire,  Henry  made  feveral  forced  marches  for  its  relief,  the  fatigue  of  which 
over-heating  him,  brought  on  a violent  fever  and  flux,  which  obliged  him  to 
flop  at  Suly7,  and  fend  the  duke  of  Bedford  to  raife  the  fiege.  The  Dauphin 
retired  haftily  to  Bourges,  in  Berry,  and  the  king  was  removed  to  Bois  de  Vin- 
cennes, where  his  diforder  increafmg,  and  reducing  him  fo  low,  that  the  phy- 
ficians were  afraid  to  adminifter  internal  medicines  8 any  longer  to  him,  he  had 
juft  time  to  declare  the  duke  of  Bedford  regent  of  France  and  governor  of  Nor- 
mandy, and  the  duke  of  Gloucefter  protestor  of  England  and  of  his  infant  fon 
Henry,  and  having  made  his  will,  and  received  the  facrament,  breathed  his  laft 
repeating  a Pfalm  of  David,  in  the  thirty-fourth  year  of  his  age,  having  reigned 
nine  years,  five  months,  and  fourteen  days  9.  Charles  VI.  of  France  followed 
him  within  two  months '°. 

Hall  defcribes  the  king’s  perfon,  that  he  was  fomewhat  tall  more  than  the 
common  ftature,  flender  and  fomewhat  lean,  well  membered  and  ftrongly 
made,  a goodly  countenance,  but  fomewhat  long  necked  ; black  beard. 

The  body  was  done  up  with  fpices,  and  anointed  with  precious  balfam, 
wrapt  in  waxt  linen  and  flieets  of  lead,  according  to  the  ufual  cuftom,  and  put 
into  a wooden  coffin  covered  with  filk  But  being  emaciated  by  the  diforder,  he

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' V:is,  by  cxprefs  order  of  the  princes  and  nobles,  not  opened,  nor  his  bowels 
taken  out.  The  chariot  was  covered  with  black,  and  the  horfes  1 wore  trap- 
pings of  the  blacked  hue.  The  body  was  laid  in  the  chariot,  and  a tall 
figure  of  the  king  in  robes,  with  a fceptre  ill  his  right  hand,  and  a crown 
on  his  head.  All  the  churches  where  it  refted  were  prefented  with  great  and 
precious  gifts.  The  principal  burgeffes  of  Rouen  met  it  in  mourning,  hold- 
ing large  wax  tapers,  as  alfo  at  the  maffes  faid  in  this  church  for  him  \ 
Monftrelet  fays  his  bowels  were  buried  in  the  church  and  monaftery  of  St. 
Maur  des  Foffez,  and  his  body  well  embalmed  was  put  into  a leaden 
coffin  The  figure  of  him,  in  boiled  leather,  painted  very  liandfomely  *, 
Was  laid  on  a bed  covered  with  filk  crimfon  and  gold  s,  and  before  it  was 
borne  through  the  principal  cities  ‘ a rich  filk  banner  like  that  borne  before 
the  Sacrament  on  its  feftival ; and  thus,  attended  with  the  princes  and 
knights  of  his  houlhold  ’,  was  carried  from  Rouen  to  Abbeville,  and  put 
in  St.  Offran’s  church,  and  many  people  of  the  church  on  the  right  and  left 
of  the  corpfe,  who  night  and  day  in  fucceffion,  riding,  walking,  or  flopping, 
fung  without  ceafing  the  office  of  the  dead,  and  celebrated  maffes  for  him  every 
day  from  day-break  to  noon  in  the  churches  were  the  body  refted.  From 
Abbeville  they  proceeded  to  Hefilin,  Monftreuil,  Boulogne,  and  Calais,  a num- 
ber of  men  cloathcd  in  white  always  attending  round  the  chariot,  carrying  in 
their  hands  lighted  torches,  and  followed  by  the  king’s  houlhold  in'  black, 
and  then  his  family  in  mourning  ’.  At  the  diflance  of  a league  followed  the 
queen.  From  Calais  they  proceeded  by  Canterbury  and  Rochefter  to  London, 
where  they  arrived  in  the  night  of  St.  Martin s.  From  London  came  to  meet 
the  corpfe  fifteen  billiops  in  their  pontifical  chefibles,  many  abbots  mitred,  a 
number  of  other  ecclefiaflics,  citizens,  and  commonalty.  The  clergy  brought 
it  into  the  city  finging  the  office  of  the  dead,  and  conduced  it  over  London 
bridge  and  through  Lombard-ftreet  ■»  to  St.  Paul’s  church.  Near  to  the  chariot 
were  the  king’s  lineage,  and  the  foremoft  horfe  of  the  four  that  drew  it  had  a 
collar  painted  with  the  old  arms  of  England.  On  the  collar  of  the  fecond  horfe 
were  thofe  of  France  and  England  quartered  as  the  king  himfelf  bore  them  : 
on  the  third  thofe  of  France  lingle  without  any  difference ; and  on  the  fourth 
thofe  of  the  invincible  king  Arthur,  Az.  three  crowns  O.  Service  ended, 
the  body  was  conveyed  for  interment  to  Weftminfter,  among  his  predeceffors 
kings  of  England  ; and  the  whole  was  conducted  with  greater  ftate  and  magni- 
ficence ‘ than  had  beer,  obferved  for  two  hundred  years  before  to  any  king  ot 
England.  And  fince  his  death  and  burial,  continues  my  author,  his  fubjeifts 
fliew  him  as  much  honour  and  refpedl  daily  as  if  they  were  certain  that  he 
was  or  is  a faint  in  Paradice 

Mr.  Rymer  ”■  has  given  us  the  warrant  of  privy  council  for  the  fafe  condudl  of 
the  funeral,  addreffed  to  Henry  Bromley,  ferjeant  at  arms,  who  is  direfled  to 
arreft  all  flops  and  other  veffels  from  the  harbour  of  Great  Yarmouth  to  the 
bank  of  the  Thames,  and  fend  them  to  Calais  to  convey  over  the  funeral  of  the 
late  king,  and  the  queen.  Alfo  another  warrant  to  John  Baldok,  Roger  Wylies,

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Walfingham  fays,  it  was  reported  that  iood  great  torches  were  borne  about 
the  body  by  venerable  perfonages,  and  cloths  of  gold  and  filk  offered  for  him. 
Three  chargers  with  their  riders ',  excellently  armed  with  the  arms  of  England 
and  France  % were  led,  according  to  cuftom,  up  to  the  high  altar  at  Weftmin- 
fter.  The  arms  were  carried  away,  and  the  banners  borne  above  round  the 
body,  containing  the  arms  of  St.  George  of  England  and  France,  and  pidtufes 
of  the  Holy  Trinity  and  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  fo  the  royal  corpfe  was  conduced 
to  the  monaftery,  attended  by  the  prelates  and  nobles  of  the  realm,  and  honour- 
ably interred  between  the  fhrine  of  St.  Edward  and  the  chapel  of  the  BlefTed 
Virgin,  in  the  place  were  the  reliques  were  depofited. 

The  chariot  on  which  his  body  was  laid  was  drawn  by  fix  horfes  richly 
trapped  with  feveral  arms  : the  firft  with  thofe  of  St.  George  ; the  fecond  thofe  of 
Normandy  ; the  third  thofe  of  king  Arthur  : the  fourth  thofe  of  St.  Edward  ; the 
fifth  thofe  of  France  only;  the  fixth  thofe  of  England  and  France  ; and  it  was 
attended  by  James  king  of  Scots  as  chief  mourner ; Thomas  duke  of  Exeter  his 
uncle,  Richard  earl  of  Warwick,  Edmund  earl  of  March,  Humphrey  earl  of 
Stafford,  the  earl  of  Mortaine,  Edmund  Beauford,  Henry  lord  Fitzhugh,  Walter 
lord  Hungerford,  Sir  Lewis  Robfert  Bourchier,  Sir  John  Cornwall,  lord  Fanhope, 
and  lord  Cromwell,  were  the  other  mourners.  The  lords  Lovel,  Audley,  Mor- 
ley,  and  Zouch,  bare  the  banners  of  Saints,  the  baron  of  Dudley  bare  the  Ran- 
dard,  and  the  earl  of  Longue  vile  the  banner.  The  atchievements  were  borne 
only  by  twelve  captains,  and  round  about  the  chariot  rode  500  men  of  arms 
all  in  black  harnefs,  and  their  horfes  barded  black,  with  the  but  of  their  fpears 
upwards.  The  conduit  and  order  of  the  proceffion  was  committed  to  Sir  Wil- 
liam Philip  treafurer  of  the  king’s  houfhold,  and  to  Sir  William  Porter  his  chief 
carver,  and  others.  Befides  thefe  on  each  fide  of  the  chariot  went  30operfons 
holding  long  torches,  and  lords  bearing  banners,  banerets,  and  penons  3. 

Walfingham 4 fays  the  people  of  Paris  and  Rouen  offered  immenfe  fums  to 
have  him  buried  among  them  ; but  he  was  carried  to  Weftminfter. 


As  the  chariot  paffed  through  the  feveral  towns  there  was  borne  over  it  a 
canopy  of  great  value  by  perfons  of  quality.  In  this  manner,  accompanied  by 
the  king  of  Scots,  and  the  other  princes,  lords,  and  knights  of  the  houfliold,  it 
reached  Abbeville,  and  after  refting  at  Hedin,  Monftreuil,  and  Boulogne, 
came  to  Calais,  the  queen  dowager  and  her  train  following  at  two  miles  dif- 
tance.  Nov.  10  the  body  arrived  at  London,  and  was  repofed  in  St.  Paul’s 
cathedral.  On  the  covering  of  the  foremoft  of  the  four  horfes  were  emblazoned 
the  antient  arms  of  England : on  the  fecond  the  arms  of  England  quartering 
France  : on  the  third  France  alone  : and  on  the  fourth  the  arms  of  king  Arthur, 
Az.  three  crowns  O.  His  exequies  being  folemnized  in  St.  Paul’s,  he  was  brought 
to  Weftminfter  abbey,  and  interred  at  the  feet  of  the  Confeffor,  in  a little  chapel, 
fince  enlarged  by  Henry  VII 5. 


I-Ienry  V.  was  a great  benefaftor  to  this  abbey.  He  gave  1000  marks perann. 
to  the  building,  befides^.  100  per  arm.  for  his  anniverfary,  which  was  changed  by 
hisfon  into  lands  ftill  belonging  to  the  church6.  At  this  anniverfary  twenty-four 
poor  men  were  to  aflift,  holding  twenty  four  torches  of  twenty-fix  pound  weight

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each,  and  to  receive  ten  pence  apiece  : twenty  pounds  were  to  be  given  to  the 
poor,  betides  three  mattes  on  three  feftivals  of  our  Lady,  on  the  coronation 
days  of  the  king  and  queen,  to  keep  eight  wax  lights  of  eight  pound  each  for 
ever  burning  on  the  tomb  during  high  mafs  and  vefpers  every  day  and  during 
the  three  fervices  on  all  high  feftivals,  and  the  whole  of  Eaftcr-day,  befides  a 
private  mafs  to  be  faid  by  the  monks  on  the  anniverfary.  Thefe  manors  are 
Lidcombe  Regis,  c.  Berks,  and  OfFord  Clugny,  c.  Huntingdon. 

The  reprefentation  of  the  deceafed  king,  cloathed  in  a long  and  wide  purple  pi. 
robe  furred  with  ermine,  holding  a fceptre  in  one  hand  and  a golden  globe  XXV. 
with  a crofs  in  the  other,  a crown  of  gold  on  the  head  over  the  cap  of  ftate  % 
and  royal  fandals  on  the  feet  % was  laid  on  the  funeral  car,  and  feems  to 
have  been  copied  in  the  figure  3 of  oak  on  the  altar  tomb  of  grey  marble 
adorned  with  three  elliptic  arches  on  a bafement  of  quatrefoils.  The  head 
and  regalia  were  faid  to  have  been  of  filver,  more  probably  plated  over  with 
filver  plates  gilded,  like  the  body  of  the  figure  ; but  all  thefe  together  with  the 
infcription  in  barbarous  rhyme  on  a filver  plate  have  been  gone  ever  finee  Mr. 
Camden’s  time,  with  thecufhion  and  angels  at  the  head,  and  only  the  trunk  left: 

Dux  Nonnanorum,  verus  conquejlor  eorum , 

Meres  Francorum  decejjit , 62?  HeElor  eorum . 

Weever  adds, 

Gallorum  majlix  jacet  hie  Henricus  in  urna. 

Domat  omnia  virtus. 

Mr.  Camden  gives  only  the  two  laft,  and  a long  copy  of  Englifh  verfes. 

The  will  of  this  prince,  made  in  the  third  year  of  his  reign,  is  printed  by 
Rymer 4,  from  Hare’s  MS.  Collections  in  Caius  College,  Cambridge.  After  com- 
mending his  foul  to  the  merits  of  Chrift,  and  all  angels,  and  patriarchs,  and 
faints,  of  whom  he  fpecifies  feveral,  and  bequeathing  to  the  mercy  of  the  Saviour 
the  faith,  hope,  charity,  virtue,  profperity,  and  peace,  of  the  kings  his  fuc- 
ceflors,  and  of  the  realm  of  England,  that  God  in  his  pity  might  protect  them 
from  all  divilions,  diflentions,  and  herefy,  he  leaves  his  body  to  be  buried  in 
Weftminfter  abbey,  among  his  predeceflors  and  the  relics  of  faints,  and  directs 
that  over  it  be  made  a high  place  to  be  afeended  by  fteps  at  one  end  of  the 
tomb,  and  defeended  in  like  manner  at  the  other  end 5,  in  which  place  the  relics 
were  to  be  placed,  and  an  altar  to  be  founded  there,  to  be  ferved  by  .three 
monks  of  the  faid  church,  to  fay  three  mattes  daily.  For  the  l'upport  of  this 
chantry  he  leaves  one  hundred  pounds,  at  the  diferetion  of  his  executors,  as 
they  and  the  abbot  and  chapter  fhall  agree.  He  leaves  the  funeral  and  expence 
of  burial 6 to  the  diferetion  of  his  executors,  as  far  as  may  be  confiftent  with  the 
royal  dignity,  and  the  avoiding  of  fuperfluity,  only  directing  that  there  lhould 
be  on  the  more  folemn  herfe,  on  the  day  of  the  funeral,  three  tapers  larger 
than  the  reft,  five  letter,  feven  letter,  and  fifteen  letter  all  of  equal  fize  and 
111  ape  refpedtively.  That  from  the  day  of  his  burial  for  one  whole  year  be 
given  to  thirty  poor  perfons  food  and  clothing,  each  faying  every  day  for  his 
foul  the  Pfalter  of  the  Blefled  Virgin,  concluding  with  this  in  the  vulgar  tongue. 

Mater  Dei  memento  famuli  tui  Henrici  qui  totam  fpem  fuam  in  te  pofuit.  He  then

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yiifects  a number  of  mattes  ’to  be  faid  for  his  foul,  that  it  may  perceive,  that 
-as  his  executors  loved  him  living,  they  did  not  forget  him  after  his  deceale.  He 
next  directs  reltitution  to  be  made  to  any  whom  he  may  have  wronged,  and 
payment  of  the  refidue  of  the  25000  marks  due  to  his  father’s  executors  for 
goods  and  jewels  of  his  father  purchafed  of  them.  He  leaves  to  the  nuns  of 
St.  Briget  near  London'  1 000  marks  of  gold,  towards  rebuilding  their  houfe  ; to 
the  Carthufiansof  Bethleem  there  1000  marcs,  to  build  their  larger  houfe,  which 
he  had  endowed  for  forty  monks  ; directs  the  payment  of  his  debts  both  for  his 
houlhold,  chamber,  and  wardrobe,  and  for  the  keeping  of  the  marches  of 
Calais,  Ireland,  and  Scotland,  &c.  gives  to  the  church  of  Weftminfter,  and  the 
altar  of  the  Annunciation  over1  his  tomb,  plate  and  veftments.  To  the  Emperor 
Sigifmund  a fword  let  with  jewels  worth  500  marks.  To  his  brother  the  duke  of 
Bedford  his  bed  of  arras,  called,  le  lit  de  Fans  5,  with  the  furniture  and  a cup  ; to 
his  brother  the  duke  of  Gloucefter  his  red  velvet  bed  embroidered  with  oak 
leaves,  and  a thoufand  pounds  of  gold ; and  to  each  of  thefe  brothers  four 
courfers.  To  Henry  archbilhop  of  Canterbury  a red  velvet  veftment  embroidered ; 
to  his  uncle  Henry  bifhop  of  Winchefter  a blue  velvet  veftment  embroidered 
with  ftars,  and  a portiforium  in  two  volumes,  written  by  John  Frampton  ; to 
Thomas  bifhop  of  Durham,  a miflal  and  portiforium  by  the  fame  hand  ; to 
Stephen  bifhop  of  St-  David’s,  his  confeffor,  the  beft  altar  in  his  clofet,  with  the 
furniture  and  plate : to  his  grandmother  Joan  countefs  of  Hereford  a gold  cup 
and  ewer  ; to  his  coufin  Edmund  earl  of  March  a bed  with  lions  and  rofes  and 
the  furniture  ; to  his  coufin  Richard  earl  of  Warwick  a cup  and  ewer ; to 
Thomas  earl  of  Dorfet  his  uncle  another,  and  a crucifix  made  of  the  true  crofs, 
and  £.  1000.  of  gold  ; to  his  coufin  Ralph  earl  of  Weftmorland,  and  to  his 
con  fort  Joan,  the  king’s  aunt,  a cup  and  ewer  each  ; to  his  coufin  Edward  Hol- 
land 2500  marks  ; to  his  coufin  Wiliam  Talbot  a cup  and  ewer  : to  his  cham- 
berlain Henry  lord  Fitz  Hugh  all  his  furred  robes  and  other  royal  apparel  with 
furrs,  and  all  his  trufiing  beds,  and  500  marks ; to  Walter  Hungerford  fteward 
of  his  houfhold  a gold  cup  : to  Sir  John  Rothwalle,  John  Wodehous,  efq.  his 
beloved  knights,  Gilbert  Humfravill,  John  Gray,  and  Roland  Leynchale,  each  a 
gold  cup  : to  his  beloved  knight  William  Porter  a gold  cup  and  fix  pounds;  to 
John  Cheney,  Roger  Salwayn,  fohn  Steward,  and  Louis  Robeflart,  efquires  of  his 
body,  each  £.100:  to  John  Waterton,  efq.  all  his  horfes,  except  the  eight 
before  given  to  his  brother,  and  eight  more  of  the  very  beft 4 bequeathed  to  Ed- 
ward Holland  his  coufin,  William  Bowcher,  John  Gray,  William  Porter,  Gilbert 
Umfravill,  knights,  John  Brom,  and  Louis  Robeflart.  To  Nicholas  Merbury 
and  John  Bottele,  door  keepers  of  the  chamber,  each  £.  100.  ; to  his  beloved 
clerks  John  Stow  fecretary,  Stephen  Payne  almoner,  Nicholas  Colnet  phyfician, 
John  Wickham,  Henry  Romworth,  Thomas  Rodburne,  and  Richard  Catty, 
chaplains,  each  a miflal  or  portiforium,  value  £.  10.  to  the  clerks  of  his  chapel 
200  5,  to  be  equally  divided  among  them,  and  jT.  1000.  to  be  diftributed  by 
his  executors  among  his  old  fervants  6,  without  refpecSt  of  perfons,  beginning  with 
the  pooreft  and  thofe  that  ferved  in  the  chamber,  and  at  the  time  of  payment 
each  to  be  told,  “ This  is  left  you  by  our  lord  the  king  for  your  good  lervice 
and  of  this  fum  200  marcs  to  his  beloved  fervant  Thomas  Bruttingham,  and 
£.100.  to  John  Brom.  Laftly,  he  bequeaths  to  his  fucceflor  and  to  his  realm 
of  England  his  two  beft  crowns,  two  pair  of  collars  7,  his  royal  fceptre,  the 
tword  of  Spain,  the  queen’s  crown,  and  all  his  armour*.  He  dire&s  that  his

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executors  hear  the  accounts  of  all  and  lingular  his  officers  in  the  butterey,  cellar, 
ewery,  pantry,  and  fuch  like  lefler  offices,  and  give  them  a full  difcharge.  For 
the  execution  of  this  will  he  gives  all  his  goods  and  jewels  prefent  and  future, 
and  failing  rhefe,  his  executors  to  take  of  the  rents,  iffues,  and  profits  of  certain 
caftles,  demefnes,  and  eftates,  in  the  kingdom,  held  under  his  grant  by  Henry 
archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  and  others,  for  that  ufe.  The  executors  of  this  will 
were  the  bifhops  of  Winchefter,  Durham,  and  Norwich,  Ralph  earl  of  Weft- 
morland,  Thomas  duke  of  Exeter,  Henry  lord  Fitz  Hugh,  Sir  William  Hunger- 
ford,  Sir  John  Rothevale,  knights  ; John  Wodehoufe  and  John  Leventhorp, 
efquires,  of  whom  Fitz  Hugh,  Rothevale,  and  Wodehoufe,  were  to  b.e  a&ing 
executors,  to  confult  with  all  the  reft.  The  fupervifors  of  the  will  were  the 
dukes  of  Clarence,  Bedford,  and  Gloucefter,  Henry  archbifhop  of  Canterbury, 
and  Robert  bifhop  of  Salifbury.  It  was  figned  with  his  privy  feal  and  fignet,  and 
had  the  great  feal  appendant,  and  fubfcribed  by  his  own  hand,  in  the  walled 
town  1 of  Southampton,  July  24,  1415.  a.  r,  n.  3.  in  the  prefence  of  the  bifhops 
of  Coventry  and  Lichfield  and  St.  David’s,  and  of  Edward  earl  of  March,  Thomas 
Erpingham,  and  many  others. 

Then  followed,  in  the  king’s  own  hand-writing  : 

u This  is  my  laft  will,  fubfcribed  with  my  own  hand,  R.  H.  Jefu,  Mercy 
“ and  Gremercy  ! Ladie  Marie,  help  1 !” 

A fubfequent  will  of  this  prince,  made  in  the  fifth  year  of  his  reign,  and  pre- 
ferved  in  the  chapter-houfe  of  Weftminfter,  is  printed  among  Mr.  Nichols’s 
Royal  Wills,  p.  236 — 243,  and  his  autograph  fubfcribed  engraved  in  fac  fimile. 
It  confifts  entirely  of  an  enfeoffment  of  certain  lords,  fpiritual  and  temporal,  in 
certain  eftates  in  Higham  Ferrars  and  elfe where,  for  payment  of  his  debts,  before 
referred  to. 

Walfingham  fays  he  made  a will  on  his  death-bed,  ordering  his  debts  to  be 
paid  out  of  his  treafure  and  jewels  3. 

By  the  indentures  between  John  Strafford  treafurer  of  England  and  the  king’s 
executors,  enrolled  in  parliament  2 Henry  VI.  142s4,  it  appears  that  he  had 
delivered  to  them  goods,  chattels,  jewels,  and  money,  belonging  to  the  late  king, 
to  the  amount  of  £.  18,404.  4J.  10 d.  according  to  a valuation  made  by  John 
Palyng  and  John  Wynne,  goldfmiths ; Hugh  Dike  and  John  Chirche,  mercers  ; 
and  John  Bullok,  weaver5;  of  London  : in  part  of  40,000  marks  affigned  to 
the  faid  executors  the  year  before  6.  The  legacies  to  the  efquires,  clerks,  valets, 
boys,  and  pages  of  his  houffiold,  amounting  to  £.4000.  were  not  paid  till 
1432,  n Henry  VI.  as  appears  by  the  king’s  warrant,  dated  that  year,  printed 
by  Rymer,  X.  523. 

The  plate  and  veftments  given  to  the  churches  of  St.  Denys,  Mans,  Vernon, 
Rouen,  Offay,  Arkes,  Ewe,  Hefdyn,  and  Terouene,  in  France,  were  only  pre- 
fents  made  by  his  executors,  and  not  ordered  in  his  will 7. 

The  following  record  is  preferved  in  Rymer  relative  to  the  iron  grating  or 
rails  round  this  monument,  which  were  not  put  up  till  nine  years  after  his 
interment,  and  are  probably  the  fame  now  remaining  there.  The  monument

PI.  The  whole  monument  was  inclqfed  with  iron  grates  and  gates.  The  gates 
XXVI.  under  a handfome  pointed  arch  in  the  Weft  front  have  their  impoft  or  fafeia 
divided  into  thirteen  compartments,  painted  alternately  blue  and  red.  On  each 
blue  fpace  are  placed  three  gilded  fleurs  de  lis,  and  on  each  red  fpace  three  gilded 
lions;  and  below  thefe  on  the  centre  of  the  gates  have  been  fixed  alternately  a row 
of  fwans  and  antelopes  ; but  only  three  remain  : one  fwan  on  the  North  fide,  and 
one  antelope  in  the  middle,  and  one  at  the  South  end.  The  chapel  above  is 
afeended  to  by  two  ftaircafes  in  towers  of  open  arch-work,  each  having  wooden 
doors.  Thefe  ftaircafes  were  probably  one  for  afeent,  the  other  for  defeent,  ac- 
cording to  the  diredlions  of  the  king’s  will,  before  cited,  p.  63,  note  4 ; for  it 
does  not  appear  there  was  any  flair  at  the  other  end  of  his  tomb. 

In  the  ftone  work  of  thefe  towers  are  ftatues  of  a pilgrim  and  another  faint ; 
two  kings  holding  churches ; two  bilhops  in  pontificalibus ; two  female  faints, 
one  of  them  treading  on  an  old  bearded  figure  2,  and. two  nuns  in  hats  and  cor- 
dons, holding  one  in  her  right,  the  other  in  her  left,  a book  clafped  : and 
at  the  Eaft  fide  of  the  North  ftair-cafe  is  a lefler  figure  of  a pilgrim.  In  the 
can'opy  work  above  have  been  in  each  tower  eighteen  {landing  figures  in  rich 
niches,  now  reduced  to  twenty-one  in  all ; and  in  that  over  the  gate  four  others 
fitting,  two  figures  gone,  befides  one  fmaller  {landing  in  the  angle  of  the 
centre  above,  and  feveral  lefler  at  the  angles  of  the  pedeftals  of  all  the  figures 
over  the  door,  and  of  the  upper  ftories  of  the  ftaircafes.  Between  the  two 
ftaircafes  was  on  a bar  in  Sandford’s  time  a fhield  with  France  and  England  quar- 
terly : Cl  eft  on  a chapeau  ermine  a lion  feiant  crowned.  But  on  this  bar  at  pre- 
fent  is  only  the  iron  helmet. 

The  floor  of  the  chapel  is  of  ftone  ; and  on  the  South  wall,  in  a kind  of 
recefs,  afeended  to  by  two  fteps,  are  remains  of  feats  or  prefles  ; but  the  oppofite 
wall  is  ftrait  arid  plain.  The  afeent  to  the  altar  is  by  two  fteps,  one  crofling 
the  chapel  from  the  extremes  of  the  prefles,  the  other  nearer  the  altar.  On  each 
iide  of  tliis  laft  ftep  is  a large  prefs,  with  a flap  door  fattened  by  three  long  iron 
hinges.  On  each  fide  of  the  altar  is  a fimilar  prefs  and  flap,  but  of  fmaller  di- 
menfiens,  and  on  the  cornice  over  the  North  has  been  painted  a fhield.  The 
walls  on  the  fides  of  this  laft  Hep  are  finifhed  with  a cornice  of  rofes ; but  the 
cornice  over  the  altar  and  Eaft  end  of  the  chapel  is  of  a richer  ftyle,  adorned

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with  the  fame  devices  of  the  fwan  and  antelope,  both  collared  and  chained, 
and  more  immediately  over  the  altar  place  three  trefoils  radiated  within,  and 
charged  with  reliefs  of  the  Virgin  and  Child,  and  under  her  a female  figure 
fitting  and  holding  in  her  lap  a lamb,  8cc.  as  here  reprefented.  The 
centre  trefoil  has  contained  a crucifix,  and  under  it  one  or  more  figures 
fitting  holding  a book,  and  the  right  hand  elevated;  and  round  this  trefoil 
are  evident  traces  of  an  infcription,  but  fo  defaced  as  not  to  be  legible ; 
Between  thefe  trefoils  have  been  painted  three  lhields  of  arms,  now  entirely- 
effaced.  Over  this  cornice  in  the  centre  was  probably  the  figure  of  the  Vir- 
gin Mary,  or  the  Annunciation,  to  whom  the  altar  was  dedicated,  and  on 
each  fide  of  it  are  feveral  niches,  with  the  images,  large  as  life,  of  St.  George 
and  the  dragon,  a king,  probably  the  Confeffor,  a female  on  her  knees,  in  pro- 
file ; another  female  fitting  in  front,  with  her  hands  crofled,  perhaps  the  Vir- 
gin ; another  king,  probably  Henry  III.  and  St.  Denis.  Between  thefe  niches 
are  interfperfed  leffer  figures.  This  forms  the  Eaft  end  of  the  chapel  of  the 
reliques  over  the  tomb  of  Henry  V.  and  the  difpofition  of  thefe  figures  has  a 
manifeft  reference  to  the  hiftory  of  that  prince,  by  introducing  among  other 
principal  faints  the  two  patrons  of  his  refpedtive  kingdoms.  On  the  outfide 
correfponding  with  the  ftatues  of  the  patron  faints  of  the  two  kingdoms  within 
is,  under  a treble  canopy,  a figure  on  horfeback  completely  armed  and  crowned, 
with  a fhield  emblazoned  with  the  arms  of  France  and  England  quarterly,  the 
right  arm  elevated  as  if  brandifliing  a lance,  the  horfe  in  full  fpeed  richly  capari- 
foned  and  compleatly  armed  : the  back  ground  is  filled  with  fortified  caftles. 
Over  each  of  thefe  horfemen  in  a canopy  larger  than  the  reft  is  a female  figure 
fitting.  On  each  fide  of  the  horfemen  and  fitting  figure  are  feveral  fmaller  figures 
of  faints  ftanding,  and  one  on  the  Weft  pier,againft  which  the  flying  arch  abuts. 

In  the  centre  of  the  ceiling  under  the  chapel  is  a rich  crown,  furmounted  by 
eight  antelopes,  and  four  fwans ; the  antelopes  placed  two  and  two  to  face 
each  other,  and  between  each  pair  is  a fwan. 

Under  the  iron  rails  at  the  Eaft  end  is  the  following  infcription  painted  on 
the  ftone  in  black  Roman  capitals  in  one  line  : 

Henricus  Quintus.  + Gallorum  Mdjlix  jacet  hac  Henricus  in  urna  1422. 

Domat  omnia  Virtus. 

Pukbra  virumq.  fuum  Jociat  tandem  Catharina  1437.  + Ociumfuge 
On  the  fafcia  over  the  flying  arches  which  connect  thischapel  with  that  of 
Henry  VII.  are  reprefented  the  coronation  of  a king  on  the  North  fide,  and  of 
a queen  on  the  South,  in  fquare  compartments,  and  at  the  fides  of  them  nine 
and  five,  making  in  all  fourteen,  figures  in  niches,  and  fix  above  the  five ; the 
cornice  over  the  firft  nine  and  over  the  coronations  is  charged  with  fwans  and  an- 
telopes alternately,  that  over  the  laft  fix  with  fleurs  de  lis.  The  mouldings  of  the 
arches  are  alfo  charged  with  devices  of  a fwan  and  an  antelope,  as  before  defcribed, 
collared  and  chained  to  a tree,  on  the  which  is  a flaming  beacon,  a crane  hold- 
ing a fifii  in  its  mouth,  a hare  crouching,  8tc.  Sec.  The  king  on  the  North 
fide  is  crowned  by  two  mitred  figures,  and  has  four  attendants  kneeling ; the 
queen  on  the  South  fide  has  only  the  two  mitred  figures  placing  the  crown 
on  her  head.  Under  the  coronations  over  the  point  of  the  flying  arches,  and 
alfo  over  the  points  of  the  leffer  arches  at  the  two  fides,  are  pendant  lhields  with 
the  arms  of  France  and  England  quarterly,  furmounted  by  a lion  guardant  on 
a chapeau  on  a helmet  with  a lambrequin  or  mantle,  but  not  fupported,  and  in 
the  fpandrils  of  the  arches  the  fame  arms,  each  fhield  held  by  four  angels. 

1 This  feems  to  be  the  infcription  mentioned  by  Wcever. 
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Mr.  Dart  was  of  opinion,  that  thefe  has  releifs  reprefented  the  coronation  of 
henry  VII.  and  his  queen.  But  as  the  arms  and  devices  have  a manifeft  reference 
to  the  time  of  Henry  V.  I cannot  fee  any  reafon  for  this  conjecture.  When 
1 confider  the  attention  paid  by  Henry  VI.  to  his  fathers  will  in  the  endow- 
ment of  his  chantry  ; when  I compare  the  conformity  between  the  cielings 
of  the  ftair-cafes  with  thofe  of  King’s  college  chapel,  Cambridge,  within 
twenty  years  after  his  father’s  death,  and  the  conformity  of  the  roofing  of  the 
two  chapels,  I muft  incline  to  give  it  to  that  reign. 

It  is  evident  by  the  words  of  the  king’s  will  that  he  directed  a chapel  to  be 
built  over  his  monument.  This  was  executed  after  his  death,  and  from  the 
devices  and  arms  about  it  one  would  fuppofe  before  the  time  of  Henry  VII.  to 
whom  Dart  afcribee  it.  At  the  top  of  the  newels  of  the  ftaircafes  are  the  arms 
of  France  and  England  quarterly,  thole  of  France  three  fleurs  de  lis,  to  which 
number  they  were  reduced  by  Henry  IV.  and  Charles  VI.  for  though  they  ap- 
pear femee  on  the  feal  of  the  former',  they  are  reduced  to  three  on  his  monu- 
ment at  Canterbury.  Henry  V.  was  the  firft  king  of  England  who  bore  three 
on  his  feal  *.  The  three  fleurs  de  lis  and  the  three  lions,  are  placed  alternately 
in  relief  over  the  doors  of  the  iron  grate  in  front  of  the  tomb.  Sandford  fays 
he  “ can  find  no  example  of  the  time  to  prove  that  Henry  IV.  bore  his  fhield 
fupported : but  later  ages  have  afligned  him  an  antelope  and  a fwan,  probably 
deduced  from  the  caparifons  of  his  horfe  at  the  intended  combat  between  him 
when  duke  of  Hereford  and  Thomas  Mowbray  duke  of  Norfolk,  which  were 
embroidered  with  fwans  and  antelopes  of  goldfmith’s  work,  as  appeareth  by  his 
hiftory.”  What  hiftory  is  here  referred  to  I do  not  know : certain  it  is,  that 
fwans  and  antelopes  collared  and  chained  are  fprinkled  over  the  cornice  above  the 
altar  in  the  chapel  above  the  tomb  of  Henry  V.  and  over  the  mouldings  of 
the  arch  on  each  fide  thrown  over  the  walk  between  this  chapel  and  that  of 
Henry  VII.  and  connecting  the  two  chapels.  Thefe  two  animals  are  chained 
to  a blazing  beacon.  Two  fwans  fupport  the  arms  of  Henry  V.  while  prince  of 
Wales,  6 Henry  IV. 3 But  I have  not  feen  any  fupporters  to  his  great  feal.  Thofe 
to  the  arms  of  his  fon  Henry  VI.  on  Eaton  college  gate,  are  two  antelopes 4. 


Upon  confuting  Mr.  Brooke  on  the  fubjeCt  he  returned  me  this  anfwer  : 
“ The  fupporters  appropriated  to  Henry  IV.  by  the  heralds,  are,  on  the  dexter 
fide,  an  antelope;  on  the  finifter,  a f.van  ; which  laft  he  aflumed  in  right  of 
his  marriage  with  the  coheir  of  the  Bohuns  earls  of  Hereford,  whofe  badge  it 
was  ; but  none  of  them  have  given  inftances  where  they  were  ufed  as  fupporters 
to  his  arms  either  on  feals,  or  elfewhere.  But  one,  very  curious,  has  lately 
been  difeovered  carved  in  bafio  relievo  in  the  Doge’s  palace  at  Venice,  fup- 
pofed  to  have  been  placed  there  when  Henry  was  abroad,  banifhed  by  Richard 
tor  the  quarrel  with  Mowbray,  of  which  I have  procured  a beautiful  drawing. 
Here  his  banner,  See.  is  fupported  by  one  fvvan,  as  was  ufual  in  later  times. 
Henry  V.  in  his  father’s  life-time,  bore  two  fwans  for  fupporters,  in  refpeCt  of 
his  mother.  When  king  he  bore  on  the  dexter  fide  a lion  guardant,  on  the 
finifter  an  antelope.  Great  feals  of  both  thefe  Kings  are  doubtlefs  in  being. 
I believe  Mr.  Brander  had  a complete  collection  of  all  the  great  feals  of  every 
king  from  the  Conqueft  to  the  prefent  time  ; but  in  none  of  thofe  that  I have 
feen,  either  of  Henry  IV.  or  V.  are  fupporters  ufed. 

“ Henry  V.  bore  a Beacon,  or,  as  my  authority  calls  it,  a Crefcet  Light  burning , 
for  one  of  his  badges  5;  and  why  he  ufed  it,  take  the  following  account,  from

Keepe  defcribing  this  chapel,  i68a,  fays,  “ that  on  the  South  fide  is  graved 

hi  /of  h “ CeT°v.ny  °f  He”y  V’S  °'Vn  “tonation,  and  on  the  North 
that  of  his  queen,  with  the  archbilhops,  billaops,  and  nobility  of  the  realm  af- 

fiftmg.  This  is  an  incorredl  account;  for  the  whole  ceremony  of 
bo  h coronations  is  performed  by  eight  perfons,  the  figures  in  niches  * ,he 
rules  being  faints  ; it  Ihews  however  the  opinion  that  then  prevailed.  Nor  can 
there  have  been  a more  fui.able  ornament  to  this  prince’s  tomb  than  the 
coronation  in  this  very  church,  a4ao,  of  the  heirefs  of  the  „own  of 
France,  by  marriage  with  whom  he  became  heir  apparent  to  that 

Hmrv’vf1  reSCfl  nf  the  klngdom  durinS  the  life  of  the  reigning  king 
Henry  VI.  was  adfually  crowned  king  of  France  at  Paris,  and  hif  coffort  ft 
Weftminfter,  fix, een  years  after  his  coronation  there  : but  thefe  were  not  clems 
of  conference  fufficient  to  be  recorded  on  his  father’s  tomb  : ffill  lefs  the  coro- 
nation of  Henry  VII.  or  his  queen  ; for  however  important  his  marriage  whh 
he  hen-eft  Of  the  honfe  of  York  was  to  the  nation,  he  never  concurred  Lariily 
n it,  but  treated  his  confort  with  great  coldnefs,  and  deferred  her  coronation 
two  years  after  has  marriage.  If  therefore  the  reliefs  refer  to  thefe  evenfs 
hey  amid  not  have  been  put  up  till  after  7487,  which  would  have  deferred 
the  budding  of  Henry  V’s  chapel  fixty-five  years  after  his  deceafe.  And  if 
further  it  could  be  fiaewn  that  his  chantry  is  not  diftinil  from  the  chapel  of 
Henry  VII.  but  a part  of  that  building,  and  connefted  with  it,  it  cannof  have 
been  built  fo  early  as  the  fecond  year  of  the  fixteenth  century  ; for  the  founda- 
tion ftone  of  Henry  VII’s  chapel  was  laid  by  abbot  Iflip,  Jan  a4  Iro2 
But  it  is  evident  that  this  chantry  is  diftinft  from  the  other,  the  arches  havL 
no  conneaion  with  it ; and  there  is  a confiderable  fpace  from  the  fteps  of  thf 
latter  chapel,  over  which  is  an  ornamented  ceiling  that  joins  to  the  back  of 
Henry  V s chantry  chapel,  which  has  an  Eaftern  wall  independent  of  Henry  VII’s 
chapel,  and  a window  over  the  large  figures  of  St.  George,  &c.  The  fteps  of 
t e latter  chapel  are  feparated  by  two  pillars,  againft  which  is  the  abutment 
of  the  two  arches  In  Dart’s  plan  of  the  church  there  is  a clear  fpace  oral 
bulatory  round  the  Eaft  end  of  the  Confeffor’s  chapel  between  the  cthm

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I conceive  therefore  that  the  has  relief  on  the  North  fide  reprefented  the  coro- 
nation of  Henry  V.  in  this  church,  April  9,  1413?  by  Thomas  Arundel,  arch- 
bilhop  of  Canterbury,  afllfted  by  another  prelate,  and  four  perfons  kneeling, 
perhaps  performing  the  homage  of  the  feveral  orders;  as  that  on  the  South 
fide  exhibits  the  coronation  of  his  queen  Catharine  of  France,  in  the  fame 
church  Feb.  14,  1420,  by  Henry  Chichele,  archbifiiop  of  Canterbury,  af- 
fifted  by  Henry  Beaufort  bithop  of  Winchefter,  the  king’s  uncle. 

Keepe  adds,  “ On  the  backfide  of  this  noble  monument,  towards  the  area, 
have  been  feveral  paintings  and  other  adomements,  which  are  now  walhed 
away  and  defaced  : but  there  is  ftill  remaining,  an  antient  table  in  Latine  and 
Englifli,  in  meter,  hanging  thereon. 

In  pulling  down  the  old  chapel  of  our  Lady,  at  the  entrance  into  which  queen 
Catharine  was  interred,  her  body  was  found  and  taken.” 

In  this  chantry  chapel  were  long  preferved  feveral  memorials  of  its  victorious 
founder,  which  are  here  collected  together  in  one  plate.  The  iron  helmet 
now  occupies  the  place  of  the  chapeau  and  fhield  of  arms  exhibited  in  Sand- 
ford’s  print.  The  fhield,  which  is  fmall,  and  has  loft  one  of  the  handfafts,  bears 
on  its  lining  of  fage  green  damafk  Semee  de  fleurs  de  lis,  and  acrofs  the  middle 
worked  on  rich  crimfon  velvet  on  a field  G.  an  efcarboucle  O.  referring  to 
the  king’s  mother  Joan  of  Navarre.  The  faddle,  once  of  blue  velvet  pow- 
dered with  fleurs  de  lis,  Or.  is  now  reduced  to  the  bare  wood  and  the  firft 
covering  of  buckram  on  the  feat.  It  is  twenty-feven  inches  long,  fifteen  high 
before,  and  thirteen  behind  ; the  length  of  the  buckle  from  whence  hung  the 
fiirrup  is  four  inches  and  a half,  and  the  breadth  two.  Befides  thefe  Mr.  Dart 
deferibes  “ three  large  refts  for  fpears,  and  a large  caparifon  cloth  tolerably  frefh, 
bearing  quarterly  1.  4.  on  a field  engrailed,  the  colour  not  vilible,  a fefs 
cheque,  S.  and  Az.  2.  3.  Az.  3 fleurs  de  lis,  O.  Over  the  crofs  a cloth, 
the  colour  loft,  but  on  it  painted  in  gold  feveral  large  harnefs  buckles  ; the 
whole  cloth  furrounded  with  a fringe  of  brown  filk  and  gold.” 

Befides  the  few  articles  now  remaining  this  chapel  is  made  the  repofitory  of 
what  is  called  the  “ Ragged  Regiment,”  or  figures  of  fome  of  our  princes,  fup- 
pofed  to  have  been  carried  at  their  funerals 

An  original  portrait  of  Henry  V.  on  board,  at  Kenfington,  has  been  engraved 
among  his  kings  of  England  by  Vertue,  who  mentions  other  portraits  of  him  on 
vellum,  in  fome  MSS.  Mr.  Walpole  poftefies  the  pidture  of  this  prince  and  his 
family,  late  Mr.  Weft’s,  but  painted  without  regard  to  likenefs  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  Vll  \ 

The  portrait  of  Henry  IV.  by  Vertue,  is  from  one  at  Kenfington  or  Hampton- 
court,  in  Herefordlhire.  This  latter  houfe  was  built  by  Sir  John  Lenthall,  whom 
Leland  3 calls  “ yeoman  of  the  robes”  to  Henry  IV.  and  married  to  fome  of  the 
royal  family,  on  which  lie  had  lands  to  the  amount  of  £.  1000.  a year  given  to 
him,  and  with  the  ranfom  of  the  prifoners  taken  by  him  at  Agincourt,  began 
this  houfe.  The  inlcription  at  the  back  of  the  portrait  fays, 

Among  ihefc  Mr.  Walpole  difeovered  the  figute  of  Henry  VII’s  queen,  correfponding  with  her  portrait  in  her 
marriage  by  Mabufe  (Anecdotes  of  Painting,  I.  54.  n.)  and  Sir  Jofeph  Ayloffe  that  of  Edward  I.  which,  according  to 
the  cuilom  oi  antient  times,  lay  on  his  coffin  during  the  funeral  proceffion  and  exequies,  and  which  figure,  in  all  like- 
lihood. was  afterwards  placed  on  his  tomb,  and  there  continued  a confiderable  time.  For  Peter  Langtoft,  who  did  not 
lurvive  that  monarch  above  fix  years,  fays,  (Chrou.  II.  341.) 

“ B elide  his  father  he  is  laid  in  a tomb  well  wrought 
“ Of  marble  in  the  Hone,  and  purtraied  there  he  lies.”

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“ Henr?  IV-  king  of  England  laid  the  firft  ftone  of  this  houfe,  and  left  th» 
1 picture  in  it  when  he  gave  it  to  Lentall,  who  fold  it  to  Cornwall  of  Baftfield 
‘ who  fold  1C  t0  the  anceftors  of  the  Lord  Coningfby,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VI.”’ 

Mr.  Walpole  has  a copy  of  this  portrait,  which  is  very  rude  indeed. 

In  the  “ Promptuarium  Iconum  infignium  a feculo  hominum,”  both  in  Latin 
and  Italian,  publilhed  at  Lyons,  1 55  3,  byRouilli,  p.  ,87,  and  with  fome  addi- 
tions in  Italian,  1577.  is  a remarkable  portrait  of  Charles  VI.  of  Fiance,  having 
on  his  head  the  fame  kind  of  hood  as  appears  in  the  portrait  of  our  Henry  V.  and 
a jewel  in  it ; a falcon  on  his  right  hand. 

Mr.  Walpole  informed  Mr.  Granger,  that  the  fet  of  kings  at  Kenfington  whence 
Vertue  took  feveral  heads,  are  all  painted  by  one  hand,  and  certainly  not  originah 
There  is  another  fet  ftill  worfe  in  the  fame  place  : one  of  the  fets,  probably  the 
better,  came  from  lord  Cornwallis’  at  Culford  '.  The  fame  obfervation  might 
apply  to  the  kings  of  Scotland  in  Holyrood- houfe ; and  the  bifhops  of  Ghicheller 
to  bilhop  Sherbourn;  is9fi,  with  the  kings  of  England  continued  to  George  I 
in  the  South  tranfept  of  Chichefter  cathedral. 

Henry  the  Fifth,  too  famous  to  live  long ; 

England  ne’er  loft  a king  of  fo  much  worth ; 

England  ne’er  had  a king  until  his  time. 

Virtue  he  had  deferving  to  command  : 

His  brandifht  fword  did  blind  men  with  its  beams : 

His  arms  fpread  wider  than  a dragon’s  wings. 

His  fparkling  eye  replete  with  wrathful  fire, 

More  dazled  and  drave  back  his  enemies 
Than  midday  fun  fierce  bent  againft  their  faces 
What  fhould  I fay-— -his  deeds  exceed  all  fpeech. 

He  ne’er  lift  up  his  hand  but  conquered. 

Henry  the  Fifth  ! thy  ghoft  I invocate  : 

Profper  this  realm  ; keep  it  from  cruel  broils  ; 

Combat  with  adverfe  planets  in  the  heavens. 

A far  more  glorious  ftar  thy  foul  will  make 
Than  Julius  Caefar,  or  bright — 

His  biographer  Livius  Forojulienfis  1 fays,  he  took  the  oath  to  govern  well 
before  he  was  crowned,  which  no  other  king  had  ever  done ; and  prayed  to 
God  that  if  he  was  likely  to  aft  well,  for  the  welfare  and  honour  of  the 
realm  and  country,  he  would  permit  him  to  be  crowned,  if  not,  rather  to  be 
buried. 

Mr.  Carte 3,  replete  with  ideas  of  hereditary  right,  admits  thatj  except  in  the 
matter  of  the  earl  of  Cambridge,  and  his  pojfejjion  of  the  throne , he  Ihewed  the 
United  regard  to  juflice,  and  no  prince  confulted  more  the  good  of  his  people. 

This  glorious  monarch,  after  demanding  the  crown  of  France  in  form  made 
a complete  conqued  of  that  kingdom,  in  which  he  was  favoured  by  the  diftrafled 
date  of  Charles  VI.  and  the  divifion  of  the  nation  into  faftions,  jud  as  the  weakneft 
of  his  fucceffor,  and  the  feuds  of  party,  cod  him,  not  only  the  crown  of  France, 
but  that  of  England  likewife.  The  taking  of  Harfleur  opened  his  way,  and  the 
battle  of  Agencourt,  in  one  year,  1414,  decided  the  fate  of  France;  and  his 
marriage  with  Catharine  the  king’s  daughter,  in  his  fecond  expedition,  four 
years  after,  fixed  his  crown  on  Henry’s  head. 

The  pages  of  this  volume  would  be  filled  with  the  heroes  who  fell  in  Henry’s 
caufe,  had  their  monuments  furvived  to  entitle  them  to  a place  here.

HENRY  VI. 

1422s  Roger  Whelpdale  biftiop  of  Garlifle,  who  died  Feb.  4,  1422,  by  will, 
dated  Jan.  25,  1422,  in  his  houfe  at  London,  proved  the  fame  year diredts  his 
body  to  be  buried  in  a mean  place  in  the  porch  of  a church  or  near  wherever 
he  may  happen  to  die 1 ; which  church  lliall  be  dedicated,  if  poflible,  to  the 
Virgin  Mary,  Mary  Magdalen,  or  St.  Paul. 

He  was  educated  at  Baliol  College,  Oxford,  was  provoft  of  Queen’s  College 
there,  and  prodtor  1403,  and  confecrated  bifhop  of  Carliile,  1419  3. 

1423.  “ In  the  church  of  Monkley , c.  Devon,  is  the  monument  of  Sir  William 

Hankford.  He  is  pourtrayed  kneeling  in  his  robes,  together  with  his  own 
match  and  the  matches  of  fome  of  his  anceftors  infculpt  thereon  in  brafs  ; out 
of  the  mouth  of  whofe  ftatue  proceeds  this  prayer  : 

Ct3ifcrcre  met  Ecus  fccuntmm  magnaiu  tnlfevlcotOiam  tuam. 

Over  his  head, 

jBcati  flitt  cufloalunt  juDictum  $ facittnt  jufittiam  in  omitf  tempore. 

A book  in  his  hand  has  this, 

Sgtferere  met  Dm:  fccunQum  magnam  jufltetam  StPtnam. 

The  epitaph  is, 

Die  facet  LcltUtcImttElaanliioro  miles  emonoam  capital’  3fttC= 
tfeiar’ somini  rests  oc  banco  curt  obtit  rr  Die  mettfts  Dcccmb. 
anno  43  CCtCC  c.  a.  p.  &c. 

Near  him  is  Sir  Richard  Hankford  his  Ton’s  ftatue,  in  armour,  kneeling, 
on  whofe  furcoat  his  arms  : then  the  pourtraiture  of  his  mother,  on  whofe 
upper  veftments  Hankford  and  Stapleton’s  armories  are  curioufly  cut  in  brafs 4.” 

The  date  of  this  epitaph  is  given  by  Rifdon  a year  too  early  ; for  Sir  William, 
by  his  will,  dated  Dec.  10,  1423  5,  diredts  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  parifti 
church  of  Monkelegh,  though  he  fliould  happen  to  die  out  of  the  county  of 
Devon,  or  in  it,  if  it  could  conveniently  be  done  ; that  the  half  the  faid  church, 
rebuilt  at  his  coft,  be  finifhed  and  completed  ; and  if  the  other  half  cannot  be 
completed  by  the  parifhioners,  on  account  of  their  poverty,  then  to  be  done 
out  of  his  effedts  ; and  that  the  South  aile  of  the  fame  be  repaired  and  orna- 
mented at  his  coft,  provided  the  vicars  and  parifhioners  fhall  agree  that  I and  my 
heirs  lhall  have  a ftation  6 and  burial  feparately  at  our  pleafure. 

• I (hall  infert  here  the  following  account  of  this  monument,  fo  different  from 
what  it  was  in  Rifdon’s  time,  as  a pattern  for  deferiptions  of  fuch  fubjedts, 
which  was  procured  for  me  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Spurway,  Redtor  of  Alrington, 
a parifti  adjoining  to  Monkleigh,  1777. 

“ I went  to  Monkleigh  on  Tuefday  laft,  in  fearch  of  Judge  Hankford’s 
monument.  It  at  prefent  bears  a very  different  afpedt  from  that  which  you 
may  find  given  of  it  in  Prince’s  Worthies.  I was  diredted  to  a tomb  built  in

Judge  Hankfords  monument;  and  in  all  probability  their  tradition  is  true,  the 
tomb  being  bu.lt  Annoy  a.le,  at  which  place  he  refided  at  the  time  of  his  d=- 
ceafe  There  are  not  indeed  any  figures  or  inferiptions  on  or  near  the  tomb, 
wh.ch  might  ferve  more  fully  to  confirm  and  eftablifii  the  truth  of  this  tra- 
d.t.on.

The  will  of  Richard  de  Holme  canon  of  York,  dated  Cambridge 
April  1 8,  14*1,  diredls  his  body  if  he  died  on  this  fide  York,  to  be  buried 
in  the  church  of  All  Saints  at  Cambridge,  at  the  entrance  of  the  choir,  and  a 
ftone  with  his  image  to  be  carved  on  it,  and  the  year  and  month  of  his  death 
iuperfenbed  ; but  if  he  died  in  the  city  of  York,  or  further  North,  h t in 
his  parifh  church  ot  Wermouth  >.  ’

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Richard  Whittington,  mercer,  four  times  mayor  of  London,  by  will 
dated  September  5,  1421,  proved  April  21,  1423,  bequeathed  his  body  to  be 
buried  on  the  North  fide  of  the  high  altar  in  the  church  of  St.  Michael de  Pater - 
■nofler church  in  Riot , London  Stowe  fays  “ he  was  in  this  church  three 
« times  buried ; firft  by  his  executors,  under  a fine  monument ; then  in  the 
“ reigne  of  Edward  VI.  the  parfon  of  that  church  thinking  fome  great  riches 
“ (as  he  faid)  to  be  buried  with  him,  caufed  his  monument  to  be  broken, 
“ his  body  to  be  fpoiled  of  his  leaden  Iheet,  and  again  the  fecond  time  to  be 
tl  buried.  And  in  the  reign  of  queen  Mary  the  parilhioners  were  forced  to  take 
“ him  up,  to  lap  him  in  lead,  as  afore,  to  place  his  monument,  or  the  like,  over 
u him  again,  which  remaineth  ; and  fo  he  refteth.”  The  fire  of  London  violated 
his  refting  place  again  3 ; after  which  the  church  was  rebuilt  of  fine  free  ftone, 
and  united  to  St.  Martin  Vintry. 

His  epitaph,  is  given  by  Weever  4 incorrectly.  It  is  here  copied  from  an 
original  book  of  accompts  of  the  wardens  of  his  college  in  the  archives  of  the 
Mercers  Company  :

Anthony  Munday  fays*  “ he  had  a goodly  plain  mafble  tomb  in  the  cllari- 
cel,  with  new  banners  to  adorn  it,  very  lately  hung  up.”  He  rebuilt  this  church, 
and  founded  a college  for  a mafter,  four  fellows  mailers  of  arts,  darks,  con- 
duds,  chorifters,  Sec.  and  on  the  £aft  fide  of  the  college  an  almfhoufe,  called 
“ God’s  Houfe an  hbfpital  for  thirteen  poor  then.  The  college  was  fuppreft 
in  the  reign  of  Edward  VI.  but  the  alms  houfe  on  College-hill  remains  under 
the  direction  of  the  Mercers  company,  who  have  augmented  the  incomes  of  the 
poor  men  and  added  poor  women,  and  cloath  both  every  three  years.  The 
original  ftatutes  of  this  charity  made  by  his  executors  remain  in  the  pofTeflion  of 
the  faid  company.  On  the  firll  page  is  an  illumination  of  Whittington  on 
his  death  bed,  his  three  executors,  a prieft,  a phyfician,  and  his  thirteen  beadf- 
men.  The  figure  of  Whittington  is  a very  lean,  confumed,  and  meagre  body. 
His  three  executors,  Coventre , Carpenter , and  Grove , have  their  names  written 
on  the  fleeves  of  their  gowns,  the  hoods  of  which  hang  down  behind  the  two 
firft,  who  ftand  on  the  right  fide  of  the  bed  ; Grove  is  reprefented  as  an  older 
man  with  a long  beard ; above  him  is  the  prieft,  behind  him  the  phyfician 
holding  up  and  viewing  an  urinal ; at  the  bed’s  feet  is  a groupe  of  thirteen 
figures,  the  foremoft  of  which  is  doubtlefs  Robert  Chefterton  the  firft  tutor  of 
the  alms-houfe,  diftinguifhed  from  the  reft  by  his  grey  hair,  and  holding  in 
his  right  hand  a rofary,  in  his  left  a ftaff.  This  headpiece  of  the  ordinances  is  a 
drawing  with  a fine  pointed  pen,  the  red  by  time  changed  to  brown,  and  the 
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faces  and  hands  tinted  with  red  heightened  with  white,  and  the  hair  with 
brown  ; the  emaciated  figure  of  Whittington  is  tinted  with  a fallow  pale  brown. 

In  the  apartments  of  the  clerk  of  the  Mercers  company  at  their  hall,  is 
a portrait  on  canvas  ten  inches  and  a half  by  twelve,  of  a man  about  fixty 
years  with  a furred  gown  and  black  cap  of  the  time  of  Henry  VIII.  fuch 
as  the  yeomen  of  the  guard  now  wear : the  figure  reaches  about  half  the 
length  of  the  arms  from  the  fhoulders  ; on  the  left  hand  is  a black  and  white  cat, 
whofe  right  ear  reaches  up  to  the  band  or  broad  turning  down  collar.  On  the 
upper  corner  to  the  left  is  painted  in  Roman  characters,  R.  Whittington , 1536. 
The  lize  of  the  canvas  has  been  for  fome  reafon  altered,  and  the  infcription 
has  evidently  been  painted  fince  the  alteration,  yet  it  is  hardly  fuppofable  it  was 
then  invented  ; and  if  not,  it  carries  with  it  the  vulgar  opinion  of  a connection 
between  Whittington  and  a cat. 


Thomas  Harlyng  canon  of  Chichefter  and  rector  of  Pulborough  and  Ring-  I423* 
wood,  by  will  dated  in  fejlo  cathedre  Sti.  Petri  Apojloli,  1422,  proved  June  1, 

1 423,  directs  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  middle  of  the  chancel  of  Pulborough 
if  he  died  in  Suflex,  and  if  in  the  county  of  Southampton  in  the  chancel  of 
the  parifh  church  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul  at  Ringwood 

The  tomb  of  Henry  Bowet,  forty-ninth  archbifhop  of  York,  who  died  1423. 
1423,  ftands  oppofite  to  that  of  his  unfortunate  predeceflor  Scrope,  on 
the  South  fide  of  the  choir.  It  is  a curious  and  lingular  fpecimen  of  ornamented 
Gothic  architecture,  an  elliptic  arch,  adorned  with  niches  fpringing  from  two 
flat  pillars  ornamented  in  the  fame  Ryle,  and  on  it  rife  from  a kind  of  fans  or 
demiquatrefoils  three  fpires  or  pinnacles  fubdivided  into  leffer  and  having  four 
fmaller  between  and  at  each  end,  and  all  of  them  adorned  with  purfled  finials. 

In  the  larger  pinnacles  are  in  light  frames  figures  of  a king  in  the  centre 
and  two  hilltops  in  the  fide  ones.  The  ftone  which  covered  the  tomb 
being  thought  proper , fays  Mr.  Drake’,  to  be  removed  and  fawn  for  the  ufe  of 
the  new  pavement , the  archbilhop’s  remains  appeared,  among  which  was  found 
nothing  remarkable  but  his  archiepifcopal  ring,  which  was  gold,  and  had  an  odd 
kind  of  ftone  fet  in  it.  On  the  inner  verge  was  engraven,  as  a poefy,  thefe 
words,  iiounntr  ® gioyc. 

The  broken  flab  which  now  covers  this  tomb  has  on  the  ledge  the.  remain* 
der  of  this  imperfeeft  infcription  : s V<’  ^ 
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This  epitaph  is  the  oldeft  in  the  church,  being  on  William  Langton  dean 
•of  York  from  1263  to  1279.  It  was  inlaid  with  brafs  gilt,  and'  fhould  be 
added  to  the  inftances  of  early  brafs  figures  in  the  introduction  to  vol.  I.  p.  ci. 
but  was  defaced  in  the  civil  war 

Bowet  was  archdeacon  and  prebendary  of  Lincoln  ; canon,  and  afterwards, 
1401,  bilhop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  from  whence  he  was  tranflated  to  York, 
1407,  after  a vacancy  of  two  years  and  an  half. 

He  accompanied  Philippa  youngeft  daughter  of  Henry  IV.  to  Denmark,  to 
■marry  her  to  John  king  of  Denmark,  1401  % and  was  treafurer  of  England 
3 and  4 Henry  iV  3.  While  Henry  V.  was  carrying  on  a fuccefsful  war  in 
France  the  Scots  invaded  England,  and  befieged  Roxburgh  1417.  Our  prelate, 
though  old  and  fo  infirm  that  he  could  only  be  carried  in  a chair,  would  ac- 
company the  troops  raifed  to  reprefs  their  inroads,  and  fitting  in  a chair  4,  fo 
animated  them,  that  they  gained  an  eafy  victory,  and  drove  the  Scots  back 
with  great  daughter  s. 

The  archbifhop’s  hofpitality  is  faid  to  have  far  exceeded  that  of  all  his  pre- 
decelfors  ; in  proof  of  which  are  brought  fourfeore  ton,  or  three  hundred  and 
twenty  hogfheads  of  French  wine  drunk  yearly  in  his  hotlfhold,  whence  the 
other  provifions  of  his  table  may  be  judged  of.  He  built  a fine  hall  at  Cawood, 
and  a kitchen  at  his  manor  of  Otley ; and  dying  061:.  20,  1423,  at  Cawood, 
was  buried  in  the  Eaft  part  of  his  cathedral,  before  the  altar  of  All  Saints, 
which  he  had  eredted  and  fumptuoufly  adorned.  His  will,  dated  at  Thorpe  by 
York,  Sept.  9,  1421,  and  proved  before  the  chapter  at  York,  0(51.  26,  1423. 
gives,  for  the  expences  of  his  funeral,  f.100.  and  £.20.  more  to  have  a thou- 
sand mafles  after  the  manner  of  St.  Gregory’s  trental  faid  for  his  foul  and  the 
fnils  of  his  parents,  &c.  within  a month  after  his  deceafe.6  The  large  poflef- 
iions  in  Aquitain  given  to  him  by  Henry IV.  he  left  to  his  next  of  kin  Sir  Nicholas 
Bowet,  to  whom  Henry  VI.  confirmed  the  propriety,  1426  7. 

1424.  Philip  Repindon  abbot  of  Leicefter,  chancellor  of  Oxford  1400,  and  bilhop 
of  Lincoln  1405,  cardinal,  1408,  and  agoodpoet,  refigned  his  fee  1420,  and 
died  about  1424,  in  which  year  his  will,  undated,  was  proved.  I have  the 
following  abftradt  of  it  by  Mr.  Anftis  in  his  copy  of  Godwin : 

“ Ego  Phil,  de  Ripyndon  nuper  ecclefie  Line,  epus  compos  mentis  appropin- 
quate confimiliter  via  mortis  meae. — Mifla  funeralis  in  ecclia  paroch.  S.  Marga- 
retae  infra  claufum  Line,  pro  anima  mea — in  die  miffae  meae  funeralis  veftiun- 
tur  100  pauperes — Corpus  meum  extra  limen  porticus  ecclie  parochialis  Stae. 
Margaretae  predict,  ex  parte  boreali  ejufdem  ecclias  fub  piano  £2?  aperto  Jirma - 
mento  call,  non  in  ecclia  vel  monafterio,  quia  ad  hoc  me  indignum  reputo,  fepe- 
liri  nudum  et  in  facco  miferum  faciant  tumulari.”  It  was  proved  in  the  new 
collegiate  church  at  Leicefter.  Aug.  1,  1424  s. 

He  was  however  buried  in  his  cathedral,  near  bifliop  Grofthead’s  tomb.  Near 
the  South  wall  was  this  infeription  on  a brafs  plate  in  the  middle  of  a plain 
flab »:  F

The  eftate,  of  about  £ 600  per  ann.  was  fold  by  Mr.  Trefufis  to  Thoma9

the  ho ufe,  which  had  been  modernifed,  was  fold  by  auction,  with  the  furni- 
ture, 1782,  and  pulled  down  by  the  bricklayer  who  purchafed  it.  The  fami- 
ly pictures  were  removed  to  Mr.  Pearce’s  houfe  at  Cople,  c.  Bedford;  but  the 
greateft  part  of  the  furniture,  which  was  purchafed  by  an  upholder  at  Potton, 
was  burnt  in  the  fire  which  deftroyedthat  town  1782.

He  was  grandfon  of  John  firft  lord  Molins,  who,  by  marriage  with  Margaret 
daughter  of  Robert  Pogeis  of  Stoke,  obtained  that  manor,  and  fortified  the  houfe 
with  walls  of  ftone  embattled. 

It  is  not  improbable  the  arch  with  a bouquet  and  pinnacles  in  the  North 
wall  of  the  chancel  belongs  to  John,  who  died  before  41  Edward  III.  in  which 
year  his  wife  died.

Over  the  tower-arch  is  a whole  length  of  Charles  II.  treading  on  crowns,  8tc. 
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142$.  In  church  of  Higham  Ferrars  is  a flab  inlaid  with  the  brafs  figures  of  a 
man  and  woman  under  canopies  with  purfled  finials.  The  man  Hands  on  a 
grevhound,  in  cropt  hair  and  bifid  beard,  furred  mantle  lifted  up  aciofs  his 
bread,  and  fattened  with  three  buttons  on  his  right  fhoulder.  The  woman  has 
a veil  and  wimple,  furred  gown  and  kirtle,  and  at  her  right  foot  a little  dog.  On 
each  fide  the  centre  finial  in  rondeaux  tint  mcr  ! and  two  •fhields,  one  gone, 
the  other  charged  wi  h a chevron  between  three  cinquefoils ; Chichele.  The 
infeription  on  the  ledge,  which  had  the  fymbols  of  the  evangelifts  at  the  cor- 
ners (only  St.  Luke’s  remaining)  is  only  this,  fupplied  from  Bridges  :

It  is  afligned  however  to  William  Chichele,  third  fon  of  Thomas,  of  whom 
before,  p.  3.  and  younger  brother  of  the  archbifhop.  He  was  a citizen  and 
grocer  of  London,  fheriffi4io,  and  afterwards  alderman,  and  died  1425  ; and 
by  his  will,  dated  at  Stanwel),  May  9,  that  year,  orders  his  body  to  be  buried  in 
our  Lady’s  chapel  in  the  parifli  church  of  Higham  Ferrers,  clofe  to  bis  father  and 
mother.  He  married  Beatrice  daughter  of  William  Barret,  efq.  by  whom  he 
had  two  Tons  and  two  daughters  4. 

Mr.  Bridges  * deferibes  the  man  in  the  habit  of  a religious,  and  the  woman  in 
that  of  a vowefs  or  nun  : whereas  he  is  in  a merchant’s  or  alderman’s  gown, 
not  unlike  Sir  William  Delapole’s  at  Hull,  Vol.  1.  Pl.XLVI.  p.122.  and  file  in 
the  common  lay  habit  of  the  time. 

This  and  his  father’s  are  the  only  monument  of  the  family  in  this  church. 

1425.  In  Nortbfeet  church,  Kent,  near  the  South  door  of  the  chancel,  was  a brafs 
figure  and  infeription  for  William  Hesill,  baron  of  the  Exchequer,  who  died 
1425  ; and  for  Agnes  his  wife.

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A flat  ftond,  in  the  South  aile  of  the  chancel  at  S'toke  by  Nayland , in  Suffolk  14*64 
had  under  a canopy  a knight  and  lady  in  brafs,  With  five  Ihields,  and  an  infcrip- 
t*on  round  the  ledge;  the  brafs  all  gone  except  the  points  of  the  two  canopies. 

This  by  the  infcription  remaining  in  Weever’s  time  ' was  the  tomb  of  Joan  and 
Alice  Howard,  1426.  He  gives  the  infcription  thus  :

Over  his  head  Howard ; over  her  head  a fefs  between  two  clicvronels. 

This  Sir  John  Howard,  eideft  fon  of  Sir  Robert  Howard,  whofe  monument 
at  Eaft  Winch,  Norfolk,  may  be  feen  in  Weever,  p 84a,  was  retained  to  ferve 
the  king  1 2 Richard  II,  and  had  his  protection  for  a year  to  accompany  him 
into  Ireland,  1399“.  In  1405,  6 Henry  IV.  he,  with  Sir  Gerard  Braybrook, 
received  orders  to  array  and  mutter  troops  ill  Effex  to  defend  the  fea-coall  againft 
the  French1.  He  afterwards  went  to  Jerufalem,  and  there  died,  Nov?  17, 

1400  4 His  firft  wife  was  Margaret  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Sir  John  Plaiz’ 
knight,  lord  Montfichet !,  by  whom  he  had  a fon,  John,  who  died  in  his  life- 
time‘.  His  fecond  wife  was  Alice,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Sir  William  Ten- 
dring  of  Stoke  Nayland,  by  whom  he  had  iflue  Sir  Robert  and  Henry7.  By 
her  will1,  dated  Oft.  13,  1426,  (he  orders  her  body  to  be  buried  in  the 
South  part  of  this  church,  near  her  father,  who  died  * 140S  >,  and  bequeaths 
to  the  church  forty  lliillings  and  her  white  gown  ftriped  with  gold  : the  like 
fums  to  eight  other  religious  houfes : conftituting  her  three  chaplains  her 
executors.  She  died  foon  after ; for  her  will  was  proved  the  20th  of  the 
fame  month  ,0. 

In  the  Eaft  window  of  the  South  part  of  the  church  were  the  portraits  of 
Sir  John  and  this  lady  kneeling,  between  them  a fhield  of  their  arms,  and  over 
him  Paffio  XPI  conform  nos  : over  her,  Jeff  miferere  nobis  : and  underneath

But  thefe  are  all  gone. 


In  the  chancel  at  Staindropt  c.  Durham , is  the  monument  of  Ralph  Neville,  1426, 
firft  earl  of  Westmorland,  who  founded  the  college  there,  and  dying 
Oft.  a 1,  4 Henry  VI.  w'as  there  buried  ", 


It  is  an  altar  tomb  of  alabafter  with  rich  niches  at  the  fides.  The  Earl  is  pj 
reprefented  in  plated  armour,  a pointed  helmet,  with  a flowered  wreath  and  XXIX. 
mail  gorget ; on  the  frontlet  of  the  helmet  J f)  g.  and  from  the  fides  a ftrap  ^Un- 
charged with  SS.  and  clofed  by  a triple  ring.  He  has  a large  pair  of  curled 
ivhilkers.  The  feams  of  his  armour  are  richly  ornamented,  and  alfo  the  bor- 
ders of  his  elbowpieces.  The  faltire  is  on  his  bread  : a belt  croffes  him  with 
a fword  at  his  left  fide,  and  a rich  ftudded  belt  girds  round  the  flaps  of  his

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armour,  under  which  is  a fkirt  of  mail : his  kneepieces  and  the  beltings  and 
feams  of  his  citifies  and  gabardines  and  the  inftep  pieces  are  alfo  richly  orna* 
inented.  Under  his  head  is  his  helmet,  fupported  by  an  angel,  with  the  bull’s 
head,  his  creft.  At  his  feet  a lion,  and  behind  the  lion  two  monks  at  deiks. 
His  fecond  wife,  Joan,  daughter  of  John  of  Gaunt  ’,  at  his  left  hand,  is  habited 
in  a mantle,  kirtle,  and  furcot,  all  richly  edged  and  faced ; her  hair  braided 
and  adorned  with  quatrefoils,  with  a cordon  from  two  lozenge-fafhioned  ftuds  ; 
her  fleeves  buttoned  to  the  wrifts ; on  her  head,  which  refts  on  two  cuihions,  the 
wndermoft  tafTeled  fupported  by  three  angels,  is  a coronet,  and  round  her  neck 
a collar  of  SS.  fattened  with  the  triangular  ring,  and  a medal  appendant. 
His  firft  wife  Margaret,  his  coufin,  daughter  of  Hugh  earl  of  Stafford  % on 
his  right-hand,  has  a fimilar  coronet  and  collar  of  SS.  At  the  feet  of  each  of  the 
two  ladies  are  two  dogs  collared,  peeping  out  from  under  their  robes,  and  at  the 
feet  of  all  two  monks  kneeling  to  books  on  defks. 

Leland  3 fays,  “ Rafe  Neville,  the  firft  erl  of  Weftmerland  of  that  name,  is 
buried  yn  a right  (lately  tumbe  of  alabafter  yn  the  quire  of  Stanthorp  college, 
and  Margarete  his  firft  wife  on  the  lift  bond  of  hym,  and  on  the  right  hond 
lyitli  the  image  of  Johan  his  fecond  wife,  but  (lie  is  buried  at  Lincoln,  by  her 
mother  Caterine  Swinesford,  ditches  of  Lancafter.” 

Mr.  Hutchinfon  4 thus  defcribes  this  monument  : “ On  this  tomb  lie  three 
effigies  in  alabaltcr ; die  effigy  of  the  earl  reprefents  him  in  complete  armour, 
except  the  helmet  , on  which  the  head  is  reclined,  bearing  the  creft,  a bull’s 
head;  the  feuleap,  which  is  much  broken,  has  in  the  front  3. 5?.  §>.  in  the 
old  character  : the  hands  are  elevated  in  gauntlets,  on  the  brealt  the  crofs  6,  the 
legs  are  extended  7,  fpurs  on  the  heels,  and  the  feet  refting  on  a lion.  The 
ladies  heads  are  refted  on  cuihions  feparated  by  cherubs , and  at  the  feet  of  each, 
figure  is  a delk  with  two  kneeling  clerks.  Around  the  tomb  are  niches  orna- 
mented with  tabernacle-work,  but  no  infeription.” 

In  the  wall  of  the  South  aile  were  buried  the  grandfather  and  grandmother 
of  this  earl,  having  made  a chantry  in  it.  Leland  8 faw  there  “ the  tumbes 
and  images  of  three  ladys,  wherof  one  had  a crounet ; and  a tumbe  of  a man- 
child,  and  a flat  tumbe  varii  marrnoris Mr.  Hutchinfon  9 defcribes  under 
three  arches  in  this  wall  three  figures  which  he  could  not  determine  whether 
they  reprefented  ecclefiojlics  or  females  : but  he  found  no  coronets  on  them,  and 
concludes,  they  or  one  of  them,  were  put  there  when  the  aile  was  flailed,  to 
preferve  them.  It  feems  more  probable  that  the  Halls  and  the  figures  are  coaeval. 
He  law  the  effigy  of  a child  fet  by  the  third,  not  feeming  to  belong  to  the  place : 
this  it  is  likely  was  the  <£  man  child”  deferibed  by  Leland. 

This  Ralph  Neville  was  created  earl  of  Weftmoreland  by  Richard  II.  a r.  2 1 
hut  joined  Henry  duke  of  Lancafter  on  his  landing  at  Ravenfpur,  and  was  by 
him  conftituted  earl  marlhal  of  England.  He  defeated  the  earl  of  Northum- 
berland, and  drove  back  his  army  beyond  Durham,  and  the  fame  year  took 
archbilhop  Scrope  prifoner  by  fineile. 

“ The  whole  of  this  beautiful  piece  of  antient  art  is  executed  in  alabafter,  and 
is  of  that  fuperior  excellence  that  the  beholder  is  at  a lofs  which  to  admire  or 
condemn  molt,  the  elegance  of  its  work  or  the  unfeeling  barbarifm  of  thofe

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Who,  for  the  fake  of  making  a paltry  ftaircafe  in  nearly  the  middle  of  the  than* 
cel  to  give  admittance  to  a gallery  over  its  dividing  fcreen,  have  removed  from 
its  original  appropriate  fituation  to  an  obfcure  part  at  the  Weft  end  of  the  church 
a tomb  facred  to  the  memory  of  one  of  the  antient  great  lords  of  Baby  caftle 
The  removal  of  this  tomb  could  not  be  effefted  without  damaging  it  very  much 
indeed,  as  it  appears  to  have  buffered  much,  and  that  but  lately.  In  looking 
among  fome  rubbilh  in  one  part  of  the  church  (no  unufual  decorat, on  in  our 
holy  ftrudtures)  I found  part  of  one  of  the  final!  ftatues  which  once  occupied 
the  niches  on  the  hides ; fo  mutilated  that  it  could  not  be  drawn;  vet 
difplaying  feme  fweet  angelic  traces.  The  other  fide  and  end  have  the  fame 
arrangement  of  niches  and  compartments,  yet,  infenfible  of  their  charms,  thefe 
facr.leg.ous  removers  have  fhoved  the  tomb  into  a corner ; they  are  your 
Goths  and  your  Vandals  ! ; 


The  principal  injury  the  ftatues  have  fuftained  are,  the  lady’s  hands,  the 
knight  s motto  on  the  frontlet  of  his  helmet,  his  fword,  and  .he  ends  of  his  feet : 
the  angels  at  their  heads,  as  well  as  the  clerks  at  their  feet,  have  all  been  fufferers, 

PI.  XXIX«.  contains  various  ornamental  parts  of  the  habits  drawn  to  a PI, 


A.  The  firft  lady’s  head-drefs;  on  the  fide  of  the  face  the  hair  is  fenclofed 
m an  ornamented  band;  the  forehead  has  a rich  bandeau,  over  which  is 
a fplendid  coronet  , the  whole  compofed  of  ornaments  made  up  of  jewels 
and  beads. 

E.  The  border  of  the  fecond  or  open  robe,  the  edge  of  the  outer  robe,  the 
hbula,  and  cordon,  which  fattens  it ; they  are  all  compofed  of  ornaments 
and  beads. 

C.  The  wreath  round  the  knight’s  helmet. 

D.  Part  of  the  motto  on  the  frontlet. 

E.  The  decoration  of  the  helmet  over  the  ears  and  part  of  the  chain  or  mail 
armour  at  F.  appearing  from  under  it,  and  covering  the  chin  and  neck. 

G.  The  ornament  on  the  feam  of  the  helmet. 

H.  Collar  of  SS.  with  an  ornament  appendant  by  a triangular  ringlet. 

I.  Perpendicular  feam  on  the  arms,  thighs,  legs,  &c. 

J.  Ornament  on  the  gauntlet. 

K.  The  enrichment  ot  the  elbow  : the  mail  appears  again  at  L. 

M.  The  end  of  the  belt  which  held  the  fword.

X.  The  girdle  over  her  furcot,  which  does  not,  as  in  our  day,  afeend  to 
the  female  neck  ; but  here  (I  make  no  comparifon)  is  bound  round  the 
hip  : the  enrichments  are  compound,  like  the  reft.

■From  there  efforts,  “ fays  Mr.  Carter,  whofe  defcription  of  his  drawings  is 
here  tranfcrihed,”  fome  idea  may  he  formed  of  the  magnificence  of  the 
delian  • the  fculpture,  delicate  in  the  extreme : in  fliort  the  ftatues  want 
nothing  but  the  attitude  of  graceful  animation  to  make  them  rival  the  works 
ot  the  antient  Roman  or  Grecian  artifls.

6.  The  body  of  Thomas  Beaufort  duke  of  Exeter,  who  died  14.26,  and  by- 
will  dated  Dec.  29,  1426,  5 Henry  VI.  proved  Jan.  28,  the  fame  year,  or- 
dered his  body  to  be  buried  with  his  wife,  in  the  abbey  church  of  St.  Edmunds 
Bury , was  fuppofed  to  be  found  in  the  month  of  February,  1772,  by  the  work- 
men in  digging  among  the  ruins  of  the  North  fide  of  the  chapel  of  the  Blefled 
Virgin  annexed  to  the  choir.  The  outfide  coffin  of  wood  was  intirely  decayed; 
but  the  leaden  one  was  complete,  fo  clofe  to  the  body  as  to  fhew  the  form  of 
the  head  and  feet.  It  lay  near  the  wall,  not  inclofed  in  a vault,  but  covered 
over  with  common  earth,  and  the  body  was  wrapt  round  with  two  or  three  dif- 
ferent lheets  of  cerecloth,  which  being  removed,  it  was  as  entire  as  if  it  had 
not  been  buried  two  months.  Mr.  (now  Sir)  Thomas  Gery  Cullum,  furgeon,  at 
Bury,  went  as  f >ori  as  he  heard  of  the  difeovery,  Feb.  20,  and  in  a fnowy  even- 
ing examined  it  in  the  open  air  on  his  knees,  and  gave  a particular  account  to  Dr. 
Charles  Collignon,  late  profeffor  of  Anatomy  at  Cambridge,  who  communicated 
it  to  the  Royal  Society  in  June  following  '.  On  firft  moving  it  a quantity  of  offen- 
five  fluid  ran  out  of  the  fmall  holes  in  the  lead,  which  fome  took  for  pickle,  but 
which  was  more  probably  the  blood,  as  part  of  the  blood  and  juices  difcharged 
themfelves  in  taking  out  the  heart,  See.  The  bowels  had  been  taken  out  very 
clean,  but  in  the  place  where  they  fliould  have  been  was  near  a pint  of  blood  and 
black  water  fuch  as  is  to  be  feen  in  bodies  that  have  been  dead  only  a fortnight, 
and  a mafs  that  feemed  to  be  part  of  the  lungs  ; and  the  integuments  and 
mufcles  ftuck  very  clofe  to  the  vertebrae  of  the  back.  The  cavity  looked  frefli- 
er  than  that  of  the  thorax.  The  pericardium  and  diaphragm  were  quite  in- 
tire  In  cutting  into  the  large  mufcle  called  Pfoas  that  goes  down  on  the  fide 
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of  the  loins,  there  were  very  evident  marks  of  red  miifcular  fibres.  The  other* 
mufcles  had  loft  all  their  red  colour,  and  were  become  of  a dark  brown. 
The  tendons  were  ftrong,  and  retained  their  natural  appearance.  The  dura 
mater  was  intire,  with  the  brain,  which  laft  was  of  an  afh-colour,  with  fome 
fmall  appearance  of  the  medullary  or  white  part.  The  coats  of  the  eyes 
were  as  perfect  as  in  a body  dead  but  a few  weeks,  and  had  not  loft  their 
gliftening  appearance.  Under  the  lead  were  fome  fmall  remains  of  rotten 
wood  and  a few  large  nails,  which  dropped  to  pieces  on  handling.  The 
cerecloth  muft  have  been  put  on  hot,  or  was  fo  exadlly  applied  to  the 
parts  that  the  piece  which  covered  the  face  retained  the  exatft  impreflion 
of  the  eyes  and  nofe.”  This  is  in  the  hands  of  Sir  Thomas  Gery  Cul- 
lum ; and  Mr.  King  perfuades  himfelf  is  a ftriking  reprefentation  of  the  illu- 
minated portrait  of  the  Duke  in  the  Benet  College  MS.  defcribed  by  Mr.  Tyfon. 
Archseologia,  II.  195. 

The  features  of  this  mafk  are  feen  only  in  concave,  being  hid  externally  by 
the  great  thicknefs  of  the  wrapper,  compofed  of  many  coats,  and  they  are 
only  the  eyes  and  nofe  ; for  the  hafte  of  the  workmen  deftroyed  the  reft. 
Much  of  the  dark  hair  is  torn  off  with  the  mafic.  The  body  was  reinterted  in 
a wooden  fliell,  feven  feet  deep,  at  the  foot  of  the  North  pillaf  of  the  centre 
tower,  which  will  remain  its  memorial  till  Dr.  Symonds  performs  his  pfomife, 
in  compofing  an  epitaph,  or  till  the  identity  is  better  afcertained. 

SirT.  G.  Cullum  has  the  right  hand  in  fpirits,  and  another  perfon  in  the 
town  the  left ; the  cuticle  has  feparated,  and  the  flefti  looks  quite  brown,  but 
ftill  may  be  feen  the  fmall  porous  appearance  of  the  fkin,  and  the  nails  re- 
mained. The  tendons  of  the  wrilt  were  found  on  difledtion  fupple  and  moift, 
and  even  retained  their  fine  fhining  appearance. 

William  of  Worcefter  puts  the  duke  in  the  Lady  chapel,  on  the  North  fide 
of  the  choir 

Thomas  Beaufort  was  the  youngeft  of  the  three  children  of  John  of  Gaunt 
by  Catharine  Swinford.  He  was  created  earl  of  March,  admiral  of  the  fleet  of 
Henry  IV.  to  the  Northward,  in  the  fifth  year  of  his  reign,  and  four  years 
after  captain  of  Calais,  and  10  Henry  IV.  admiral  of  the  North  and  Weft  feas 
for  life;  next  year  chamberlain  of  England  and  admiral  of  Ireland,  Aquitaine* 
and  Picardy.  1 3 Henry  IV.  he  was  advanced  to  the  title  of  earl  of  Dorfet. 

1 Henry  V.  and  appointed  lieutenant  of  Aquitaine ; the  year  following  em- 
baflador  to  France  to  treat  of  a marriage  with  Henry  and  Catharine  ; the 
following  year  governor  of  Harfleur,  on  the  taking  of  it  by  the  Englifh, 
and  knight  of  the  garter.  He  commanded  the  rear  at  the  battle  of  Agin- 
court,  and  was  conftituted  lieutenant  of  Normandy,  and  attended  the  funeral 
of  the  duke  of  York  before  mentioned.  4 Henry  V.  he  was  created  duke 
of  Exeter  for  life  ; and  being  on  pilgrimage  to  Bridlington,  relieved  Rox- 
burgh caftle  befieged  by  the  Scots ; and  returning  to  Normandy,  took  the 
city  of  Evrenx,  and  defeated  the  eatl  of  Armagnac’s  army,  though  far  fuperior 
in  number  to  his  own.  He  was  at  other  fieges  and  battles  there  the  follow- 
ing year,  and  was  taken  prifoner  at  the  battle  of  Baugd,  where  the  duke  of

Mr.  King,  having  attentively  examined  the  foundations  of  the  abbey  church,  which  were  laid  open  1773,  conceived 
he  was  enabled  to  afcertain  the  fite  of  this  Lady  Chapel,  on  the  North  fide  of  the  choir.  He  alfo  fuppofes,  with  great 
probability,  from  the  writings  of  William  of  Worcefter,  there  were  two  Lady  Chapels  at  Bury  ; one  at  the  Eaft  end, 
the  other  on  the  North  fide  of  the  choir.  Whether  therefore  this  body  was  that  of  the  duke  of  Exeter  or  not  does  not 
affcift  this  part  of  the  difcovery.

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Clarence  loft  his  life.  He  aflifted  as  one  of  the  mourners  at  the  funeral  of 
Henry  V.  and  was  guardian  to  Henry  VI.  during  his  minority  ; and  in  the  French 
wars  during  the  five  firft  years  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VI.  He  married  Mar- 
garet daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Neville  of  Horneby,  knight,  who  died  before 
him,  and  had  a fon,  Henry,  who  died  young  '.  He  made  his  will,  as  above,  at  his 
manor  of  Greenwich,  directing  his  body  to  be  buried  with  her  in  the  chapel 
of  the  Blefled  Virgin  annexed  to  the  church  of  St.  Edmund  Bury,  and  that  no 
fumptuous  nor  pompous  cofts  fhould  be  made,  and  only  five  wax  tapers  Handing 
on  five  candlefticks  be  placed  about  his  corps,  and  the  like  at  the  feveral  mafles  ; 
that  as  many  poor  men  and  poor  women  as  he  was  years  of  age  fhould  bear  a 
torch  at  his  funeral,  each  in  a gown  and  hood,  and  receive  a penny  a-piece, 
and  every  poor  perfon  coming  to  his  funeral  to  receive  a penny  ; and  on  his 
and  his  wife’s  anniverfary  the  abbot,  if  prefent,  6 s.  8 d.  the  prior  3 s.  4 d.  and 
every  monk  20 d.  for  which  he  gave  to  the  monaftery  400  marks.  To  the 
Carthufian  abbey  of  Mount  Grace,  Yorkfhire,  he  bequeathed  £.  40.  yearly  from 
and  after  the  time  of  her  deceafe,  fo  long  as  the  faid  houfe  continued  charged 
with  a penfion  from  Joan  queen  of  England  to  the  priory  of  Hinckley  : to  the 
high  altar  of  the  church  of  the  parifh  where  he  fhould  happen  to  die  the 
accuftomed  mortuary  ; 100  s.  to  the  fabric  or  ornament  of  the  faid  church,  and 
6s.  8 d.  to  each  prieft  in  the  faid  parifii  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  3 s.  4 d. 
to  the  parifh  clerk.  To  every  houfe  of  Carthufians  in  England,  except  that 
of  Mount  Grace,  five  marks.  To  certain  reclufes  of  St.  Peter’s  at  Weftminfter 
£.  10.  to  feveral  women  reclufe  20 s.  each.  To  every  fick  perfon  in  the  hofpi- 
tals  of  St.  Mary,  St.  Bartholomew,  St.  Thomas,  and  St.  Giles,  and  Elfyng  Spital, 
all  in  or  near  London,  12  d.  a-piece.  To  the  five  prifons  of  Ludgate,  New- 
gate, Fleete,  King’s-bench,  and  Marfhalfea,  jf.ioo.  for  the  difcharge  of  prifon- 
ers.  To  the  order  of  Francifcans  in  England  £.  40.  to  that  of  friars  preachers 
£.  20.  and  to  that  of  the  Carmelites  j[.  20.  To  the  collegiate  church  of 
Windfor  his  crofs  of  filver  gilt  with  his  arms,  two  bafons  of  filver  gilt  ena- 
melled with  the  Nativity  and  Anunciation  ; a pair  of  cenfers  filver  gilt ; a com- 
plete fuit  of  veftments,  a chalice  and  patten,  and  two  cruets  of  filver  gilt : 
500  marks  or  more,  as  a compenfation  to  religious  houfes  in  France  to  which 
the  priory  of  Hinckley  belonged,  as  a compenfation  for  the  appropriation  of 
certain  houfes  of  the  fame  order  by  ..Henry  IV.  to  his  new  foundation  at  Shene, 
and  for  the  appropriation  of  Hinckley  priory  to  that  of  Mount  Grace,  to  which 
laft  houfe  he  left  a crucifix  of  filver  gilt  with  a beril  in  the  foot ; to  Worme- 
gay  priory,  Norfolk,  a fuit  of  veftments,  a pair  of  candlefticks,  his  principal 
holy-water  Jloppe  and  brufh.  To  St.  Mary’s  chapel  at  Bury,  on  the  North 
fide  whereof  he  was  to  be  buried  *,  a fuit  of  veftments,  a chalice  and  paten, 
two  cruets,  two  candlefticks,  all  of  filver  gilt,  and  a miflal.  To  Berking  nun- 
nery, a fuit  of  veftments.  To  his  fifter  Joan  countefs  of  Weftmoreland  a book 
called  Triftram 3.  To  his  brother  Thomas  Swynford 4 a cup  and  cover  of 
filver  gilt.  Befides  legacies  among  his  efquires  and  fervants,  the  dean,  priefts, 
clerks,  and  boys  of  his  chapel  £.  100.  to  be  laid  up  as  a cheft  for  the  ufe  of 
the  poor  fcholars  of  Queen’s  College,  Oxford,  as  a loan  ; and  the  like  fum  to 
Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  for  the  like  ufe.  After  payment  of  his  debts, 
and  before  the  receipt  of  the  wages  due  to  him  from  the  king,  and  of  his 
legacies,  out  of  the  furplus  of  his  effects,  amounting  to  five  hundred  marks,  one 
hundred  marks  was  to  be  equally  divided  between  the  priory  of  Wormegay,  the

abbey  of  Weft  Dereham,  the  nunnery  of  Crabhoufe  *,  the  priory  of  St.  Denvs 
by  Southampton,  the  nunneries  of  7 hetford,  Mafham,  and  Blackborow  ; one 
hundred  for  maffes  ; one  hundred  for  the  prifoners  ; one  hundred  for  lepers  ; 
and  one  hundred  to  mend  the  roads  in  the  counties  of  Suffolk  and  Effex.  Re- 
mainders to  the  lioules  of  poor  religious  and  mendicants,  and  to  portion  out 
poor  maidens,  and  i i.  fterling  to  each  of  his  five  executors;  and  to  each 
of  the  fupervifors  of  his  will  a cup  and  cover  filver  gilt.  lie  directs  that  a 
tomb  he  made  for  himfelf  and  his  wife  in  the  aforefaid  place  of  their  burial, 
for  which  he  left  one  hundred  pounds  fterling,  if  necefi'ary,  to  be  expended 
in  the  beft  manner  on  this  work;  and  orders  five  fecular  chaplains  to  be  ap- 
pointed for  two  years  after  his  deceafe,  and  to  fay  mafs  for  them  both.  Then 
follows  a kind  of  codicil,  enumerating  his  feveral  manfions,  advowfons,  re- 
verfions,  and  other  lands  and  tenements,  in  the  counties  of  Suffolk,  Hants, 
Norfolk,  and  Kent. 

I have  been  thus  particular  in  giving  an  abftrad  of  his  will,  printed  by 
Mr  Nichols,  in  his  valuable  Collection  of  Royal  and  Noble  Wills  % becaufe  it 
contains  more  judicious  difpolitions  than  ufually  occur  in  the  wills  of  that 
time. 

After  the  probabilities  that  have  been  urged  by  the  learned  in  fupporf  of 
the  aflignment  of  the  body  found  as  above  to  the  noble  teftator,  it  may 
feem  prefumption  in  me  to  differ  from  them.  But  the  duke’s  own  fpecific 
direction  in  his  will  (which  they  had  not  before  them)  appears  to  be  decifive 
evidence  that  his  body  could  not  be  found  on  the  South  fide  of  the  chapel,  as 
reprefented  in  Mr.  King’s  plan  3.  All  conclusion  from  likenefs  of  features  fup- 
pofed  to  be  retained  in  the  mafic  muft  fall  to  the  ground  on  a view  of  the 
mafic  itfelf,  which,  by  its  thicknefs,  exhibits  the  eye  and  nofe  only  en  creux9 
and  the  hafte  of  the  workmen  deftroyed  the  lower  part.  No  other  body  was 
found  with  it,  as  might  have  been  expected. 

Mr.  King  4 fays,  the  duke  of  Exeter  “ left  behind  him  the  charader  of  a 
wife  and  faithful  ftatefman.”  Monf.  Rapin  fays,  “ he  knew  not  the  qualities  of 
the  duke  of  Exeter,  having  met  with  no  hiftorian  that  gives  us  his  charader  s,n 
I have  not  found  any  authority  for  contradiding  M.  Rapin. 

Richard  Estclessy,  who  died  redor  of  Peckbam  EaJ) ',  c.  Kent,  May  20,  j 
1426,  has,  in  the  chancel  of  his  church,  his  effigies  in  brafs,  with  a youthful 
countenance,  and  in  the  office  of  high  mafs  conlecrating  the  eucharift.  The 
habiliments  of  this  prieft  vary  from  fome  others  in  that  the  outer  garment  is 
like  the  furplice  now  worn  with  a fhort  capuchin  cloak  with  the  cowl  hang- 
ing behind.  It  is  engraved  by  Mr.  Thorpe,  Cuftumale  Roffenfe,  PI.  X.  fig.  3. 
p.  139. 

About  the  beginning  of  this  century  was  dug  up  in  the  ruins  of  Haver - x 
fordwejl  priory  a figure  of  a bifhop,  fuppofed  to  be  the  monument  of  David 
Cherbury,  bifhop  of  Dromore  and  archdeacon  of  Brecknock,  who,  by  his  will, 
dated  Nov.  g,  [426,  direded  his  body  to  be  buried  here,  and  left  a legacy 
towards  rebuilding  the  priory  cloifters.  Ware  fays  he  was  buried  at  Ludlow,  in 
a monaftery  of  his  own  order,  which  was  the  Carmelite.

Thus  reftored  from  the  evanefeent  original,  by  the  care  of  the  prefenr  re- 
flclent  portionilt  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ingram,  in  iyCji  ; and  at  the  expence  of  the 
Rev.  Foller  Walker  Cornwall,  of  Delbury,  in  this  county,  canon  of  Windfor, 
and  a defeendant  of  this  noble  family;  who  alfo  laudably  ordered  the  inferip- 
tions  on  the  other  monuments  of  the  Corn  walls  in  this  church,  which  were 
obliterated,  to  be  reftored  : 

“ Here  lyeth  the  body  of  the  raoll  noble  Elizabeth 
daughter  of  John  of  Gaunt  Duke  of  Lancafter, 
own  After  to  king  Henry  the  Fourth,  wife  of 
John  Holland  earl  of  Huntingdon  and  duke  of  Exeter, 
after  married  to  Sir  John  Cornwall, 
knight  of  the  Garter  and  lord  Fanbope.  She  died 
the  fourth  year  of  Henry  the  Sixth,  Anno  Domini 
MCCCC  XXVI.” 


Her  effigy,  in  long  hair,  is  adorned  with  a coronet  of  oak  leaves  and  pearls 
intermixt,  a purple  mantle  guarded  with  ermine,  clofe  fleeves  buttoned  and 
bordered,  neck  band,  ftudded  belt  of  rofes  and  fquares  : under  her  head  two 
cufhions  fupported  by  angels  : a dog  at  her  right  foot  lifting  up  her  robe. 
Above,  Old  France  and  England ; on  the  left  the  arms  of  her  father  the  duke  of 
Lancafter:  Gu.  in  a hordure  Az.  femee  of  fleurs  delis,  3 lions  guardant 
crowned  O.  impaling  Old  France  and  England, 

Ermine  in  a bordure  engrailed. 

S.  bezante  a lion  rampant,  G.  Cornwall , impaling  Old  France  and  England. 

Her  firft  hufband,  John  Holland  earl  of  Huntingdon  and  duke  of  Exeter 
and  half-brother  to  Richard  II.  was  attainted  and  beheaded  1 Henry  IV.  for 
plotting  the  death  of  that  prince,  and  buried  at  Plefhey. 

Her  fecond  husband,  Sir  John  Cornwall,  was  grandfon  of  Richard  de  Cor- 
nubia  a natural  fon  of  Richard  earl  of  Cornwall  fecond  fon  of  king  John  and 
brother  to  Henry  III.  He  was  born  at  fea  in  Mount’s  Bay,  and  baptized  in  the 
adjoining  parifli  church  of  Markenfhaw  \ At  the  battle  of  Agincouit  he  took 
Lewis  de  Bourbon  count  of  Vendofme  prifoner;  and  was  created  by  Henry  VI. 
baron  Fanhop  and  Milbrook.  He  died  at  Ampthill  1443,  and  was  buried  in 
the  chapel  of  the  Blefled  Virgin  founded  by  bimfelf  in  the  church-yard  of 
the  Elack  Friers,  London J.  His  portrait,  in  his  furcot  of  arms,  Ermine,  a

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lion  rampant  G.  crowded  O.  in  a border  ingrailed  S.  bezante,  with  that  of  his 
wife  in  her  ermine  mantle  and  furcor,  having  on  the  former  her  arms 
quarterly,  Old  France  and  England,  under  a label  of  three  points  Ermine, 
were  in  a window  of  Ampthill  church,  engraved  in  Sandford,  p.  z 59. 
A penon  of  her  arms  above  in  a bordure  A.  and  Az.  and  below  his  arms  ra- 
diated in  a garter : all  under  a canopy,  whofe  pillars  are  wreathed  with  fcrolls, 
charged  with  iClTtU'C  tUHC  alternately. 

Before  her  tomb  is  a wooden  cheft  with  a figure  of  the  fame  material  in  ar- 
mour, his  head  fupported  by  two  angels  on  a helmet,  his  hair  cropt,  armour 
plated,  ovals  at  his  ihoulders,  hearts  at  his  elbows*  at  his  feet  a Jion  crowned, 
with  an  iron  tongue  A ledge  of  oak  leaves  runs  round  the  cheft,  which  is 
hollow  and  empty.  On  the  South  is  lide  this  infcription,  in  modern  letters : 

“ The  year  of  his  age  twenty,  and  in  the  year  our  Lord  God  1508 

Arms  of  Richard  earl  of  Cornwall,  under  a label  of  three.  At  the  Eaft  end 
of  the  tomb  the  fame  arms,  between  the  whole  lengths  of  St.  Edmund  and  a 
female  faint  holding  an  arrow. 

At  the  North  fide  of  the  cheft  traces  of  the  old  infcription, 

Jnnuaru  anno  D’ttt  uttUefimo  nuniscntcfimo  pn'mo  cuius 
2tminc  propitictut  2Drus.  2!mrn. 

This  is  moft  abfurdly  fuppofed  to  be  John,  hufband  of  the  above  lady,  but 
really  belongs  to  one  of  his  defendants,  who,  as  appears  by  traces  of  the  ori- 
ginal infcription  died  150  . 

On  the  North  fide  within  the  rails  is  a painting  on  board,  6 feet  by  8,  of 
three  perfonages  ftanding,  of  the  fame  family  of  Cornwall,  5 feet  and  a half 
high.  The  firft  is  a lady  dreft  in  black,  with  a ruff,  black  laced  coif,  treble 
gold  chain.  Her  hands  are  elevated,  and  there  is  a ring  on  the  third  finger  of 
the  right  hand,  one  with  a ftone  on  the  little  finger  of  the  fame  hand,  and  a 
fimilar  one  on  the  left : from  her  girdle  hangs  at  her  feet  a little  book  in  red  and 
gilt  binding  with  clafps,  and  a pearl  appendant  to  it '.  Before  her  is  a man  in  a 
black  gown  with  long  fleeves,  fmall  ruff,  long  piked  beard,  and  ruffles  plaited 
as  his  ruff.  On  the  fore  finger  of  his  right  hand  a gold  ring  with  a round 
ftone,  having,  I think,  the  impreffion  of  a Roman  head  ; on  the  little  finger  of 
the  fame  hand  another  with  a fquare  ftone ; on  the  little  finger  of  his  left  hand  a 
gold  ring  with  a blue  ftone.  At  his  feet  a fhield  Ermine  in  a bordure 
bezante,  a lion  rampant  G.  crowned  O.  the  arms  of  Cornwall.  Before  this 
laft  is  a man  in  complete  armour  of  plated  fteel,  the  joints  and  fkirts  of 
which  are  laced  ; Ihock  hair  and  whificers  ; laced  cravat  falling  over  his  armour ; 
his  helmet  at  his  feet ; his  fword  acrofs  behind  his  thighs,  his  gauntlets  on 
his  hands.  Between  thefe  two  men  hangs  a tablet  in  a frame  inferibed  in  Roman 
capitals  : 

O Lord  our  fowles  receave 
And  ek  our  finns  forgyve 
With  ioye  thys  worlde  we  leave 
And  hope  wyth  the  to  lyve 
Through  Chrift  our  Lord 
Amen.

On  the  bafe  is  painted  a corpfe  in  a fhroud,  7 feet  8 inches  long ',  and  on 
the  middle  pier  over  it  in  gilt  black  letter :

This  corpfe  beyond  doubt  reprefents  that  of  Edmund  Cornwall,  the  ftrong 
Baron,  in  his  exaeft  proportion.  It  fhuts  up  with  doors,  divided  from  the  upper

Behind  the  pulpit,  which  almoft  conceals  it,  a mural  tablet,  with  the  arms

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' Dr  Nafli 1 reprefented  the  feries  of  family  monuments  in  a peri  thing  ftate, 
from  the  dampnefs  of  the  church ; and  exprefled  a with,  that  “ fome  induf- 
trious  antiquary  would  refcue  from  deftru&ion  thefe  antient  memorials,  which 
in  a few  years  would  not  be  legible.”  My  curiofity  was  awakened  to  pay  them 
a vifit,  July  io,  1792  ; and  1 take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the  obli- 
gations the  public,  as  well  as  myfelf,  owe  to  the  attention  and  politenefs  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Ingram,  the  refident  portionift  of  this  church,  which  he  has  put  into 
complete  repair,  and  by  railing  the  nave  confiderably  above  the  ground,  from 
which  the  defcent  into  it  was  by  4 or  5 fteps,  and  by  fixing  cafements  in  all 
the  windows  for  the  free  circulation  of  air,  which  ought  to  be  much  recom- 
mended for  the  falubrity  and  prefervation  of  all  churches,  prevented  the 
further  ravages  of  time  and  damp.  The  whole  is  now  pewed,  and  deled, 
and  all  the  monuments  and  infcriptions  cleaned  and  painted  at  the  expence 
as  above. 

Mr.  Cornwall  of  Delbury  before  mentioned  has  a pedigree  of  the  Cornwall 
family  as  far  back  as  Henry  the  Second.  There  is  a gentleman  in  Tenbury 
who  has  now  in  his  polfellion  the  ftrong  Baron’s  walking  flick,  a curious 
piece  of  antiquity  made  of  quartered  oak,  about  the  fize  of  a ftrong 
man’s  wrifl,  with  a fquare  iron  head  as  big  as  a large  fifl,  which  runs  down 
on  each  fide  of  the  flick  in  plates  or  lining,  with  fcrews  two  thirds  of  the  length. 
A little  above  the  center  of  gravity  is  a hook,  by  which  he  flung  it  to  his  belt 
or  girdle.  On  the  head  in  Roman  capitals  is  “ E.  C.  (or  Edmund  Cornwall,) 
me  defend.” 

The  portions  known  by  the  name  of  the  firft,  fecond,  and  third  of  the 
redory  of  Burford,  are  in  the  gift  of  George  Bowles,  efq.  of  Wanftead  in 
EfTex,  who  is  lord  of  the  manor  here,  and  at  Tenbury,  as  alio  lord  paramount 
of  the  hundred.  His  uncle  bought  the  laft  remains  of  the  Cornwall  eftate  in 
this  neighbourhood,  which  at  one  time  by  all  accounts  was  immenfe.  He  has 
a good  houfe  here,  which  is  now  let  out  to  a tenant.

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Burford  was  no  parliamentary  barony;  it  being  found  by  inquifitiori, 
40  Edward  III.  that  this  manor  was  held  of  the  king  to  find  five  men  for  the 
army  againll  Wales  ; and  by  fervice  of  barony  the  lord  thereof,  Sir  Gilbert  Corn- 
wall, is  called  baron  of  Burford,  but  was  no  lord  of  parliament.  When  the 
tenure  of  this  manor  by  barony  was  firft  created  is  uncertain  ; though  without 
queftion  the  honour  veiled  in  the  Lie  Seys,  lords  here  temp.  Richard  I.  and 
defended  to  the  Mortimers.  Upon  the  partition  between  Talbot,  who  married 
the  elded  daughter  and  coheirefs  of  Hugh  de  Mortimer,  and  Cornwall,  who 
married  the  younged  daughter,  to  whofe  lliare  the  fite  of  Burford  fell,  the 
privilege  of  barony  annext  to  the  tenure  either  devolved  to  the  heirs  of  the 
elded  filler  by  Talbot,  who  held  a moiety  of  Burford,  or  perhaps  was  extin- 
guilhed,  feeing  that  after  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  the  manner  of  creating  barons 
by  tenure  was  difeontinued,  and  no  formality  ufed  in  conferring,  or  in  fome 
m dances  in  continuing  that  dignity,  but  by  writ  of  fummons  to  parliament : 
the  full  of  thefe  might  probably  be  the  reafon  why  the  defendants  of  Sir 
Geoffry  Cornwall,  who  married  the  youngeit  daughter  of  Mortimer,  never 
fat  as  barons  in  parliament,  though  always  termed  barons  of  Burford,  ratione 
tenura  r.

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“ Archbifliop  Arundel  was  buried  at  the  Eafl  end  of  the  body,  and  as  is  furl- 
pored  near  the  middle  of  the  nave,  under  a large  grave  done  formerly  inlaid  with 
bears  ; but  on  the  removal  of  which  no  remains  of  coffin  or  grave  were 
found.  On  taking  up  the  pavement  at  the  Eaft  end  of  the  North  aile  of 
the  nave,  where,  according  to  Somner,  his  monument  and  chantry  were 
placed  (the  wall  at  this  place  has  ffill  the  appearance  of  having  had  fome  build- 
ing adjoining  to  it)  was  found  a leaden  coffin.

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William  Barrow  bilhop  of  Csrlifle,  who  died  at  Rofe  caftie,  Sept.  1 i4sg,  14:9, 
by  will  dated  Sept.  1,  1429,  proved  March  5,  1429',  direfla  his  body  to  be 
buried  m the  parifh  church  of  St.  Mary,  at  CarliJIe,  in  a chantry  founded  by 
him  in  honour  of  St.  Catharine,  now  the  minor  canons’  veftry.

be  chofen  by  himfelf  or  his  executors,  and  a marble  Hone  with  the  figure  of  a 
bifliop  and  his  name  to  be  laid  over  him,  as  foon  as  it  can  well  be  provided  by 
his  executors  4. 

Godwin  was  informed  the  following  lines  were  infcribed  on  the  tomb  :

But  when  it  fhould  happen  that  his  body  was  carried  through  any  cities  or 
towns  of  his  native  country,  four  torches  only  fhould  be  lighted  at  its  entrance 
therein,  and  borne  therewith.  Moreover,  that  on  the  day  of  his  trentall  tw.enty- 
four  torches  fhould  be  provided,  and  four  other  lights  to  be  about  his  corpfe  at 
the  Iblemnizing  the  exequies  and  maffes  then  to  be  celebrated  for  his  foul,  and 
to  be  borne  by  twenty-four  poor  men,  all  clothed  alike.  That  to  every  poor 
perfon  coming  to  his  trental  4 d.  fhould  be  given  for  the  health  of  his  foul,  by 
the  hands  of  his  executors,  fifty-four  perfons  being  firft  chofen  out  of  the 
whole  number  then  prefent,  unto  whom  he  directed  that  his  mod  beloved  wife 
fhould  with  her  own  hand  give  10  d.  apiece.  He  gave  to  the  monaftery  of 
Builleham  f.  100.  fterling  out  of  his  moveable  goods  for  a daily  mafs  for  his 
foul,  in  a place  appointed  for  the  purpofe ; and  that  two  canons  of  the  houfe 
fhould  immediately  after  the  mafs  of  the  Bleffed  Virgin  ended,  before  his  tomb 
fay  for  ever  the  Pfalm  de  Profundis,  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  the  angel’s  falutation, 
and  this  prayer,  “ Dens  cui  proprium  ejl  miferere  femper  et  par  cere  propitiare 
animce  famuli  tui  Iboma ’,  et  omnia  ejus  peccata  dimitte  ut  mortis  vinculis  abfo- 
lutus  tranjire  mereatur  ad  vitam with  thefe  prayers  alfo,  IncJina , and  Fidelium 
Dens  pro  animabus  parentum  et  progenitorum  nojlrorum  inibi  fepultorum , 

That  his  wife  caufe,  as  foon  as  poflible  after  his  death,  1000  maffes  to  be  cele- 
brated for  his  foul,  and  the  fouls  of  all  the  faithful  deceafed  ; and  three  maffes, 
during  her  life  and  if  poflible  in  her  prefence,  daily  in  fuch  places  in  England 
as  (lie  and  his  executors  fhould  think  fit ; and  that  three  poor  people,  if  they 
could  be  found,  fhould  be  daily,  by  the  care  of  his  executors,  brought  to  his 
wife,  who  was  to  reward  them  with  one  mefs  of  meat,  one  loaf,  and  one  quart 
of  milk,  with  her  own  hands  : and  that  3000  mafies  be  celebrated  with  all 
fpeed  for  the  fouls  of  all  the  companions  of  the  order  of  St.  George  of  the  Gar- 
ter, in  recompence  for  thofe  maffes  which  had  been  by  him  forgotten,”  &c.  8ec. 

Alice  fecond  wife  of  this  earl,  daughter  of  Thomas  Chaucer,  efq.  and  widow 
of  Sir  John  Phillips,  knight,  furvived  him  : and  two  years  after  married  William 
de  la  Pole  earl  of  Suffolk,  who  was  beheaded  at  fea  28  Henry  VI.  She  died 
J475)  and  was  buried  at  Ewelme,  as  hereafter. 

James his  natural  fon,  to  whom  he  left  the  manor  of  Ludfdown , in  Kent2, 
had  a monument  in  the  South  chancel  of  that  church,  which  belonged  to  the 
manor -houfe,  an  altar- tomb  of  Caen  ftone  or  brown  marble,  on  which  was

On  this  ftone  were  efcutcheons  at  each  corner  ; only  two  remain  ; Brounflet , 
iingle,  as  before,  and  under  a label  of  3. 

Richard  Flemming  bifliop  of  Lincoln , who  died  at  Sleford,  Jan.  25,  143°  % 
has  a monument  and  chapel  in  the  North  wall  of  the  Eall:  part  of  his  cathedral. 
Within  the  chapel  refting  on  three  arches,  under  a canopy  of  three  handfome 
arches  is  his  figure,  in  free-ftone,  pontifically  habited.  O11  the  flab,  on  the  out- 
fide  is  inlcribed  a crofs  in  a circle  ; and  under  the  flab  a fkeleton  in  a lliroud,  as 
on  other  tombs.  This  in  Dugdale’s  Survey  of  this  church,  in  Peck’s  Defiderata 
Curiofa 3,  and  in  bilhop  Sanderfon’s  MS.  is  called,  “ a death  in  his  fleet?  At  the 
bilhop’s  head  and  feet  are  two  fhields,  with  a crucifix,  or,  as  Dugdale,  a fword 
point  in  bafe,  and  two  others,  with  his  arms,  Barry  of  fix  A.  and  Az.  in 
chief  three  fufils ; or,  as  Dugdale,  three  lozenges  G.  a mullet  G.  and  over  it 
a mitre  ; on  the  fecond  bar  a mitre,  A.  a mullet  S.  for  difference.  Ills  epitaph 
hung  up  on  a tablet,  now  gone,  may  be  feen  in  "Willis's  Cathedrals  4. 

Bifliop  Sanderfon  and  Le  Neve  in  his  note  on  Dugdale’s  account,  feem  to  have 
taken  the  fkeleton  below  for  the  graveftone  of  Robert  Fleming  dean  of  Lincoln, 
who  died  1483,  brother  or  kinfman  to  the  bifliop,  and  buried  hard  befide  him  5.

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The.bifhop  was  advanced  from  a canonry  of  this  church  to  the  fee  1420 
and  when  four  years  afterwards  the  pope  tranflated  him  to  York,  of  which 
county  he  was  a native,  and  in  whofe  diocefe  he  had  been  benefited  the  kin- 
to. bad  h.s  acceptance  of  it.  He  founded  Lincoln  College,  Oxford  14,-  but 
d.ed  mtettate  the  fame  year  He  had  the  charafler  of  a learned  man,  hut  his 
treatment  ot  Wickliffe’s  bones  by  order  of  the  council  of  Sienna  favours  too  much 
or  the  intolerance  of  the  times  he  lived  in. 

Within  this  chapel  is  a modern  mural  monument  for  Dr.  John  Inett  chanter 
of  Lincoln,  inftalled  chanter  Feb.  27,  1681,  died  March  4,  1717,  aged  70  • 
h.s  wife  Mary  died  Nov.  26,  1727,  aged  76.  His  filler,  Ellen  Roe,  wife  of 
Thomas  Roe  of  Lichfield  (both  daughters  of  Richard  Harrilbn  chancellor  of 
Lichfield)  aged  71.

In  the  upper  part  of  the  arch  over  the  tomb  was,  in  Mr.  Camden’s  time,

Of  which  only  the  tops  of  five  letters,  formerly  gilded,  remain  at  prefent. 

This  monument  belongs  to  Lodowick  Robsert  % native  of  Hainault,  ftan- 
dard  bearer  to  Henry  V.  knight  of  the  Bath,  and  afterwards  of  the  Garter, 
9 Ilenry  V.  and  keeper  of  the  common  feal  of  the  order  2 Henry  VI  *.  He 
married  Elizabeth  daughter  and  heir  of  Bartholomew  Bourchier,  who  died 
1 o Henry  IV.  and  was  buried  at  Halftead  in  Effex.  Whether  he  aflumed  the 
title  of  Lord  Bourchier,  or  had  fummons  thereby  to  parliament,  as  had  her  firft 
hufband  Sir  Hugh  Stafford,  knight,  does  not  appear.  He  occurs  in  the  regifter 
of  the  Garter  as  Lewis  lord  Boucer  chamberlain  to  the  king  1 3 Hen.  VI.  and  in 
the  lubfequent  lifts  to  the  fourth  year.  He  died  before  his  lady,  who  was  buried 
with  him  1 1.  Henry  VI.  leaving  her  eftate  and  titles  to  her  fecond  coufin  grand- 
fon  of  her  uncle. 

The  arms  above  deferibed  are  thofe  of  feveral  confiderable  families  in  England 
and  Hainault.  Among  the  reft  thofe  of  Roet ; Sir  Payne  Roet,  father  to  Chau- 
cer’s wife,  and  Catharine  Swinford  dutchefs  of  Lancafter,  being  of  Hainault. 
The  arms  of  Stafford,  his  wife’s  firft  husband,  O.  a chevron  G.  are  added,  to  give 
confequence  to  her  fecond.

On  the  altar-tomb  lies  on  two  rich  taiTeled  cufhions  under  one  flowered  the 
ftone  figure  of  a lady  in  a plaited  veil  and  wimple,  gown  and  mantle,  the  cuffs 
and  facings  fur,  or  ermine,  as  Sandford  4j  her  feet  folded  up  in  the  mantle.

4t/;  and  to 
each  prieft  coming  to  the  funeral  for  dirge  and  to  ling  mafs  1 2 d ; twenty  pounds 
to  buy  ruflet  cloth  for  cloaks  and  hoods  for  too  poor  men  and  women ; twenty 
marks  to  two  honeft  priefts  to  fay  mafs  and  St.  Gregory’s  Trentall  for  her  foul  and 
all  Chriftians  a whole  year  ; to  fourfcore  poor  men  and  women  bedridden 
4.13.  6s.  8 d\  twenty  pounds  or  more,  at  the  difcretion  of  her  executors,  for 
the  expence  of  her  funeral,  and  twenty  pounds  to  buy  black  cloth  for  her  houf- 
liold  the  day  of  her  funeral  She  left  money  to  the  monatberics  of  Chrift- 
church  Canterbury,  Chertfey,  Barkyng,  and  Stratford,  to  pray  for  her  foul ; 
alio  ro  the  nuns  of  Brimham  and  Goryng  and  the  college  of  Fotheryngay,  and  to 
every  houfe  of  the  four  orders  of  Friers  in  London  coming  to  her  funeral  aor.

He  diftinguilhed  himfelf  early  in  the  wars  in  France,  and  Was  taken  prifoner 
in  the  battle  wherein  the  duke  of  Clarence  loft  his  life:  but  being  releafed 
was  in  the  expedition  into  that  kingdom  1430 

The  family  ended  in  his  two  daughters,  of  whom  the  younger  married  John  5 
Ratcliffe,  efq.  in  whom  the  title  was  revived  J. 

We  have  evidence  of  the  burial  of  only  three  of  the  earlier  branches  of  this 
•family  at  Dunmow,  befides  this  lord,  his  mother  and  family.  The  only  monu- 
ments remaining  there  are  given  vol.  I.  p.  30,  31.  pi.  vi.  vii.  If  they  fliould 
rather  be  thought  to  be  of  a later  date  than  there  affigned,  and  to  belong  to 
one  of  the  family  in  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  or  Richard  II.  the  arms  will  not 
iuit  any  of  the  matches  of  that  age ; but  rather  belong  to  Valoines.  The  chancel 
of  the  conventual  church  having  been  pulled  down  at  the  diflblution,  the  fur- 
viving  monuments  are  out  of  their  places.

BenninX‘m’  c-  Herts>  is  a monument  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VI.  as  appears  by 
the  ftvle  of  ornamenting  the  roof  of  the  arch,  in  the  centre  of  which  is  a lin- 
gular figure  of  an  angel  with  fix  wings  difplayed,  holding  two  figures  head- 
lets,  as  himfelf,  in  a llieet,  and  fo  conveying  to  heaven  the  Ibuls  of  the  two 
perfons,  whofe  figures  are  on  the  tomb  below,  which  is  embattled  and  adorned 
with  leven  blank  niches  at  the  fide  ; the  arch  over  it  flowered  and  terminating 
in  a bouquet,  anti  fided  by  purfled  finials. 

The  knight  is  bearded,  in  a pointed  helmet  adorned  with  a frontoon  of  oak 
leaves ; under  his  head  a helmet  furmounted  by  a dog’s  head  iffuing  from  a 
coronet ; he  wears  a collar  infcribed  with  capital  letters  too  much  defaced  to  be 
now  made  out,  his  belt  lozengy,  at  his  right  a dagger;  at  his  left  was  a fword 
of  which  only  the  hilt  remains  ; he  wears  his  fpurs,  and  has  a lion  at  his  feet. 

His  lady,  at  his  right  hand,  has  the  clofe  headdrefs  of  the  time,  and  befides 
the  two  angels  which,  as  ufual,  fupport  her  tafleled  cufhion,  a third  whole 
length  lying  on  it  holds  her  head  in  his  lap.  Round  her  neck  is  a double 
necklace  and  crofs  or  quatrefoil  appendant.  Her  habit  is  a mantle  over  a clofe 
robe  with  fleeves  to  her  wrifts.

This  good  lady,  heirefs  of  the  barony  of  Cobham,  is  faid  to  have  had  five 
husbands.  The  firft  was  Sir  Robert  de  Hemenhale,  knight ',  by  whom  Ihe  had 
two  fons,  who  died  infants.  He  was  buried  in  Weftminfter-abbey,  under  a large 
ftone,  to  be  feen  in  Thynne’s  time. 

The  fecond  was  Sir  Reginald  Braybrook,  fecond  Ton  of  Sir  Gerard  Braybrook, 
who  died  1-405,  and  Was  buried  here,  with  his  fons,  who  died  young,  as  before 
mentioned,  p.17.  by  whom  fhe  left  an  only  daughter  Joan  heirefs  to  her  eftates 
and  barony. 

The  third  Sir  Nicholas  Hawberk,  who  died  1407,  and  was  buried  here,  as 
before  deferibed,  p.  22.  together  with  their  Ion  Nicholas  *. 

The  fourth  the  martyr  Sir  John  Oldcaftle  hanged  and  burnt  5 Henry  V.  for 
Lollardifm  and  enthufiafm. 

For  her  fifth  and  laft  husband  fhe  contented  herfelf  with  Sir  John  Harpeden, 
knight,  who  however  got  nothing  by  her  ; for  her  eftates  and  title  paired  with 
her  only  daughter  and  heirefs  to  Sir  Thomas  Brooke  of  Somerfetfhire,  whofc 
great -grandfon  was  buried  here.  His  monument  is  engraved  PI.  XXI. 

It  is  remarkable  that  fhe  is  ftyled  the  wife  of  her  fecond  hufband,  Sir  Regi- 
nald Braybrook. 

Martin  Lerchdeken  canon  of  Exeter,  by  will  dated  in  his  houfe  at  Exeter, 
on  Whitfun  Monday,  1430,  proved  June  13,  1433,  bequeaths  his  body  to  be 
buiied  in  the  chapel  of  St.  Gabriel,  within  the  cathedral  church  of  Exeter,  11  as

1433'  Benedict  Nichols  bifhop  of  St.  David’s,  by  will  dated  and  proved  1433, 
directs  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  Virgin  Mary’s  chapel  at  St.  David's , before 
her  image,  and  that  a marble  hone  be  laid  over  him,  with  his  name  infculpt 

He  was  one  of  the  four  bifhops  who  joined  with  the  archbilhop  of  Canterbury 
in  condemning  Sir  John  Oldcaftle  lord  Cobham  to  death  for  herefy.  He  died 
June  25,  1433  *. 

1433.  Thomas  Polton  bifhop  of  Worcefter,  by  will  dated  Dec.  6,  1433,  directs 
his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  conventual  church  of  Bryftelefham,  of  the  Auguftine 
order,  in  the  diocefe  of  Salifbury,  whereof  he  was,  and  had  long  been,  a bro- 
ther, in  that  part  of  the  church  where  his  executors  fhould  think  beft  3. 

He  died  at  the  council  of  Bafil,  and  was  buried  in  that  city4,  as  was  John 
Langdon  bifhop  of  Rochejler , who  died  at  the  fame  council 5. 

1433.  In  the  North  chancel  of  Nortbfleet  church,  Kent,  is  the  figure  of  a man  in 
armour  with  a lion  at  his,-  and  his  wife  with  a dog  at  her  feet ; and  below  only

Arms  above,  two  bars  between  three  annulets  fingle,  and  impaling  a chevron 
between  three  columbines. 

Thefe  fig’ures,  reprefenting  Sir  William  RikNill  and  Catherine  his  wife, 
are  engraved  in  the  Cuftumale  Roffenfe,  PI.  XXX.  p.  136  6. 

Weever  7,  from  Stowe,  fays,  Sir  William  Rikhill  the  father  was  one  of  the 
king’s  juftices,  an  Irifhman  born,  the  vehement  urger  of  accufations  againft 
Thomas  of  Woodftock  duke  of  Gloucefter  and  Thomas  Arundel  archbilhop  of 
Canterbury,  21  Richard  II.  1397. 

1433.  In  the  fame  chancel  is  this  infcription  on  a brafs  plate,

This  John  was  fon  of  the  preceding,  and  married  Joan  daughter  of  John 
Barrington  of  Barrington  hall,  Eflex,  and  obtained  of  Henry  VI.  a market  and 
two  fairs  for  the  town,  and  licence  to  enclofe  a park. 

Whether  the  lines  which  immediately  follow  in  Weever  were  part  of  this  latter 
epitaph  or  not  they  are  now'  nailed  againft  a pillar  of  the  South  aile  :

In  the  South  aile  are  large  figures  in  brafs  of  a knight  and  lady,  a greyhound  at 
Ins,  a dog  at  her  feet ; three  fleurs  de  lis  quartering  three  lions  paffant  guardant  in 
pale ; alfo  three  lions  paffant  guardant,  under  a label  of  3 points  with  fleurs  de  lis. 

Another  Hone  there  has  a brafs  figure  of  a man  and  woman  in  fhrouds,  hold- 
ing  each  a heart  in  their  hands.  Arms,  3 fleurs  de  lis  quartering  a lion 

Thefe  may  have  belonged  to  the  epitaphs  in  queftion,  and  other  monuments 
in  this  chapel ; but  Salmon  1 gives  different  arms  to  the  Leventhorps. 

The  figure  of  Agnes,  filter  of  John  Leventliorp,  who  died  1444;  alfo  of 
Isabel  Boys,  wife  of  another  John  Leventliorp,  who  died  1481,  remains  with- 
out  the  epitaphs  given  by  Weever. 

I ihall  add  here  all  the  monuments  in  this  church  of  this  centuiy.

On  the  South  fide  of  the  chancel  is  a rich  blue  marble  canopy  of  four  arches 
and  two  diamonded  pillars,  with  a cornice  of  oak-leaves  and  fafcia  of  rofes,  two 
quatrefoils  in  front.  Againlt  the  wall  were  once  braffes  of  a knight,  two  wives, 
and  fix  children,  with  labels  to  the  Trinity. 

Weever’s  infcription  on  Sir  Ralph  Jocelin  knight  of  the  Bath  at  the  coronation 
of  Edward  I V’s  queen,  twice  mayor  of  London,  1464  and  1476;  who  died 
1478,  and  was  fon  of  Geoffrey  above  mentioned,  is  gone,  as  is  that  other  in 
Weever  in  memory  of  John  Chauncey,  efq.  who  married  the  heirefs  of  the 
Leventhorps,  died  1477,  and  was  an  anceftor  of  the  Hiftorian  of  Hertfordihire.

Theftiield  below  him 
now  gone,  was,  as  reprefented  in  the  print  of  Geffery  Chaucer  and  his  progeny 
prefixt  to  Speght’s  edition  of  his  works,  a bend  between  two  frets.  Defpenfery 
impaling  a lion  rampant  queue  fourche  ; Burgberjl.

He  is  in  plated  armour,  gauntlets  not  fingered,  flioulder  pieces  like  fliields, 
elbow  pieces  like  efcallops,  and  wears  a fword  and  dagger.  She  has  the  veil 
and  wimple,  mantle,  furcot,  and  cordon. 

This  tomb  belongs  to  Sir  Thomas  Chaucer,  krit.  lord  of  the  manor  of 
Ewelme,  fon  of  the  poet,  and  laft  heir  male  of  that  family,  born  about 
38  or  39  Edward  III.  fheriff  of  Oxford  and  Berkfhires,  conftable  of  Walling- 
ford and  Knaresborough  caftles,  keeper  of  Knaresborough  foreft  for  life,  chief 
butler  of  England,  1 Henry  IV.  and  owner  of  Ewelme  and  Donnington.  Jane 
queen  of  Henry  IV.  granted  him,  12  Henry  IV.  for  his  good  fervice,  the 
manors  of  Woodftock,  Haninbrough,  Wotton,  and  Stuntesfield.  He  married 
Maud,  daughter  and  coheirefs  of  Sir  John  Burgherft,  who  died  143  r,  on  the 
Saturday  next  after  the  feaft  of  St.  Philip  and  James  : and  left  by  her  a daugh- 
ter Alice,  wife  of  the  duke  of  Suffolk,  whofe  monument  will  be  deferibed  here- 
after. The  epitaph,  now  torn  from  this  tomb,  is  thus  given  by  Leland  1 :

“ Sum  fay,”  adds  Leland,  “ that  this  Chaucer  was  a marchant-man,  and  had 

about  J.  1 000.  by  the  yere,  and  that  wollefakkes  be  yn  Ewelm  in  token  of 
**  marchaundil'e.  And  menne  fay  likewife,  that  he  mindid  the  fundation  of  the 
“ hofpitale  of  Ewelme,  and  all'o  the  hofpitale  by  Dunnintoun  caftle.  But  William 
“ duke  of  Suffolk  did  build  them  booth.” 

Mr.  Tyrwhitt  4 thinks  there  are  many  circumftances  which  might  incline  us 
to  favour  the  opinion  that  Thomas  Chaucer  was  not  the  fon  ol  the  poet.  But

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the  arms  of  Roet  lingle  intermix!  with  others  on  the  datcliefs  of  Suffolk's  tomb 
plainly  prove  the  relationlhip  of  the  perfons  buried  here  to  Geoffrey  Chaucer, 
who  married  Philippa  lifter  of  Catharine  Swinford,  and  with  her  coheir  of  Sir 
Payne  Roet.  Sir  Thomas  Chaucer  his  fon,  buried  at  Ewelme,  took  the  arms 
of  Roet,  G.  three  Catherine  wheels  O.  as  his  own,  and  marrying  Maud  daugh- 
ter and  coheir  of  John  de  Burgherft  of  Ewelme,  their  only  daughter  Alice  wife 
of  William  Delapole  duke  of  Suffolk  affumed  the  arms  of  Burgherft,  a lion,  as 
above,  which  are  impaled  with  Delapole,  Montacute,  See.  on  her  fine  tomb 
there.

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He  barely  appears  in  Godwin’s  lift,  but  is  fupplied  by  Richardfon  from  Anftis, 
who  fays  he  was  canon  of  Chichefter,  clerk  of  the  Apoftolic  Chamber,  ap- 
pointed by  the  pope  to  this  fee  4 Henry  VI.  1424.  1431,  had  leave  from  the 

king  to  vifit  the  holy  fepulchre,  with  feven  perfons,  eight  horfes,  &c.  ',  and 
was  going  to  the  council  of  Bafil,  1433*.  He  died  at  Crayford,  Dec.  12,  1435, 
and  was  buried  there  J. 

Joan  lady  Bergavenny,  by  will  dated  Jan.  to,  1434.  proved  Nov.  19,  1435. 
1435,  diredts  her  “wretched  body  to  be  bured  in  the  queer  of  the  Frere 
“ Prechours  of  Hereford  in  a new  tumbe,  by  my  worthy  lord  ond  fumtyme 
“ hufband  Sir  William  Beauchamp,  on  whoos  foule  God  have  mercy  A !” 

She  was  daughter  of  Richard  and  lifter  and  coheirefs  of  Thomas  earl  of  Arun- 
del, beforementioned,  vol.  I.  p.  165.  and  II.  45.  and  widow  of  Humphrey  Bohun 
earl  of  Hereford,  Effex,  and  Northampton.  Her  will  is  printed  at  length  by 
Sir  William  Dugdale 1 * * *  5,  “ that  by  it  the  greatnefs  and  ftate  wherein  the  nobility 
“ of  England  in  thofe  days  lived  may  in  iome  fort  be  difcerned.”  In  this  view 
I have  thought  it  worth  inferting  in  the  appendix  : “ I wil,  fays  fhe,  that  my 
“ bodi  be  kept  unburied  in  the  place  where  it  happeneth  me  to  dye  unto  the 
“ time  my  maigne 6 be  clothed  in  black,  my  hors,  my  chare,  and  other  conve- 
“ nable  purveyance  made,  and  then  to  be  carried  unto  the  place  of  my  burying, 

“ before  reherfed,  with  alle  the  worftiip  that  ought  to  be  done  unto  a woman  of 
“ myn  aftate.” 

John  earl  of  Arundel  lord  Maltravers,  by  will  dated  April  8,  1430,  1435* 
proved  Feb.  15,  1435,  13  Henry  VI.  wills  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  Tri- 
nity College  at  Arundel \ in  the  wall  between  the  choir  and  the  altar  of  the  Bleffed 
Virgin  of  the  faid  college. 

He  was  the  fucceflor  of  Thomas  earl  of  Arundel,  beforementioned,  p.  45. 
and  being  flain  at  the  fiege  of  Gerberoy  caftle,  near  Beauvais,  his  leg  being 
broken  by  a lhot  from  a culverine,  he  Was  buried  in  the  Friars  Minors  at 
Beauvais  7.

Robert  Fitz  Hugh  bilhop  of  London,  who  died  1435,  had  in  the  middle  1435. 
of  the  choir8  of  old  St.  Pauls , a ftone  with  his  brafs  figure  epifcopally  habited, 
in  a rich  flowered  mantle,  his  right  hand  bleffing,  his  left  holding  his  crofier  ; 
and  four  fhields  with  London  fingle  and  impaling  three  chevronels  braced,  a 
chief,  and  the  latter  twice  fingle,  and  round  the  ledge  this  infcription,  in  which 
there  is  fomething  more  approaching  to  clafiical  poetry  than  in  any  of  the 
preceding.

He  was  fon  of  Henry  lord  Fitz  Hugh,  who  died  1424  ",  redtor  of  Sr. 
Leonard  Eaikheap,  1401  ; canon  of  Lifmore  in  Ireland,  1406  ; warden  of 
King’s  Hall  at  Cambridge,  and  chancellor  of  the  univerfity,  1423  ; LL.  D.  pre- 
bendary of  Grindale  in  the  church  of  York,  1418  ; of  Hanfacre,  in  that  of 

Lichfield,  between  1408  and  1428  '3 ; redtor  of  St.  Peter’s,  Northampton,  1428  '4; 
prebendary  of  Ailesbury,  in  the  church  of  Lincoln,  14190c  I429'5;  arch- 
deacon of  Northampton,  1419  16 ; embaflador  to  the  emperor'7  and  the  pope; 
confecrated  bifhop  of  London,  1431,  in  the  city  of  Fuld  ,a ; fent  to  the  council 
of  Bafil,  1434,  and  fhorrly  after  his  return,  which  was  before  the  end  of  1435, 
was  eledted  bifliop  of  Ely,  but  died  at  St.  Omer’s  before  his  intended  tranflation, 
Sept.  22,  1435  '9.  Newcourt  makes  him  die  Jan.  15,  2436. 

By  his  will,  undated,  but  proved  Feb.  13,  1435,  he  diredts  his  body  to  be 
buried,  if  he  died  in  England,  or  within  three  days  journey  of  it 20,  in  the 
church  of  St.  Paul,  above  the  choir  **,  before  the  high  altar,  if  he  have  not  re- 
built the  bifhop’s  throne,  under  which  he  would  however  wifh  and  defire  to  be 
buried  ",

Ur.  Stukeley'  calls  this  “a  fine  brajs  of  Ifabella  wife  of  R.  D.  obiit  1421.’* 

He  omits  two  other  adjoining  ftones,  one  inlaid  in  the  fame  manner,  an  old 
man  in  buttoned  mittens  and  buttoned  Hurt,  with  a dbg  at  his  feet,  in  a double 
quatrefoil  on  a crofs  * ; the  other  having  the  outlines  of  white  ftohe,  a monk 
under  an  arch  of  white,  his  head  left ; but  neither  of  them  an  infcription, 

William  Gray  bilhop  of  Lincoln,  who  died  Feb.  . , 1435s,  by  will  dated  1435, 
at  his  epifcopal  manor  of  Bugden,  Feb.  11.  1435  proved  March  9,  fame  year, 
appoints  his  body  to  be  buried  in  that  chapel  in  his  cathedral  church,  wherein 
mafs  was  daily  celebrated  in  honour  of  the  Blefled  Virgin,  in  the  middle  of  the 
chapel,  between  the  entrance  and  the  great  reading  deik4. 

He  was  dean  of  York;  confecrated  bilhop  of  London,  1426;  tranllated  to 
Lincoln  1431  He  diirolved6  the  college  or  chantry  founded  by  Sir  William 
Golding,  1315,  for  a mailer  and  four  fecular  priefts  at  the  altar  of  Sr.  Mary  in 
the  church  of  St.  Margaret  at  Stanlled  le  Thiel,  or  St.  Margaret,  in  Hertford- 
fliire,  which  in  his  vifitation,  14291  he  found  negledled,  and  united  it  to  Elling 
Spittle  in  London ; from  which  houfe  were  fent  two  priefts  to  relide  and  mini- 
fler  there  7.  He  was  a'  benefactor  to  Bugden  church,  in  the  windows  whereof 
Browne  Willis  faw  his  arms  : G.  a lion  rampant  in  a bordure  engrailed  Ermine3. 

But  no  memorial  remains  of  him  in  his  cathedral 

The  tomb  of  John  of  Lancaster,  duke  of  Bedford,  third  fon  of  Hehty  IV. 
in  the  cathedral  at  Rouen,  is  marked  with  a fimplicity  unknown  in  the  monu- 
ments of  the  great  in  this  age.  It  was  originally  only  a tomb  of  black  marble 
between  two  pillars,  in  the  North  fide  of  the  choir.  So  that  the  report  to  Sand- 
ford  ’,  that  the  figure  or  portraiture  of  the  duke  was  broken  by  the  Iluguonots, 

1462,  does  not  feem  well  founded.  There  remained  affixed  to  the  pillar  at  the 
foot  of  the  tomb  a tablet  of  brafs,  with  his  arms  in  a garter,  between  two 
oftrich  feathers,  with  fcrolls,  and  probably  his  motto,  and  under  the  buckle  of 
the  garter  a root , which  the  priefts  called  La  racine  de  Betfort.  The  defcription 
and  drawing  of  it  in  Sandford  was  made  by  Sir  William  Dugdale  when  Norroy 
1648.  In  the  duke’s  will  I find  the  furniture  of  his  chapel  was  “ de  radicibus 
auri Super  velvetum  rubrumP  They  are  thus  reprefented  behind  his  portrait  ill  • 
his  miffal  and  as  a border  round  the  frame  of  it.  The  Ihield  of  arms,  Sandford 
adds,  was  llolen  away,  being  filrnr : more  probably  it  was  rather  loft,  like  a 
thoufand  other  lhields  only  of  brafs  or  enamelled.  The  infcription  on  the  tablet 
was  as  follows :

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His  will,  dated  Sept.  10,  1435,  in  the  caftle  at  Rouen,  and  proved  Oft.  7,1441, 
directs  that  his  body  be  buried  in  the  church  of  our  Lady  at  Rouen,  if  he  died  in 
Normandy  ; if  in  Picardy,  in  that  of  our  Lady  de  Morivele  ; if  in  England,  in 
Waltham  abbey.  He  left  to  either  of  thefe  the  whole  furniture  of  his  chapel  of 
his  palace  of  Tournelles  at  Paris,  originally  the  houfe  of  a chancellor  in  1320, 
and  in  10.22  the  refidence  of  the  duke  of  Bedford,  who  enlarged  and  beautified 
it  fo  much  that  Charles  VII.  and  fucceeding  kings  of  France  preferred  it  to  their 
palace  oppofite  to  it.  After  the  unfortunate  death  of  Henry  II.  at  the  tilting 
match,  the  lifts  for  which  reacht  from  this  palace  to  the  Baftile  along  the  Rue 
des  Tournelles,  Catherine  of  Medici  difiiked  it  fo  much  that  fhe  perfuaded 
Charles  to  pull  it  down.  It  was  completely  demolifhed  by  Henry  IV.  who  built 
the  Palais  Royal  on  its  fite  *. 

The  duke  left  all  his  eftates  to  his  wife  Jaquetta,  except  the  caftle  of  Hajaputa 
or  Harapute,  to  his  natural  fon  for  life  *. 

His  firft  wife  Anne,  daughter  of  John  duke  of  Burgundy,  died  1432,  and  is 
buried  in  the  Celeftines  church  at  Paris,  where  her  monument,  with  her  portrait 
and  epitaph,  was  lately  to  be  feen : his  fecond  Jaquetta,  daughter  of  Peter  of  Luxem- 
burg earl  of  St.  Paul,  furvived  him,  and  remarried  Sir  Richard  Wideville  after- 
wards earl  Rivers,  by  whom  fhe  was  mother  of  Ed  ward  I V’s  queen,  and  died  1472 J* 

In  that  beantiful  and  rich  Miflal  or  Book  of  Offices 4 prefented  by  the  duchefs 
to  the  duke’s  nephew  Henry  VI.  and  probably  the  work  of  fome  French  or  Fle- 
mifti  artift,  are  the  only  portraits  remaining  of  him  and  his  duchefs.  He  is  re- 
prefented  kneeling  to  St.  George,  in  a rich  robe  embroidered  and  furred  at  the 
fleeves  and  neck  : round  his  neck  a rich  collar  with  a falcon  volant  appendant : 
on  his  head,  which  is  clofe  fhaved,  a fmall  furred  cap ; on  the  middle  finger  of 
bis  right  hand  a ring.  The  faint  is  in  complete  armour,  having  over  it  the 
mantle  of  the  order  lined  with  ermine,  fattened  by  a cordon,  with  the  garter  on 
the  left  Ihoulder ; under  the  mantle  a furcot  with  the  crofs  of  St.  George  in  front, 
and  a fmall  ftanding  cape  ftudded  with  two  rows  of  precious  ftones.  A nimbus 
round  his  head.  Behind  him  ftands  his  armour  bearer,  with  his  arms  on  a 
penon  and  on  his  fhield.  The  defk  at  which  the  duke  kneels  is  covered  with  a 
cloth  embroidered  with  roots  on  paly  of  blue,  white,  and  red,  with  his  motto, 
A vous  entier.  The  hangings  of  the  ftone  vaulted  chapel  behind  him  are  paled, 
and  infcribed  in  the  fame  manner,  and  thofe  more  before  him  are  ftudded  with 
gold  and  blue  rofes  on  a red  ground..  Behind  him  is  a chair  like  the  antient  curule 
chair,  but  with  a back  to  it.  The  roof  of  the  chapel  is  vaulted  with  ftone,  and  in 
the  windows,  which  have  infide  fhutters,  are  coats  of  arms.  Round  this  pifture 
are  five  martyrdoms  of  faints.  The  firft  reprefents  a faint  on  horfeback  aimed  at 
by  two  men  on  foot  with  ftaves  ; St.  Eric,  king  of  Sweden,  murdered  by  his  ene- 
mies, 1290,  as  he  was  coming  out  of  his  chapel  at  the  head  of  his  guards  5.  The 
fecond  a faint  fattened  to  St.  Andrew’s  crofs,  with  pots  of  fire  fattened  to  his  hands 
and  feet  \ The  third  St.  Matthias  fawn  afunder.  The  fourth  St.  John  in  the 
caldron  of  boiling  oil.  The  compartment  on  the  left  fide  reprefents  a faint  thrown 
headlong  into  a well ; St.  Sigifmund  king  of  Burgundy,  firft  coufin  to  St.  Clotilda, 
wife  of  Clovis,  who  being  defeated  by  Chlodomer  fon  of  Clovis,  A:  D.  517,  was 
thrown  into  a well  near  Orleans.  Over  the  four  firft  and  at  the  right  fide  under 
the  fifth  is  a fcroll  with  the  motto  as  before,  which  incircles  his  arms  7 below,

The  martyrdom  of  St.  Andrew  (though  here  reprefented  differently  from  the  accuftomed  mode)  has  no  lefs  than  the 
preceding  ones  a particular  connexion  with  the  country  of  the  duchefs  : Philip  the  Good,  duke  of  Burgundy,  inftituted 
the  order  of  the  Golden  Fleece,  in  honour  of  St.  Andrew’s  crofs,  which  is  the  badge  of  it,  and  is  called  the  Crofs  of  Burgundy. 

The  duke’s  arms  on  his  feal  in  Sandford,  p.  246,  are  France  and  England  quarterly,  over  all  a label  of  five  points, 
the  two  toward*  the  dexter  fide  of  the  efcocheon  Ermine,  to  fliew  his  defeent  from  John  duke  of  Lancafler,  and  three 
charged  with  fleurs  de  lis,  to  fliew  his  defeent  from  Henry  duke  of  Lancafler.  Creft,  a lion  paflant  guardant  crowned 
and  gorged  with  the  fame  label,  and  placed  with  his  helmet  between  two  feathers  wreathed  with  fcrolls  containing  fome 
illegible  letters ; traces  of  an  antelope’s  hoof  for  fupporter.  In  a window  of  St.  Stephen’s  church,  Walbrook,  his  arms 
were  fupportedby  two  eagles,  A.  gorged  with  large  coronets  compofed  of  rofes  O. 
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Old  France  and  England  under  a label  of  5 Arg.  and  Erm.  and  Az.  counrerclian- 
ged,  fupported  by  an  eagle  volant  Arg.  gorged  with  a ducal  coronet,  and  an  an- 
telope  Sable.  The  border  round  the  whole  picture  is  made  up  of  roots. 

The  duchefs  kneels  to  her  patronefs  and  namefakc  Sr.  Anne  (here  by  a ft  ran  pc 
anticipation  reprefenting  the  Virgin  Mary  her  daughter]  habited  in  the  veil  and 
wimple,  by  whofe  fide  is  the  child  Jefus  with  the  globe,  and  between  them  a 
young  female  faint  crowned  with  a crown  furmounted  by  five  croffes,  and  while 
the  left  hand  of  the  laft  refts  on  the  Ihoulder  of  the  infant  Jefus  her  right  hand 
turns  over  the  book  held  by  her  own  mother.  The  duchefs  wears  the  mitred 
headdrefs  richly  fronted  with  rofes  and  pearls  and  leticulated  at  the  ears;  round 
her  neck  a necklace  of  pearls  : her  robe  is  embroidered  in  the  fame  pattern  as  the 
duke’s,  and  on  her  ikirt  arc  a brown  and  white  dog.  Behind  her  a c hair  fiiaped 
like  the  antient  curule  chair,  having  on  a bofs  in  the  centre  a coat  of  arms  ena- 
melled. On  it  leans  a venerable  figure,  probably  of  Jofeph,  and  its  back,  like 
the  hangings  of  the  chapel,  is  embroidered  with  flowers,  and  this  motto,  Je;i 
fuis  contente.  Over  the  fcrccn  of  hangings  look  four  angels  playing  on  mufical 
inftruments.  The  roof  of  the  chapel  is  vaulted,  and  on  the  top  or  cornice  of  the 
porch  are  two  more  angels.  On  the  left  fide  of  this  picture  fit  three  figures  at 
defies  and  books  : the  firft  is  fuperferibed  Joacbin , the  fecond  Cleopbe , the  third 
writing  at  a higher  delk  Salome  ; three  fucceflive  hufbands  of  St.  Anne.  In  a 
fourth  compartment  fits  a female  faint  and  a perfon  converfing  with  her.  Under 
him  Alpbeus , another  name  for  Cleophas,  under  her  Matria  Jaques  reprefentin^ 
his  wife  and  the  mother  of  St.  James  the  Lefs.  The  correfponding  compartment 
at  the  other  fide  below  has  a limilar  converfation-piccc,  reprefenting  Zebedee 
and  his  wife  Salome,  otherwife  called  Maria,  fubferibed  Zebedee  Maria  Salome . 

Over  this  laft  is  painted  a church,  and  over  it  two  fcrolls,  paly  red,  white,  and 
blue,  with  the  motto,  Jen  fuis  contente , which  is  repeated  at  the  other  corner 
at  top  and  four  times  on  branches  with  berries  round  the  arms  of  the  duke  im- 
paling thofe  of  the  duchefs.

Vertue  engraved  the  duke’s  portrait,  and  under  it  his  arms  and  fupporters, 
with  the  motto  A vous  entier : at  the  corners  of  the  plate  in  rondeaux  his  and 
her  portrait.  Round  his  the  fame  motto  : round  her’s,  Jen  fuis  contente. 

Another  drawing  in  this  miflal  reprefents  a female  faint  crowned,  in  a man- 
tle, furcot  of  ermine,  and  kirtlc,  her  train  fupported  by  a lady  in  the  reticulated 
and  mitred  headdrefs  richly  ftudded  with  pearls,  her  mantle  girded  round  her 
waift,  and  behind  her  another  lady  in  the  veil  headdrefs,  delivering  a (hid'd  Az. 
charged  with  three  fleurs  de  lis  O.  held  by  a man  in  armour  with  a Angular 
cap,  to  a king  ftanding  in  complete  armour : behind  the  king  is  a man  in  ar- 
mour, with  mail  gorget  and  a furcot,  and  at  the  king’s  feet  kneels,  as  if  buck- 
ling on  his  right  fpur,  a herald  in  a tabard  charged  with  O.  A fefs  between 
three  mullets  G.  quartering  Arg.  Over  the  building  in  which  this  tranfiuflion 

pafles  is  the  figure  of  the  Deity  encircled  by  cherubim  delivering  the  firft  ill] 

deferibed  fhield  to  an  angel.  Another  angel  hovers  behind,  over  the  right 
corner  of  the  picture,  where  the  fame  female  faint,  with  her  attendants,  and 
the  addition  of  an  old  man,  is  reprefented  in  a forclt  among  wild  bcafts  meet- 
ing an  old  man  with  a beard  and  nimbus,  who  kneeling  prefents  to  her  the 
fame  arms  on  a mantle : in  the  back  ground  is  feen  a church.  This  is  the 
legend  of  the  changing  the  arms  of  France  from  three  toads  to  three  fleuis  tic 
lis,  in  the  reign  of  Clovis,  A.  D.  500,  as  reprefented  in  tapeftry  in  one  of  the 
halls  at  the  Marriage  of  Charles  the  Bold  duke  of  Burgundy  and  Margaret  of 
York,  as  deferibed  by  John  de  Haymis,  knight,  lord  of  Louvegnves,  in  his  ac-

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count  of  that  ceremony ' ; “ Item  comment  un  her  mite  apporta  a la  ditte  roytie 
[Clotildis  daughter  of  Chilperic,  king  of  Burgundy  and  neice  of  Gondebaut,  king 
of  Burgundy,  married  to  Clovis,  king  of  France2]  “ un  drap  d’azur  a trois  fleurs 
de  lis  d’or  que  l’ange  luy  avoit  donne,  et  le  delivra  la  ditte  royne  a fon  mary  le 
roy  Clovis  pour  le  porter  com  me  fes  armes  en  lieu  qu’il  les  portoit  d’or  a trois 
crapaux  de  fable.”  Fauchet3  adds,  it  was  pretended,  that  the  abbey  of  Joye  en 
val,  in  the  foreft  of  Laye,  near  the  royal  caftle  of  St.  Germain,  near  Poifly, 
was  founded  on  this  occafion,  becaufe  they  fliewed  there  a fountain,  where  this 
efcucheon  was  revealed  to  a hermit ; whereas  this  abbey  was  not  founded  till 
J2224,  and  the  whole  ftory  is  of  no  older  date  than  the  reign  of  Charles  VI5. 
The  anachronifm  was  not  detected  in  the  duke  of  Bedford’s  time;  but  the  le- 
gend has  fupplied  a handfome  compliment ; and  it  is  not  improbable  that  the 
figure  intended  for  Clovis  may  be  a portrait  of  Henry  VI. 

Philip  Auguftus  king  of  France  firft  introduced  the  fleurs  de  lis  into  the  arms 
of  France  in  the  crufade  of  1190. 

The  laft  particular  in  this  beautiful  miflal  is  this  atteftation  of  its  being  pre- 
fented  by  gift  of  the  duchefs  and  by  order  of  the  duke  to  king  Henry  V.  by  one  of 
the  king’s  fervants,  who,  by  the  15th  line,  appears  to  have  been  his  phyfician  :

This  miflal,  eleven  inches  long  by  feven  and  a half  wide,  and  two  and  a half 
thick,  bound  in  crimfon  velvet,  with  gold  clafps,  on  which  are  engraved  the 
arms  of  Harley,  Cavendifh,  and  Holies,  quarterly,  was  the  property  of  the  earl 
of  Oxford,  and  defeended  to  his  daughter,  the  late  dutchefs  of  Portland.  A c the 
fale  of  her  effects,  May  24,  1786,  it  was  purchafed  by  Mr.  Edwards,  bookfeller, 
of  Pall  Mall,  for  £.213;  his  Majefty  declining  the  unequal  conteft  for  a relique 
of  his  anceftors  moil  worthy  of  a place  in  his  cabinet. 

The  three  drawings,  and  a fac  flmile  of  the  grant,  having  been  engraved  at 
the  expence  of  the  proprietor,  have  been  fince  purchafed  by  me  for  the  further 
illuftration  of  this  work.

No  traces  of  this  remain  at  this  time,  unlefs  the  brafslefs  figures  of  a man 
and  woman  in  the  North  tranfept  can  be  fuppofed  to  have  belonged  to  it.  The 
rage  for  crufading  having  expired  before  this  time  it  is  not  eafy  to  explain  the 
fifth  line. 

In  the  North  aile  of  St.  Stephen’s  church  at  Norwich , under  two  figures:

Robert  Brasyer  was  mayor  of  Norwich  1410,  reprefented  the  city  in  feve- 
ral  parliaments  of  Henry  V.  and  by  will,  proved  1435,  ordered  his  body  to  be 
buried  in  St.  Mary’s  Chapel. 

I infert  this  for  the  mention  of  piSlura  applied  to  brafs  plates,  to  be  added 
to  the  in  fiances  adduced  in  the  introduction,  p.  xcviii.  So  Richard  II.  is  faid 
in  his  epitaph  to  lie  “ fub  marmore  piftus”  though  his  flatue  is  in  brafs. 

Simon  Sidenham  bifhop  of  Chichejler , by  will  dated  Jan.  11,  1437,  proved  1437. 
Feb.  6,  fame  year,  ordered  his  body  to  be  buried  before  the  high  altar  of  his 
cathedral,  where  no  memorial  of  him  remains. 

The  beauteous  Catharine  of  France  wife  of  Henry  V.  was  buried  with  1437. 
her  hufband  at  Wejiminjler ; but  on  the  building  of  Henry  Vlf  s chapel  her 
corpfe  was  taken  up,  and  the  coffin  being  decayed  was  put  into  a wooden 
cheft,  and  placed  near  her  hufband’s  tomb,  at  the  Eaft  end  of  the  Fryers  (as 
Stowe  calls  it)  where  it  continued  ever  fince,  the  bones  firmly  united,  and  the 
flefh  and  fkin  dried  up  like  tanned  leather.  Of  late  years  the  Weftminfter 
fcholars  amufed  themfelves  with  tearing  it  to  pieces ; and  one  in  particular, 
who  bore  a principal  character  in  the  police  of  India,  lies  under  the  imputation 
of  having  contributed  in  an  efpecial  manner  to  that  havoc.  I can  juft  remem- 
ber feeing  fome  fhapelefs  maffes  of  the  mummy,  of  a whitifh  colour.  Near  it 
hung  a tablet  with  an  epitaph  in  Latin  and  Englifh  verfe.  See  Sandford,  p.  286. 

It  is  now  under  lock  and  key,  near  her  hufband’s  tomb,  waiting  for  the  next 
opening  of  the  royal  vault  for  her  laft  repofe. 

On  the  South  fide  of  Henry  V’s  tomb  is  a wooden  cheft  or  coffin,  wherein 
part  of  the  fkeleton  and  parched  body  of  Catharine  Valois  his  queen  (from  the 
waift  upwards)  is  to  be  feen ; of  which  many  fabulous  ftories  are  reported  for 
her  lying  here  : but  the  truth  is,  that  when  Henry  VII.  caufed  the  old  chapel  of 
our  Lady  (at  the  entrance  whereof  this  queen  was  enterred)  to  be  pulled  down, 
the  workmen  finding  her  coffin  among  others  to  be  well  nigh  funk  and  damaged, 
what  remained  of  her  body  was  taken  thence,  and  placed  in  this  capfula , nigh 
her  husband,  where  it  hath  remained  ever  fince

This 
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This  princefs  underwent  as  many  viciflitudes  in  her  death  as  in  her  life. 
She  was  the  prize  of  the  conqueft  of  France,  and  from  the  united  throne  of 
England  and  France  defcended  to  the  bed  of  a Ample  gentleman,  Owen  Tudor, 
“ whofe  perfon  fo  abfolute  in  all  the  lineaments  of  his  body,  that  the  only 
contemplation  of  it  might  make  a queen  forget  all  other  circumltances,”  fays 
Sandfprd,  attracted  her  ; who  was  imprifoned  for  marrying  her ; and  whofe 
iffue  by  her  afcended  the  throne  of  England.  The  time  of  her  fecond  huf- 
band’s  death  is  not  ascertained  by  our  hiftorians  1 ; but  a free-ftone  figure 
in  armour,  having  on  his  bread  a lion  rampant  debruifed  by  a tan,  and 
at  his  feet  a lion  under  an  arch,  on  the  North  fide  of  the  choir  at 
St.  David's,  is  fliewn  for  his ; though  Browne  Willis,  in  his  furvey  of  that 
church,  p.  69.  from  a MS.  of  the  time  of  Elizabeth,  calls  it  that  of  Rhys y Gregg , 
or  the  Hoarfe , fon  of  Rhys  ap  Tudor.  Owen’s  fon  by  this  princefs  was  buried  in 
the  fame  cathedral,  as  will  be  feen  hereafter. 

She  was  youngeft  daughter  of  Charles  VI.  king  of  France  and  his  wife  Ifabel 
of  Bavaria,  and  was  born  October  27,  1400,  married  to  Henry  V.  June  3,  in 
the  church  of  St.  Katherine  at  Troyes,  by  Henry  de  Savoify,  archbifhop  of  Sens, 
crowned  at  Weftminfter,  Feb.  14,  1420,  by  archbifhop  Chichele,  and  died 
Jan.  3,  1437.  16  Henry  VI.  in  the  monaftry  of  Bermondfey,  whether  fhe  re- 
tired for  fan&uary  or  devotion.  On  the  8th  of  February  her  body  was  brought 
to  St.  Katherine’s  by  the  Tower,  thence  to  St.  Paul’s,  and  fo  to  Weftminfter-abbey, 
where  it  was  interred  in  the  chapel  of  our  Lady  \ 

In  her  charter,  dated  at  Hertford  caftle,  fhe  is  ftylcd,  Katherine  par  la  grace 
de  Dieu  royne  d'Englelerre  et  de  France , et  fille  a Charles  roy  de  France  et  dame  d Ire- 
land. Her  feal  thereto  appendant  has,  under  a royal  crown,  the  arms  of  her  huf- 
band,  France  and  England  quarterly,  impaling,  Az.  three  fleurs  de  lis  O.  France  ; 
(Henry  VI.  having  reduced  the  fleurs  de  lis  to  three,  in  imitation  of  her  father  :) 
fupporters  two  antelopes  gorged  with  coronets  chained  and  linked  together  under 
the  bafe  point  of  the  efcocheon,  being  the  firft  fupporters  Mr.  Sandford  found 
borne  by  any  of  our  queens.  The  circumfcription  of  the  feal  is, 

Sugtllum  Jctatijcrtne  filte  Carolt  rests 
jfrancte  rcgtne  Jlnglte  t So  nunc  ibtberme. 


The  like  impalment,  but  without  crown  or  fupporters,  was  painted  in  the  win- 
dows of  Chrift  Church  near  Newgate,  and  many  other  places '. 


Two  dowager  queens  of  England  died  this  year,  Catharine  and  Joan  dowager 
of  Henry  IV. 

It  is  a curious  circumftance,  little  noticed  by  our  hiftorians,  that  Richard  II. 
and  the  fon  of  the  prince  who  depofed  him,  married  two  fillers  : Richard’s  queen 
was  under  age  at  her  marriage,  and  after  Richard’s  death  was  fent  back  by 
Henry  V.  with  her  jewels,  but  without  her  jointure  % after  he  had  in  vain 
folicited  her  for  his  fon  >.  She  was  married  to  Charles  duke  of  Orleans,  who 
was  taken  at  Agincourt,  1415.  She  died  1409  s.

I read  the  name  as  Browne  Willis  gives  it,  Lochard.  In  the  Iliftory  of 
Hereford,  p.  118.  it  is  Loman. 

, William  Locharb  was  precentor  1434 or  5,  and  prebendary  of  Brillinghope 
in  this  church.  He  died  Sept.  24,  1438,  and  by  will  dated  Sept.  24,  143S; 
and  proved  April  29,  1439,  appointed  his  burial  in  this  cathedral,  where  he 

bequeathed  £.  1000.  to  be  laid  out  in  eredling  a chantry  for  him  '.  The  in- 

feription  fets  forth  that  he  was  in  his  life-time  a good  benefadtor  to  the  Weft 
tower  ; but  whether  he  built  it  from  the  ground,  as  fome  of  the  prefent  mem- 
bers of  the  church  infer,  may  be  doubted  from  the  ftyle  of  architecture  more 
fefembling  that  of  king  John’s  reign,  to  which  Speed  refers  it. 

William  Derby  orders  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  charnel  of  Tyryngton,  in  1438. 
a grave  to  be  made  of  ftone  ’. 


Anne  countefs  of  Stafford,  Buckingham , Hereford , and  Northampton,  and  1439 
lady  of  Brecknock,  eldeft  daughter  of  Thomas  of  Woodftock  Duke  of  Cloucefter, 
of  whom  before,  vol.  I.  p.  156.  and  mother  of  archbifhop  Bourcher,  by  her 
will,  “ made  in  Englyllt  tonge,  for  every  man’s  redyng  and  underftendyng,” 
dated  Odt.  16,  1439,  diredted  her  body  to  be  “buried  in  the  chirche  of  Lan- 
thony,  by  fide  Glouceftre,  in  the  place  whether  I have  beforn  ordeyned  to  be 
mad  my  tombe.”  This  tomb,  with  a feries  of  other  of  her  husband’s  family, 
is  loft  in  the  ruins  of  the  abbey,  now  converted  into  a farm  yard. 


Richard  Beauchamp  earl  of  Warwick,  fon  of  earl  Thomas  before  men-  1439. 
tioned,  p.  5.  has  in  the  magnificent  chapel  of  our  Lady  by  him  built, 
adjoining  to  the  collegiate  church  of  St  Mary  in  Warwick,  a fumptuous  and 
elegant  monument.  It  is  an  altar  tomb  of  grey  marble,  fet  round  with  figures 
of  copper  gilt,  and  their  arms  enamelled  on  ihields  in  ftarred  quatrefoils  below. 

On  the  flab  lies  his  figure  of  brafs  gilt,  large  as  life,  inferior  to  none  in  England, 
except  that  of  Henry  VII.  in  Weftminfter-abbey,  on  a table  of  the  fame  metal, 
under  a hearfe  of  brafs  hoops  alfo  gilt. 

But  before  I enter  into  a particular  defeription  of  this  tomb,  I fliall  tranferibe 
from  Sir  William  Dugdale’s  Antiquities  of  Warwicklhire  ! the  agreement  between 
the  earl’s  executors  and  the  feveral  artifts  employed  in  making  it,  and  eredling 
the  chapel,  bearing  date  June  13,  32  Hen.  VI. 

“ John  Ejfex  marbler,  William  Aujien  founder,  and  'Thomas  Stevyns  copper- 
fmith,  do  covenant  with  the  faid  executors,  Thomas  Huggeford,  Nicholas  Rodye, 
and  William  Berkefwell,  that  they  Ihall  make,  forge,  and  worke,  in  moil  fineft

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Wife,  and  of  the  fineft  latten,  one  large  plate,  to  be  drafted,  and  to  lay  orl  the 
overmolt  ftone  ofthetombe,  under  the  image  that  lli all  lie  on  the  fame  tomb, 
and  two  narrow  plates  to  go  round  about  the  done.  All'o  they  lhall  make  in 
like  wife  and  like  latten  an  hearfe  to  be  drelfed  and  let  upon  the  laid  ftone  over 
the  image,  to  beare  a covering  to  be  ordeyned ; the  large  plate  to  be  made  of 
the  fineft  and  thickeft  cullen  plate,  fhall  be  in  length  vm  foot,  and  in  breadth 
hi  foot  and  one  inch.  Either  cff  the  laid  long  plates  for  writing  Ihdll  be  in 
breadth  to  fill  juftly  the  cafements  provided  therefore:  the  hearfe  to  be  made  in 
the  comelieft  wife,  juftly  in  length,  breadth,  thicknefs,  and  height  thereof,  and 
of  every  part  thereof,  and  in  workmanlliip  in  all  places  and  pieces  fuch,  and 
after  an  hearfe  of  timber,  which  the  executors  fhall  make  for  a pattern  ; and 
in  ten  panells  of  this  hearfe  of  letters  the  faid  workmen  lhall  let  in  the  moft 
fineft  and  faireft  wife  ten  fcutcheons  of  armes,  fuch  as  the  executors  will 
devife.  In  the  two  long  plates  they  thall  write  in  Latine,  in  fine  manner,  all 
fuch  fcripture  of  declaration  as  the  faid  executors  lhall  devife  that  may  be  con- 
teined  and  comprehended  in  the  plates  : all  the  cbanipes  about  the  letter  to  be 
abated  and  hatched  curioufly  to  fet  out  the  letters.  All  the  aforelaid  large  plates 
and  all  the  faid  two  plates  through  all  the  over  fides  of  them  and  all  the  faid 
hearfe  of  latten  without  and  within,  they  lhall  repair  and  gild  with  the  fineft 
gold  as  finely  and  as  well  in  all  places  through  as  is  or  lhall  be  any  place  of  the 
aforefaid  image  which  one  Bartholomew,  goklfmith,  then  had  in  gilding  : all 
the  faid  workmanlhip  in  making,  finifhing,  laying,  and  faftning,  to  be  at  the 
charge  of  the  faid  workmen.  And  for  the  fame  they  lhall  have  in  fterling 
money  f.  cxxv. 

“ Will.  Aujlen , citizen  and  founder  of  London,  xiv  Martii,  30  Henry  VI, 
covenanteth,  &c.  to  call,  work,  and  perfe&ly  to  make,  of  the  fineft  latten 
to  be  gilded  that  may  be  found,  xiv  images  embofled  of  lords  and  ladyes  in 
divers  veftures  called  <weepers\  to  Hand  in  houfings  made  about  the  tomb,  thole 
images  to  be  made  in  breadth,  length,  and  thicknefs,  &c.  to  xiv  patterns  made 
of  timber.  Alfo  he  lhall  make  xvm  lelfe  images  of  angells,  to  Hand  in  other 
houfings  as  lhall  be  appointed  by  patterns,  whereof  ix  after  one  fide  and  ix 
after  another  : alfo  he  mult  make  an  herfe  to  Hand  on  the  tomb,  above  and 
about  the  principal  image  that  lhall  lie  on  the  tomb,  according  to  a pattern  ; 
the  ftuffe  and  workmanlhip  to  the  repairing  to  be  at  the  charge  of  the  faid 
Will.  Auften.  And  the  executors  lhall  pay  for  every  image  that  lhall  lie  on 
the  tomb,  of  the  weepers  fo  made  in  latten  xiiij-.  1 vd.  and  for  every  image 
of  angels  fo  made  vs.  And  for  every  pound  of  latten  that  lhall  be  in  the 
herfe  xd.  And  lhall  pay  and  bear  the  cofts  of  the  faid  Auften  for  fetting  the 
faid  images  and  herfe. 

The  faid  William  Auften,  xi  Feb.  a 8 Hen.  VI.  doth  covenant  to  caft  and 
make  an  image  ot  a man  armed,  of  fine  latten,  garnifhed  with  certain  orna- 
ments, viz.  with  fword  and  dagger,  with  a garter;  with  a helme  and  creft 
under  his  head,  and  at  his  feet  a bear  mulled  and  a griffin,  perfectly  made  of 
the  fineft  latten,  according  to  patterns  ; all  which  to  be  brought  to  Warwick,

The  tomb,  with  the  image  Hill  extant,  in  polilhed  brafs  of  the  higheft  pre- 
fervation,  witnefles  that  the  artills  were  excellent  enough  to  deferve  this  me-

The  tomb  was  to  coft  £.  125.  llerling,  the  image  £.  40.  the  gilding  of  the 
image  and  its  appurtenances  £.  13.  The  whole  expence  of  the  chapel  and 
monuments,  which  were  not  completed  under  twenty-one  years,  amounted  to 
£.2481.  3-r.  7 d.

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beard,  the  head  relling  on  a helmet  and  crell,  the  hands  elevated  but  not  joined* 
the  body  clad  in  plated  armour,  fword  at  left  fide,  and  at  his  feet  a griffin  and 
a muzzled  bear,  both  feiant. 

At  the  upper  ends  of  four  of  the  poles  of  the  herfe  over  him  are  enameled 
ffiields  pendant  from  oak  leaves  in  quatrefoils,  with  the  arms  of  Beauchamp 
and  quarterings,  a ffiield  of  pretence  charged  with  three  chevronels  and  a fret 
quarterly;  the  upper  end  of  the  middle  pole  has  St.  George’s  crofs.  At  the 
lower  ends  of  all  the  poles  the  like  fhields,  with  the  arms  of  France  and 
England.

When  I examined  this  beautiful  monument  and  chapel  in  the  fpring  of  1 787 
I was  informed  by  the  perfon  who  fhewed  it,  that  the  floor  fell  in  about  thirty 
years  ago,  and  difeovered  the  body  perfedt  and  frelh,  till  on  the  letting  in  the  air  it 
fell  to  decay.  The  ladies  of  Warwick  made  rings  of  the  noble  earl's  hair. 

This  earl  was  born  at  Salwarpe  in  Worcefterlhire,  Jan.  28,  1381,  s Rich- 
ard II.  and  had  for  his  godfather  king  Richard  II.  and  Richard"  Scrope  then 
bifhop  of  Coventry  and  Lichfield,  and  afterwards  archbifhop  of  York.  He  was 
made  a knight  of  the  Bath  at  the  coronation  of  Henry  IV.  and  knight  of  the 
Garter  about  four  years  after,  and  performed  a pilgrimage  to  the  Holy  Land  and 
the  tour  of  Europe.  He  was  joined  in  commiffion  with  the  bifhop  of  Durham 
to  treat  of  peace  with  the  Scots,  1 1 Henry  IV.  and  was  high  fteward  at  the 
coronation  of  Henry  V.  a commiffioner  for  peace  with  France,  and  conffituted 
captain  of  Calais.  His  gallant  actions  in  the  king's  wars  in  France,  as  well  as  his 
feats  of  chivalry,  may  be  feen  in  Dugdale  ’.  He  fought  the  French  detach- 
ment under  the  earls  of  Vendofme  and  Limofin,  fent  by  the  dauphin  to  ob- 
ftrutfl  him  in  his  progrefs  to  treat  for  the  marriage  of  Henry  IV.  with  the 
princefs  Catharine,  and  flew  with  his  own  hands  one  of  the  French  earls.  That

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king  appointed  him  by  will  governor  of  his  infant  fon ; and,  upon  the  death 
of  the  duke  of  Bedford  regent  of  France,  he  was  appointed  lieutenant  general 
of  the  whole  realm  of  France  and  the  duchy  of  Normandy,  14  Henry  VI'. 
He  raifed  the  liege  of  Calais  againft  the  duke  of  Burgundy.  Nor  was  he  lefs 
liberal  and  munificent  in  the  caufe  of  religion,  in  founding  the  chantry-chapel 
at  GuyfclifF,  and  a college  at  Elmley,  and  building  that  magnificent  chapel  at 
Warwick  for  the  burial  of  himfelf  and  family. 

By  his  will,  dated  Aug.  8,  1435,  1 5 Hen.  VI.  at  Caverfham  in  Oxfordfhire, 
he  directed  that,  until  the  chapel  was  finilhed,  his  body  fhould  be  laid  in  a 
cheft  of  ftone,  before  the  altar,  on  the  right  hand  of  his  father’s  tomb,  in  the_ 
faid  collegiate  church  of  Warwick,  to  which  church  he  gave  an  image  of  our 
Lady  of  pure  gold,  as  an  heriot,  and  directed  that  his  executors  fiiould  caufe 
to  be  made  four  images  of  gold,  each  weighing  xxlb.  of  himfelf,  in  his  coat  of 
arms,  holding  an  anchor  in  his  hands,  to  be  offered  for  him  at  St.  Alban’s, 
Canterbury,  Bridlington,  and  Shrewfbury ; and  that  a goodly  tomb  of  marble 
fhould  be  fet  on  the  grave  of  his  firft  wife  in  Xingfwood  abbey,  Gloucefterfhire. 
To  his  then  wife  Ifabel  he  gave  all  the  plate,  bedding,  and  houfehold  rtuff  that 
he  had  with  her,  and  whatever  elfe  (he  had  fince  they  married,  and  the  great 
paytren  bought  of  the  countefs  of  Suffolk,  fometime  belonging  to  the  earl  of 
Salifhury  : and  to  his  fon  Henry  the  gold  cup  with  the  dance  of  men  and 
women.  His  executors  were  the  lords  Cromwell  and  Tiptoft,  John  Trok- 
morton,  Richard  Curfon,  Thomas  Huggeford,  William  Berkefwell  prieft,  and 
Nicholas  Rody  his  Reward.  He  died  April  31,  1439,  17  Hen.  VI.  leaving 
iffue  by  Elizabeth  his  firft  wife  daughter  and  heirefs  to  Thomas  lord  Berkeley 
three  daughters. 

Margaret,  fecond  wife  to  the  famous  John  Talbot  earl  of  Shrewfbury,  and 
buried  1467,  in  St.  Faith’s  under  St.  Paul’s. 

Eleanor,  married  firft  to  lord  Roos,  fecondly  to  Edmund  Beauford  marquis  of 
Dorfet  and  duke  of  Somerfet,  flain  at  the  battle  of  St.  Alban’s  1455. 

Elizabeth,  married  to  George  Nevil  lord  Latimer. 

And  by  his  fecond  wife  Ifabel  daughter  of  Thomas  le  Defpenfer  earl  of 
Gloucefter,  and  widow  of  Richard  Beauchamp  earl  of  Worcefter,  his  firft 
coufin  ; 

Henry  his  fori  and  heir ; and 

Anne,  married  to  Richard  earl  of  Salifbury,  flain  at  Barnet  1471. 

The  portrait  of  this  earl,  his  three  wives  and  five  children,  painted  kneeling 
in  their  feveral  coats  of  arms  in  the  Eaft  window  of  the  Lady  chapel  here,  are 
engraved  in  Dugdale's  Warwicklhire. 

The  patent  conftituting  him  inftrudtor  to  Henry  VI.  printed  by  Rymer  *,  fets 
forth,  that  the  king,  by  the  advice  of  his  uncles  the  dukes  of  Bedford  and  Gloucef- 
ter, and  confidering  his  fidelity,  prudence,  probity,  good  morals,  and  diligence, 
gives  him  full  power  to  provide  for  the  fecurity  of  his  perfon,  and  to.  in- 
ftruft  him  in  good  morals,  learning  different  languages  3,  nourriture  4,  and 
pleafantry  5,  and  other  matters  worth  knowing  and  fit  for  a prince  to  be  in- 
ftrufted  in,  to  exhort  him  truly  to  ferve  God,  follow  virtue,  and  abhor  vice, 
by  every  reafonable  way  and  method,  adapted  to  his  capacity  and  years,  and 
to  do  whatever  is  conducive  to  his  ftate,  benefit,  and  honour.

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This  beautiful  chapel  adjoins  on  the  South  to  the  chancel  of  St.  Mary’s 
church.  It  is  divided  by  three  windows  of  fix  days  on  each  fide,  and  under 
each  window  are  feven  flat  niches,  whofe  upper  half  is  tracery,  and  the  lower 
lefs  rich,  and  divided  by  an  embattled  fafeia,  and  at  each  end  of  each  divifion  a 
niche,  as  alfo  at  the  Eaft  end  of  the  chapel. 

Over  the  Weft  door  within  is  a rich  fafeia  of  vine  leaves  and  grapes  under 
another  of  rofes,  and  in  the  centre  of  both  Beauchamp  quartering  cheque  and  a 
chevron  Erm.  old  earl  of  Warwick , on  a fhield  of  pretence,  Fitzwalter  quarter- 
ing Defpencer , held  by  an  angel,  over  whom  are  fix  blank  lhields.  In  a fafeia 
of  great  and  fmall  oak-leaves  on  each  fide  of  the  door,  a rofe- — griffin — flower — 
lion  and  hare.  = fprig — oak  branch — bear  fupporting  a blank  lhield  before  two 
ragged  ftaves — a vine  branch.  On  each  fide  of  the  entrance  are  two  beautiful 
(lender  niches. 

The  feats  before  the  ftalls  have  on  their  backs  twelve  blank  (hields  in  quatre- 
foils,  and  on  the  elbows  a lion,  a griffin,  a bear  muzzled  and  collared.  On  the 
two  Weftern  feats  a lion,  griffin,  bear,  lion.  On  the  North  elbow,  griffin, 
lion,  bear.  The  knobs  on  the  fides  of  the  ftalls  have  ragged  ftaves;  ?m 
angel  holding  cheque  a chevron  Erm.  a griffin  collared  and  chained,  a bear 
and  ftaff,  and  ftaves,  acorns,  and  bear,  8cc. 

On  each  fide  of  the  hautpas  or  ftep  to  the  altar  is  a defk  and  two  fteps. 

The  painted  tracery  of  the  North  and  South  windows  is  damaged  and  indif- 
tinfl: ; but  feems  to  have  been  like  thofe  in  the  Eaft — angels  Angle  and  in  pairs, 
and  playing  on  mufical  inftruments. 

The  Eaft  window  is  compofed  of  arches  or  mouldings  filled  with  figures. 
In  the  outermoft  on  the  North  beginning  from  the  bottom  a female  faint  crown- 
ed holds  a fword  in  her  right  hand,  an  open  book  in  her  left. 

Another  holds  in  her  right  hand  a tower  of  two  (lories. 

Above  thefe,  angels  hold  A two  chevrons  G.  and  Beauchamp . 

An  angel  (lands  with  a cenfer.

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On  the  North  fide  of  this  chapel  is  a chantry  paved  with  red  and  black 
glazed  tilths ; one  layer  before  the  altar  had  arms.  On  the  North  fide  of  this 
chapel  is  a confeflionary,  afcended  to  by  five  well  worn  fteps : the  roof  fan- 
fathioned,  with  a central  flip  of  quatrefoils : three  North  windows  grated  and 
clofcd  by  fiiding  Hunters  pierced  with  flits  a la  Gothique : another  window 
into  the  Beauchamp  chapel.  At  the  Eaft  end  is  the  fite  of  an  altar 
under  the  window,  with  a fafeia  of  lozenge  work,  and  over  it  lion’s  faces 
and  Beauchamp  crofles,  and  a fafeia  of  oak  leaves  fided  by  two  rich  niches 
with  pedeftals ; the  roof  fan-fafliion.  In  the  Eaft  window. a fcroll  held  by  a 
hand  reverfed,  inferibed,

By  one  of  the  South  windows  is  a fmall  bafon  about  fix  inches  diameter  with 
a hole  and  Ihaft.  In  the  paffage  to  a Weftern  room  (through  which  is  the 
door  into  the  choir"),  are  four  feats,  and  oppofite  to  them  the  upper  part  of  a 
window,  as  if  opening  into  the  choir,  and  another  fuch  in  the  Weftern  room, 
paved  with  red  and  yellow  tiles,  oppofite  to  fix  grated  windows  looking  into  the 
chapel.  From  this  room  the  tower  is  afcended  to  the  chapel  leads. 

The  figure  of  the  founder  now  remaining  had  on  each  fide  of  him  his  two 
wives,  Elizabeth  daughter  of  Thomas  lord  Berkeley  and  Lifle,  and  Ifabel  lady 
Defpenfer  of  Glamorgan  and  Morgannock.  Under  them  was  Henry  his  fon  by 
his  fecond  wife,  and  Anne  countefs  of  Shrewfbury,  and  a daughter  Margaret 
countels  of  Shrewfbury,  Eleanor  duchefs  of  oSomerfet,  and  Elizabeth  lady  Lati- 
mer his  daughter  by  his  firft  wife.  • 

He  fettled  lands  for  the  maintenance  of  four  priefts  and  two  clerks  in  the 
collegiate  church  of  Wanvick,  over  and  above  the  number  there  before. 

The  money  left  for  the  repair  of  this  chapel  being  formerly  not  duly  paid, 
it  was  put  into  perfect  repair,  and  its  outfide  ornaments  renewed,  out  of  a 
fund  left  by  lady  Catherine.  Levefon  for  that  exprefs  purpofe,  under  the  di- 
rection of  truftees,  Richard  Gealt,  efq.  of  Blyth,  the  mayor  of  Warwick  for 
the  time  being,  and  others. 

Mr.  Bevan  of  Warwick  executed  the  painting.  Mr.  Collins,  from  a defign 
of  Lightoler,  made  the  altar-piece,  reprefenting  the  Annunciation  of  the  Vir- 
gin. The  Gothic  canopy  over  it,  being  deemed  too  heavy,  was  propofed  to  be 
removed.

London  ""t‘  fft'-  *7  ep‘mph  makes  her  die  among  the  Minoreffes  at 
London.  The  faft  is,  that  coming  over  with  her  husband's  corpfe  from  France 

accompanied  by  her  fon,  in  great  grief  and  much  indifpofed,  ilie  flopped  lbrne 
■me  at  Southmck  priory  by  the  fea-fide,  and  her  illnefs  continuing  fte  came 
to  the  houfe  of  the  Friars  Minors  at  London,  where  king  Henry  VI.  came  to 
fee  her  and  comfort  her.  She  recommended  her  fon  to  him,  and  fequefted 

church  of  T 7b  rTC“u°rS  approPriate  to  the  ™lueof  300  marks  to  the 
church  of  Tewksbury  for  the  maintenance  of  four  additional  monks  to  pray 

for  her  foul  in  the  new  chapel  which  ilie  had  founded.  To  this  the  king 
aifented,  and  left  her  with  his  Welling.  She  died  there  on  St.  John  the  Evan- 
gdilt  s day,  vi  kal.  January,  leaving  by  her  will  to  the  church  of  Tewksbury 
all  the  ornaments  of  her  head  and  body  which  flic,  wore  in  her  life-time,  of 
gold,  filver,  precious  ftones,  and  apparel,  to  the  value  of  300  marks,  and 
was  there  buried  on  the  ides  of  January,  at  her  father’s  right  hand,  by  Thomas 
Plufford  bilhop  of  Hereford  her  confeffor,  William  Briftow  abbot  of  Tewksbury 
and  John  abbot  of  Winchcombe,  and  there  is  now,  adds  the  Chronicler,  a mar- 
ble tomb  of  wonderful  workmanfliip  placed  over  her  remains  * 


The  top  of  the  chapel  is  richly  finilhed  with  archwork,  canopies,  and 
fimals  : the  roof  cunoufly  arched ; only  two  of  the  fix  pillars  of  blue  marble 
remain  to  fupport  it.

rtare.  and  their  daughter  Eleanor  was  four  defeents  removed  from  our  Ifabel. 


“ This  Lady  was  daughter,  and  at  length  foie  heirefs,  to  Thomas  LeDefpenfer 
earl  of  Gloucefter,  and  by  the  death  of  her  brother  Richard  and  elder  filler  Eliza- 
beth became  foie  heirefs  to  all  their  vaft  poffeflions,  among  which  was  the  patro- 
nage of  the  abbey  of  Tewkfbury.  She  firft  married  Richard  Beauchamp  earl  of 
Worcefter,  who  died  8 Henry  V.  and  was  buried  in  the  choir  at  Tewksbury  ; by 
whom  ihe  had  one  only  daughter,  Elizabeth,  married  to  Edward  Nevil  younger 
fon  to  the  earl  of  Weltmorlaml. 

By  difpenfation  from  the  pope,  file  married  that  potent  and  warlike  peer 
Richard  Beauchamp  earl  of  Warwick,  coufin  german  to  her  firll  hufband,  Who 
died  the  laft  day  of  April,  1439,  and  was  buried  under  the  noble  monument  ot 
brafs  in  the  middle  of  a chapel  of  his  own  foundation,  adjoining  to  the  col- 
legiate church  of  Warwick,  juft  before  deferibed.  By  him  ihe  had  Henry,  after- 
wards duke  of  Warwick,  and  Anne,  at  length  foie  heirefs  to  her  brother,  and 
married  to  Richard  Nevil  the  famous  earl  of  Warwick,  called  Make  King 
Their  portraits  on  glafs,  with  others  of  their  lineage,  were  long  extant  in  the 
church  of  Warwick.  She  furvived  her  husband  only  to  the  January  follow- 
ing, when  file  died,  as  is  mentioned  in  the  epitaph  on  her  tomb. 

She  willed  that  her  ftatue  fliould  be  made  all  naked,  with  her  hair  call 
backwards,  agreeably  to  the  cnilom  of  the  times,  according  to  the  defign  and 
model  that  one  Thomas  Porclialion  had  for  that  purpofe  ; and  Mary  Magdalen 
laving  her  hands  acrofs,  with  St.  John  the  Evangelift  on  the  right  fide,  and 
St’.  Anthony  on  the  left,  and  at  her  feet  a feutcheon  impaling  her  arms  with 
thofe  of  the  earl  her  late  hulband,  fupported  by  two  griffins  ; but  on  the  fide 
thereof  the  ftatues  of  poor  men  and  women  in  their  poor  array,  with  their  beads 
in  their  hands.  Her  great  templeys  with  the  baleys fold  to  the  utrnoll,  ihe

gave  to  tlie  monks  of  Tewksbury  J fo  tliat  they  grutcht  not  her  burial  there* 
and  what  elfe  (lie  had  appointed  to  be  done  about  the  fame.  To  that  abbey  the 
gave  her  wedding-gown,  and  all  her  doaths  of  gold  and  cloaths  of  filk  without 
furs,  faving  one  of  ruflet  velvet,  which  fhe  bellowed  on  St.  Winifrede.  But  hav- 
ing thus  difpofed  of  her  wardrobe,  for  the  ufe  of  the  faints,  fhe  feems  to  have 
had  very  different  thoughts  about  herfelf*  ordering,  “that  a ftatue  of  her  fhould 
be  made  all  naked,  with  her  hair  caft  backward,  according  to  the  defign  and  model 
that  one  Thomas  Porchalion  had  for  that  purpofe'.”  This  extreme  prohibiton  of 
all  covering  flowed  from  fome  principle  of  humility  in  this  good  lady,  who,  hav- 
ing divefted  herfelf  of  all  vain  ornaments  in  favour  of  our  lady  and  St.  Wini- 
frede, would  not  indulge  her  own  perfon  even  in  the  covering  of  the  hair  of 
her  head.  And  it  looks  by  the  legacy  to  the  monks  above  as  if  Ihe  liad  fome 
apprehenlions  that  they  would  not  relifli  or  comprehend  the  delicacy  of  fuch 
total  reftridtion  of  all  fuperfluities.  This  teftament  feems  to  record  the  name 
of  an  antient  ftatuary,  or,  it  may  be,  that  the  draught  or  defigri  of  the  ftatue 
was  only  depofited  in  the  hands  of  Porchalion. 

The  Chronicle  allures  us  this  tomb  was  ere&ed ; but  if  the  ftatue  were  ever 
placed  on  it,  both  are  now  deftroyed. 

The  North  fide  of  the  chapel  is  engraved  by  Hollar*  and  publifhed  in  Sir 
William  Dugdale's  Hiftory  of  Warwickfhire 

I fhould  have  noticed  before*  under  the  year  1421,  that  Ifabel’s  firft  husband 
Richard  Beauchamp  earl  of  Worcefter  was  flain  by  a wound  in  his  fide  front 
a ftone  from  an  engine  at  Mews  or  Meulenbur , in  France,  and  buried  April  25, 
at  'Tewksbury , at  the  end  of  the  choir,  between  the  choir  and  chapel  of  the 
former,  between  two  pillars,  where  his  widow  afterwards  caufed  to  be  built  a 
beautiful  Chapel,  dedicated  Aug.  2,  1438,  to  Mary  Magdalen,  St.  Barbara,  and 
St.  Leonard.  A year  and  ten  months  after  his  death  fhe  married  the  earl  of 
Warwick  at  Hanley  caftle,  the  ceremony  being  performed  by  John  Fordham 
prior  of  Worcefter,  in  the  prefence  of  William  Burton  abbot  of  Tewksbury  3. 


In  the  North  tranfept,  or  St.John’s  aile,  at  the  cathedral  of  Aberdeen,  built  144<i)» 
by  bifhop  Henry  Leighton,  is  his  figure  in  pontificalibus  on  an  altar  tomb, 
with  a canopy  j under  which  is  this  infcription,

He  was  tranflated  hither  from  Moray  1424.  or  1425,  and  was  one  of  the 

commifiioners  for  ranfoming  James  I.  and  returned  home  with  him.  He  fat 
there  eighteen  years,  and  by  his  epitaph  he  ieems  to  have  died  before  the  lay- 
ing on  of  the  roof,  which  was  blown  in  by  a violent  ftorm.  He  laid  the  foun- 
dation of  the  great  and  two  leffer  fteeples  4.  1640  a mafon  ftruck  out  Chrilis 

arms,  in  hewn  work,  on  each  end  of  hilltop  Dunbar's  tomb  s.

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?440.  Joan  Beaufort,  only  daughter  of  John  of  Gaunt,  by  Catharine  Swinforc^ 
was  firft  married  to  Sir  Robert  Ferrars,  knight,  fon  of  Robert  Ferrars  lord  of 
Wem  and  Overfley,  by  whom  file  had  iffiie  two  daughters ; and,  on  his 
death,  to  Ralph  Nevi-ll  firft  earl  of  Weftmorland,  of  whom  before,  p.  80. 
by  whom  flie  had  iffue  Richard  earl  of  Salisbury  (father  of  Richard  the  great 
'earl  of  Warwick  and  Salisbury,  called  the  King  Maker),  William  lord  Faucon- 
berg,  George  lord  Latimer,  Edward  lord  Bergavenny,  Robert  bifiiop  of  Durham,, 
Cuthbert,  Henry*  and  Thomas ; Catharine  duchefs  of  Norfolk,  remarried  to- 
Sir  John  Woodville  ; Eleanor  lady  Spencer,  afterwards  countefs  of  Northumber- 
land ; Anne  duchefs  of  Buckingham,  remarried  to  lord  Montjoy  ; Jane,  a nun • 
and  Cicely,  wife  of  Richard  Plantagenct  duke  of  York,  father  of  Edward  IV. 
and  Richard  III. 

She  died  on  the  feaft  of  St.  Brice*  Nov.  13,  1440,  19  Henry  VI.  and  was 
buried  on  the  South  fide  of  the  choir  at  Lincoln,  at  the  feet  of  her  mother* 
under  a plain  altar  tomb,  on  the  grey  marble  flab  of  which  was  her  figure  ill 
brafs,  plainer  than  her  mother’s,  and  the  upper  half  of  the  head  cut  off ; four 
fhields  under  her  feet,  and  a ledge,-  whereon  was  this  in-feription ; now  alt

1440.  In  the  church  of  St.  Bartholomew  the  Lefs,  Smithfeld,  is  a ftone  feven  feet 
PI.  two  inches  long,  by  three  feet  nine  inches  wide,  with  the  fmall  figures  of  a 
XL.  man.  He  is  in  a gown  with  bag  fleeves  and  a ftanding  cape  and  belt,  and  on 
his  head  a ftriped  cap  : his  wife  is  habited  in  a long  gown  fattened  with  a girdle 
juft  below  her  breafts,  with  fimilar  fleeves  reaching  to  her  wrifts,  and  a falling 
cape,  and  on  her  head  a kind  of  veil  headdrefs-.

Thefe  figures  fo  much  referable  the  family  of  Fountain  at  Narford,  en- 
graved by  Mr.  Blomefield,  and  referred  to  Vol.  I.  Introdu&ion,  p.  clvii.  that  as 
their  bralfes  are  gone  fince  his  time,  I have  thought  proper  to  copy  them  in  the 
fame  plate  with  the  above,  from  which  they  are  removed  only  by  the  interval  of 
thirteen  years.

Margaret  Holand,  third  daughter  of  Thomas  Holand  earl  of  Kent,  and  1440. 
lifter  and  coheir  of  Thomas  and  Edmund,  both  earls  of  Kent,  married  firft  to  PI 
John  earl  of  Somerfet,  of  whom  before,  p.  30.  by  whom  lhe  had  four  fons  XLII. 
and  two  daughters  *,  the  eldeft  daughter  a queen  of  Scotland  ; and  after  his  de- 
ceafe  to  Thomas  duke  of  Clarence  ; of  whom  p.  5 8 ; whom  lhe  alfo  furvived  ; 
and  died  Dec.  31,  1440,  having  in  her  life-time  eretfted  for  herfelf  and  two 
husbands  the  monument  ftill  remaining  in  St.  Michael's  chapel,  in  the  cathedral 
at  Canterbury , engraved  PI.  XLI.  XL1I. 

Her  figure  in  alabafter  reprefents  her  habited  in  a mantle,  kirtle,  and  furcot, 
her  lleeves  buttoned  down  to  her  wrifts,  her  mantle  fattened  acrofs  her  breaft 
by  a double  cordon  paflingover  two  cinquefoils ; a kind  of  neckerchief  covers  her 
neck.  On  her  head,  which  refts  on  a double  culhion  fupported  by  angels  flow- 
ing in  a veil,  the  ftudded  headdrefs,  the  hair  plaited  at  the  top  and  fides,  a 
coronet  of  jewels,  and  fuch  is  the  exadt  neatnefs  of  the  artift  that  he  has  expreft 
the  pins  that  fallen  the  back  of  her  cap.  At  her  feet,  which  are  folded  up  in 
her  robe,  two  collared  dogs  : on  the  third  finger  of  each  hand  lhe  wears  a 
ring. 

The  tomb,  which  is  of  grey  Suffex  marble,  is  adorned  at  the  fides  with  five 
beautiful  double  or  ftarred  quatrefoils,  which,  in  Weever’s  time  % had  Ihields  of 
arms,  on  the  left  thofe  of  Beaufort 3,  on  the  right  thofe  of  Clarence  ; the  bail- 
ment is  charged  with  ten  Angle  ones,  in  rondeaux.  The  brafs  fillet  round  the 
upper  ledge  was  gone  in  Weever’s  time,  fo  that  it  cannot  be  known  whether  it 
contained  the  precife  infcription  given  by  Weever  4,  from  a MS  in  the  Cotton  Li- 
brary, for  the  duke  of  Clarence,  or  whether  there  was  an  epitaph  for  the  three 
parties  buried  here  s. 

Sandford’s  plate  of  this  monument,  p.310,  is  fo  indifferent,  the  helmets 
being  reprefented  round  ; and  that  in  Dart’s  Canterbury  fo  inadequate  a repre- 
sentation ; that  I have  had  a new  one  taken  by  Mr.  Schnebbelie,  and  engraved  by 
Mr.  Bafire.  It  is  one  of  the  moft  elegant  1 know,  and  the  figures  on  it  of  the 
molt  finillied  and  elegant  workmanlhip.

Who  this  William  Scot  was  I have  not  been  able  to  find.  The  cardinal 
of  York,  to  whom  he  claims  kindred,  was  probably  archbilllop  Kemp,  fo  citated 
1439.  Neither  do  I find  St.  Gereon , on  whofe  feftival  he  died. 

J441.  Thomas  Holden  diredls  his  body  to  be  buried  in  a certain  chapel  to  be 
made  and  dedicated  within  a certain  college  newly  begun  to  be  built  and  made 
for  canons  regular  ftudying  within  the  walls  of  the  city  and  univerfity  of  Oxford. 
And  if  he  happened  to  die  before  the  faid  chapel  was  made,  then  his  body  to 
be  laid  for  a time  in  the  church  of  St.  Peter  or  St.  Michael  at  Oxford,  at  the 
diferetion  of  the  prior,  canons,  and  ftudents,  till  the  chapel  be  finilhed  and  com- 
plete, for  his  and  his  wife’s  burial.  This  will  is  dated  at  London,  Aug.  1,  1441, 
and  proved  Aug,  1 2,  fame  year  '. 

1441.  William  Cheyne,  efq.  \vas  to  be  buried  in  St.  Catherine’s  chapel,  in 
the  abbey  o£  St.  Mary  and  St.  Sexburga,  in  the  iile  of  Sbepey.  His  will  bears 
date  May  31,  1441  ; and  was  proved  June  14,  fame  year1*  His  monument 
may  have  been  one  of  the  many  large  flabs  now  laying  brafslefs  near  the  entrance 
of  the  choir,  to  which  they  have  been  removed  from  fome  other  place  or  part 
of  the  church.

He  was  prebendary  of  Stowe  in  Lindfey,  in  the  church  of  Lincoln,  in 
which  he  fucceeded  Gilbert  bifhop  of  London,  1411,  and  refigned  it  feveral 
years  before  his  collation  to  this  redtory. 

Newcourt4  fays  he  was  redtor  of  Harrow  1401  and  1432;  for  in  thofe 
years  as  redtor  he  prefented  to  the  vicarage.

buried  in  the  chapel  of  St.  Anne  in  Abbot/bury  abbey  '.

The  cujus  anime  propitietur  Dens  is  fludioufly  cut  away  from  all  the  brafles  in 
this  church. 

It  fhould  feem  by  this  epitaph  that  the  family  of  Barnevelt  were  early  in 
England.  It  is  believed  the  laft  of  the  family  died  and  was  buried  at  Enfield 
1786. 

The  monument  of  archbifhop  Chichele  in  the  choir  at  Canterbury  is  in  a 1443. 
rich  and  peculiar  ftyle.  A flat  canopy  painted  with  ftars  having  in  the  middle  P1- 
Canterbury  impaling  O.  a chevron  between  three  rofes,  and  on  the  top  a cor-  XLIII. 
nice  of  oak-leaves,  rerts  on  piers  once  charged  with  two  rows  of  figures  of  the  XLIV. 
apoflles,  the  places  of  four  fupplied  by  unmeaning  figures  of  Death,  Time, 
and  two  others  treading  on  a fcull  and  a fpade  % and  a third  row  of  empty 
fliallower  niches.  The  tomb  is  a table  on  three  pierced  arches,  under  which 
lies  a Ikeleton  on  a mattrafs,  and  on  the  top  the  archbifhop’s  figure  in  pontifi- 
calibus , with  mitre  and  pall,  jewels  on  the  back  of  his  hands,  which  are  joined 
and  elevated  : the  crofier  of  metal  and  probably  of  later  date,  lying  between 
his  left  arm  and  body  is  furmounted  by  a crofs  patee,  and  has  a round  knob 
in  the  middle  and  at  the  bottom.  Two  angels  fupport  the  cufhions  at  his  head, 
and  at  his  feet  kneel  two  monks  in  flowing  hair  like  peruques,  with  books  open 
before  them.  On  the  table  are  the  arms  of  Canterbury , Chichele , two  fwords  in

Heni?y  Chichele  was  fon  of  Thomas  Chichele  of  Higham  Ferrars4  by  Alice 
Pyncheon,  and  youngeft  of  three  fons,  of  whom  Robert  and  William  were 
grocers,  or  of  the  grocers’  company,  the  former  twice  lord  mayor  of  London, 
and  knighted,  and  the  latter  fheriff  and  alderman  of  the  fame  city  5.  From 
a letter  of  the  arclibiihop’s  to  Pope  Eugenius  IV.  in  t 442,  wherein  he  fpeaks  of 
himfelf  as  about  eighty  years  of  age,  he  was  probably  born  about  1362.  He 
was  educated  at  Winchefter  and  New  College;  proceeded  LL.  B.  1388;  was 
redtor  of  Llan  Varchel  1391;  of  St.  Stephen  Walbrook  1396,  which  redlory  he 
refigned  with  that  of  Eaft  Hendreth,  Wilts,  1397,  and  became  archdeacon  of 
Dorfet,  redtor  of  Brington,  c.  Northampton,  1 400  : canon  of  Salisbury  and 
LL.  D.  1398;  prebendary  of  Nantgwyty  in  the  collegiate  church  of  Aberguillv; 
redtor  of  Sherfton,  c.  Wilts;  archdeacon  of  Salisbury,  1402  ; canon  of  Lin- 
coln, 1403  ; chancellor  of  Salisbury  and  vicar  of  Odiam,  1404.  Metford 
bilhop  of  Salisbury  was  his  patron;  and  juft  after  his  death,  1406,  Henry  IV. 
named  him  his  embaitador  to  the  courts  of  Rome  and  France.  On  a fecond 
embaffy  to  Rome  the  fame  year  pope  Innocent  XII.  prefented  him  to  the  fee 
of  St.  David’s,  and  confecrated  him  bilhop  thereof  with  his  own  hands  at 
Sienna6,  1408.  In  1402  he  was  fent  to  the  council  of  Pifa,  and  1410  em-

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bnfudor  to  France;  and  again  1413,  on  the  acceffion  of  Henry  V. ; arid 
1+14  was  tranflated  to  Canterbury  at  the  moment  when  a formal  attack  had 
been  made  by  the  parliament  on  the  temporalities  of  the  church,  which  the 
kmg  was  warmly  exhorted  to  take  into  his  own  hands  in  the  exigency  of 
h,s  war  with  France,  The  adminiftration  of  the  kingdom  during  Henry’s  ab- 
fenee  was  committed  to  the  archbilhop',  and  he  had  a handfome  robe  of  crim- 
fon  velvet  embroidered  bequeathed  to  him  by  the  king's  will ' He  attended 
Ilenry  V.  in  France  at  feveral  lieges ; and  when  the  king  and  queen  returned 
home  1421  had  the  honour  of  crowning  the  latter,  and  the  fame  year  of 
baptizing  their  fon  Henry;  whom  he  afterwards  crowned.  On  the  diffolution 
ot  his  firit  parliament  the  archbifliop  retired  to  his  diocefe,  and  began  a pro- 
grels  through  his  province,  and  returned  to  court  only  to  accommodate  matters 
between  the  duke  of  Glouceller  and  the  bilhop  of  Winchefter.  The  reft  of  his 
lite  was  taken  up  in  refilling  the  encroachment  of  the  fee  of  Rome  both  on 
his  own  rights  and  thofe  of  the  crown.  From  this  time  he  appears  to  have 
attended  folely  to  the  affairs  of  the  church,  and  its  deliverance  from  papal 
ufurpations,  and  to  adls  of  munificence.  In  1437  he  iaid  the  foundation  of  a 
college  in  Oxford,  for  the  maintenance  of  certain  perfons  to  pray  for  the  fouls 
of  the  faithful  in  general,  but  more  particularly  for  the  fouls  of  filch  Englilh- 
men  as  had  fallen  in  the  war  with  France.  It  confilfed  at  firft  of  a warden 
and  twenty  fellows,  with  a power  of  augmenting  the  number  to  forty.  He 
coilfecrated  the  chapel  himfelf,  144-,  and  the  members  took  poffeffion  of  the 
building,  on  which,  and  other  appurteliances,  the  munificent  founder  expended 
near  9,000.  betides  donations  to  New  College,  the  univerfity  cheft,  and  the 
public  library.  He  had  before  founded  there  an  houfe  for  the  fcholars  of  the  Cif- 
tertian  order,  dedicated  to  the  Virgin  Mary  and  St.  Bernard  now  part  of  St.  John’s 
College;  a college  at  Higham  Ferrers,  for  a mailer  and  eight  chaplains,  four 
clerks,  and  fix  chorifters,  and  a mailer  to  teach  grammar  and  church  mufic,  and 
an  hofpital  for  the  poor  of  the  town  ftili  fubfifting.  He  expended  much  alfo 
on  his  cathedral  at  Canterbury  and  palace  at  Lambeth.  At  length  being  arrived 
at  the  age  of  eighty,  he  folicited  the  pope’s  permiffion  to  refign  his  dignity, 
and  provide  for  his  eternal  interefts ; but  before  the  pontiff’s  confeilt  was  re- 
ceived he  died,  and  was  buried  in  a tomb  erefted  by  himfelf  in  his  life-time, 
wherein  the  prior  and  monks,  in  confideration  of  his  liberality  to  their  church, 
enSaged  1°  fee  his  body  depofited,  and  that  no  one  elle  lliould  ever  be  buried 
in  that  quarter.  His  monument  is  from  time  to  time  repaired  by  his  college ; 
and  to  fome  fuch  repair  in  the  beginning  of  this  century  the  four  figures  of 
fo  different  a ftyle  from  the  reft  are  to  be  referred. 

The  great  outlines  of  this  prelate’s  life  will  fet  his  character  above  the  reach 
of  the  uncandid  refleflions  of  the  new  editors  of  the  Biographia  Britannica, 
who  have  undertaken  to  draw  chara&ers.  An  elegant  life  of  him  lias  juft 
been  written  by  Dr.  Spenfer,  Fellow  of  All  Soul’s  College 3. 
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Cardinal  Luxembourg,  bifhop  of  Ely,  who  died  the  fame  year,  has  a plainer  i443« 
monument  in  the  South  Eaft  corner  of  the  presbytery  of  his  cathedral,  between 
two  pillars  near  the  altar  of  the  Holy  reliques4,  under  a canopy  of  three  arches  : 
the  tomb  embattled  and  adorned  with  five  plain  quatrefoils  and  blank  Ihields 
has  his  figure  in  ftone  in  his  cardinal’s  habit,  his  hands  joined.

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Lewis  de  Luxembourg,  archbifhop  of  Rouen,  for  his  attachment  to  the 
•Englifh  intereft  during  the  wars  in  France*  and  by  the  intert-ft  of  the  duke  of 
Bedford,  who  took. his  niece  to  his  fecond  wife,  was  promoted  to  the  lee  of  Ely 
during  a difpute  between  the  monks  and  Henry  V.  1438,  on  the  death  of 
bifhdp  Morgan.  lie  was  created  cardinal  prieft  by  pope  Eugenius  IV.  1439  ; 
hut  whether  cardinal  biihop  may  be  difputed  He  governed  this  diocele  wholly 
by  bis  vicars  general,  being  hardly  ever  relident  in  it,  or  having  any  inter- 
courle  with  the  convent ; and,  after  having  filled  the  fee  five  years  and  a half* 
died  at  his  manor  houfe  at  Hatfield,  Sept.  i8>  1443,  in  the  church  of  which 
town  his  bowels  were  interred,  and  his  heart  carried  over  to  his  metropolitan 
church  of  Rouen,  by  his  fervants,  who,  to  the  number  of  38,  had  licence  to 
depart  the  realm  Nov.  16,  1443  % with  their  effe&s,  horfes,  8cc  3. 

Mr.  Bentham's  print  puts  a cardinal's  hat  on  his  head,  which  Mr.  Cole  affirms 
to  be  only  a mitre,  and  that  there  is  no  inftance  of  a hat  on  Englilh  monuments. 
The  monument  is  now  fliut  up  by  the  new  wainfeot  of  the  chancel ; fo  that 
the  difpute  can  never  be  decided.  The  hat  however  appears  plainly  on  cardinal 
Beaufort’s  figure,  of  which  by  and  by.  His  arms  Mr.  Cole4  obferves  are  mif- 
reprefented  in  Anglia  Sacra,  I.  668.  and  muft  have  been  the  fame  with  thofe 
of  his  neice  Jaquilina  duchefs  of  Bedford,  as  before  Rated,  p.  113. 

I444.  Under  an  arch,  on  the  South  fide  of  the  choir  at  Winhorn  minjler , c.  Dorfet, 
PI.  is  an  altar  tomb  of  grey  marble,  with  the  alabafter  figures  of  a man  and  woman 
XLV.  holding  each  other  by  the  hand.  He  is  in  armour,  a pointed  helmet  with  a 
XL VI.  coronet  on  his  head,  and  on  the  frontlet  of  his  helmet  is  inferibed  |{)tt  tUCrCV* 
a collar  of  SS  round  his  neck,  and  to  it  pendant  a circular  from  a tringular  ring. 
His  fhoulder  pieces  are  of  a new  and  fingular  form  ; the  feam  of  his  arm  and 
knee  pieces,  and  the  top  of  his  gauntlets  richly  embroidered,  as  are  alfo  his  belt 
and  fpur  ftraps  : a fword  at  his  left  fide,  on  his  right  his  dagger ; on  the  hilt 
of  which  is  inferibed  i \)  £.  A garter  round  his  left  knee.  His  head  is  fup- 
ported  by  two  angels ; at  his  feet  a lion  with  a very  long  tail  looking  up  and 
biting  the  point  of  his  fword  ; his  left  hand  holds  on  his  breaft  one  of  his 
gauntlets,  which  have  knobs  on  the  knuckles  like  thofe  of  the  Black  Prince ; 
his  right  hand  clafps  his  lady’s.  She  is  dreft  in  a veil  headdrefs  with  a rich 
coronet  over  it,  and  her.  hair  rolled  up  plain  in  front  and  at  the  fides ; a 
collar  of  SS,  like  her  husband’s,  and  to  it  pendant  from  a triangular  ring  a jewel 
of  the  fame  fhape  ; Hie  has  a kirtle  with  long  ftrait  lleeve,  furcot,  mantle,  and 
cordon  held  up  in  her  left  hand.  Her  head  is  fupported  by  two  angels ; and  at 
her  feet  is  an  antelope,  which  Sandford  calls  a bull.  She  has  a ring  on  the  fore- 
finger of  her  right  hand,  two  on  the  fecond,  and  three  on  the  third.  Her  head 
reclines  to  the  left  ; and  her  fingers  of  her  left  hand  are  rather  long.  There 
were  on  the  South  fide  of  the  tomb  five  brafs  fhields  let  into  the  ftone,  but 
there  is  now  no  brafs  plate,  efcucheon,  or  infeription,  on  any  part  of  the  tomb. 

It  was  erected  for  John  duke  of  Somerset,  fecond  fon  of  John  before  men- 
tioned p.  30,  who  died  May  27,  1444,  and  Margaret  his  wife,  grandmother 
of  Henry  VII.  and  is  one  of  the  moft  elegant  and  heft  preferved  monuments  of 
its  time,  and  being  worthy  a better  draught  than  that  in  Sandford,  I have  in- 
ferted  two  views  of  it,  drawn  by  Mr.  Schnebbelie.

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kichard  II.  and  one  of  her  maids  of  honour.  She  died.  1416,  and  her 
figure  is  reprefented  on  the  tomb  with  him.  His  fecond  wife  was  Katherine, 
daughter  of  Anfketill  Malory  of  Winwick  and  relied:  of  Ralph  Grene  of  Draiton. 
She  died  1444-  23  Henry  V.  leaving  a daughter,  Alana,  married  to  Sir  Thomas 
Warnton,  and  another  a minorefs  at  Brufyerd. 

Weever  ' makes  feveral  miftakes  about  the  place  of  his  interment,  putting  it 
at  Norwich  and  Cromer,  miftaking  the  latter  for  Felbrigge,  where  he  eroded 
the  monument  in  queftion,  on  the  death  of  his  firft  wife,  and  accordingly 
there  are  blanks  in  the  infcription  for  the  day,  month,  and  year,  wherein  his  death 
fhould  happen,  which  were  never  filled  up,  becaufe  he  afterwards . altered  his 
mind,  and  ordered  himfelf  to  be  buried  in  the  Black  Friars  at  Norwich.  His 
fecond  lady,  who  furvived  him  about  nineteen  years,  diredfs  by  will  her  burial 
in  this  church,  near  the  body  of  Sir  Simon  her  husband  \ 

His  firft  wife,  Margaret,  is  here  reprefented  in  the  fame  headdrefs  as  lady 
Burgate  before  defcribed,  which  probably  was  a foreign  fafhion  imported  with 
queen  Anne  3:  the  mantle,  gown  with  long  mitten  fleeves,  and  double  cordon. 

Above  the  double  canopy  over  him  are  the  arms  of  Edward  the  ConfeffoF 
and  Richard  II.  as  on  the  pennon,  and  over  her  the  fame,  impaling  the  fpread 
‘eagle  with  two  heads  crowned,  quartering  the  lion  rampant,  the  arms  of 
Richard’s  queen  Anne.  Thefe  laft  are  on  the  central  finial : on  each  fide  of 
which  under  the  fhields  are  what  Mr.  Anftis  4 takes  to  be  fetter  locks,  his  de- 
vice ; adding,  that  Sir  George  Felbrigge  of  Playford,  Suffolk,  younger  brother 
of  Sir  Simon,  fealed  with  the  creft  of  a lion’s  head  erafed  within  a fetter-lock. 
1 fhould  rather  take  them  on  Sir  Simon’s  tomb  for  garters,  as  on  the  tomb  of 
Walter  lord  Hungcrford  at  Salifbury. 

This  monument  very  much  refembles  that  of  Burgate  before  given. 
Mr.  Anftis  has  engraved  the  whole  5 ; but  not  exadl  in  minute  particulars  about 
the  man’s  figure,  nor  in  the  infcription,  which  runs  thus  :

Sir  George  Felbrigge  younger  brother  of  Sir  Simon  and  lord  of  the  manor 
of  Playford  in  Suffolk,  died  1400  9.  and  was  buried  in  the  North  wall  of  the 
nave  of  Playford  church,  in  a chantry  founded  by  him.  His  flab  remains, 
and  on  it  his  figure  in  complete  armour,  a pointed  helmet,  whifkers,  and  gorget 
of  mail,  and  gauntlets,  a lion  rampant  on  his  breaft,  a lword  and  dagger,  piked 
fhoes,  a lion  at  feet.  The  canopy  over  him  refts  on  double  pillars,  ■ with  an 
embattled  bafe  of  quatrefoils  ; in  the  point  of  the  arch  a lion  rampant.  The

On  the  keyftone  of  the  porch  an  angel  holds  the  arms  of  Felbrigge.  In  the 
window  Weever  faw  John  Felbrydge  and  Margery  his  wife. 

Thomas  Browne,  hifliop  of  Norwich,  who  died  at  his  palace  at  Hoxne,  Udt 
having  fat  ten  years,  was  buried,  according  to  his  will,  in  the  upper  part  of  the  5 
nave  of  his  cathedfal,  which  he  calls  bis  fpoufe  near  the  middle  of  the  altar  of 
St.  William’,  before  the  great  rood  loft  which  he  had  new  made  !.  He  ordered 
a marble  ftone  to  be  laid  over  him,  with  his  effigies,  and  a circumfcription  of 
copper,  his  own  and  the  founder’s  arms  impaled,  with  his  name,  obit,  &c.  in 
gilt  letters,  and  the  fame  arms  on  laton  were  to  be  fixed  on  every  pillar  in  the 
church4.  r

ftone  for  John  Gaal,  to  whom  Margaret,  queen  of  Henry  VI.  granted  a term  of  * 
ten  years  in  Earlsbury  manor  here,  Salmon ! gives  this  : not  now  to  be  found  s.

On  the  South  fide  of  the  choir  at  Tewksbury,  before  the  chapel  erefled  by  1445. 
Elizabeth  Burgherft  ’ to  the  memory  of  her  husband  Edward  lord  Defpenfer 
and  defcribed  Vol.  I.  p.  t33,  lies  a large  brafslefs  ftone  covering  the  remains  of 
Henry  Beauchamp,  fon  and  heir  of  Richard  and  Ifabel  before  mentioned, 
who  died  in  his  22nd  year,  June  11,  1445,  at  Hanley8,  where  he  was  born, 
and  was  buried  in  the  midft  of  the  choir  at  the  head  of  Prince  Edward ».  A 
cuiious  circumftance  attended  this  young  nobleman,  that  being  created  duke  of 
Warwick  by  Henry  VI.  the  duke  of  Buckingham  fo  refented  his  precedence 
that  the  king  was  obliged  to  make  that  precedence  alternately  annual IO,

The  flab  is  of  grey  purbeck  marble,  on  which  is  inlaid  in  brafs 
the  figure  of  a lady,  her  headdrefs  reticulated,  in  the  fhort  veil,  the  hair  at  the 
fides  of  her  face  concealed  in  jewels,  over  all  a coronet ; a rich  necklace,  and 
from  it  a jewel  pendant ; her  hands  elevated,  a large  ring  with  a prominent 
jewel  on  the  third  finger  of  the  right  hand  ; a mantle  and  cordon  : on  her 
mantle  lions  rampant,  the  arms  of  Powys ; afurcot  and  kirtle  faced  with  ermine 
falling  like  a fhort  apron  before,  and  an  ermine  fkirt  to  her  kirtle  ; a triple 
canopy  over  her  head,  on  the  three  arches  of  which  are  thefe  words,

The  words  in  hooks  are  covered  by  the  arch  of  the  Roos  monument  above, 
but  were  laid  open  by  me.  Two  or  three  at  the  head  are  flill  concealed. 

At  the  corners  are  the  fymbols  of  the  four  evangelifls. 

Weever4  calls  this  a time-eaten  infeription  : whereas,  except  two  cracks  acrofs 
the  SE  arid  NW  corners  of  the  flab,  it  is  as  fair  as  when  firfl  eredled,  and  the 
ends  of  the  arch  above  feem  to  have  flood  on  the  Eaft  and  Weft  fide  of  the 
infeription  aborigine  before  his  time;  though  he  adds  Tiptoft , but  not  Johanni , 
after  jniliti,  which  words,  with  the  others  in  the  hooks,  were  concealed  till  1 
caufed  them  to  be  opened  this  year.  He  omits  Caroli,  and  leaves  an  unneceffary 
blank  after  Marchie.  He  found  this  Joice  to  have  been  daughter  5 and  co-heir 
of  Edward  Charlton  lord  Powys,  in  Wales,  wife  of  John  lord  Tiptoft,  firftof 
that  furname.

his  wife,  widow  of  Roger  Mortimer,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  one  of  the  fivd 
fitters  of  Edmund  Holand  earl  of  Kent,  who  was  taken  and  beheaded  by  the 
populace  at  Cirencefter,  5 Henry  IV.  She  was  1 8 at  her  father’s  death,  9 Henry  V. 
1404,  confequently  forty-two  at  her  own  deceafe.  Her  fitter  Joan  was  twenty- 
one  at  her  father’s  death,  which  is  all  we  know  of  her. 

Joice’s  hufband,  Sir  John  Tiptoft,  was  nephew  to  Robert  the  laft  lord  Tiptoft, 
who  died  46  Edward  III.  1373,  and  in  whom  ended  the  elder  branch  of 
his  family.  Sir  John  bore  the  title  of  lord  Tiptoft  and  Powis,  8 Hen- 
ry  VI.  1430,  and  in  right  of  his  wife  had  fummons  to  parliament  20  Hen- 
ry VI.  as  lord  Tiptoft  and  Powys.  He  was  conftituted  chief  butler  of  Eng- 
land 8 Henry  IV.  next  year  treafurer  of  the  king’s  houfholcl,  fenefchal  of 
Landar  in  the  duchy  of  Aquitaine,  and  governor  of  the  cattle  of  Ax  3 Henry  V. 
fenefchal  of  Aquitaine  next  year,  and  embaflador  to  the  king  of  the  Romans, 
at  whofe  court  he  continued  fome  time.  5 Henry  V.  he  ferved  in  the  wars 
in  France,  was  conftituted  prefident  of  the  king’s  Exchequer,  and  other  judicial 
courts  in  Normandy,  and  treafurer  of  that  duchy  ; 3 Henry  VI.  chief  fteward 
of  the  king’s  cattles  and  lordfhips  throughout  Wales  and  the  marches,  which 
lately  belonged  to  Edmund  fon  of  Roger  Mortimer  earl  of  March,  and  by  reafon 
of  the  minority  of  Richard  duke  of  Norfolk  his  coulin  and  heir  were  in  the 
king’s  hands.  10  Henry  VI.  he  was  governor  of  the  cattle  of  Merk  in  Picardy, 
lie  was  fummoned  to  parliament  from  4 to  15  Henry  VI.  inclufive,  and  died 
on  the  Thurfday  preceding  the  Purification  of  the  Virgin  Mary  21  Henry  VI. 
leaving  iffue  a fon  and  four  daughters,  and  feized  among  other  lands  in  different 
counties,  of  the  manor  and  cattle  of  Burwell ',  (the  family  eftate  in  Cambridge- 
fliire),  and  of  Enfield  and  Sheperton,  Middlefex  *.  A third  of  the  manor  of  Durant 
in  Enfield  was  held  by  Sir  John  Wrothe  (who  died  20  Richard  II.)  in  right  of  his 
wife  Maud  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Sir  Thomas  Durant 3.  His  fitter  Agnes  mar- 
ried Sir  Pain  father  of  Sir  John  Tiptoft  the  hufband  of  Joice,  whofe  fon  was 
thus  probably  led  to  purchafe  a manor  in  Enfield,  which  from  his  fon  John, 
who  was  fixteen  years  of  age  at  his  father’s  death,  and  created  earl  of  Worcefter 
27  Henry  VI.  1449,  obtained  the  name  of  the  manor  of  Worcefter.  The  in- 
quifition  taken  at  Weftminfter  on  the  death  of  the  faid  earl  of  Worcefter  ftates, 
that  he  died  feifed  of  the  manor  of  Enfield,  called  Typtoffe  manor,  otherwife 
Wrothes  manor,  and  alfo  the  manor  of  Sheperton ; but  I cannot  find  any  con- 
veyance, either  by  deed  or  grant,  when  the  Tiptofts  became  firft  pofleft  of  thefe 
lands,  by  reafon  that  no  inquifition  appears  of  the  Mandevilles.  It  may  be 
prefumed,  that  the  faid  John  Lord  Tiptoft  might,  about  the  time  of  his  being 
created  earl  of  Worcefter,  become  pofleft  of  Enfield  manor.  It  fhould  feem 
by  Norden’s  words,  that  the  old  palace  in  Enfield  town  was  the  manfion- 
houfe  of  this  eftate.  “ Enfielde-houfe  Queene  Elizabeth’s  builded  by  an  earle  of 
JVorceJler."  Certain  it  is  that  this  palace  was  a part  of  the  fame  eftate,  which,  after 
patting  through  a feries  of  lords,  and  having  been  during  the  pofleflion  of  the 
late  lord  improved  by  the  addition  of  different  purchafes  to  be  the  beft  private 
eftate  in  the  county,  was  on  his  death,  by  the  folly  and  extravagance  of  his 
reprefentatives,  parceled  out  under  the  autftioneer’s  hammer. 

Upon  examining  this  monument,  with  Mr.  Schnebbelie,  Ottt.  23,  1788,  and 
fearching  after  the  body,  where  it  might  probably  be  depolited,  we  firft  made  a 
hole  on  the  North  fide  of  the  altar  tomb  or  farcophagus,  at  the  middle  joint,  and 
another  at  the  feet  or  Eaft  end,  and  by  palling  a candle  in,  it  was  found  that  the

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Eaftern  half  of  the  tomb  was  empty,  and  the  YVeflefn  half  filled  with  rubbte 
ftones,  and  that  the  fides  of  the  llone  tumb  or  farcophagus,  which  is  eleven  feet 
long,  were  at  lead  eleven  inches  thick.  As  it  feemed  not  at  all  probable  that  the 
body  had  been  depolited  in  fuch  a place,  we  were  led  by  a projeflion  of  brick 
work  on  the  North  fide  of  the  bafe  to  the  crown  of  an  arch  of  the  fame  material, 
which  being  broken  into  was  found  to  open  into  a vault  or  grave  of  rough  arch- 
work, feven  feet  from  Eaft  to  Weft,  three  feet  feven  from  North  to  South,  and 
four  feet  one  inch  high.  This  appeared  to  have  been  formerly  pierced  from 
the  South  or  chancel  fide ; whether  from  curiofity  or  any  other  motiv  e 
was  uncertain  ; but  the  aperture  had  been  ftopt  only  by  Angle  bricks,  and 
was  capable  of  admitting  a man,  and  was  nearer  the  bottom  than  our  opening 
on  the  oppofite  fide.  Ill  this  vault  were  one  ffcull,  four  thigh  and  other  bones, 
pieces  of  a wooden  coffin,  and  an  iron  handle.  This  vault  being  diredtly  under 
the  tomb  above,  and  extending  beyond  it  only  on  the  North  fide,  was 
probably  entered  originally  from  that  fide;  and  on  the  decay  of  other 
two  vaults,  under  the  adjoining  veftry  (then  probably  a chantry  chapel)  may 
have  been  applied  to  the  burial  of  other  perfons  befides  the  noble  owner, 
who  may  have  been  made  to  give  place  to  them.  Such  at  lead  appears  the 
heft  way  of  accounting  for  the  abfence  of  her  corpfe,  which  has  evidently  ex- 
perienced a harder  fate  than  that  of  Humphry  duke  of  Glucefter,  who  was  found 
above  two  hundred  and  fifty  years  after  his  interment,  in  a vault  of  a funilar  fitu- 
ation,  fize,  and  form.  Whether  this  good  lady  gave  place  to  her  relations  the 
Roofes,  or  to  any  other  parifhioiier  of  Enfield,  is  uncertain  : but  that  this  vault 
was  the  place  of  her  interment  there  is  every  probability  to  conclude.  The  vaults 
under  the  veftry  appear  to  have  been  appropriated  to  the  lords  of  the  manor. 

There  will  be  lefs  difficulty  in  accounting  for  the  abfence  of  this  Lady’s  corpfe 
from  her  vault,  if  we  attend  to  what  happened  in  fearching,  in  confequence  of 
the  requeft  of  lord  Howard  of  Audley,  for  the  body  of  Margaret  eldeft  daugh- 
ter of  lord  chancellor  Audley,  and  fecond  wife  of  Thomas  duke  of  Norfolk 
beheaded  1572  '.  She  died  at  Norwich,  Feb.  7,  1563,  and  was  buried  with 
great  funeral  pomp,  the  18th,  in  St.  John  Baptift’s  church  in  Maddermarket, 
on  the  North  fide  of  the  choir  \ On  digging  on  this  fpot  the  workmen  found 
an  arched  grave,  which,  from  its  fituation,  contents,  and  internal  decorations, 
left  no  reafon  to  doubt  of  its  being  the  repofitory  of  this  noble  perfonage.  The 
vault  is  about  three  feet  and  a half  from  the  furface  of  the  floor,  and  exatftly 
fix  feet  in  length  within,  eighteen  inches  wide  at  the  head,  and  twelve  and  a 
half  at  the  feet,  diminilhing  from  head  to  feet  in  ftrait  lines,  and  the  fides  and 
end  ornamented  each  alike  with  a crofs  fleury  of  a dulky  red.  The  depth  was  two 
feet  three  inches  from  the  bottom  to  the  fpring  of  the  arch,  which  is  femicircular 
and  covered  within  by  ftrong  ftucco  a quarter  of  an  inch  thick.  The  bricks 
are  eleven  inches  by  five,  and  two  inches  three  quarters  thick.  There  is  no 
brick  floor,  hut  ftucco  half  an  inch  thick  laid  on  fand.  The  corpfe  was  almoft 
entirely  reduced  to  dull: : one  fmall  piece  of  the  os  ilium , which  was  as  light  as  if 
it  had  been  calcined,  and  as  much  hair  as  would  fill  two  hands,  were  all  the 
remains  that  were  found.  A lock  of  this  hair  being  compared  with  a portrait  of 
the  lady  by  Lucas  de  Heere  now  at  Audley  inn,  was  found  to  be  of  the  fame  caft. 
If  fo  little  was  left  of  a human  body  after  the  lapfe  of  225  years,  the  additional 
term  of  1 1 7 to  the  interval  between  lady  Tiptoft’s  burial  and  the  opening  of  her 
vault  will  remove  all  difficulty,  and  the  duplicate  hones  may  have  belonged  to 
others  of  her  family.

“ This  Ifabel  was  certainly  married  to  Sir  Thomas  Lovell  Knight  of  the  Garter 
and  Banneret  in  the  time  of  Henry  VII.  and  file  lies  buried  in  Enfield  church, 
on  the  North  fide  of  the  altar,  in  an  altar-tomb,  without  infcription,  feen  by  me 
Peter  Le  Neve  Norry.  1 queftion  whether  fhe  was  married  to  Thomas  Grey  \ 
Sir  George  Manners  calls  Sir  Thomas  Lovell  his  uncle  in  his  will.”  This  mifi* 
take,  fo  extraordinary  in  Mr.  Norroy,  mutt  have  arifen  from  his  confounding 
the  arch  above  with  the  altar-tomb  below  ; and  at  once  explains  the  fucceflion 
of  thefe  tombs  as  well  as  of  the  manor.  Mr.  Blomefield4  is  guilty  of  the  fame 
inaccuracy  when  he  fays  Sir  Thomas  Lovell’s  lady  is  buried  in  Enfield  church, 
on  the  North  fide,  under  an  altar  tomb,  with  an  infcription  in  brafs,  and  Lovell 
and  Mufwell’s  arms  quartered  impaling  Roos. 

I come  now  to  defcribe  the  monument  erefted  to  the  memory  of  the  Roofes, 
probably  fifty  years  after  lady  Joice’s  deceafe,  which  has  been  fo  egregioufly  con- 
founded with  her  tomb,  over  which  it  was  fet  up. 

On  the  canopy  or  furbaft  arch  of  ftone  over  this  tomb  on  each  fide  is  a hel- 
met on  a torfe  furmounted  by  a headlefs  peacock  fitting,  the  tail  fpread. 

Over  the  point  of  the  arch  hangs  under  the  helmet  a fhield  with  three  water- 
bougets  (Roos)  quartering  a fefs  between  two  barrs  gemels.  Baddlefmere. 

In  the  fpandrils  on  each  fide  quarterly,  1.  three  waterbougets ; Roos  of  Ham- 
lake,  her  hufband’s  greatgrandmother.

There  is  a fingularity  in  the  mode  of  quartering  the  arms  in  the  atchieve- 
ments  of  the  Rutland  family  in  Enfield  church,  which  is  worth  noticing.  In- 
Itead  of  blending  the  coats  introduced  by  the  heirefs  of  Tiptoft  with  thofe  of 
Roos,  as  is  ufual,  the  family  of  Roos  bringing  them  into  that  of  Manners,  they 
are  kept  in  diftindl  quarters  ; the  coats  of  Roos  in  the  fecond,  thofe  of  Tiptoft 
in  the  third.  This  was  probably  done  in  refpedt  of  the  high  rank  and  dignity 
of  the  Tiptoft  family,  and  as  an  extraordinary  mark  of  refpedt,  becaufe  it  in- 
troduced a quarter  compofed  of  the  royal  infignia.  William  Fitzwilliam,  earl 
of  Southampton,  who  alfo  quartered  the  arms  of  Tiptoft,  through  the  heirs  of 
Nevile  marquis  Montacute  and  Inglethorpe,  treated  them  with  like  refpe<ft,  mar- 
Ihaling  in  his  atchievement,  firft  Nevile  and  its  quarterings ; fecondly  Tiptoft , 
with  thofe  that  family  had  a right  to  ; thirdly  Inglethorpe , in  like  manner ; as 
appears  by  his  garter-plate  at  Windfor,  by  an  atchievement  of  his  in  painted  glafs, 
in  po'flelfion  of  the  late  Mr.  Brooke,  Somerfet  Herald  ; and  by  his  infignia  pla- 
ced in  various  parts  of  Vifcount  Montacute’s  houfe  at  Cowdrey  in  Suflex,  which 
he  built,  and  which  was  deftroyed  by  fire  1794. 

PI.  In  repairing  the  church  at  Enfield,  1789,  was  found  in  the  Eaft  battlements 
XLIX*.  of  the  Veftry  a ftone  with  a date  in  capitals,  A.  Domini  1531,  which  fixes  the 
erection  of  the  arch  over  lady  Tiptoft’s  tomb,  if  not  a rebuilding  or  repairing 
the  whole  veftry,  to  Thomas  earl  of  Rutland,  and  at  this  time  probably  Joice’s 
vault  was  opened  and  plundered. 

In  one  of  the  clereftory  windows  of  the  North  aile,  in  a Garter  with  its  motto 
under  an  Imperial  crown,  are  the  arms  of  Henry  VIII.

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I447.  Humphrey  duke  of  Gloucester,  who  was  an  efpecial  benefactor  to  the 
PI.  abbey  at  Si.  Alban's , and  died,  not  without  fufpicion  of  being  ftrangled,  at  Bury, 
L.  Feb.  24,  1446,  in  his  56th  year,  has  on  the  South  fide  of  the  proto- martyr's 
HI.  fhrine  a.magnificent  monument ',  eredted  by  abbot  Whethamtted,  who  in  archi- 
LII.  tedture  was  the  Wykeham  of  his  time,  and  has  fprinkled  his  device  the  wheat 
ears  over  all  his  works.  The  canopy  confifts  of  one  large  and  two  fmall 
pointed  arches,  befides  one  more  in  relief  on  each  pier,  the  latter  divided  into 
two  compartments,  in  the  lower  of  which  were  fmall  fhields  of  his  arms  in 
quatrefoils  under  a cornice  of  wheat-ears  in  vafes  on  pedeftals  % which  appear 
alfo  at  the  head  and  feet  of  the  canopy,  as  reprefented  in  Plate  LI.  fig.  2, 
Thefe  are  the  fignature  or  rebus  of  the  architect,  as  the  lizard  of  Saurus  and 
the  frog  of  Batrachus  in  claffical  antiquity.  The  open  arches  are  divided  by- 
pendants  ; the  mouldings  of  the  arches  are  charged  with  rich  vine  branches, 
the  capitals  of  the  pillars  with  oak  leaves.  The  roof  of  the  arch  is  fan-work 
with  two  open  pendants  in  the  centre  of  the  fmaller  arches.  In  the  fpandrils 
of  all  the  arches  together  are  ten  fhields  of  his  arms ; France  and  England  in  a 
border J.  Thefe  are  feven  times  repeated  on  the  fafcia,  of  a larger  fize,  four 
of  them  furmounted  by  ducal  coronets  in  circled  by  a fafcia  of  the  fame  vafes 
of  wheat-ears,  as  Plate  LI.  fig.  1.  the  other  three  are  furmounted  with  helmets 
and  mantles,  formerly  crefted  with  a lion  paflant  guardant,  but  the  crefts  are 
gone.  All  the  feven  were  fupported  by  antelopes  feiant  gorged  and  chained, 
as  reprefented  Plate  LI.  fig.  4. 

In  the  piers  of  the  four  large  and  two  leffer  days  of  open  work  above,  which 
reft  on  a bafe  of  clofe  arch-work  in  relief,  are  feventeen  figures  of  kings.  Thofe 
only  on  the  South  fide  remain,  and  are  exhibited  in  Plate  LII.  together  with  the 
only  one  from  the  North  fide,  now  preferved  in  the  loft  over  the  lockers.  There 
is  a peculiarity  in  the  forefhortned  fquatnefs  of  thefe  figures,  which  are  concei- 
ved in  a ruder  ftyle  than  one  would  have  expected  in  fo  elegant  a monument. 
Are  we  from  the  figure  of  one  king  with  a church  in  his  left  hand  to  fuppofe 
them  intended  to  reprefent  the  kings  of  Mercia,  whom  our  hiftorians  make  to 
amount  to  twenty-one,  including  four  who  ufurped  the  crown,  or  violated  the 
•fucceffion,  and  to  whom  probably  Whethamfted’s  accuracy  would  not  allow  a 
place  here  ? This  is  the  beft  apology  I can  make  for  thefe  uncouth  figures  4. 
The  number  of  kings  from  the  Conqueft  to  Henry  VI.  is  but  fifteen ; nor  was 
any  one  of  them  entitled  to  bear  a figure  of  this  abbey  church.  If  they  were 
placed  on  the  North  fide,  as  reprefented  in  Sandford,  with  fword  and  fhields,  they 
certainly  do  not  refemble  other  figures  of  our  kings  fince  the  Conqueft. 

The  monument  is  defended  on  the  South  by  a fine  iron  grating  painted  blue, 
and  ftudded  with  filver  ftuds,  refting  on  a bafe  and  mouldings  of  blue  marble  s. 
The  North  fide  is  open  to  the  confiftory  court,  probably  for  the  devotees  to  fee 
the  fhrine.  The  regiftrary  for  wills  is  now  kept  under  the  arch. 

The  abbot  and  convent  of  the  faid  monaftery  paid  “ for  making  the  tumbe 
and  place  of  fepulture  of  the  faid  duke,  within  the  feid  monafteri,  above  the 
fume  of  £.  cccc  xxxim.  vi  s.  vm  d 6.” 

The  body  was  laid  in  a vault  under  this  monument,  where  it  was  difcovered 
by  accidentally  opening  the  vault  1703,  and  found  lying  in  pickle  in  a leaden 
and  wooden  coffin  : but  has  been  fo  rudely  handled  by  inquifitive  perfons  ever

bant,  and  on  a quarrel  with  him  divorced,  was,  after  having  involved  England 
in  an  unfuccefsful  war  to  recover  her  dominions  ’,  divorced  by  Humphrey,  and 
reftored  by  the  pope  to  her  former  hufband  » His  fecond  wife  was  Eleanor 
daughter  to  Reginald  lord  Cobham  of  Sterborough,  who  on  a charge  of  witch- 
craft and  treafon  was  fentenced  to  perpetual  imprifonment  in  the  lde  of  Man.  The 
duke,  by  the  intrigues  of  queen  Margaret  and  herpartizans,  having  certain  articles 
exhibited  againft:  him  in  council,  was  arrelted  at  St.  Edmundsbury,  where  a par- 
liament had  juft  been  called,  imprifoned,  and  deprived  of  all  his  fervants. 


His  fervants  were  apprehended,  and  condemned  to  die  for  confpiring  the  death  of 
the  king;  butfhortly  after  pardoned  with  every  circumftance  of  political  gri- 
mace s.  The  duke’s  memory  was  reftored  '. 

“ The  duke  was  a noble  “an,  a good  clerk,  and  Welle  alway  rulid  the  realme 
to  the  kinges  behofe.  The  treuth  is,  thatfuch  as  then  rulid  aboute  the  king  fup- 
pofing  that  he  wold  have  let  the  deliveraunce  of  Aungeo  and  Mayne,  and  fo 
madehym  away8.’’ 

Leland  fays  he  wrote  in  the  frontifpiece  of  many  of  his  books,  11  Moun  bien 
mondain .”  In  his  library  at  Oxford,  among  other  claflics,  were  the  works  of 
Cicero,  not  improbably  a complete  collection  of  them  9;  and  the  firft  tranflations 
of  Livy  into  French.  Many  tranflations  of  the  Claflics  into  our  language  were  fent 
by  the  duke  of  Bedford,  then  regent  of  France,  to  the  royal  and  to  his  brother’s 
library ; and  it  may  fairly  be  prefumed  that  very  few  of  our  countrymen  had 
till  then  read  Livy  ,0.  But  of  all  this  valuable  colledtion  only  a beautiful  MS.  of 
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Greenwich.  Whethamfted’s  Chronicle,  p.314.

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Valerius  Maximus,  highly  illuminated,  efcaped  the  ignorant  zeal  of  Edward  Vlth’s 
commifiioners  of  reformation. 

On  the  firit  dawning  of  fcience  among  us  under  the  patronage  of  Gloucefter, 
I could  with  pleafure  enlarge,  if  it  had  not  been  already  done  fo  well  by  the 
Hiftorian  of  Englifh  Poetry,  II.  45 — 50. 

But  as  every  thing  refpedting  fuch  an  eminent  perfonage  is  interefting,  an  ac- 
count of  his  conftitution,  with  all  its  defedfs,  drawn  up  by  his  phyfician  Gilbert 
Kymer',  1424,  may  be  feen  at  the  end  of  Hearne’s  Liber  Niger,  Append.  550. 
His  nerves  appear  to  have  been  much  fhaken  by  exceffive  exercife,  and  other 
indulgences,  and  his  hot,  dry,  fanguine  habit  threatened  if  he  outlived  his 
forty-fifth  year  to  bring  on  a melancholy  habit,  without  proper  regimen  and 
diet,  which  is  there  prefcribed 2. 

The  duke  dying  inteftate  a fequeftration  of  his  effects  was  illued,  dated  Bury 
St.  Edmund’s,  Feb.  23,  1446,  and  a commiflion  for  adminiftration  granted  to 
the  king  by  archbifhop  Stafford,  March  22,  fame  year  3.  The  king’s  commif- 
fion  appointing  deputies  to  adt  for  him  is  printed  in  Rymer,  XI.  160. 

I cannot  give  the  charadter  of  this  prince  better  than  in  the  epitaph  pen- 
ciled on  the  wall,  near  his  monument,  which  Sandford4  fays  was  compofed  about 
fixty  years  before  his  time  by  Dr.  Wefterman,  parfon  of  Sandridge  and  Bufliey  : 
Hie  jacet  Umpbredus  dux  ille  Glocejlrien , olim 
Henrici  regis  protedlor , fraudis  inept  a 
Detedlor,  dum  ji£la  notat  miracida  cceci 5 ; 

Lumen  erat  patria , columen  venerabile  regm\ 

Pacts  atnans  muftfque  favens  melioribus , unde 
Gratum  opus  Oxonie  qua  nunc  fcolq  Jacra  6 refulget.

Or  in  thefe  two  lines  of  Whethamftede  :

We  {hall  not  be  furprifed  at  the  great  friendfhip  there  was  between  this  ac- 
complifhed  nobleman  and  patron  of  letters,  who  firft  furnilhed  the  univerfity  of 
Oxford  with  a library  from  France  and  Italy  7,  and  that  learned  writer  abbot  Whe- 
thamfted,  or  that  the  latter  fhould  exert  his  utmoft  fkill  in  architedlure  in  eredt- 
ing  fo  fplended  a monument  to  his  friend,  who  delighted  in  vifiting  his  monaf- 
tery,  and  (hewed  himfelf  fo  great  a benefadtor  to  it.  Whethamfted  paid  his 
court  to  the  duke,  not  only  by  colledfing  MSS.  for  him  but  by  compiling  and 
inferibing  to  him  a work  of  his  own,  De  Viris  Illujlribus  s.  He  obtained  from

Nero,  D.  vii.  are  reprefentations  of  the  duke  and  his  duchefs  Eleanor, 
who  were  both  admitted  into  the  fraternity  of  that  houfe.

To  the  kecheri  of  the  convent  ther  yerly  in  releif  of  the  gret  decay  of  the  livelode 
off  the  faid  monaftre  in  the  marches  of  Scotland,  which  before  tyme  hath  be 
appointed  to  the  feyd  kechyn  £.  lx. 

Sir  Reginald  Cobham,  knight,  lord  of-Starburgh,  by  will  dated  Aug.  12, 
x446>  proved  061.  144,  fame  year,  diretts  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  colle- 
giate church  of  St.  Peter  at  Lyngfeld , before  the  high  altar,  and  a monument  of 
alabafter  to  be  therfc  fet  up  anew,  according  to  the  diferetion  of  his  executors. 

William  Lyndewode  bifliop  of  St.  Davids  and  keeper  of  the  privy  fealj  by 
will  dated  Nov.  22,  1443,  proved  Nov.  26,  1446  *,  directs  his  body  to  be  buried 
in  St.  Stephen’s  chapel  at  Wejlminjler , in  which  he  firft  received  confecration,  in 
fuch  fpot  as  fliall  be  agreed  on  between  the  dean  and  canons  of  the  faid  chapel 
and  his  executors,  and  that  the  place  of  his  burial  be  decently  adorned6  within 
a year  at  leaft  after  his  deceafe.  In  this  will  is  the  following  remarkable  claufe : 

“ Item  volo  quod  liber  meus  quern  compilavi  fuper  Conftitutiones  Provinciales 
reponatur  in  cathenis  et  inferratus  fit,  ut  falvo  et  fecure  cuftodiatur  in  fuperiori 
parte  capelle  S’ti  Stephani  predidt.  vel  alias  in  veftiario  ejufdam  capelle,  ut  quo- 
ciens  opus  fuerit  pro  veritate  feripture  primarie  ejufdem  pro  corredlione  alior’ 
libror’  ab  eodem  tradlatu  capiendor.  recurri  poterit  dum  fit  opus.  Item  volo 
quod  copia  ejufdem  libri  quern  ut  prefertur  compilavi  et  pro  majori  parte  ferip- 
lit  Thomas  Hethman  remaneat  penes  eundem  Thomam  jure  proprio  : ut  ex  copia 
ejufdem  locanda  poflit  aliquid  lucrari  in  recompenfam  laboris  fui1.” 

Such  was  this  prelate’s  care  of  his  great  work,  which  had  coft  him  fix  years 
to  compile.  How  would  he  have  rejoiced  at  the  difeovery  of  that  art  which 
was  to  give  immortality  to  his  labours,  and  which  took  place  in  England 
in  little  more  than  ten  years  after  his  deceafe.  His  “ Conftitutions”  were  firft 
printed  at  the  prefs  of  Wynkyn  de  Worde,  at.  Weftminfter,  1499,  in  odtavo, 
with  a print  of  the  bifliop  in  his  robes  in  the  title  page  8.

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William  Hey  worth,  abbot  of  St.  Alban’s  and  bifhop  of  Coventry  and  Lich- 
field from  1420  to  1446,  by  will  dated  July  12,  1442,  proved  July  3,  t 447, 
directed  his  body  to  be  buried  either  in  the  cathedral  at  Lichfield,  or  the  monaf- 
tery  of  St.  Alban’s ; but  in  which  he  was  buried  I have  not  found.  He  died 
March  13,  1446,  and  left  fome  liandfome  legacies  of  plate  to  Burton  ' abbey  ; 
befides  upwards  of  f.  100.  to  build  the  cloifter ; and  forty  marks  to  build  two 
houfes  in  the  town  *.  In  a rhyming  lilt  of  benefactors  painted  on  the  wall  of  the 
prefbytery  he  is  thus  commended  :

Elizabeth  reliCt  of  Sir  Walter  Beauchamp,  knight,  by  will  dated  Feb.  6, 
and  proved  the  2 lit,  1446,  diredts  her  body  to  be  buried  in  the  chantry  chapel, 
of  the  faints  Mary,  Katharine,  and  Margaret,  in  her  parifh  church  of  Steeple - 
Lavington  f Wilts]  near  the  tomb  of  her  husband 4. 

This  Sir  Walter  was  probably  of  the  family  of  the  Beauchamps  lords  St. 
Amand,  of  whom  Sir  William  Dugdale  enumerates  Walter , his  fon  William , 
who  married  Elizabeth  Braybrook , and  in  her  right  baron  de  St.  Amand , who 
died  1457,  and  was  buried  in  this  chapel  5.

In  Edmonton  church,  Middlefex,  Norden  deferibes  “ a tombe  of  gray  marble, 
circumfcribed  thus:

whofc  arms  are  thefe ; [Az..]  a chevron  between  three  fwans  [Arg.]  per  fefs 
[O  and  G]  a lion  rampant.” 

This  is  probably  the  altar-tomb  on  the  North  fide  of  the  chancel,  robbed  of 
its  ledge,  fhields,  and  the  brafs  figures  of  a knight  and  lady,  with  three  fons 
and  feven  daughters,  which  Weever  7 fays  was  like  molt  of  the  monuments  in 
this  church  lhamefully  defaced. 

Sir  Adam  Francis  was  lord  mayor  of  London,  1352  and  1353,  one  of  the 
founders  of  Guildhall  chapel  or  college.  Weever  gives  an  infcription  in  French 
on  two  of  his  children.

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The  monument  of  Henry  Beaufort,  cardinal  bifhop  of  Winchefter,  or  to  fpeak 
more  properly,  the  fepulchral  chapel,  in  which  his  monument  or  tomb  Hands, 
and  probably  his  body  lies,  in  his  church  at  IVincbeJler , is  one  fpecimen  of  that 
perfection  to  which  Gothic  architecture  feems  to  have  been  brought  about  the 
leign  ol  Henry  IV.  The  death  of  the  Cardinal  happened  exactly  fifty  years 
alter  the  acceffion  of  that  prince  ; and  we  may  allow  this  period  for  the  impr  >ve- 
ment  alluded  to,  for  fpecimen:?  of.  which  Mr.  Walpole  ' refers  to  Canterbury 
cathedral,  the  fretwork  in  the  fmall  oratories  at  Wincheiter,  and  the  part 
behind  the  choir  at  Gloucefter. 

The  chapel  in  queftion  confifts  of  nine  long  divided  arches,  fupported  by 
clufters  of  round  columns.  Three  fuch  afches  are  over  the  lide  arches,  and 
three  over  the  centre.  The  fix  firft  have  three  rows  of  niches,  the  three  others 
only  two.  The  door  is  in  the  South  Weft  fide,  and  a low  balurtrade  of  grey 
marble  defends  the  tomb  on  both  fides.  The  robf  is  formed  of  fix  fans,  three 
from  the  head  and  three  from  the  feet,  with  the  arms  of  the  cardinal  in  the 
centre,  Quarterly  France  and  England  in  a border  gobone  Az.  and  A.  held  by 
an  angel.  The  Society  of  Antiquaries  have  engraved  this  chapel  in  pi.  XLV. 
of  the  fecond  volume  of  their  Vetufta  Monumenta,  from  a drawing  by  Mr. 
Schnebbelie.  The  ornaments  of  the  fafcia  within  and  without  the  chapel  and 
the  efcocheons  with  their  quatrefoils  are  reprefented  in  their  pi.  XLV1JI. 

The  altar  tomb  is  of  Purbeck  marble,  having  at  the  fides  five  fhields  in  com- 
plex quatrefoils  and  fret  work,  and  two  at  the  ends  narrower ; and  at  each 
corner  of  the  tomb  is  a wreathed  pillar  with  a circular  capital,  of  which  there 
are  two  at  the  Eaft  end.  All  thefe  ihields  are  robbed  of  their  efcocheons.  The 
ground  of  all  has  been  inlaid  with  brafs.  On  the  lower  ledge,  as  well  as 
on  the  upper  (for  they  are  divided  from  each  other  by  pieces  of  blue  and 
white  marble)  was  an  infcription  on  a fillet  of  brafs.  No  more  remained  in 
bifhop  Godwin’s  time  than, 

Xrtbitlarn;  ft  nrfcirrtn  mtfrricovoias  titac. 

An  allufion  to  Pfal.  xxvii.  13.  “I  had  fainted  unlefs  I had  believed  to  fee  the 
loving  kindnefs  of  the  Lord  in  the  land  of  the  living.” 

The  figure  is  habited  in  the  cardinal’s  red  robe,  the  fleeve  of  the  tunic  under 
it  black  tipt  with  white.  On  his  head  is  a cardinal’s  hat,  and  at  the  fides  of 
his  face  which  is  placid  and  beardlefs  appears  a little  lock  of  black  hair.  On 
his  hands  are  gloves  fringed  with  gold,  having  an  oval  jewel  at  the  back  : rings 
on  the  middle  and  third  fingers  of  both  hands.  Under  his  head  is  a cufhion 
with  gold  taffels,  and  divided  or  laced  with  a gold  fringe:  his  fhoes  are  fquare 
toed.  His  feet  are  let  into  a modern  cufhion,  with  a fhield  of  the  arms  of 
England  on  the  face  of  it.  See  PI.  XLVII.  of  the  work  referred  to. 

Over  the  altar  within  this  chapel  at  the  Eaft  end  are  three  niches  divided  by 
fix  letter  in  two  rows  ; that  in  the  centre  is  reprefented  at  B.  in  the  plate  XLIX. 
before  referred  to.  Under  them  a fafcia  of  oak  leaves  and  a cornice  of  twelve 
angels  fupporting  fhields,  and  wearing  on  their  breafts  a kind  of  pall  ftudded 
with  rofes,  except  the  firft  and  laft  angel,  which  are  in  profile,  as  reprefented 
in  the  aforefaid  plate.  At  the  head  or  Weft  end  of  the  chapel  are  four  open 
plain  arches  divided  by  (lender  columns  againft  the  piers,  and  by  a fafcia  of 
oak  leaves  and  a cornice  of  rofes : the  pendants  of  the  roof  are  ftudded  : the 
pillars  of  the  main  arch  are  cluttered,  and  the  capitals  ornamented.  Over  each 
door  is  a fafcia  of  oak  leaves  and  a cornice. 


1447. 
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Henry  Beaufort  was  the  fecond  fon  of  John  of  Gaunt  duke  of  Lancafter  by 
Catharine  Swynford.  The  precife  year  of  his  birth  we  are  not  informed  of'  : 
but  we  find  him  at  l’eterhoufe,  Cambridge,  in  1388’,  and  at  Oxford  1397=. 
But  he  received  the  principal  part  of  his  education  at  Aix,  where  he  ftudied  the 
law,  both  civil  and  common.  His  preferments  began  with  the  prebends  of 
Thame  and  Bokingham,  in  Lincoln  diocefe,  1389";  he  held  others  in  York  ! 
and  Saliibtiry  and  the  deanery  of  Wells.  Upon  the  tranllation  of  bithop 
Bokingham  from  Lincoln  to  Lichfield,  by  the  arbitrary  interference  of  the  pope, 
Beaufort  notwithftanding  his  youth,  was,  as  Godwin  pertinently  remarks,  thruft  1 
into  the  vacant  fee,  and  after  filling  it  feven  years,  he  was,  by  the  intereft 
of  his  brother  king  Henry  IV.  nominated  to  fucceed  Wickham  at  Winchefter 
J404.  June  23,  1426.  he  was  nominated  to  a cardinal’s  hat  by  the  title  of 
St.  Eufebius,  by  pope  Martin  V.  who  had  promifed  it  to  him  nine  years  before 
at  the  council  of  Conftance,  and  in  December  following  he  named  him  cardinal, 
without  a title,  and  his  legate  in  England,  Wales,  and  Ireland.  Archbifhop 
Chichele’s  reprefentations  prevented  his  affuming  this  power  during  the  life  of 
Henry  V.  but  he  was  created  and  invefted  cardinal  of  St.  Eufebius  during  the 
minority  of  Henry  VI.  and  by  the  intereft  of  his  nephew  the  duke  of  Bed- 
ford. 


Henry  IV.  authorifed  him  to  treat  With  others  and  alone  of  peace  with  Scotland 
and  France  ; and  the  cardinal  lent  the  king  money  to  carry  on  the  war  with  the 
latter,  as  he  did  alfo  to  his  fucceffor,  who  conftituted  him  chancellor  and  keeper 
of  the  feal,  in  his  firlt  year,  and  twice  granted  him  a general  pardon.  He  flood 
godfather  to  Henry  VI.  1422,  and  was  with  his  brother  Thomas  Beaufort  duke 
of  Exeter  appointed  his  governor  and  tutor.  He  figured  in  this  reign  as  head 
of  a croifade  againft  the  Bohemians ; but  his  powers  were  confiderably  reftrified, 
and  his  fuccefs  there  is  varioufly  reported.  The  pope’s  view  in  granting  his 
licence  for  this  croifade  was  rather  to  divert  the  arms  of  England  from  France ; 
but  in  the  end  the  cardinal  and  his  troops  were  obliged  to  affift  the  duke  of 
Bedford  in  France.  After  the  death  of  the  duke  animofities  broke  out  between 
tire  cardinal  and  the  duke  of  Gloucefter,  touching  the  adminiftration  of  the 
kingdom,  for  the  adjufting  of  which  their  brother  Bedford  had  been  obliged  to 
quit  his  command  in  France  and  come  over.  As  the  king  advanced  in  age 
Gloucefter’s  influence  declined,  and  by  the  intrigues  of  the  cardinal  and  the 
queen,  joined  to  his  own  impatience,  his  ruin  and  untimely  fate  were 
haftened.  The  cardinal  did  not  however  enjoy  his  triumph  above  a month, 
dying  April  11,  1447.  His  vaft  wealth  enabled  him  to  lend  the  king  a film 
iufficient  almoft  to  anfwer  all  the  exigence  of  the  war  with  France.  It  appears 
by  his  will  that  the  whole  loan  amounted  to  £.  22,000.  But  this  was  not 
the  only  ufe  he  made  of  his  riches.  His  ample  additions  to  the  endowment 
of  St.  Crofs’s  hofpital,  by  a foundation  for  two  priefts,  thirty-five  brethren, 
and  three  fillers,  to  be  called  « The  new  almfhoufe  of  noble  poverty,”  is  fuf- 
ficient  to  confute  the  charge  of  a pofterior  writer  s,  that  he  was  “ rich  above 
meafure,  but  not  very  liberal,  manie  things  beginning,  but  few  performing.” 
Later  hiftorians  > afeertain  his  charatfter  as  a prelate  of  great  capacity  and  ex- 
perience, but  of  an  intrigueing  and  dangerous  difpofition,  better  calculated  for 
the  world  and  a court  than  for  the  church  I0. 


The  Chronicle  of  Tewksbury  abbev,  a,  cited  by  Lebed,  It.  VI.  90.  would  teem  to  hint  that  be  was  born  five  days 
after  the  birth  of  R, chard  Beauchamp  duke  of  Warr  ick,  at  Hanley  callle,  which  was  .4,  4;  but  the  truth  ii,  that  Lelatrd 
has  cited  only  part  of  the  paragraph,  which  goes  00  to  far,  that  Richard  being  baptized  the  fifth  day  after  his  birth 
one  of  hit  Iponfors  wat  Henry  Beaufort  cardinal  and  bifliop  at  Winchefter;  fee  the  extrafl  at  large  in  Mon.

If  we  believe  Harpsfield  he  died  as  much  attached  to  the  world  as  ire  had 
lived  in  rage  and  defpair  that  his  riches  could  not  exempt  him  from  the 
common  fate  of  all  mankind,  and  raife  him  above  the  level  of  the  lowed  and 
mod  wretched  _ Whatever  foundation  there  is  for  this  ftory,  Shakfpeare  ■ has 
finely  improved  It,  by  adding  the  horrors  of  a guilty  confidence  to  an  inordinate 
love  of  life. 


He  held  the  epifcopal  dignity  longer  than  any  of  our  prelates,  except  Thomas 
Bourchier  archbtfhop  of  Canterbury.  His  immediate  predecelTor  Wykeham  en- 
joyed the  fee  of  Winchefter  forty  years,  the  Cardinal  forty-two,  ami  his  iuc- 
ceflor  Wamflete  thirty-nine.  If  we  add  the  time  that  he  held  Lincoln  he  will 
have  been  btlliop  fifty-years.  From  the  date  of  his  firft  preferments  he  mud 
have  lived  to  an  advanced  age,  not  very  far  lhort  of  fourfeore.

From  which  we  learn  that  Thomas  Frowick,  efq.  was  a keen  fportfman 
and  vermin  killer,  or,  as  Weever  exprefles  it,  a gentleman  who  made  his  recrea- 
tions for  the  good  of  his  neighbours  ; and  Newcourt  adds,  “ by  fowling  and 
hunting 3,  and  killing  of  birds  and  wild  hearts,  &c.”  an  excellent  neighbour 
and  a better  peace-maker  than  many  a modern  juftice  of  peace  ; and  father  of 
nineteen  children.  The  eldeft  fon  may  have  been  Sir  Thomas,  knight,  lord 
chief  juftice  of  the  Common  Pleas,  buried  at  Finchley 4.  The  effigy  in  brafs 
with  arms  and  circumfcription  round  his  monument  was  defaced  and  gone  in 
Weever’s  time  s,  but  in  the  catalogue  6 he  found  thus  much.

This  family  of  Frowick  was  of  fome  antiquity  in  thefe  parts;  for  on  a large 
flab  before  the  fteps  of  the  chancel  at  South  Mimms  is  this  on  a narrow  flip  of

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Againft  the  North  wall  of  a chapel  at  the  upper  end  of  the  North  aile,  parted 
From  it  and  the  nave  by  a rich  wooden  Gothic  fcreen,  including  the  fifth 
North  window  of  the  aile,  is  an  altar  monument  of  freeftone,  under  a canopy 
of  the  fame,  with  a pointed  furbaft  arch,  fupported  by  round  ringed  pillars, 
and  above  a cornice  of  upright  oak-leaves.  On  the  table  lies  a knight  with 
ftrait  cropt  hair,  in  plated  armour  with  leopards’  faces  at  the  arm-pits,  elbows, 
and  knees,  a chain  round  his  neck,  his  head  on  a helmet  furmounted  by  a 
headlefs  bird  which  feems  a fwan,  his  fword  by  his  left  fide,  his  gauntlet  lying 
by  his  right  fide,  his  hands  broken  off,  a lion  at  his  feet.  In  quatrefoils  at  the 
Eaft  and  Weft  end  of  the  tomb  leopards’  faces,  and  alfo  at  the  ends  of  the  roof. 
On  the  front  of  the  tomb  four  doable  quatrefoils,  with  thefe  fhields  in  releif. 

A chevron  between  three  leopards’  faces.  Frowick  ; impaling  three  chev- 
ronels. 

Frowick  quartering  a crofs  moline  voided  between  ten  crofs  crofslets. 

Frowick  impaling  three  heathcocks  or  choughs, 

Frowick  impaling  a chevron. 

This  is  plainly  a monument  of  one  of  the  Frowicks , probably  of  the  reign 
of  Henry  VII.  or  VIII.  The  tradition  of  the  village,  as  repeated  to  me  twice 
in  the  courfe  of  twenty-three  years  by  the  fexton  feventy  years  old  1787,  af- 
cribes  it  to  a Bobun , owner  of  Camalet  moat  on  Enfield  Chace  (a  fite  ftill  re- 
maining within  the  pales  of  the  late  Sir  Richard  Jebb’s  now  lord  Cholmondeley’s 
park)  that  he  procured  for  the  inhabitants  of  South  Mimms,  Hadley,  Enfield, 
and  Edmonton,  a right  of  commoning  on  Enfield  Chace;  which  the  two  for- 
mer have  loft  or  been  wronged  of,  and  the  writings  loft  1 ; that  rebelling  againft 
the  king,  he  flew>  and  concealing  himfelf  in  a hollow-tree  on  the  chace  was 
fupplied  with  provifion  by  the  dog  at  his  feet,  till  his  fpirit  difdaining  to  fub- 
mit  he  was  by  fome  accident  ftarved  to  death.  A fimilar  tradition  obtained  among 
the  old  inhabitants  of  Enfield  fifty  years  ago,  that  the  owner  of  Camalet  moat 
was  ftarved  to  death  in  a hollow  tree.  As  Geoffrey  de  Magnaville,  whofe  monu- 
ment in  the  Temple  church  is  engraved  vol.  I.  pl.V.  p.  24.  was  the  firft  owner 
fince  the  Conquert,  might  one  be  allowed  to  conjecture  that  his  corpfe  being 
hanged  in  a leaden  coffin  on  a tree,  as  excommunicate,  may  have  given  rife 
to  this  vague  tradition  ? 

Againft  the  North  wall  of  the  chancel  at  South  Mimms  is  another  freeftone 
monument  with  a canopy  and  arch  in  the  fame  ftyle  as  the  foregoing,  feveral 
fafciae  of  leaves  and  a cornice  of  leaves  as  before  fupported  by  four  pillars  with 
Corinthian  capitals,  and  like  fhort  thick  baluftrades  carved  with  foliage 
above  the  table,  and  below  it  round  fhafts  with  rings  : the  table  plain,  and  the 
front  of  the  tomb  adorned  with  niches,  and  a double  row  of  quatrefoils  in  ron- 
deaux, in  two  of  which  are  thefe  initials.

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Tradition  is  filent  about  the  owner  of  this  tomb,  whofe  ftyle  befpeaks  it  cori- 
temporary  with  the  former,  though  the  letters  cannot  be  conftrued  to  a Frowick 
H.  Frowicke  was  cujlos  of  London  1272 

Henry  Frowick  was  a co-founder  of  the  chapel  or  college  of  our  Lady,  &c. 
in  Guildhall,  about  1299  ■.  Sir  John  Spelman,  knight,  fecondary  juftice  of 
the  kings  Bench,  grandfather  of  Sir  Henry  Spelman  the  antiquary,  who  died 
1544,  married  Elizabeth  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Sir  Henry  Frowick  of  Gun- 
llerfbury,  buried  in  Eling  church  !,  where  Norden  gives  his  arms,  the  chev- 
ron and  leopards’  faces  quartering  frette  three  fiihes  naiant  *. 

Henry  Frowick  alderman,  and  Reynolde  Frowick,  were  buried  in  Chrift- 
church,  London5.  Laurence  Frowick  was  Iheriff  of  London  1 2 c 1 ■ Henry 
iheriff  1427  ‘.  ^ 1 

A chantry  was  founded  at  South  Mimms  for  Thomas  Frowick  and  his  wife 
before  mentioned,  the  lands  whereof,  valued  at  £.  8 per  aim.  were  given  by 
Henry  VIII.  to  William  Cromer  his  phyfician  and  his  heirs  for  ever  for  £.  100. 
paid  to  the  treafurer  of  the  augmentation,  only  charged  with  i6j.  per  am.  for 
tenths,  and  except  leafes  and  fuch  charges  as  the  farmers  are  bound  to  bear  and 
pay  by  their  indentures  This  I take  to  have  been  in  the  chapel  at  the  Eall 
end  of  the  aile,  which  was  probably  the  family  burial  place.  The  North  aile 
itfelf  may  have  been  built  by  them ; but  glazed  by  different  benefaflors,  as 
appears  from  the  following  infcriptions  under  portraits  in  them  beginning 
from  the  Weft.  1 remember  a complete  feries,  but  repair  and  amendment  have 
reduced  them  to  the  prefent  fmall  number*

144.81  Walter  Shirtngton,  by  will  dated  at  Barnes,  Jan.  17,  1447*  proved  Feb.  14, 
1448,  bequeathed  his  “ wreched  bodey  to  be  beried  in  Waldone  chappelle,  within 
il  the  priorie  of  Saint  Bartilmeu,  on  the  northfide  of  the  auter,  in  a tombe  of 
“ marbil  there  to  be  made,  adjoynyng  to  the  walle  on  the  northfide  aforefaide,  of 
“ the  height  of  two poules  fete , for  men  to  knele  and  lene  upon  the  fame  tombe 
“ for  to  here  maffe  atte  faid  auter 

He  was  prebendary  of  York,  1407  ; of  Hoveden  and  Chichefter;  matter  of 
the  royal  chapel  at  Tickhill  ; and  canon  refidentiary  of  St.  Paul  s 2 ; chancel- 
lor of  the  duchy  of  Lancafter  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VI. 3 built  a fine  library 
over  the  Eaft  quadrant  of  the  great  cloyfter  at  St.  Paul’s,  which,  faith  Stowe  4, 
“ hath  beene  well  furnilhed  with  faire  written  bookes  in  vellem  5,  but  few  of 
u them  now  do  remaine  there.”  He  alfo  founded  a chapel  at  the  North  door 
of  the  church,  for  two  chaplains,  endowed  with  f.  40.  per  a?in.  Stowe,  in 
the  fecond  edition  of  his  Survey,  1603,  had  buried  him  in  this  chapel;  but 
corrected  this  circumftance  and  the  date  of  his  deceafe  in  the  fubfequent  ones. 
The  building  was  begun  by  him,  and  finifhed  by  his  executors  ; and  by  an 
inventory  indented,  made  between  Thomas  Lifieaux,  then  dean  of  St.  Paul  s, 
and  his  executors,  had  in  ready  money  at  his  death  no  lefs  than  £.  3233. 
18 s.  4 d.  kept  in  an  iron  cheft  in  the  veftry,  whereof  £.  319.  was  in  groats, 
and  all  the  reft  in  gold,  befides  his  plate  6.

Salmon  s defcnbes  this  as  the  effigy  of  a woman,  a plate  of  brafs  under  her 
feet  broken  off : at  the  head  two  fliields  ; the  firft  has  the  arms  of  Fitz  Lewes 
impaling  quarterly,  1.4.  3 fillies  hauriant  (probably  for  Lucy)  between  feven 
crois  crofslets  botone  ; 2.  3,  an  eagle  difplayed.  O11  the  finiftcr  fhield,  3 fillies 
impaling  Fitz  Lewes.  At  her  feet  two  cheverons  ; that  on  the  right  fide  has 
barry  of  4,  in  chief  three  plates,  annulets,  or  torteaux  impaling  Fitz  Lewes.

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He  goes  on  to  fuppofe  fine  was  granddaughter  of  Sir  John  Fitz  Lewes  by 
Anne  Montacute.  A monument  of  the  honourable  George  Montacute,  matter 
of  this  hofpital,  who  died  1681,  is  jutt  above  the  duke’s. 

The  duke’s  figure  is  in  ftiort  robes  reaching  to  the  waift,  and  purfled  fleeves 
■ with  wriftbands  and  waifteoat  wrifts  under  the  gown  fleeves,  ftanding  cape, 
coronet,  and  fliort  hair ; under  his  head  a helmet  with  headlefs  creft,  at  his  feet 
a lion  on  his  knees  ; rings  on  firtt  and  third  fingers  of  each  hand. 

The  two  women  are  at  his  left  hand  in  coronets  and  reticulated  headdrefs,  vail 
behind ; their  heads  recline  on  double  cufhions,  only  one  fupported  by  angels. 
The  firtt  wears  the  cordon  with  rofes,  and  furcot,  and  has  a lion  at  feet,  which 
are  bundled  up.  The  further  lady  is  exaftly  the  fame,  but  taller,  and  her  furcot 
fhorter,  her  arms  and  hands  intire  ; rings  on  every  finger  of  each  hand  ; two 
dogs  at  her  feet,  with  collars  and  bells,  their  paws  on  each  other. 

Over  the  centre  of  the  Weft  end  is  a helmet  furmounted  by  a lion  paflant  guar- 
dant,  and  under  it  a fhield  with  three  lions  paflant  guardant  within  a border 
feme  de  lis,  fided  by  angels,  one  holding  a guitar,  the  other  a harp. 

At  the  feet  three  niches  and  perks  ; over  the  centre  one  a helmet  with  creft  and 
arms  as  before  : on  each  fide  of  it  two  fliields  hang  from  the  necks  of  figures  : 
the  North  ftiield  has  France  and  England  under  a label  of  three,  the  other  the 
duke’s  arms  impaling  a chevron  whofe  charge  is  defaced. 

The  arch  is  a half  trefoil,  on  the  points  of  which  angels  hold  fliields,  one 
fpotted  O.  In  the  fpandrils  are  two  crouching  angels  with  labels  ; in  the  larger 
fpandrils  are  two  more  fucli  blowing  trumpets  labelled.  The  cornice  has  fix 
crouching  angels,  two  l'upporting  the  centre  helmet,  creft,  and  Afield,  and  one 
more  ; the  fame  at  each  end  of  the  fafcia.  Over  all  twelve  niches  fiding  a taller 
in  the  centre;  over  them  a fafcia  of  lozenges  and  another  of  leaves ; twelve  niches 
on  altar  tomb,  under  a fafcia  of  twelve  quatrefoils. 

Up  the  Weft  fide  runs  a border  of  foxes  and  geefe,  a fox  carrying  off  a 
goofe,  a man,  a goofe  dragging  a fox  in  a rope,  another  fox  hanged. 

The  centre  fhield  and  two  angels  remain  on  North  fide  in  the  veftry  ; the  lions 
on  the  Afield  run  the  contrary  way. 

On  each  fide  of  the  veftry  door  is  a border  of  three  figures,  four  on  a fide,  the 
two  uppermoft  with  labels  ; an  outer  border  lozenge,  and  over  the  door  three 
niches,  four  lions  fitting,  pendant  from  the  bafes  of  the  finials. 

In  the  veftry  on  the  North  fide  of  the  tomb  is  a trap  door  opening  into  a 
vault  about  fix  feet  fquare,  and  not  quite  the  length  of  the  tomb,  nor  reach- 
ing at  all  under  it,  but  brickt  up  clofe  to  it.  When  this  was  firft  opened  does 
not  appear ; but  it  has  been  made  a repofitory  for  old  iron  and  lumber,  and 
not  a trace  of  interment  remains  in  it.  Perhaps  the  bodies  are  lodged  under 
the  altar-tomb,  and  fliut  out  from  this  vault. 

In  the  chancel  of  Chejbunt  church,  c.  Herts,  is  this  epitaph  on  Nicholas 
Dixon,  who  was  rector  there  thirty  years,  and  rebuilt  the  church,  and  died 
Oft.  30,  1448.  I give  it  a place  here  becaufe  it  is  incorreftly  printed  by 
Chauncey  ‘ and  Salmon  \ It  is  in  two  divifions  of  eight  lines  each ; but  re- 
verfed  like  that  over  Brounflet  at  Wimmington,  p.  96.  Over  a triple  canopy 
about  which  are  two  fliields  with  a fleur  de  lis  ; a chief  Ermine.

This  William  Bruges,  the  firfi:  Garter  King  at  Arms,  inftituted  by  Henry  V. 
fet  up  in  the  window  of  St.  George’s  church  at  Stamford , the  portraits  of  the 
firft  twenty-fix  knights  of  the  Garter,  with  the  fovereign,  prince  Edward,  and 
St.  George  the  patron.  From  thefe  paintings  Hollar  etcht  the  plate  of  them  pub- 
lifh.ee!  in  Aflimole’s  Hiftorv  of  the  Order  s. 

The  MS.  with  the  original  drawings,  in  the  exadl  colours,  on  a large  fcale 
belonged  to  Alhmole,  and  was  purchafed  afterwards  for  five  guineas  by  Mr. 
Anftis,  who  fhewed  it  to  Mr.  Peck9.  At  the  fale  of  Mr.  Anftis’s  MSS.  it  was  pur-

Dr.  Stukeley  informed  the  Spalding  Society  that  all  thefe  paintings  were  taken 
away  about  the  year  1741.  1 faw  in  the  Eaft  window,  1789,  two  whole  length 

figures  of  a faint  in  armour  relfing  on  a fword,  and  holding  a fhield  charged 
with  fomething  like  an  efcarboucie,  not  unlike  the  figure  of  St.  George 
engraved  in  Afh mole’s  plate,  and  an  whole  length  of  St.  Anne  or  the  Virgin 
with  two  children. 

Not  the  lead  trace  of  Bruges’  monument  remains,  the  church  having  been 
completely  modernized  within.  His  will,  printed  at  large  in  Pecks  Annals  of 
Stamford,  B.  XIV.  c.  16.  exhibits  a curious  inventory  of  church  furni- 
ture, reciting  his  great  benefactions  to  this  church  in  fitting  it  up  and  f urn  idling 
it  with  plate  and  veftments.

The  length  of  this  chapel  is  twenty  feet,  its  breadth  eight  feet  one  inch. 

Each  fide  is  compofed  of  fifty-eight  upright  bars  of  iron  of  one  inch  and  an 
half  fquare  ; twenty  in  the  central  compartment,  and  nineteen  in  each  fide  com- 
partment ; and  each  end  has  fifteen  bars,  all  feparated  by  three  horizontal  rails. 

They  were  beautifully  gilt  and  painted  antiently  with  blue,  gold,  and  green  Ver- 
million.

The  iron  work  is  now  all  painted  of  iron-colour,  except  fuch  parts  as 
projedt,  which  are  gilt ; and  a freeftone  bafe  placed  under  it,  divided  into 
compartments  correfponding  with  the  divifions  of  the  iron-work  above  it 
In  the  centre  compartment  are  the  arms  of  the  founder,  within  the  garter' 
quartering  Heytesbury  and  Hufley;  and  in  each  of  the  angles  of  this  com- 
partment are  three  fickles  entwined.  In  the  Eaftern  compartment  are  the 
arms  of  the  founder  impaling  thofe  of  his  firft  wife  Catherine  Peverell 
and  in  the  Weftern  thofe  of  the  founder  impaling  thofe  of  his  fecond  wife 
Eleanora  Berkeley,  with  Angle  fickles  in  the  eight  feveral  angles.  In  a fimi- 
iar  compartment  in  the  Eaftern  end  of  the  chapel  are  the  arms  of  Hungerford 
impaling  Heytefbury,  and  in  another  at  the  Weftern  end,  Hungerford  impal- 
ing Hufley.  Over  the  four  principal  ftandard  iron  bars  a proportional  capital 
charged  with  the  arms  of  Hungerford  within  the  Garter  has  been  carried 
through  the  cornice ; and  the  Gothic  ornament  over  each  has  been  elevated 
above  the  reft  in  a double  fpire.  The  cieling  which  meafures  in  the  clear 
nineteen  feet  by  feventeen  feet  and  a half  reprefents  the  defeent  of  the  earl  of 
Radnor  and  his  counters  from  the  founder  by  a twifted  cord,  to  whicli  are 
V0L’n-  Uu  affixed 
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affixed  thirty-two  fhields  containing  the  feveral  matches  of  their  refpe&ive 
anceftors  in  the  diredt  line  from  the  founder’s  to  their  own  atchievement, 
elegantly  conducted  amidft  a number  of  pendants  charged  each  with  three 
entwined  iickles ; the  feveral  matches  being  as  follow ; See  PI.  LVII.

This  Walter  Hungerford  (only  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas,  and  nephew  of 
Sir  Robert  Hungerford,  whofe  tombs  are  defcribed  Vol.  I.  p.  107  and  158), 
was  a great  favourite  with  Henry  IV.  from  whom  he  had  feveral  grants  enu- 
merated by  Sir  William  Dugdale.  In  the  reign  of  Henry  V.  he  was  admiral 
of  the  whole  fleet  under  the  dulce  of  Bedford,  lord  fteward  of  the  houlhold, 
lord  high  treafurer,  knight  of  the  Garter,  and  one  of  the  king’s  executors,  from 
whom  he  obtained  feveral  grants  of  lands  in  France,  particularly  the  barony  of 
Hornet  ill  Normandy.  He  was  fummoned  to  parliament  as  a baron  from  4 to 
26  Henry  VI.  His  plate  remains  on  his  flail  at  Windfor  infcribed, 


His  firft  wife  was  Catharine,  one  of  the  daughters  and  at  length  (by  the 
death  of  Eleonora  her  lifter,  wife  of  William  Talbot,  without  ifiiie,  foie  heirefs  of 
Thomas  Peverell  and  Margaret  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  de  Courtenay 
by  Muriel  daughter  and  coheirefs  to  John  lord  Moels,  of  all  which  family  this 
lady  being  at  laft  foie  heirefs,  flie  brought  very  great  honour  and  pofleflions  to 
her  husband,  and  dying  before  him,  was  buried  under  this  iron  chapel. 

His  fecond  wife  was  Eleanor  a daughter  to  Sir  John  Berkley,  knight,  firft 
married  to  Sir  John  Maltravers  earl  of  Arundel ; fecondly  to  Sir  Richard  Poyn- 
ings,  knight ; and  thirdly,  to  Walter  lord  Hungerford.  She  died  14 55,  feifed  of 
the  manor  of  Upton  St.  Leonard.

ALNEWICK  bi(h°P  ^Lincoln,  who  died  Dec.  5,  ,449,  having  i449 
fat  there  thirteen  years,  was  buried  in  the  nave  of  his  cathedral,  in  the  W 
where  he  ufed  to  Hand  m proceffions ',  near  the  great  Weft  door.  The  dab 
over  him  had  his  effigy  and  arms  impaling  the  fee  in  brads,  t64r,  but  long 
fince  gone,  and  the  flab  itfelf  removed  on  new  paving  the  nave,  1782.  The 
epitaphs  may  be  feen  in  Peck’s  Defiderata  Curiofa,  B.  VIII.  and  Willis’s  Cathc- 
drals,  Lincoln,  p.  56. 

This  bifliop  built  the  Weft  front  and  window  at  Norwich,  whence  he  was 
tranflated  hither,  much  of  the  fchools  at  Cambridge,  the  (lately  South  porch  of 
the  cathedral,  and  the  caftle-gate  and  chapel  at  Lincoln. 

At  the  Eaft  end  of  the  North  aile  at  Bromfgrove  is  an  altar  tomb  of  freeftone  i4co 
with  wreathed  pillars,  with  a knight  in  compleat  plated  armour  up  to  his  fingers  PI  ' 
ends,  a collar  of  SS,  pointed  helmet  and  wreath  round  it,  the  frontlet  plain  LVIII 
but  richly  flowered  at  the  Tides,  his  gorget  clofe,  mitten  gauntlets,  his  fword  at 
Ins  left  fide.  A greyhound  at  his  feet  looks  upwards  ; under  his  head  a helmet 
with  a boar’s  head  ; the  belt,  which  is  girt  low  round  him,  has  in  the  centre  a 
(liield  with  a chevron  ; the  joints  below  his  kneepieces  are  laced.  At  his  left 
hand  his  wife  in  a headdrefs  mitred,  exadtly  refembling  lady  Fitzwalter’s  at 
Dunmow,  reticulated  at  the  Tides,  mantle  gathered  clofe,  and  boddice,  and  a 
laced  frontlet ; a double  cordon,  and  long  furcot  plaited  ftudded  with  quatrefoils  • 
a ring  on  the  firft,  fecond,  and  third  fingers  of  each  hand  ; that  on  the  middle 
finger  of  the  right  hand  has  a jewel  fet  in  it ; at  her  head  angels  : at  her  feet 
a winged  griffin,  and  a dog  in  a ftudded  collar.

This  tomb  belongs  to  Sir  Humphrey  Stafford,  flain  by  Cade  at  Sevenoak,, 
28  Henry  VI.  He  married  Alice  or  Alianor  filler  and  co-heir  to  Sir  John 
Aylesbury,  of  Blathervvick,  co.  Northampton,  who,  16  Edward  IV.  founded 
a chantry  for  one  priefl  to  fing  mafs  daily  at  our  lady’s  altar  in  this  church  for 
the  good  eilate  of  king  Edward  IV.  his  queen  Elizabeth,  herfelf,  her  fon 
Thomas,  and  for  the  health  of  the  foul  of  Sir  Humfrey  Stafford  of  Grafton,  her 
late  husband.  Their  fon  Humfrey  and  his  brother  Thomas  joining  in  lord  Lovell’s 
rebellion,  1 Henry  VII.  were  attainted  : Humfrey  was  executed  at  Tyburn,  and 
buried  in  the  Grey-friars’  church,  Newgate-llreet,  and  his  lands  here  given  by 
the  king  to  Sir  Gilbert  Talbot.  This  tomb  flood  in  the  middle  of  the  chancel, 
till  the  chancel  was  repaired  and  beautified,  when  it  was  removed,  with  others 
of  the  Grafton  family,  to  its  prefent  llation  ; and  the  clerk  told  me,  1770,  he 
faw  the  bones  and  coffin -rings  in  flaples.  It  has  been  removed  clofe  to  another 
tomb,  which  has  three  figures  of  the  Talbots,  and  will  be  defcribed  hereafter. 

Mr.  Habingdon  in  his  MS  furvey  of  Worceflerfhire  thus  defcribes  this  monu- 
ment : 

“ In  the  middle  of  the  chancel  was  an  alabafler  monument  whereon  lay  a 
knight  in  compleat  armour,  his  beaver  open,  his  head  encircled  with  a large 
wreath,  and  refling  upon  a helmet,  the  crefl  of  which  was  a boar’s  head  coupe d 
upon  a wreath  mantling  and  doubling.  He  wore  a collar  about  his  neck,  and 
on  his  girdle  were  the  arms  of  Stafford  within  a border  engrailed.  At  his  feet 
a greyhound.  His  wife  lay  by  him.  She  had  a mantle  over  her  gown.  At 
her  head  were  two  angels,  and  at  her  feet  a dog  and  a griffin.  On  the  tomb 
O a chevron  G.  and  canton  Erm.  Stafford , quartering  Az  a chief  G.  over  all 
a lion  rampant  Hajlang , and  impaling  Az.  a crofs  A.  Aylesbury.  On  other  parts 
the  arms  of  Palgrave  and  Burdet . Stafford  was  heir  of  Palgrave,  and  Palgrave 
heir  of  Burdet.  The  infeription  was  worn  away,  and  yet  the  arms  fhew  that 
the  perfons  here  interred  were  Sir  Humfrey  Stafford  of  Grafton,  knight,  and  his 
wife  Elizabeth , daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Aylesbury,  knight.  Their 
fon  Humfrey  Stafford,  efq.  was  attainted,  and  luffered  death 

The  family  of  Stafford  was  fettled  at  Grafton  in  Bromfgrove  parifii,  from  the 
reign  of  Edward  I.  or  earlier  ; and  the  eilate  being  forfeited  by  the  attainder  of 
Humfrey,  for  joining  with  lord  Lovell  againfl  Henry  VII.  was  granted  to  the 
Talbots  i486.  Their  manor-houfe  was  almoft  entirely  deflroyed  by  fire  about 
1710  \ 


I11  the  North  wall  of  a chapel  in  the  South  tranfept  of  Salijbury  cathedral  is  a 
monument  aferibed  by  Mr.  Price  to  billiop  Bridport,  but  by  the  conflant  tradi- 
tion of  the  vergers,  and  a plan  of  the  church  in  my  poffeffion,  to  William 
Ayscough,  who  was  bifliop  here  from  1438  to  1450,  in  which  year  he  was 
cruelly  murdered  jufl  after  he  had  faid  mafs  at  Edindon,  by  fome  of  Cade’s  mob, 
chiefly  compofed  of  his  tenants,  who  plundered  his  baggage  of  a large  fum  or 
money  the  day  before.  The  pretence  for  this  outrage  was,  if  we  beleive  Gaf-

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T„e  ins  not  refilling  on  his  diocefe,  but  at  court,  being  the  king’s  confeffor4. 

It  is  more  probable  the  lucre  of  his  wealth  inffigatcd  the  unruly  rabble  to  cover 
their  firit  crime  by  a fecond. 

I he  figure  ponttfically  habited  and  mitred,  with  the  crofter  in  his  left  hand, 
and  his  right  elevated  to  give  the  bleffing,  lies  on  a low  altar  tomb,  or  perhaps 
Hone  coffin,  under  a canopy  compofed  of  four  arches,  fupported  by  (lender  dif- 
"na  columns,  and  each  fubdivided  into  two  others,  refting  on  the  like  columns 
tingle,  and  having  in  their  pediments  an  open  quatrefoil.  A fimilar  column 
riles  from  the  bafes  of  the  arches,  and  fttpports  a bouquet  with  a Idler  bouquet 
on  its  top  reffing  on  a ball.  The  fpandrils  are  charged  with  bas  reliefs,  which 
may  be  fuppofed  to  reprefent  his  murder.  In  one  is  a figure  of  a biffiop  pontifi- 
cal^ habited  witii  the  crofier  extended  as  dead  on  a bier,  a foul  taken  up  to 
heaven  by  an  angel  from  his  feet.  In  another  a bifiiop  in  the  fame  habit, 
without  a crofier,  liis  hands  elevated,  fitting  in  a niche  or  ftall.  In  another  is  a 
proceffion  of  three  religious,  the  hindermoft  bearing  a crofs.  In  the  fourth  on 
this  North  fide  is  a gowned  figure  fitting,  and  another  inclining  towards  it,  or 
perhaps  doing  homage,  the  hands  of  each  being  extended.  In  the  South  fpan- 
drils  two  religious,  one  in  a cap  feems  to  join  hands,  and  from  a tree  behind 
the  latter  hangs  a Ihielcl  charged  with  A.  a crols  O.  between  4 pellets.  In  the 
fecond  a gowned  figure  fits  before  a high  delk  as  if  reading  to  four  others,  per- 
haps the  bilhop  officiating.  In  the  third  the  figures  are  too  indiftinfl:;  perhaps 
it  reprefents  his  murder,  and  the  fourth  his  dead  body  extended  on  a bier  and 
culhion;  under  a canopy  two  affiftants. 

Mr.  Price,  in  his  additional  obfervations  on  this  church,  fays,  “William 
Aifcough  lies  on  the  South  fide  of  the  South  aile,  under  a monument,  which  is 
partly  a model  of  the  vaultings  by  tradition,  1450.”  He  tells  us  the  like  tradition 
“ makes  hilltop  Bridport’s  beautiful  white  marble  wrought  as  a model  of  the 
outiide  of  the  tower.” 

“ One  Afchue,  alias  Afchgogh,  biffiop  of  Sarefbyri,  in  Henry  the  Vi’s  time,  was 
“ bcheddid  in  a rage  of  the  communes,  for  alking  a tax  of  money,  as  fum  fay, 

“ on  an  hille  harde  by  Hedington,  wher  at  this  tyme  is  a chapelle  and  hemitage. 

“ The  body  of  hym  was  buried  in  the  houfe  of  Bonhoms  at  Hedington  3.”  By 
this  it  lhould  feem  the  monument  at  Salilbury  was  a cenotaph,  unlefs  the  body 
was  afterwards  removed  into  it.

In  the  South  aile  of  Ifelham  church,  Cambridgelhire,  are  the  portraits  in  1451. 
brafs  of  John  Bernard  and  Elizabeth  Sakevy/e  his  fecond  wife.  He  died  PI. 
1451,  29  Hen.  VI.  LX. 

He  is  in  plated  armour  and  bareheaded,  with  a collar  of  SS.  much  like  Gray  at 
St.  Alban’s;  his  gauntlets  have  long  tops  reaching  almoft  to  his  elbows;  hi6 
elbow-  pieces  differ  from  each  other,  as  do  his  fhoulder-pieces  ; he  has  a fwortl 
and  dagger,  and  at  his  feet  a muzzled  bear.  She  wears  the  veil  headdrefs,  like 
the  mitred  lowered,  a kirtle  with  long  fleeves  double  banded  at  the  wrifts,  and  a 
mantle  : her  head  is  on  a cufhion  ; at  her  feet  is  a little  dog. 

Ifelham  defeended  to  the  Peytons  by  a coheir  of  Bernard  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  VI  5.

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John  Stoke  thirty-fourth  abbot  of  St.  Albans,  who  was  elefled  1440, 
on  the  refignation  of  Whethamfted,  and  died  1451,  has  a large  brats  figure,  only 
the  head  remaining,  with  a mitre  fet  with  ftones,  and  an  elegant  light  crofier, 
and  rich  embroidered  cope,  under  a triple  Gothic  canopy,  on  which  Hand  two 
pilgrims  with  nimbi,  one  holding  a wand,  the  other  his  flaff,  crofs,  and  purfe, 
the  abbey  arms  in  the  pediment.  Some  figure,  which  feems  to  have  been  Chrift 
and  the  Virgin  Mary,  is  gone  from  the  pediment.  Round  the  ledge  is  this  iu- 
fcription,  ftrongly  charaifterifing  the  times  he  lived  in,  and  his  fhare  and  pru- 
dence  in  them  :

The  abbey  arms,  and  Quarterly  four  lions  rampant  gone. 

John  Stoke  was  prior  of  the  little  priory  of  Wallingford,  eleded  abbot  of  St. 
Albans  144°*  prefided  till  his  death,  1451.  He  was  a zealous  aflerter  of  his 
church  s rights  and  pofleflions,  and  procured  of  the  king  an  enlargement  of 
the  abbey  liberties  in  compenfation  for  certain  jewels  and  ornaments  bequeathed 
by  the  duke  of  Gloucefter,  but  detained  by  the  king.  He  beftowed  much  in 
ornamenting  the  buildings  of  the  church  and  monaftery,  and  as  the  memoirs 
of  abbot  Whethamfted,  in  the  Cottonian  library,  Nero  D.  VII.  printed  by 
Hearne,  preface  to  Otterbourne’s  Chronicle,  p.  exxi.  allure  us,  he  was  the 
builder  ot  that  duke’s  monument 6.  He  left  money  for  the  great  bell  called 
after  him  John , and  to  new  glaze  the  cloifter.  He  bought  cloth  of  gold  of  a 
blue  7 colour  to  lay  over  the  dead  monks  on  the  day  of  their  funeral,  and  a fine 
piece  of  Flemifh  tapeftry  hangings  for  the  abbot’s  chamber.  He  difpenfed  with 
the  cuftom  of  the  monks  when  called  to  the  abbot’s  table  bringing  with  them 
all  fervice.  due  to  them  as  their  own  lhare,  or  on  their  own  account.  He 
brought  many  articles  with  him  from  Wallingford,  fome  of  which  he  kept, 
and  added  'them,  with  others,  to  the  wardrobe  at  St.  Alban’s.

Under  this  Jlone  is  buried  tbe  body  of  tie  right  honorable  woman 
and  ladiefome  time  wife  unto  tbe  right  high  and  mighty  prince  lord 
John  Howard  duke  of  Norfolke,  and  mother  unto  the  right  noble 
and  puijfant  prince  lord'I'bomas  Howard  duke  alfo  of  Norfolke-, 
which  lady  departed  this  prefent  life  An.  Dom.  1432. 


This  lady  was  Katharine  daughter  of  William  lord  Molins,  firft  wife  of 
John  Howard  firft  duke  of  Norfolk,  fo  created  by  Richard  111.  Jnne  18,  1483. 
and  {lain  in  his  imereti  in  the  front  of  his  army  at  Bofworth,  Aug.  22,  1485. 

Their  iffue  were  Thomas  fecond  duke,  of  whom  hereafter,  and  four  daughters! 

Duke  John  was  fon  of  Sir  Robert  Howard  and  Margaret  heirefs  of  Thomas 
Mowbray  duke  of  Norfolk  fon  of  John  lord  Mowbray  and  Elizabeth  daughter 
and  heirefs  of  John  lord  Segrave  by  Margaret  duchefs  of  Norfolk  daughter  and 
heirefs  of  Thomas  de  Brotherton,  fifth  fon  of  Edward  I.  by  his  fecond  wife. 

The  duke’s  grandfather’s  monument  in  Stoke  church  is  deferibed  p.  8t. 

His  fecond  wife,  Margaret,  was  buried  in  the  fame  church  1494. 

In  the  window  of  the  South  aile  of  the  church  at  Whitchurch,  Shropftiire,  1453. 
rebuilt  in  the  prefent  century,  is  the  figure  of  John  Talbot  earl  of  Shrewsbury, 
flain  at  the  fiege  of  Chaftillon  inFrance,  July  20,  1453,  being  {hot in  the  thigh 
by  a cannon  ball  which  killed  his  horfe  under  him.  His  figure  is  habited  in  the 
robes  of  the  garter. 

His  epitaph,  formerly  round  the  ledge  of  the  altar  tomb  now  gone,  dates 
his  death  July  7,  at  Bourdeaux.  He  had  juft  before  taken  that  town,  and 
quilted  it  to  releive  Chaftillon.

His  fecond  wife,  Margaret,  eldeft  daughter  of  Richard  Beauchamp  earl  of 
Warwick  (who  built  and  was  buried  in  that  beautiful  chapel  at  Warwick,  of 
which  fee  before,  p.  1 15)  died  1468,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  at 
London , where  it  was  intended  a monument  of  jf.  100.  value  Ihoukl  have  been 
ercdled  to  her  memory  ; but  fhe  had  only  an  infcription  on  a pillar  to  be  feen  in 
Stowe’s  Survey  2 and  Dugdale’s  Baronage  3.

Leland 
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Leland  1 fays,  “ John  earl  of  Shrewsbury  had  among  his  brethren  one  called 
Gilbert  Talbot,  after  a knight  of  fame,  the  which  buried  the  earl  his  grand- 
father’s bones  brought  out  of  France  at  Whitechurch,  in  a fair  chapelle,  where 
he  is  alfo  buried  himfelf.”  This  is  Sir  Gilbert  Talbot,  to  whom  Henry  VII. 
granted  Grafton  in  Bromfgrove  the  eftate  of  the  Staffords  ; of  whom  fee  before, 
p.  106;  Anftis 1 Regifter  of  the  Garter;  and  Nafh’s  Worcefterfhire  3. 


1453.  Archbifhop  Kemp,  who  died  1453,  lies  under  a rich  heavy  canopy  of  three 
arches,  with  a plain  altar  tomb  adorned  with  three  ftarred  quatrefoils  parted  by 
pairs  of  afches  and  a brafs  ledge  round  it,  in  the  presbytery  at  Canterbury. 
On  the  top  of  the  canopy  is  a cornice  of  twenty  angels  {landing,  each  between 
two  fhields  now  blank.  This  tomb  was,  with  that  of  Stratford,  once  open  to 
the  choir,  but  is  now  hid  from  it  by  the  wainfcotting  above  the  altar.  Leland  4 
calls  it  “ an  high  tumbe  of  marble  ; but  no  image  engroflid  on  it.” 

John  Kemp,  fon  of  Thomas  Kemp  a yeoman  of  Kent,  paffed  through  the  fees 
of  Rochefter,  Chichefler,  London,  and  York,  to  Canterbury,  1452,  and  ob- 
tained a cardinal’s  hat  1439.  He  was  archbifhop  of  York  twenty-eight 
years.  But  he  held  the  primacy  little  more  than  eighteen  months,  from 
Sept.  24,  1452,  to  March  22,  1454,  when  he  died  advanced  in  years. 
He  is  principally  known  by  his  benefactions  to  the  univerfity  of  Oxford, 
where  he  received  his  education  in  Merton  college,  by  his  charitable  foun- 
dation of  a college  at  Wye,  where  he  was  bora,  and  by  his  buildings  at  Ca- 
wood  and  Southwell,  his  archiepifcopal  palaces  5.  He  was  twice  chancellor -of 
England  6,  and  employed  in  feveral  important  negotiations,  before  and  after 
his  advancement,  as  in  the  treaty  with  Arragon,  1415  7 ; with  France,  1417  8; 
with  Burgundy,  1418  9 ; of  marriage  with  Catharine  of  France  and  peace  with 
that  kingdom  fame  year,  at  which  time  he  was  keeper  of  the  privy  feal‘°.  He  was 
alfo  ambaffador  to  the  council  of  Bafil  1432 ". 

All  that  remains  or  can  be  feen  of  his  epitaph  is  on  the  South  fide  of  the 
tomb  :

Some  verfes  on  him  preferved  by  Weever  ’4  give  him  a good  character.  Mr. 
Raltall  fays  his  character  was,  “learned,  liberal,  and  polite'5.”  Weever  and 
Parker  add,  he  was  charged  with  having  died  very  rich,  and  having  advanced 
his  relations.  It  is  hard  if  he  might  not  be  allowed  to  make  ufe  of  the  long  time 
he  was  able  to  do  fo.  Henry  VI.  recovering  from  ficknefs  or  ftupiditv,  faid, 
when  he  heard  of  his  death,  “ one  of  the  wife  ft  lords  in  this  land  is  dead  ,6.”

This  figure,  which  was  headlefs  when  I firft  faw  it,  1762,  is  habited  in  full 
plated  armour  and  a flowing  mantle  and  cordon  : the  gauntlets  reach  to  the 
middle  joint  of  the  fingers,  a long  fword  acrofs  him  from  the  middle  of  the  belt ; 
at  his  feet  two  wild  men  with  clubs,  his  fupporters.  The  figure  of  his  wife 
was  gone  before  my  fecond  vifit,  1782. 

Ralph  Cromwell,  defcended  from  a family  mentioned  in  our  records  as  early 
as  the  reign  of  John,  fucceeded  his  father  John  at  Tatelhall,  in  the  county  of 
Lincoln,  which  he  had  acquired  by  marriage  with  Maud  daughter  of  John 
Bernack,  and  heir  to  her  brother  William.  John  died  22  Richard  II.  and 
Maud  7 Henry  V.  Their  fon  Ralph  was  treafurer  of  the  Exchequer  1 1 Henry  VI '. 
matter  of  the  King’s  Mews  and  Falcons  on  the  deceafe  of  John  duke  of  Bed- 
ford, 14  Henry  VI  \ In  the  17th  of  that  king  he  obtained  licenfe  3 to  make 
the  church  of  Tatefhall  collegiate  to  the  honor  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  the  Blefled 
Virgin,  St.  Peter,  and  St.  John  Baptitt  and  Evangelift,  for  feven  priefts,  fix  fe- 
cular  clerks,  and  fix  chorifters  ; as  alfo  to  found  near  the  church-yard  an  hof- 
pital  for  thirteen  poor  men  and  women,  for  the  good  ettate  of  king  Henry  VI. 
and  the  laid  Ralph,  during  life,  and  afterwards  for  the  health  of  their 
fouls  and  the  fouls  of  their  parents,  friends,  and  benefactors,  but  chiefly  for 
the  foul  of  lady  Maud  Cromwell  fometime  lady  of  Tatelhall,  his  grandmother. 
He  began  a fair  houfe 4 at  Coly wefton  in  Northamptonfhire,  afterwards  finifhed 
by  Margaret  countefs  of  Richmond  and  Derby  mother  of  Henry  VII.  wherein,  as 
on  the  chimney  pieces  of  the  principal  tower  of  Tatefhall  cattle,  and  many  pews 
in  its  church,  he  caufed  to  be  carved  on  the  ftone  work  of  the  chapel,  and  other 
places,  bags  or  purfes4,  denoting  his  office  of  chancellor,  with  his  motto,  nay  ie 
droit'3.  William  of  Worcefter 6 fays  he  expended  on  the  principal  and  other 
towers  of  Tatefh ale-cattle  above  4000  marks  : his  houfhold  there  confifted  of 
100  perfons,  and  his  fuite  when  he  rode  to  London  commonly  of  120  horfe- 
men,  and  his  annual  expenditure  was  about  ^.5000.  He  purchafed  the 
manor  of  Empthill  (Q.  Ampthill)  for  5000  marks;  and  fpent  ^.2000.  in 
half  a year  in  a fuit  with  the  duke  of  Exeter  for  it.  23  Henry  VI.  he 
had  grants  to  himfelf  and  heirs  of  the  office  of  conttable  and  fteward  of 
Nottingham  cattle,  warden  of  the  foreft  of  Sherwood,  with  the  parks  of 
Befkwood  and  Clipfton,  to  be  held  by  fealty  only  for  all  fervices  7 : and 
having  been  fummoned  to  parliament  from  1 Henry  IV.  to  33  Henry  VI.  He

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died  Jan.  4,  1455.  By  his  will bearing  date  fame  year,  he  bequeathed  his  body 
to  be  buried  in  the  midft  of  the  choir  of  the  collegiate  church  of  Tatefhal], 
until  the  whole  fabric  ihould  be  rebuilt,  and  then  to  be  removed  into  the 
midft  of  the  choir,  appointing,  that  immediately  after  his  deceafe  three  thou- 
fand  maffes  ihould  be  faid  for  his  foul,  in  the  counties  of  Lincoln,  Notting- 
ham, and  Derby ; one  thoufand  of  the  Trinity,  one  thoufand  of  the  Bleffed 
Virgin,  and  one  thouiand  of  Requiem;  appointing  for  his  executors  William 
[Wainflete]  bifhop  of  Winchefter,  Sir  John  Fortefcue,  knight,  Chief  Juftice 
of  the  King’s  Bench,  and  John  Portington,  one  of  the  Juftices  of  the  Common 
Pleas.  He  married  Margaret  daughter  of  John  lord  Deincourt,  by  Joan 
daughter  and  heir  of  Robert  lord  Grey  of  Rotherfield,  and  After  and  coheir  to 
William  lord  Deincourt,  by  whom  he  left  no  iffue  j but  Dugdale  * miftakes  in 
faying  his  three  aunts  became  his  heirs  ; for  he  had  a After,  who  was  fecond 
wife  of  Sir  Richard  Stanhope,  and  had  two  daughters,  Joan  and  Maud,  who 
on  the  death  of  their  uncle  became  his  coheirs.  They  were  both  buried  by 
him  in  the  chancel  at  Tatefliale,  as  will  be  mentioned  hereafter. 

No  church  has  fuffered  a more  cruel  dilapidation  than  this  beautiful  and 
fpacious  collegiate  church  of  Tatefliall,  which  confifted  of  a nave  w ith  five 
arches  on  a fide,  and  eight  clereftory  windows  in  pairs,  two  tranfepts,  and  a 
magnificent  chancel.  The  windows  of  the  choir  being  of  beautiful  painted 
glafs  were  obtained,  1754,  of  lord  Fortefcue  by  the  earl  of  Exeter,  for  his 
chapel  at  Burleigh,  on  condition  he  replaced  them  with  plain  glafs,  which 
could  have  been  done  for  about  forty  pounds ; but  not  having  been  done, 
the  mfide  of  the  choir  has  fallen  into  decay  from  weather,  while  the  walls, 
roof,  and  pavement  remain  intire 3.  The  ruined  fcreen  was  handfomely 
carved  in  wood;  the  oak  flails,  now  almoft  rotten,  were  adorned  with 
good  carving : the  firft  feat  on  the  right  hand  at  entering,  probably  the  maf- 
ter  s,  had  when  I firft  faw  it  in  1762  a bend  quartering  Cromwell  and  Jatejhale  ; 
fupporters  two  wildmen  ; alfo  a bend  between  fix  crofs  crofslets.  Behind 
thefe  is  a ftone  fcreen  in  whofe  niches  faints  have  been  painted.  In  the  South 
wall  of  the  chancel  are  three  flails  with  a cornice  charged  with  various  ani- 
mals, and  a holywater  bafon.  Before  the  altar  lie  the  four  large  ftones  here  and 
hereafter  deferibed  over  the  founder  and  his  wife,  his  neices  Joan  lady  Cromwell, 
and  Maud  lady  Willughby,  and  William  More,  fecond  provoft  of  the  college.  In 
another  part  of  the  choir  lay  a prieft  with  a flat  cap  on  his  head,  on  his  ledge 
faints  Davith  and  another  namelefs ; others  on  his  pall  and  on  his  bread  rofes 
with  leaves  : arms  ; on  a chevron  between  three  bugle  horns  within  a bordure 
compone  two  fprigs  of  rofes.  Over  the  North  door  without  are  carved  the  arms 
of  bifhop  Wainfleet,  perhaps  a benefadlor.  The  body  of  the  church  had  its 
windows  alfo  richly  painted  with  legendary  hiftory  of  Guthlac,  Catharine,  and 
other  faints  4.  Over  the  Weft  door  thirteen  blank  fhields.

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The  hofpital  or  almfhoufe  on  the  North  fide  of  the  churchyard  hill  fubfifts 
for  thirteen  poor  perl'ons. 

The  caftle,  built  15  Henry  III.  by  Robert,  third  of  the  name,  fifth  in  lineal 
defcent  from  Eudo  the  great  Norman  baron,  who  came  over  with  the  Conque- 
ror, and  had  from  him  the  lordfhip  of  Tatefale  ',  defcended  by  one  of  the 
cohei reffcs  of  the  laft  of  this  family  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  to  the  families 
of  Driby,  thence  to  that  of  Bernak,  and  from  them  to  the  Cromwells. 
Henry  VI 1.  granted  it  to  Margaret  countefs  of  Richmond,  and  afterwards  to  the  duke 
of  Richmond  in  tail,  who  dying  without  iffue,  Henry  VIII.  granted  it  to  Charles 
Brandon  duke  of  Suffolk,  and  Edward  VI.  to  Edward  lord  Clinton  and  Saye  and  his 
heirs,  under  which  grant  the  eftate  is  held  at  this  day.  Edward  firft  earl  had  it 
1584:  Thomas,  the  third,  who  died  1618,  was  buried  in  the  chancel  here.  His 
elded  fon  Theophilus  petitioned  the  parliament,  1 649,  for  damages  in  de- 
molilhing  it.  There  was,  however,  enough  left  for  his  fon  Edward  to  live  in, 
who  died  here  1692,  as  did  his  grandfon  and  fucceffor  Francis,  1693. 
To  George  grandfon  of  Francis  Mr.  Buck  dedicated  his  view  of  it  1726.  By 
a daughter  and  coheir  of  Theophilus  fourth  earl  of  Lincoln  it  came  to  the  For- 
telcue  family.  The  title  of  baron  Clinton  was  revived  in  Hugh  Fortefcue,  efq. 
her  grandfon,  who  was  created  lord  Fortefcue  baron  of  Caftlehill  and  earl 
Clinton,  with  limitation  of  the  barony  to  his  brother  Matthew,  prefent  poffeffor 
of  the  manor  and  curacy,  which  laft  is  of  exempt  jurifdidtion. 

It  Hands  on  a moorifh  level,  furrounded  by  two  great  foffes,  the  outer  of 
earth,  the  inner  faced  with  bricky  ten  feet  deep,  fupplied  with  water  from  the 
river  Bane.  The  great  tower  at  the  North  Weft  corner  of  the  keep  clofe  to 
the  moat,  over  which  it  has  a bridge,  is  in  height  to  the  top  of  the  battle- 
ments 216  feet,  and  afcended  by  1 7 5 fteps : its  broadeft  fide  is  47  feet,  and 
the  walls  are  between  fourteen  and  fifteen  feet  thick.  Within  it  was  divided 
PI.  into  four  ftories,  38  by  22  in  the  clear.  The  embattled  chimney  pieces  of 
LXIV-  the  two  firft  are  adorned  with  the  following  arms  and  devices  :

In  the  point  of  the  furbaft  arch  of  this  chimney-piece  is  the  coat  of 
Cromwell. 

At  each  corner  of.  this  tower  is  a turret  of  four  ftories,  terminating  in  a 
wooden  fpire  leaded,  communicating  by  doors  with  the  middle  of  the  great  tower, 

On  the  top  between  them  was  a gallery,  five  feet  eight  inches,  with  loopholes 
and  battlements,  the  roof  ribbed,  eleven  feet  thick  : arms  in  the  keyftones : 
the  brackets  open  underneath  alfo  communicated  with  the  towers.  I afeended 
the  South  Eaft  tower  1762,  and  had  a molt  extenfive  view  of  the  furrounding 
country,  and  of  Lincoln,  which  is  only  twenty  miles  diftant.  At  the  foot 
of  the  North  Eaft  tower  were  traces  of  a fpiral  ftaircafe,  at  right  angles  to 
which  were  fome  vaulted  buildings,  and  among  them  the  bafe  of  an  hexagonal 
tower.  To  the  South  are  arches  and  other  fragments  of  buildings.  The  prin- 
cipal entrance  to  the  caftle,  with  its  portcullis  and  towers,  were  remaining  when 
Buck  made  his  drawing,  and  flood  at  the  North  Eaft  corner  of  the  enclofure 
on  a bank,  on  the  Eaft  fide  of  which  feems  to  have  been  another  moat. 

I have  dwelt  longer  in  deferibing  this  church  and  caftle  as  the  foundation  pi. 
and  refidence  of  a family  of  fuch  eminence  now  fo  completely  extindl  ; and  LXV. 
this  confideration  has  induced  me  to  depart  from  my  plan,  to  give  a view  of  both 
as  drawn  by  Mr.  Schnebbelie  in  the  fummer  of  1789 


Henry  Percy  earl  of  Northumberland,  a favourite  with  Henry  V.  and  a 1455- 
faithful  and  loyal  fubjedl  to  his  fon  Henry  VI.  was  flain  when  he  was  about  fixty 
years  old,  at  the  firft  battle  of  St.  Alban’s,  May  23,  1455,  an^  buried  haftily  in 
the  Lady  Chapel,  at  the  Eaft  end  of  the  abbey  church,  together  with  the  duke 
of  Somerfet,  lord  Clifford,  and  others,  who  fell  in  the  fame  caufe  at  the  fame 
time.  This  chapel  is  a fchool-houfe,  and  the  pavement  covered  with  a boarded 
floor : but  being  dug  into  on  fome  repairs,  fome  large  bones  were  found,  which 
were  adjudged  to  this  earl. 

The  bodies  of  thefe  three  lords  lay  in  the  ftreet,  none  daring  to  touch  them 
for  fear,  of  incurring  the  difpleafure  of  the  victorious  Edward.  At  length  abbot 
Whethamftede  ventured  to  folicit  his  leave  to  bury  them;  and  having  obtained  it, 
fent  out  the  brethren  and  fervants  of  the  monaftry  to  fetch  them  to  the  church, 
where  he  received  them  with  due  refpedl ; and  having  performed  their  exequies, 
depofited  them  in  the  Lady  Chapel,  in  a line  % according  to  the  ftate*  degree, 
and  honour,  of  their  rank  3. 

“ The  church  and  churchyard  of  St.  Peter’s  at  St.  Alban's  was  fluffed  full  of 
the  bodies  of  fuch  as  were  flain  in  the  two  battles  fought  in  that  town  ; in 
which,  fays  Weever,  p.  578,  I find  a monument  for  my  valiant  countryman 
Sir  Bertin  Entwyssel,  who  fighting  on  the  king’s  (Henry  VI.)  party,  died  of 
a wound  received  in  the  firft  battle  ; upon  whofe  tombe  this  infeription,  inlaid

Leland,  as 
quoted  by  Weever,  fays  he  was  buried  in  the  place  of  the  leflorium  in  the 
quyre,  where  a monument  then  remained.

T could  not  find  this  1762,  but  there  are  many  brafslefs  flabs  in  this  church, 
and  the  CUJUS  atlUM  prOpltlCtlll*  HCU5  is  ftudioufly  cut  away  from  thofe 
that  remain.  This  beautiful  church  underwent  a thorough  repair  fince  that 
time*;  much  of  the  painted  glafs  was  broken  by  thrufting  the  fcaffold  poles 
through  the  windows,  and  what  braffes  efcaped  the  workmen  were  depofited  in 
the  South  aile  ; fo  that  it  is  now  impofiible  to  find  the  few  of  the  firft  that 
furvived  former  ravages.

William  Moor  had  the  prebend  of  Holme  Archiepifcopi  in  the  church  of 
York,  1443,  and  was  the  fecond  provoft  of  Tateihal  college,  which  had  been 
founded  by  Sir  Ralph  Cromwell,  17  Henry  VI.  His  rettery  of  Ledcnham  was 
probably  Long  Ledenham,  in  Loveden  deanry  and  hundred  in  Lincolnlhire.  It 
is  mentioned  only  in  the  epitaph,  which  is  printed  by  Mr.  Willis,  in  his  Account 
of  York,  p,  142,  with  the  variations  noted  at  the  bottom  of  the  preceding  page. 


In  the  middle  of  the  choir  at  St.  David's  is  an  altar  tomb  four  feet  hi  di  1456. 
eight  feet  by  three  and  a half,  with  a flab  of  very  beautiful  blue  marble  fpotted 
with  whitiih  grains,  the  marble  of  the  country.  It  had  once  a brafs  image  and 
four  efcocheons  at  the  four  corners,  with  a brafs  plate  on  the  verge,  bearing

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On  the  fide  of  the  monument  are  fome  fhields  with  the  arms  of  the  'Tudors 
and  the  royal  arms  intermixed;  but  this  fione  being  fofter  than  the  flab  they  are 
much  defaced 

He  was  eldeft  fon  of  Owen  Tudor  fecond  hufband  of  Katherine  of  Valois 
dowager  of  Henry  V.  and  married  Margaret  only  daughter  and  heirefs  of  John 
Beaufort  duke  of  Somerfet,  and  his  wife  Margaret  Beauchamp ; of  whom  be- 
fore, p.  132.  He  was  furnamed  of  Hadham,  from  his  mother’s  manor-houfe4 
where  he  was  born,  and  was  created  earl  of  Richmond,  31  Henry  VI.  1452. 
He  was  buried  in  the  Grey  Friars’  church  at  Carmarthen ; but  at  the  diflolu- 
tion  removed  to  St.  David’s 

1457.  In  the  chapel  at  New  College , Oxford,  was  a brafs  figure  of  a Dodtor  in  his 
gown,  and  two  hands  iffuing  out  of  the  clouds,  and  holding  over  his  head  a 
dodtoral  cap  round  and  fome  what  fteepled,  fuch  as  was  worn  by  Theologifts  in 
his  time  ; but  the  plate  is  now  gone.

An  epitaph  in  Wood’s  opinion  far  beneath  the  memory  of  the  defunct,  who 
in  his  life-time  was  accounted  the  ornament  of  the  univerfity,  both  for  piety 
and  learning.  Under  his  effigies  are  his  arms  ; viz.  thofe  that  belonged  to 
the  Gafcoignes  of  Hunfleet  in  Yorkfhire,  diftinguilhed  by  a crofs  patee  fitche 
in  the  dexter  canton. 

Thomas  Gascoigne  was  of  the  family  of  the  judge  beforementioned,  bom 
1403,  admitted  commoner  atOriel  college,  Oxford,  at  eighteen  years  old,  ordained 
prielt  in  Thame  church  1427,  and  created  D.  D.  1434.  Was  twice  or  thrice 
Chancellor  of  the  Univerfity,  and  was  prebendary  of  Wells,  and  reCtor  of 
Dighton,  c.  Yorkfhire,  which  he  refigned  on  purpofe  that  he  might  go  about 
and  preach.  He  fays  of  himfelf  that  he  never  had  a prebend  of  twelve  marks 
value  offered  him,  and  that  when  he  was  promoted  by  archbifhop  Kemp’s  ap- 
pointment to  the  Chancellorfhip  of  Exeter,  he  never  took  it,  becaufe  the  re- 
venues arole  from  the  tithes  of  two  parilh  churches.  He  was  a liberal  bene- 
factor in  books  to  Lincoln  college,  Oxford ; where  are,  among  his  various 
writings,  the  principal,  which  he  intitled,  “ DiCtionarium  Theologicum  a kind 
of  common  place  of  collections  from  feripture,  and  other  holy  books,  ranged 
alphabetically,  in  two  large  folio  volumes  4.  In  this  work  may  be  found  many 
free  expreffions  againft  the  corruptions  of  the  church  in  his  time,  and  many 
hiftorical  particulars  of  Englifh  kings  and  bilhops  not  to  be  elfewhere  met  with5. 
He  died  March  13,  1457,  aged  54.

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The  firfl  volume,  reaching  to  J.  was  tranfcribed  not  many  years  fince  By 
'the  Rev.  Mr.  Fleming  of  Lincoln  College,  and  afterwards  fellow  of  Oriel'; 
by  which  latt  Society  he  was  prefented  to  the  living  of  Plymptree,  in  Devon- 
fhire,  where  he  now  refides. 

Robert  Neville  billrop  of  Ttutbam,  who  died  1457,  had  a bfafs  figure 
in  pontificalibus,  on  a blue  marble  flab,  clofe  by  the  tomb  of  Ralph  lord  Neville, 
his  anceftors  before  delcribed '.  He  was  fifth  fon  of  Ralph  Neville  firfl:  earl  of 
Weftmoreland,  provoft  of  Beverley,  confecrated  bifliop  of  Salilbury  1427, 
on  the  death  of  Chandler  ; tranflated  to  Durham  1437,  where  he  died  July  8, 
I4S7>  and  was  buried  in  the  Galilee,  near  the  fhrine  and  before  the  altar  of 
St.  Bede  ’,  being  the  firfl  bifliop  buried  within  the  cathedral. 

The  tomb  of  John  Wyrrall,  in  the  church-yard  at  Newland,  in  Glou- 
cefterfhire,  at  a little  diftance  North  Eaft  of  the  church,  reprefents  him  lying 
on  an  altar  tomb,  whofe  fid'es  are  adorned  with  four  quatrefoils  in  rondeaux. 
On  his  head  a furred  cap  tied  at  the  top,  or  his  hair  ftrait  and  cropt ; a fltort 
jacket  girt  round  his  waift ; from  his  belt  on  the  right  fide  hangs  a hunting 
horn,  and  at  his  left  a falchion  or  couteau  de  chaffe.  His  Ihoes  are  pointed, 
and  at  his  feet  lies  a hound.  Round  the  tomb,  and  on  the  South  fide  is  this 
infcription,  ftill  tolerably  legible  ; many  of  the  words  divided  by  treble  points  :

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Sir  Robert  Atkyns 1 gives  the  following  lines  as  the  infcription  t 
“ Here  lieth  Jenkin  Wyrrall,  chief  forrefter  in  fee, 

“ A braver  fellow  never  was  nor  never  will  there  be.” 

This  John  (mifcalled  Jenkin)  Wyrrall  was  probably  forefter  of  the  foreft 
of  -Dean,  in  which  Newland  is  fituate,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VI. 

North  of  this  tomb  are  two  others  of  very  rude  and  antient  appearance, 
with  the  figure  of  one  and  two  women,  laid  to  be  his  wife  and  two  daughters. 
They  feem  older,  and  are  cut  out  of  thick  grave  ftones,  and  much  defaced  by 
time  and  weather. 

1 he  family  of  the  Wyrrals,  feated  at  Bicknor,  in  Gloucellerfhire,  for  feveral 
generations  palb  to  the  beginning  of  the  prefent  century,  is  of  great  anti- 
quity, bnt  now  extindh  Matthew  was  lheriff'of  the  county  1259.  John,  his 
defcendant,  died  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VI.  leaving  his  fon-  Jenkyn,  who 
married  Margaret  Machen  of  St.  Briavel’s.  He  died  7 Edward  IV.  and  was 
buried  in  the  church-yard  of  Newland,  concerning  whofe  epitaph  there  have 
been  frequent  miftakes  \ 

• In  St.  John  the  Evangelilt’s  chapel  in  IVcJiminJler  abbey , under  the  fereen 
on  the  left  hand  at  entering,  was  a freeftone  tomb,  four  feet  high,  with  abrafs 
figure  of  a knight  in  plated  armour  and  pointed  helmet,  his  belt  ftudded  with 
annulets,  fvvord  at  the  left  fide,  dagger  without  a crofs  to  the  hilt  at  right  fide; 
under  his  head  a helmet  with  an  afs's  head  ifluing  from  a coronet.  At  his  feet 
a lion.  Two  fhields  above  have  an  eftoile  S.  voided  Or.  and  a martlet  in  the 
centre  ; Harpeden  impaling  Mortimer  quartering  a plain  crofs.

At  his  fides  Harpeden  lingle  and  impaling  S.  on  a chevron  O.  three  lioncels 
rampant,  S.  Cobham. 

All  that  remained  of  the  infcription  on  the  ledge  was  HKnOS  » 

This  flab,  engraved  PI.  XXI.  lies  now  on  the  floor  of  the  aile  under  the  tomb 
of  Edmund  Crouchback,  and  oppofite  to  that  of  abbot  Eaftney,  which  covere;l 
a fimilar  altar  tomb  on  the  left  hand  at  the  head  of  this  within  the  faid  cha- 
pel ; of  which  hereafter. 

The  regifter  of  the  church  informs  11s  that  it  covered  Sir  John  Herpeden, 
knight,  who  died  1457,  of  whom  Keepe  3 aqd  Dart  could  inform  us  no  fur- 
ther. 

It  appears  that  he  was  the  fifth  and  laft  husband  of  Joan  heirefs  of  the  barons 
Cobham;  fee  before,  p.103. 

Thomas  Seabroke,  abbot  of  Gloucejler  from  1450  to  his  death  in  1457, 
was  buried  in  a chapel  built  by  himfelf  at  the  South  Weft  end  of  the  choir  of 
the  cathedral  church  there. 

His  monument  is  adorned  at  the  fides  with  a Angular  kind  of  archwork 
being  only  the  parts  of  three  pointed  arches,  and  their  divifion  into  two  days, 
in  a fquare  frame.  On  it  lies  his  figure  in  alabafter,  in  pontificalibus , angels 
lupporting  a double  culhion  under  his  head,  and  at  his  feet  a lion.  On  the 
North  wall  of  the  chapel  are  three  niches  for  ftatues : angels  that  held  arms 
are  broken  off. 

His  arms  Ermine  a cinqfoil  are  on  the  South  wall  under  the  tower,  and 
with  his  name,  Domiltus  Syomas  feebroft,  abbas,  and  motto,  jfiat  boluntas  Domini, 
three  times  repeated  round  his  arms,  four  times  repeated  in  quatrefoils,  on  the

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bricks  1 wherewith  the  choir  is  paved  beyond  the  bifhop’s  throne,  which  de- 
note it  was  his  doing.  He  began  the  ftately  tower  in  the  centre  of  his  church, 
committing  the  care  of  it  to  Robert  Tully,  one  of  his  monks,  afterwards  bilhop 
of  St.  David’s,  as  appears  by  this  infcription  written  in  the  choir  on  the  arch  of 
the  tower :

The  wainfcot  of  this  chapel  is  painted  with  his  initials  and  others,  and  the  floor 
paved  with  tiles  alfo  charged  with  his  initials  and  others,  both  crowned. 


On  the  floor  is  a flab  with  a finali  brafslefs  abbot  and  canopy. 

Bilhop  Tully  died  1482,  and  was  buried  in  Tenbigh  church,  Pembrokefliire 3.

In  the  chancel  of  Blickling  church,  Norfolk,  is  the  brafs  figure  of  Cicily  1458. 
Boleyn,  After  of  Geffrey  Boleyn,  lord  of  that  manor.  She  died  June  26,  1458,  PI. 
aged  50.  She  is  in  long  flowing  hair,  without  any  coeffeure,  and  a gown  XL. 
belted  high  round  her  waift,  with  large  fleeves  furred  at  the  wrifts,  and  this 
infcription,  as  given  by  Mr.  Blomefield,  III.  627.  note.

Sir  Geoffrey  built  the  chapel  of  St.  Thomas  at  the  Eaft  end  of  the  North  ailc 
of  Blickling  church,  and  adorned  the  windows  with  beautiful  painted  glafs,  in 
which  remained  his  own  and  his  wife’s  arms,  and  an  infcription  commemorating 
him  as  the  builder1.  But  he  was  buried  in  the  church  of  St.  Lawrence  Jewry 
in  London.  Stowe  1 faw  his  graveftone  on  the  ground,  “ well  plated ,”  with  this 
infcription,

The  words  Now  thus  thirty-two  times  difperfed  in  brafs  all  over  the  grave- 
ftone. 

Reginald  Butler,  or  Bolars,  twenty-fixth  abbot  of  Gloucefter,  which  1458, 
office  he  refigned  on  being  promoted  to  the  fee  of  Hereford,  1450,  after  having 
refufed  that  of  LandafF  ten  years  before,  and  was  thence  tranflated  to  Lichfield* 

I453>  is  faid  by  Godwin  to  have  been  buried  in  his  cathedral  at  Hereford, 
before  the  high  altar,  where  were  to  be  feen,  in  the  braffwork  of  his  flab,  the 
arms  of  Butler  with  thofe  of  the  fee  in  chief  \ But  as  this  bearing  cannot  be 
true,  what  Godwin  took  for  the  arms  of  the  fee  were  three  lilies  in  chief, 
and  the  whole  is  the  coat  of  Trillec , who  was  bifliop  here  from  t 344  to  1 360  h 
The  fadt  is,  Butler  directed  by  his  will,  dated  March  23,  1458,  proved 
April  10,  1459  4,  that  he  fliould  be  buried  at  Lichfield. 

In  the  chancel  at  Shernborne , Norfolk,  faid  to  have  been  built  by  Alice  wife 
of  Sir  Andrew  de  Sherneborne  before  1260,  but  now  rebuilt  with  the  church,  pp 
is  the  monument  of  Sir  Thomas  Shernborne  lord  of  that  manor  in  right  of  his  lxIX. 
mother  heirefs  of  the  family,  and  married  1408  to  Richard  Ellefwicke,  efq. 
of  Ribchefter  in  Lancafhire,  father  of  Sir  Thomas,  who  affumed  the  name  of 
Shernborne.  He  was  chamberlain  to  Margaret  of  Anjou  queen  of  Henry  VI. 
and  married  J amina  de  Cherneys,  a French  woman,  one  of  her  maids  of 
honour,  and  dying  Feb.  3,  1458,  was  here  buried. 

The  infeription  in  Weever’s  time,  but  now  gone,  was,

Over  and  under  each  figure  were  two  fhields  [G]  a lion  rampant  [O]  with  a 
canton  Erm.  Shernborne , impaling  three  martlets  in  fefs  and  a file  of  three  in 
chief.  Be  Cherneys. 

It  is  not  eafy  to  account  for  Weever’s  deferibing  this  monument  as  “an  antient 
monument  to  the  memory  of  one  of  the  Shernebornes ; but  fo  fouly  defaced 
that  nothing  remains  to  know  the  man  who  lies  under  it,  faving  a vulture  dij, 1 
played , which  is  the  creft  of  the  Shernbornes.”  This  account  is  imperfe&l 
copied  in  Mr.  Parkin’s  Hiftory  of  Norfolk,  V.  1302.  Yet  Mr.  Kerrich,  1771, 
made  the  drawing  of  it  engraved  in  PI.  LXIX.  which  reprefents  Sir  Thomas 
bareheaded  in  cropt  hair,  his  gorget  up  plated  like  the  reft  of  his  armour,  points 
on  his  flioulders  and  at  his  elbows  ; his  right  fhoulder-piece  opening  difeovers 
mail  under  it,  fomething  like  which  appears  at  his  infteps  ; a large  round 
headed  fword  acrofs  his  middle.  Under  his  head  the  lower  part  of  a helmet, 
which  feems  to  have  been  miftaken  by  Weever  for  his  creft,  the  vulture  dif- 
played,  unlefs  we  fuppofe  the  creft  to  be  the  only  part  of  the  figure  loft  fince 
Weever’s  time. 

His  lady  has  the  mitred  headdrefs  and  veil,  a furcot,  mantle,  kirtle,  and  cor- 
don, and  at  her  right  foot  fits  a fmall  dog,  with  a collar  of  bells. 

A very  antient  and  rich  font  ftill  remains  in  this  church.

1459.  The  monument  of  Robert  lord  Hungerford,  who  died  1459,  was  the 
PL  South  wall  of  the  chapel  erected  by  his  relidt  in  purfuance  of  his  will,  opening 
LXX.  into  the  Lady-Chapel,  in  the  cathedral  at  Salisbury ; an  altar  tomb  with  a 
canopy  of  four  arches,  and  over  them  eight  niches  of  demiquatrefoil  arches, 
with  a fafcia  of  quatrefoils  and  a cornice  of  oak  leaves  above  : at  the  tides  were 
lhields  in  quatrefoils,  and  below  rofes  in  quatrefoils.  On  it  his  figure  fix 
feet  five  inches  long  recumbent  in  plated  armour,  cropt  hair,  gorget  of  mail, 
collar  of  SS.  and  elbow- pieces  different  from  each  other,  and  fattened  by  bows  ; 
belt  handfomely  ftudded  with  crolfes  in  fquares ; dagger  at  his  right  hand : 
angels  at  his  head,  dog  at  his  feet ; and  a long  coil  of  rope  from  him. 

Above  on  the  wall  was  painted  in  gold  in  large  text  letters  this  fentence  : 

3nclma  auvcm  nobis,  0 rcgina  cclorunt,  ab  attain  p’  nobis  ft 
incimautt  D us  aomtuorunt 

. His  wife’s  accounts  for  building  this  chapel  fay  he  was  buried  in  a vault  of 
marble. 

The  roof  of  this  tomb  was  charged  with  the  arms  of  Hungerford , Peverel, 
and  a lion  rampant  in  a border  ingrailed,  three  fickles  conjoined,  three  gerbes, 
and  the  letters  I lj  S J pc  sip  as  engraved  in  the  plate. 


The  chapel  adjoining  to  the  South  fide  of  Lady-ch3pel  at  Salisbury  was 
LXXI.  eredted  by  the  will  of  his  wife  Margaret  daughter  and  foie  heirefs  of  William 
lord  Botreaux,  who  directed  that  her  feoffees  fhould  make  it  of  lime  and  ftone 
covered  with  lead  for  a chantry  of  two  priefts  to  fay  and  pray  divine  fervice 
for  ever  within  it,  for  the  foul  of  her  faid  lord  and  husband  and  her  own  foul. 
She  obtained  licence  in  her  life-time  to  found  a perpetual  chantry  in  this  chapel 
dedicated  to  Jefus  and  the  blefled  Virgin,  contiguous  to  the  chapel  of  the  Holy 
Trinity  in  the  cathedral  of  Salisbury,  to  celebrate  divine  fervice  daily  for  the 
good  eftate  of  king  Edward  IV.  Elizabeth  his  queen,  Richard  Beauchamp  at 
that  time  bifhop  of  Salisbury,  during  their  lives  in  this  world,  and  afterwards 
for  the  health  of  their  fouls ; as  alfo  for  the  good  eftate  of  her  the  faid  Mar- 
garet, John  Cheyne  of  Pynne,  efq.  John  Mervyn,  efq.  Mr.  James  Goldwell, 
the  pope’s  prothonotary,  then  dean  of  Salifbury,  for  the  fouls  of  Robert 
Hungerford  and  herfelf,  and  of  their  refpecftive  parents.  She  endowed  it  with 
the  manor  of  Inmere,  c.  Wilts,  and  the  advowfon  of  the  free  chapel  there, 
three  melfuages,  two  hundred  acres  of  land,  three  hundred  acres  of  pafture, 
eight  acres  of  meadow,  thirty  fhillings  rent  in  Winterborne  and  Hornington, 
in  the  faid  county,  and  the  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Folke,  with  the  advowfon 
of  the  church,  in  the  county  of  Dorfet. 

The  inventory  of  rich  and  beautiful  plate  with  which  it  was  furniflied  by 
the  foundrefs  may  be  feen  in  Dugdale’s  Baronage,  II.  207,  208. 

It  was  beautifully  painted  : but  damp  and  negledl  had  greatly  injured  the 
ornaments,  which  were  vanilhing  apace.

On  the  fame  wall  was  a curious  and  tolerably  well-preferved  piflure  of  a 
man,  large  as  life,  dreft  in  the  habit  of  the  times,  a lliort  doublet,  cord  and 
bow  round  his  waift,  breeches,  piked  flioes,  a high  hat  and  feather,  and  a dag- 
ger in  front,  a Half  in  his  left  hand,  his  right  held  up  in  terror  and  affright  at 
the  fight  of  Death,  who  was  approaching  him  in  a fhroud,  and  had  a ridged  coffin 
at  his  feet. 

Over  the  man  was  this  infcription,  incorre&ly  given  in  the  Iliftory  and  Anti- 
quities of  Salifburv,  T719,  p.  131.

The  ground  of  the  painting  was  fprinkled  with  tl)<>  and  CD.  It  was  engraved 
by  Langley  of  Salifbury,  1748. 

The  following  oblervations  on  this  painting  have  been  fuggefted  to  me  by  Mr. 
Wanfeyof  Salifbury,  F.  A.  S. 

“ Many  conje&ures  have  been  formed  what  it  fhould  mean  ; the  common 
people  call  it  Death  and  the  Cobler,  fome  writers  deferibe  it  as  Death  and  a 
Traveller ; while  fome  others  have  thought  it  meant  the  extravagant  heir  of 
the  houfe  of  Hungerford ; but  the  coffin  in  the  back  ground  interfperfed  with 
thorns  and  thiflles  clearly  marks  it  as  a moral  tale,  or  a morality,  as  it  was  called 
in  antient  time,  and  fuch  the  infcription  over  it  in  the  old  Englifh  letter 
clearly  proves. 

I think  it  was  probably  copied  from  the  painting  in  the  cloyfters  of  Old  St. 
Paul’s  in  London,  called  “ The  Dance  of  Death,”  a fort  of  fpiritual  mafquerade 
performed  in  churches,  originally  written  in  German  rhymes,  by  one  Machabree*,

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translated  into  Latin  about  1460,  by  Peter  Defrey,  orator,  and  into  French 
much  earlier;  and  painted  on  the  walls  of  St.  Innocent’s  cloifter  at  Paris,  where 
it  feems  to  have  been  often  performed,  and  from  whence  they  were  tranllated 
into  Englilh  verfe  by  John  Lydgate,  monk  of  Bury,  a difciple  of  Geoffrey  Chau- 
cer. The  painting  at  St.  Paul’s  was  deftroyed  in  the  great  fire  1666,  but  a par- 
ticular account  of  it  is  preferved  in  Tottell’s  edition  of  Lydgate,  1554  ; and  in 
Dugdale’s  Monafticon,  III.  367.  and  Hiftory  of  St.  Paul’s.  , There  were  paintings 
in  thirty-five  compartments  fuitable  to  the  verfes.  Mr.  VVarton  however  fup- 
pofes  the  engraving  there  to  be  an  exaft  reprefentation  of  the  painting  3.  Death 
leads  out  all  forts  of  people ; firft  he  takes  in  hand  the  pope,  and  gives  him 
a leflon  on  worldly  enjoyments ; then  the  emperor,  the  cardinal,  king,  pa- 
triarch, conftable,  archbilhop,  baron,  princefs,  bifhop,  efquirc,  abbot,  abbefs, 
bailiff,  aftronomer,  burgefs,  canon  fecular,  merchant,  Carthufian,  feijeant,  monk, 
ufurer,  phyfician,  amorous  efquire,  gentlewoman,  man  of  the  law,  Mr.  John 
Rikil  tragetour,  parfon,  juror,  minftrel,  labourer,  friar  minor,  young  child, 
young  clerk,  and  iaftly  an  hermit 4;  to  each  of  whom  Death  makes  a fhort 
addrefs  in  eight  lines ; and  they  return  as  fhort  an  anfwer.  It  was  a fine  fatire 
on  the  follies  of  mankind,  and  no  doubt  much  admired  in  its  day ; for  it  was 
copied  into  many  other  languages.  In  the  “ Imagines  Mortis ,”  which  is  a 
Dance  of  Death,  printed  at  Cologn  in  1566,  under  each  of  the  pictures  is  a 
Latin  diftich.  I fhall  here  fubjoin  one  of  them,  an  expoftulation  of  a young  lady 
with  Death,  which  bears  fome  refemblance  to  our  fubjedt : 

“ Quid  facram  terres  mors  invidiofa  puellam  ! 

“ Gloria  de  vi&a  virgine  parva  venit. 

“ I procul , et  fenio  confeElis  retia  ponas  ; 

“ Hanc  fine  deliciis  incubuijje  fuis. 

“ Conveniunt  hilar  i lufufque  jocique  ju  vent  as, 

“ Sumptaque  furtivo  gaudia  laeta  toro.” 

That  excellent  old  ballad  of  (t  Death  and  the  Lady”  originated  probably  from 
this,  and  the  picture  under  confideration  may  have  been  one  of  them  ; viz.  the 
amorous  efquire ; for  he  is  drefied  in  the  pink  of  the  mode  of  that  age ; his 
fmart  cap  and  feather,  black  collar  or  cravat,  both  trimmed  with  gold,  filver 
crofs  pendant,  rings  on  his  left  hand,  and  above  all  his  flafhed  fleeves  and 
pantaloons  were  enough  to  engage  the  heart  of  almoft  any  fair  lady  of  that 
day,  as  it  marked  him  at  once  for  a man  of  fafhion  and  gallantry.

In  the  “ Hors  Sarum,”  Paris,  apud  Hinqman,  1519.  fol.  the 
pope,  emperor,  and  cardinal,  led  by  Death,  are  reprelenttd  in  the  “ Vigilia-  mortuorum  and  that  for  Fakes,  1 521, umo, 
has  the  fame  inferiptions  as  are  in  Dugdale.  It  was  alio  painted  in  public  buildings,  as  at  Minden  in  Wellphalia  fo 
early  as  1313  ; at  Lubec  in  the  portico  of  St.  Mary's  church  ; I463.  at  Drefden  the  caltle  or  palace,  1534  ; at  Anna- 
brrj,,  ,525;  at  Leipfic,  &c.  Paul  Chrillian  Hilfcher  has  written  a very  learned  and  entertaining  book  in  German 
on  this  fubie.fl,  printed  at  Drefden,  1705,  fol.  Engravings  of  Holbein’s  pidtures  at  Bafil  were  publilhed  by  the  care  of 
Matthew  Merian,  Francf.  1649,  and  1725,  4to.  The  German  verfes  there  aferibed  appeared  in  Latin  elegiacs  in 
Cafpar  Landfman’s  “ Decennalia  humans  peregrinationis,"  1584.  Georgius  Emylius  publilhed  this  dance  at  Lyons, 
15+2,  a year  before  Holbein’s  painting  at  Bafil  appeared.  Next  at  the  fame  place,  1547,  fol.  reprinted  at  Bafil,  1554, 
and  intituled  “ leones  Mortis,”  in  12  plates.  Warton’s  Hill,  of  Englilh  Poetry,  II.  53,  54.  Holbein’s  painting 
was  engraved  by  Hollar  from  a fet  of  wood  cuts,  which  have  an  inimitable  expreffion,  and  are  probably  the  work  of 
Albert  Durer.  Warton’s  Obfervations  on  Spenfer,  II.  116 — 120.

At  the  Weft  end  on  the  left  hand  of  the  door  was  another  painting  of  a 
Man  and  Death,  only  the  firft  figure  remaining,  and  one  imperfefl  line  of  a 
long  infcription,

This  pifture  is  of  the  fame  moral  kind,  though  probably  of  a different 
character;  the  two  feet  of  Death  were  vifible,  and  one  of  his  hands  extended 
towards  a man  in  a different  drefs  from  the  other,  having  fmall  fhoes  of  mode- 
rate fize,  a crucifix  at  his  belt,  flaihed  fleeves,  pantaloons,  one  hand  on  the 
crucifix,  the  other  lifted  up  as  expoftulating ; the  head  and  fhoulders  were 
not  vifible  it  is  therefore  difficult  to  afcertain  what  charadter  is  here  meant, 
the  verfes  being  alfo  worn  out.  I ffiould  think  it  reprefented  either  a baron  or 
a pilgrim.” 

Over  the  South  door  was  a half  figure  in  a doctor’s  gown,  over  him  Barry  of 
6 G.  and  Arg.  in  chief  3 plates,  Hungerford ; and  under  him  this  infcription, 
wretchedly  given  in  the  Hiftory  and  Antiquities  of  Salisbury,  p.  130.

In  the  inventory  before  referred  to  is  mentioned  “ an  hanging  of  linen 
cloth  to  cover  the  piflures  of  the  chapel  in  Lent  time  round  about  from  the 
one  arch  to  the  other.  ’ The  hooks  for  this  hanging  remained  over  the 
paintings. 

The  outfide  of  this  chapel  was  adorned  with  fhields  having  griffins  rampant, 
the  arms  of  Botreaux.  Barry  A.  and  G.  in  chief  3 plates.  Hungerford  impaling 
three  barrs,  perhaps  Hujfey.

This  chapel,  which  while  the  fervice  was  kept  up,  and  the  endowment  fub-  PI. 
filled,  and  perhaps  lor  fome  time  after  the  diflolution,  mull  have  made  a gor-  ^XXII, 
geous  and  fplendid  appearance,  gradually  became  negledted,  and  was  at  laft  made 
ufe  of  as  a cellar  by  one  of  the  vergers.  Lord  Hungerford’s  tomb,  Mr.  Price 
obferved,  had  much  weakened  the  Lady  Chapel,  by  taking  away  the  but- 
trefles  and  folid  part,  which  was  afterwards  replaced.  Luring  the  interval 
of  thirty-fix  years  from  the  deceafe  of  Mr.  Price  fome  repairs  were  done  to 
this  chapel,  and  the  roof  was  new  leaded  ; but  on  a late  Purvey  and  repair  of  the 
cathedral  the  whole  was  determined  to  be  intirely  taken  down,  and  the  monu- 
ments and  remains  of  the  bodies  removed  into  the  church. 

Upon  this  occafion  the  body  of  this  noble  baron  was  difeovered,  Aug.  24, 

1789,  about  eighteen  inches  above  the  level  of  the  floor,  in  a wooden  coffin 
much  decayed.  It  meafured  five  feet  five  inches  from  head  to  heel,  and  had 
been  wrapt  in  a cloth,  a very  fmall  part  of  which  was  to  be  feen  with  the  cords 
with  which  it  was  tied.  The  head  was  reclined  to  the  left  ffioulder,  the  hands 
laid  acrofs  the  middle  of  the  body,  and  the  legs  ftrait.  The  coffin  was  very 
dry,  and  had  not  the  leaft  fmell,  and  the  fkeleton  very  entire,  except  the  right 
foot,  and  fome  of  the  flefli  remained  under  the  upper  ribs.  The  biffiop  and 
dean  were  prefent ; and  ordered  it  to  be  placed  in  a box  with  care,  that  it 
might  be  removed  with  all  poffible  decency,  as  foon  as  a proper  place  was 
found,  and  to  be  kept  in  the  mean  time  near  the  ftone  figure. 

This  Robert  lord  Hungerford  ferved  in  the  wars  in  France  under  the  duke 
of  Bedford  in  the  reigns  of  Henry  V.  and  VI.  and  died  May  14,  1459, 
having  married  Margaret  daughter  and  foie  lieirefs  of  William  lord  Botreaux, 
by  whom  he  left  jflue  Sir  Robert  Hungerford,  knt.  of  whom  hereafter. 

In  the  middle  of  this  family  chapel  was  an  altar  tomb  for  the  foundrefs,  who 
died  1477.  I*  had  eight  fhields  in  quatrefoils,  and  the  flab  was  a good  imi- 
tation of  a pall  with  a crofs  on  it. 


In  opening  the  grave  of  the  foundrefs  under  her  tomb  in  the  middle  of 
the  chapel  there  was  difeovered  a cafeing  of  ftone  filled  in  with  black  mould  in 
which  part  of  her  fcull  and  a rib  were  feen  by  the  Hon.  Mr.  Bouverie,  Can- 
non Kerrich,  and  myfelf.

The 
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1459i  The  famous  Sir  John  Fastolfe,  Knight  of  the  Garter,  arid  d cothraandfer 
of  approved  valour  in  the  wars  in  France,  born  about  13S0,  loft  his  father  iri 
his  minority,  and  married,  1408,  Millicent  daughter  of  Robert  Lord  Tibetot, 
lady  of  Caftlecomb,  and  widow  of  Sir  Stephen  Scroope,  by  whom  lhe  had  one 
fon,  Stephen  ’,  who  married  the  daughter  of  Judge  Yelverton.  He  was  foon  after 
engaged  to  ferve  in  the  French  wars  by  Thomas  of  Lancafter  duke  of  Clarance, 
and  continued  in  that  fervice  with  great  honour  to  himfelf  and  credit  to  his 
country  till  1440,  when  he  finally  retired,  and  fettled  at  Caifter  in  his  native 
county  of  Norfolk,  where  he  lived  in  great  ftate  and  hofpitality,  finifhing  a long 
and  well-fpent  life,  Nov;  6,  I459,  and,  as  he  fays  in  his  will  dated  two  days 
before,  “ in  good  remembraunce,  albeit  greatly  vexed  with  ficknefs  and  through 
<£  age  infebelyd  being  then  about  eighty-three  years  of  age.  Leaving  no 
iffue  to  inherit  his  vaft  poflfeffions  (his  only  fon  having  died  before  him}  he 
bequeathed  a great  part  of  them  to  charitable  and  ufeful  purpofes.  A ftate- 
ment  of  his  Ioffes  fuftained;  debts  incurred,  and  monies  due  to  him  from  the 
crown  abroad  and  at  home  during  the  French  wars  may  be  feen  In  the  Paftori 
Letters,  III.  260 — 275. 

He  built  at  Caifter  a magnificent  fcaftie  and  manfion  of  brick;  of  fuch  ftrength* 
that,  ten  years  after  his  death,  it  flood  a liege  from  the  duke  of  Norfolk,  who 
claimed  his  inheritance  againft  the  Pafton  family.  They  made  it  their  refi- 
dence  till  the  reign  of  Elizabeth;  after  which  it  fell  to  ruin,  and  was  pur- 
chafed  by  the  Crowe  family,  from  which  it  came  to  that  of  Bedingfield,  and  is 
now,  by  a female  heirefs,  the  property  of  Sir  John  Rous,  baronet. 

He  built  another  houfe  in  Norwich,  a third  in  Yarmouth;  and  a fourth  in 
Southwark ; and  founded  at  Caifter  a college  of  feven  priefts  and  feven  poor- 
folk. 

He  was  buried  in  the  conventual  church  of  St.  Benet  in  the  Holme , under  the 
arch  of  the  new  chapel,  which  he  had  lately  rebuilt  there  7,  on  the  South  fide 
of  the  choir,  under  a marble  tomb,  by  the  body  of  Millicent  his  wife.  Wain- 
flete  bifhop  of  Winchefter,  and  chancellor  of  England,  whom  he  left  his 
executor,  with  others,  “ would  have  him  buried  worfhipfully,  and  an  hundred 
marks  (£.  66.  13*.  4 d.)  alms  done  for  him4. 

Bifhop  Wainflete  was  difpofed  to  found  a college  in  Oxford,  for  Sir  John  to 
be  prayed  for;  and  his  fecretary  and  herald  William  Botoner  wiflied  for  it  at 
Cambridge,  in  cafe  it  fhould  not  be  at  Caiftre  nor  at  St.  Benet’s 5.  Sir  John 
was  a great  benefaftor  to  the  fchools  at  Cambridge,  to  Magdalen  College, 
Oxford,  and  to  Holme  abbey  which  had  been  the  burial  place  of  all  the  lords  of 
. Caiftre  from  Grynolf  the  Dane 6,  who  gave  this  lordfhip  to  the  abbey  foon  after 
its  foundation  by  king  Canute  7. 

William  Botoner,  who  has  preferved  many  particulars  about  Sir  John  Faftolfe, 
has  not  preferved  his  epitaph.  We  muft  be  content  therefore  with  that  me- 
morial of  him  put  up  in  the  church  of  Pulham  by  Thomas  Howys  redlor 
from  1465  to  1468,  his  chaplain,  and  one  of  his  executors,  who  had  four

houfes,  and  repaired  that  church  and  chancel,  in  a South  window  there  he 
put  up  the  portrait  of  Sir  John  in  his  coat  armour,  with  his  arms,  crelt,  and 
fupporters,  and  his  wife  in  her  mantle  with  her  arms  and  underneath  this 
infcription  :

In  the  abbey  church  at  Dunjlable  was  an  epitaph  of  this  reign,  which  has 
furniftied  matter  of  idle  fpeculation  to  the  antiquarian  critics,  as  if  it  was  fo 
wonderful  that  a man  Ihould  be  father  of  nineteen  children  by  two  wives. 
Fuller 4 aferibes  them  all  to  one  woman,  at  five  births ; viz.  three  feveral 
times  three  children  at  a birth,  and  five  at  a birth  two  other  times.  The  tradi- 
tion of  the  place  continues  the  error,  and  bifiiop  Gibfon,  in  his  additions  to 
Camden  s,  repeats  it  implicitly,  gravely  adding,  that  after  the  coronation  of 
king  Charles  II.  the  wives  of  two  blackfmiths  were  at  the  fame  time  delivered 
of  three  children  each,  one  of  three  boys,  the  other  of  three  girls.  The  epi- 
taph was  firft  publifhed  by  Hakewill,  in  his  “ Apology,”  p.  253,  and  fince  by 
Brown  Willis,  in  the  Appendix  to  Hearne’s  Chronicle  of  Dunftaple,  p.  736.

The  harfnnefs  of  the  conftruCtion  would  puzzle  a common  reader ; but  no- 
thing can  exceed  the  groflhefs  of  the  miftake  of  the  compiler  of  the  beautiful 
Digby  Pedigree  mentioned  by  Mr.  Pennant,  where  the  wife  of  William  Mulfo  is 
called  Alice  Marmore.  In  the  fit  die  pedigree  is  an  indifferent  drawing  of  this 
monument,  engraved  in  the  Collections  for  an  Hiftory  of  Dun  liable,  Bib.  Brit. 
Top.  p.  172.  having  the  brafs  figures  of  a man  and  woman,  under  him  eleven 
Ions,  and  under  her  feven  daughters,  and  the  fymbols  of  the  evangelifts  at  the 
col'ners.  The  original  is  long  lince  gone.

Mr.  Pennant 3 has  molt  faithfully  given  the  inscription  on  the  tomb  from 
p.  598  of  the  Pedigree.  On  that  are  the  words  hie  and  binas Jponfos.  The  letters 
in  Roman  character  are  a miftake  of  the  mafon  or  the  Digby  copyift. 

We  Should  read  Alicia  de  Thingdon  : for  marmore  has  been  ftrangely  foifted 
in.  After  fuch  a blunder  we  cannot  be  ftartled  at  the  leffer.  Yet,  upon  my 
endeavouring  to  clear  it  up  to  Mr.  Pennant,  he  wrote  thus  to  me,  Aug.  1 2, 
1782. 

“ William  Mulfo  was  only  once  married,  and  had  by  his  wife  only  one  child,  a 
fon,  of  the  name  of  John,  who  died  at  Thingdon,  March  24,  27  Henry  VIII. 
and  left  iffue* 

“ By  the  above  extraCts  it  appears  that  William  Mulfo  was  the  fon  of  John 
Mulfo,  that  the  faid  William  Mulfo  married  Alice  Marmore,  who  is  alfo  men- 
tioned by  that  name  in  the  index  of  names  to  that  matchlefs  book  of  pedi- 
grees. 

“ Who  the  fecond  husband  of  this  multiparous  lady  was  we  know  not ; he 
was  probably  of  Dunftaple,  where  Fuller  fays  lhe  lived  and  died. 

“ By  this  it  is  evident,  that  the  remarkable  number  of  children  at  five  births 
cannot  be  fathered  on  William  Mulfo  ; but  muft  be  given  to  the  fecond  huf- 
band  of  his  widow.  It  is  equally  clear  that  the  reading  in  the  infeription  of 
binas  fponfas  is  right ; but  that  h\c  in  the  third  line  ought  to  be  foec,  as  it  refers

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tohis  wife  : for  it  appears  from  the  pedigree,  that  Mr.Mulfohado^Ms  wife,  there- 
fore the  reading  given  by  Wallis  to  Hearne,  tom  fponfas,  is  undoubtedly  wrong.” 

Not  to  mention  that  the  number  of  children  in  the  drawing  makes  but  eighteen, 
1 believe  it  would  be  the  only  inftance  where  the  children  on  a monument  are 
thofe  of  the  woman  by  two  hulbands,  and  not  rather  of  the  man  by  two  wives. 

In  Newton  church,  near  Geddington,  Northamptonlhire,  is  a monument  to 
the  father  of  this  William  Mulllio,  who  died  in  the  beginning  of  this  century  : 
a crofs  flory  on  tour  fleps  inlaitl  in  brafs ; in  a quatrefoil  in  the  centre  of  wbofe 
arms  is  a female  figure  crowned  and  radiated,  holding  in  her  right  hand  a 
gridiron  : on  her  right  fide,  and  on  her  left,

In  the  fame  church  is  the  monument  engraved  PI.  LXXIV.  for  Richard 
Tresham,  who  died  1433  ; whofe  father  Henry  inherited  the  manor  by  mar- 
riage with  Alice  daughter  and  coheirefs  of  Sir  Thomas  Mullb,  and  whofe  defcen- 
dents  held  it  to  the  beginning  of  the  laft  century.  The  figures  are  hatcht  in  the 
ftone  in  the  manner  defcribed  in  Vol.  I.  Introduflion,  p.  ciii.  a knight  in  cropt 
hair,  plated  armour  over  a coat  of  mail,  with  an  enormous  fword  by  his  fide, 
his  head  reclined  on  a helmet,  and  a dog  at  his  feet : and  his  lady  in  a mantle 
and  kirtle,  whofe  fleeves  pufft  and  ilafht  end  in  fomething  like  modern  ruffles, 
and  her  head  tlrefs  differs  from  molt  before  defcribed.  Under  their  feet  are 
faint  traces  of  two  fons  and  four  daughters. 

The  infcription  cut  on  the  ledge  is  fupplied  from  Mr.  Bridges’s  Hiftory  of 
Northamptonfhire,  II.  327.

He  married  Isabel  daughter  of  Fulk  lord  Woodhull,  but  only  one  of  their 
children  (the  eldeft  fon)  is  mentioned  in  the  Pedigree  given  by  Mr.  Bridges.

In  this  beautiful  chancel  is  a fair  holy  fepulchre  in  Hone  in  the  fubftance 
of  the  North  wall,  .engraved  in  the  Vetufta  Monumenta  of  the  Society  of 
Antiquaries,  III.  PL  xxxn. 

In  Rodmarton  church,  c.  Glocefter,  is  a brafs  figure  in  a ferjeant  at  law’s 
gown  and  cap 1 ; the  gown  is  furred  at  the  bottom,  neck,  and  wrifts,  flit  open 
below  the  knees,  and  Ihews  the  little  Handing  cape  of  the  coat  under  it  at  the 
neck  ; the  cap  refembles  that  of  the  fizars  at  Cambridge,  or  the  bluecoat  boys 
of  Chrift’s  Hofpital,  London.

In  the  weft  part  of  the  Lady  chapel  (now  the  library)  at  Hereford,  in  the 
South  wall,  is  an  arch  with  two  mouldings  wrought  with  boars  and  acorns,  and 
the  arms  of  the  deanery,  O 5 chevronels  Az.  painted  on  the  boars  : under  it  a 
figure  recumbent  in  a cap,  praying.  Within  againft  the  wall  a painting  of  the 
dean  praying  to  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  prefented  to  her  by  a female  faint. 

This  belongs  to  John  Berew  or  Borew,  firft  archdeacon  and  then  dean 
herefrom  1445  to  1462,  when  he  died.  The  boars  are  a rebus  of  his  name, 
which  muft  therefore  be  fpelt  Borew. 

In  the  nave  at  Ba/Jham,  Cambridgefhire,  lies  a noble  grey  marble  almoft 
covered  with  brafs.  In  the  middle  of  it,  under  an  arch  embattled,  is  a prielt 
in  an  extraordinary  rich  cope  with  a border  of  lions’  heads  erafed  in  ovals  and 
rofes  upon  it ; and  two  angels  with  fix  wings  fubferibed  Michael  and  Gabriel,

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down  the  tides  of  it ; five  faints  in  nimbi  with  crofters,  one  of  them  with  a 
crofs  patonce  piercing  a dragon,  and  a female  faint  with  a wheel ; and  on  the 
pillars  fupporting  the  canopy  eight  more  ; John  Baptift,  with  a lamb ; Peter 
with  keys  and  book ; Afaph,  epif.  with  crofter  and  hand  elevated ; Bridget, 
with  book  and  crofter ; John  Evangelift,  with  cup  and  palm-branch  ; Andrew, 
with  crofs  and  book  ; Nicholas,  epif.  crofier  and  hand  elevated.  Mr.  Blome- 
field  mentions  Winifred,  with  a crofier  and  fword.  On  each  fide  of  the  head  a 
ihield,  feemingly  of  a lion  rampant  in  a bordure  ingrailed  ; if  fo,  they  are  the 
arms  of  Gray  bifhop  of  Ely,  who  lived  in  thefe  times  ; but  they  are  fo  worn 
Mr.  Blomefield  could  not  be  pofitive.  This  infcription  is  round  the  ftone  :

John  Bludwell  was  LL.D.  and  adminiftrator  of  the  temporalities  of  the 
fee  of  Ely  to  Lewis  de  Luxemburg  archbilhop  of  Rouen,  who  held  Ely  in 
commendam  for  in  1439  he  prefented  to  Hadftock  redtory,  which  belonged 
to  that  fee.  He  was  collated  1433  to  the  prebend  of  Warham  in  the  church 
of  Hereford,  which  he  refigned  1441  to  David  Bludwell  *.  When  he  grew 
old  and  blind  he  refigned  this  redtory  of  Balfham,  having  a penfion  for  life 
referved,  and  convenience  for  his  refidence,  to  which  the  third  line  alludes  3. 


In  the  South  fide  of  the  chancel  at  Sedgbrook,  c.  Lincoln,  the  lordfhip  and  1462. 
burial  place  of  the  Markhams,  is  the  monument  of  the  famous  and  upright 
judge  Sir  John  Markham,  who,  being  difplaced  on  a very*  honourable  account, 
for  refilling,  though  defired  by  king  Edward  IV.  to  give  a charge  contrary  to 
his  confcience,  retired  here,  and  built  this  maufoleum,  with  a chamber  over  it, 
where  he  fpent  his  days  in  devotion.

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Sir  Thomas  Cooke,  late  LoVd  Mayor  of  London,  was  to  be  tried  in  Guild- 
hall, by  an  extraordinary  comrhiflion  of  oyer  and  terminer,  before  judge 
Markham,  on  the  Angle  teftithCny  of  one  Hawkins  extorted  by  torture,  on  a 
charge  of  high  treafon  for  lending  money  to  Margaret  wife  of  Henry  VI.  which 
he  denied.  The  judge  directed  the  jury  to  find  it  only  mifprifion  of  treafon  ; 
whereby  Sir  Thomas  laved  his  eftate,  though  heavily  fined  ; and  his  life,  though 
long  imprifoned.  The  king  was  highly  difpleafed,  and  vowed  Markham 
fhould  no  longer  fit  on  the  Bench  : fo  he  retired^  and  lived  privately,  but 
plentifully,  the  remainder  of  his  life,  having  fair  lands  by  Margaret  his  wife) 
daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Simon  Leke  of  Colham)  in  Nottinghamfliire) 
belides  the  eltate  acquired  by  his  own  pra&ice  and  paternal  inheritance  \ 

His  monument  remained  in  bifhop  Gibfon’s  time  *,  not  much  defaced,  a 
grey  marble  altar  tomb,  robbed  of  his  figure,  and  four  Ihields  in  brafs, 
except  one,  whereon  Markham  impales  Leke.  This  only  one  of  four  fhields  in 
front,  three  at  the  feet  and  two  at  the  head  of  the  tomb,  is  now  gone  ; a fine 
angel  fpreads  his  wings  from  the  Eaft  pillar  ; another  at  the  feet,  his  hands  broken 
off,  has  a lion  behind  him.  There  are  no  traces  of  any  chamber  over  this 
monument ; but  in  the  North  wall  of  a chantry  chapel  adjoining  fhut  out 
from  the  church,  and  made  ufe  of  as  a fchool,  is  fixt  up  a fmall  ftone  three 
feet  two  inches  by  orle  foot  eight  inches,  with  a lady  in  relief,  in  flowing 
hair,  belt  and  boddice,  her  head  on  a cufhion,  round  her  this  infcription  barely 
legible  for  the  whitewalh  with  which  it  is  loaded,  but  fupplied  from  the  church 
notes  before  cited.

John  Markham  was  called  to  the  degree  of  ferjeant  1440  3,  was  appointed 
chief  juftice  of  the  King’s  Bench  6 Feb.  fame  year4;  in  the  room  of  Sir  John 
Fortefeue;  king’s  ferjeant  1444  s ’■>  chief  juftice  of  the  Common  Pleas*  13  May, 
1 Edward  IV.  1462  6.  after  which  we  find  no  more  of  him* 

“ The  parilh  church  of  Sedgbrooke,  with  Eaft  Allington,  in  the  deanery 
of  Grantham,  is  divided  into  two  medieties,  running  equally  through  both 
thofe  places.  They  are  both  redtories,  but  one  of  them  a finecure,  and 
called  a deaconry , as  the  glebe  belonging  to  it  is  called  the  deacons  glebe , 
and  the  incumbent  has  been  called  the  deacon.  There  is  nothing  due  for 
him  to  do  but  the  providing  the  ringing  of  a bell  at  morning  and  night 
every  day  except  Sundays  : and  it  is  prefumed,  that  therefore  for  that  and 
the  like  minifterial  purpofes  a deacon  was  appointed  from  the  neighbouring 
abbey  of  Neubo  7,  to  which  the  profits  of  this  mediety  were  appropriated.  Since

“ The  church  is  a fair  country  parilh  church,  with  a large  chancel,  which 
opens  on  each  fide  into  a place  or  building  added  thereto,  and  defigned  the 
one  on  the  North  fide  for  a burial  place  for  the  abbey  forementioned ; the 
other  on  the  South  for  a burial  place  of  the  family  of  Markham.  It  was 
built,  if  not  the  whole  church,  in  Edward  the  Fourth’s  days,  by  Sir  John 
Markham,  that  excellent  perfon  whom  Fuller,  in  his  “ Holy  State,”  gives  for 
the  example  of  the  upright  judge,  as  having  loft  the  place  of  Lord  Chief  Juf- 
tice  of  the  Common  Pleas  for  his  integrity.  After  which  lofs  he  retired  to 
this  place,  and  fequeftering  himfelf  from  the  world,  he  fpent  his  laft  days  in 
devotion  in  a chamber  which  he  made  over  this  burial  place.  There  remains 
a chimney  in  the  wall,  fome  ends  of  joice,  and  other  marks  that  juftify  this 
tradition ; as  do  alfo  the  many  bafons  for  holy-water,  and  other  marks  of 
devotion,  according  to  the  humour  of  thofe  times,  fhewing  the  piety  of  his 
difpofition.  And  God  hath  blefled  him  with  a worthy  pofterity,  that  have 
been  all  along  remarkable  for  their  juftice,  honour,  and  goodnefs,  and  have 
been  for  fome  defcents  dignified  with  the  title  of  a baronet 

“ He  prefided,  fays  Camden,  in  the  fupreme  court  of  England  with  fo  much 
equity  for  which  it  is  worth  the  reader’s  while  to  turn  to  our  hiftories,  that  his 
glory  will  never  die 

In  the  church  notes  fo  often  referred  to  I find  that  the  figure  of  the  judge  was 
both  in  the  Eaft  and  other  windows,  and  that  befides  that  before  mentioned, 
probably  for  one  of  his  children  or  relations,  thefe  epitaphs  were  in  the  church  :

Sir  John  Thorold  bought  the  Markham  eftate,  and  intended  to  found  a fchool 
at  Sedgbrook,  but  dying,  his  widow  fulfilled  his  intention,  giving  fifteen  pounds 
per  annum  to  a fchool-mafter,  a Angle  man  ; five  pounds  per  ann.  for  wheat 
for  the  poor  ; and  five  pounds  per  annum  to  apprentice  one  poor  boy. 

In  the  angles  of  the  Eaft  end  of  the  chancel  are  two  rich  tabernacles  fup- 
ported  by  angels  holding  blank  fhields.  In  the  South  fide  of  the  chancel  fix 
ftone  ftalls  and  a pifeina,  in  form  of  a rofe,  befides  wooden  flails.  At  the  Eaft 
end  of  the  North  aile  was  a chantry  chapel  with  a rich  oak  fereen.

Only  the  three  laft  lines  were  in  the  window.  But  they  are  now  gone,  and 
whatever  epitaph  might  have  been  on  the  floor. 

He  was  alfo  dean  of  the  collegiate  church  of  Winborn  Minfter,  1427,  to  his 
death ; Dr.  of  Divinity  and  Phyfic,  Prebendary  of  Wells  and  Gillingham,  and 
Re&or  of  Fordinbridge.  He  was  Phyfician  to  Humphrey  duke  of  Gloucefter, 
and  called  in  to  attend  Henry  VI.  in  his  illnefs  atWindfof,  1453-  33  Henry  VI. 
which  had  held  him  near  two  years  \ Before  he  was  called  in  the  following 
curious  order  was  iffued  from  the  lords  of  the  council  to  the  phyficians  attending 
the  king,  which  having  never  been  publilhed  before,  may  be  thought  worthy 
of  a place  here,  as  communicated  by  Thomas  Aftle,  efq.

On  the  North  fide  of  the  high  altar  in  Brijlol  cathedral,  over  the  bottom  1463. 
of  the  fteps,  an  arch  like  that  ot  abbot  Knowle,  before  defcribed,  vol.  I.  p.  93. 
has  the  effigy  of  an  abbot  pontifically  habited  and  mitred,  with  angels  at  his 
head,  and  a dog  at  his  feet,  fuppofed  Walter  Newbury,  a great  benefa&or  to 
the  abbey,  which  he  governed  thirty-five  years.  He  was  expelled  from  his 
abbey  for  five  years,  and  one  John  Sutton  intruded,  who  was  expelled  for 
dilapidations.  He  died  Sept.  3,  1463;  or,  as  the  Worcefter  regifter  fays,  T473  *. 

He  was  a good  benefadlor  to  his  church,  and  built  the  manor  place  of  Al- 
mondfbury,  which  to  this  day  belongs  to  the  fee  3. 

Under  the  arch  opening  into  the  Berkeley  chapel  in  Berkeley  church  is  an  1463. 
altar  tomb  of  alabafter,  adorned  on  the  South  fide  with  fourteen  compartments  PI. 
in  two  rows,  in  which  are  three  angels  with  the  Fitzbarding  arms,  which  are  lxxvii. 
alfo  below  in  pendant  fliields,  the  figures  of  charity  or  the  Virgin  Mary,  a wo- 
man holding  a palm  branch,  and  a bird  on  a book  ; St.  George.  Under  thefe 
St.  Chriftopher,  a bifhop  with  a crofier,  St.  John  and  the  Holy  Lamb.  In  the 
middle  niche  above  a bifliop  with  a crofier  and  book,  and  under  him  St.  Peter 
with  the  keys.  At  the  Weft  end  is  a fhield  held  by  an  angel,  another  pendant, 
and  two  bilhops.  On  the  North  fide  only  one  row  of  niches,  with  a woman 
holding  a palm  branch,  St.  Paul,  another  apoftle,  a bifhop,  and  pendant  fhields 
between  them.  The  canopy  above  has  thirteen  niches  on  the  South  fide ; on 
the  North  only  twelve  between  the  arch  and  fafcia.  On  the  tomb  lie  the  figures 
of  two  knights,  the  elder  in  curled  hair,  gorget,  collar  of  ftars  and  rofes  and 
a lion  hanging  from  it.  On  his  furcoat  Fitzbarding  arms,  lion  at  his  feet,  fword 
by  his  right  fide,  dagger  by  left.  The  younger,  habited  exactly  like  him,  lies  at 
his  left  hand ; his  gauntlets  like  mittens  • a lion  at  his  feet,  and  dagger  by  his 
right  fide. 

This  belongs  to  James  fifth  lord  Berkeley,  who  built  the  chapel,  and  died 
in  the  caftle  1463,  and  probably  to  his  fon  and  namefake  flain  in  the  French 
wars. 

Their  helmets  lie  under  their  heads ; the  father’s  clofe,  with  flits  for  eyes 
and  mouth,  and  fide  plates : the  fon’s  plain,  and  very  ffiarp  pointed. 

This  James  was  nephew  to  Thomas  lord  Berkeley,  who  died  5 Henry  V.  and 
was  buried  at  JVotton  under  Edge , leaving  an  only  daughter,  Elizabeth,  married 
to  the  famous  king-making  earl  of  Warwick,  who  forcibly  kept  poffieffion  of  the 
property  till  his  death,  as  did  afterwards  his  eldeft  daughter  Margaret  countefs 
of  Shrewfbury,  who  confined  lord  James,  with  his  family,  in  Berkeley  caftle, 
and  afterwards  his  lady  Ifabel,  fecond  daughter  of  Thomas  Mowbray  duke  of 
Norfolk,  in  Gloucefter  caftle,  where  file  died  1452,  and  was  buried  in  the 
Grey  Friars  church  in  that  city.  She  alfo  fent  his  two  younger  Tons,  James 
and  Thomas,  out  of  the  kingdom.  The  former  wras  flain  in  the  fame  battle 
with  her  husband  the  earl  of  Shrewsbury,  and  the  latter  taken  prifoner  and 
ranfomed.  Befides  thefe  he  had  two  other  fons  by  his  fecond  wife,  and  married 
to  his  third  Joane  daughter  of  his  enemy  the  countefs  of  Shrewsbury.

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1464.  John  Whethamstede  abbot  of  St.  Alban's,  who  deferved  fo  well  of  his 
PI.  abbey,  over  which  he  twice  prefided,  and  died  Jan.  20,  1464,  lies  buried  in  a 
Lxxvm  £mpie  elegant  chapel,  on  the  South  fide  of  the  high  altar,  on  which,  on  a 
blue  llab,  was  his  figure  in  brafs,  in  pontificalibus  (the  brafs  gone,  and  the  fi- 
gure moft  miferably  hatcht)  under  a freeftone  canopy,  with  a rich  cornice 
of  oak  leaves,  and  adorned  with  fhields  bearing  ears  of  wheat,  and  four  lions 
rampant,  the  abbey  arms,  and  thofe  of  Mercia,  (three  crowns)  and  this  in- 
fcription  in  relief  twice, 

Valles  habundabunt , 

which  is  alfo  over  the  three  ftalls  on  the  South  fide  of  the  chancel  at  Luton , 
which  he  rebuilt.  The  inner  fafcia  round  the  whole  chapel  is  beautifully 
charged  with  the  moft  elegant  lillies,  dragon’s  heads,  &c.  but  only  preferved  at 
the  Weft  end.  The  North  and  South  fides  are  defended  by  maflive  iron  rails 
of  the  time.  Over  him  painted  on  the  wall  this  epitaph  :

His  family  name  was  Bojlock. 

He  was  firft  a monk  at  Tinmouth,  a cell  of  St.  Alban’s,  then  at  Gloucefter, 
and  prior  of  Gloucefter  college  at  Oxford,  ordained  prieft  in  St.  Paul’s  by  bifhop 
Braybrook,  1382.  prior  of  Tinmouth,  1396.  when  he  aflifted  at  the  election 
of  John  Moor,  and  1401  at  that  of  William  Hey  worth1,  abbots  of  St.  Alban’s  ; 
prodtor  for  the  Benedidtine  order  in  England  at  the  councils  of  Pavia  and  Sienna, 
1423;  and  1424,  being  then  D.  D.  redtor  of  Conerd  Parva,  Suffolk;  1446 
prior  of  St.  Alban’s,  and  eledted  the  firft  time  1420  abbot  on  the  promotion  of 
Hayworth  eledted  to  the  fee  of  Lichfield.  Herefigned  1449,  on  the  ill  treatment 
of  the  monks  ; but  was,  on  the  death  of  Stokes  before  mentioned,  eledted  a 
fecond  time,  Jail.  16,  1451.  He  was  in  high  favour  with  Henry  V.  and 
honoured  with  the  friendfhip  of  Humphrey  duke  of  Gloucefter,  for  whom  he 
fpared  no  pains  to  colledt  a valuable  library,  as  alfo  for  his  abbey,  which, 
under  his  aufpices,  flourifiied  in  the  greateft  fplendor,  not  a little  increafed  by 
the  patronage  of  that  nobleman,  whom  Leland  calls  “ the  phcenix  of  nobility 
and  learning.”  The  abbot  expended  not  lefs  than  6000.  in  repairing  and 
ornamenting  this  monaftery,  infomuch  that  he  was  called  to  account  by  his 
monks  for  a want  of  ceconomy.  What  he  did  to  this  noble  and  antient  church 
is  thus  fet  forth  in  MS  memoirs  of  him  *. 

On  painting  and  ornamenting  the  Lady  Chapel  he  expended  above  £.  40. 

On  anew  little  chapel  in  the  church  overagainft  the  flirine  above  £.74. 

On  a new  wooden  reading  desk  for  the  gofpel  in  the  Weft  part  of  the 
choir  above  43. 

On  four  large  gradalia  in  the  choir  above  £.  20. 

On  writing  four  large  antiphones  for  the  choir  4. 

A fumptuous  1 pair  of  organs,  exceeding  all  in  England  for  beauty,  found, 
and  conftrudtion,  for  the  fame,  above  27. 

A North  window  in  the  Weft  part  of  the  church,  cutting  and  ftone,  about

Not  to  mention  above  £.  500.  from  his  own  purfe  hiid  out  in  building  a li- 
brary, chapel,  and  garden-wall  for  the  monks  of  his  houfe  there  above  / io8. 
and  various  repairs  in  the  feveral  manners  belonging  to  the  abbey.  He  firil  an- 
po.nted  that  our  Lady’s  mafs  ihould  be  performed  with  the  organ,  and  a per- 
petual  falary  to  the  fingers  thereof ; inllituted  a common  cheft,  and  endowed  it 
well  himfelt  as  a flock  in  cafes  of  neceffity,  and  the  office  of  mafter  of  the 
works,  with  a good  falary  fufficient  for  all  the  repairs,  and  new  buildings  of 
he  monaftry.  He  ordered,  that  inftead  of  poor  boys  to  carry  the  great  lights 
before  the  flinne  they  Ihould  be  carried  by  perfons  of  credit  not  of  genteel  fa- 
mily  , adding  ten  to  the  accuftomed  number,  with  a proper  appointment ; and 
the  leffcr  lights  to  be  borne  by  the  monks  on  Corpus  Chrifti  day,  with  a fum 
to  maintain  no  of  thefe  lights  without  burdening  the  facrift  : alfo  for  twelve 
wax  lights  on  the  part  of  the  abbey  to  burn  before  the  holy  fepulchre  for  ever. 
He  augmented  the  pay  of  the  feveral  priefts  in  the  fociety  ’ to  6s.  8 d.  in  three 
portions.  He  appointed  wine  for  the  abbot  when  he  was  bled  ',  in  the  fame 
quantity  as  for  the  prior ; fettled  the  pittances  for  the  brethren’s  flipper  on 
Sundays  in  winter,  and  Monday  and  Thurfday  in  fiimmer,  and  a flipper  for 
them  in  the  refectory  at  Chriftmas,  and  obtained  licence  from  the  pope  for 
them  to  eat  flefii  in  Septuagefima,  on  their  falling  on  the  eve  of  the  proto- 
martyr’s feftival,  and  that  they  might  celebrate  in  their  inns  9 in  Oxford  and 
London  without  leave  from  the  biffiop  that  their  officer  might  leave  their  ec- 
clefiaflical  revenues  to  lay-tenants. 

In  different  fuits  for  the  rights  of  his  abbey  he  expended  above  £.  46. 

Inpurchafes  he  laid  out  above  £.  1500.  among  which  were  two  quarries  at 
Totenhoo  in  Bedfordfhire  for  the  buildings  of  the  abbey. 

On  the  advowfon  of  Beaulieu  priory,  and  changing  the  vicarage  there  into 
a reftory,  and  in  augmenting  the  penfions  of  the  fcholars  lludying  at  Oxford 
13  r.  4 d.  each,  above  J~.  79.

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He  advanced  the  yearly  value  ‘of  the  feveral  manors  and  parks,  andmcreafei 
the  rents  in  St.  Alban's  and  London,  recovered  their  quit-rents,  and  by  his  mtereft 
with  the  duke  of  Gloucelter,  though  it  coft  him  above  £.8*.  got  the  charter 
renewed,  and  fo  enlarged  that  no  monaftery  in  the  kingdom  had  the  like,  nor 
any  church  fuch  a franchife. 

He  gave  up  a jewel  pledged  to  him  and  others  For  £.  400.  which,  and  the 
hUU  for  his  reiignation,  colt  him  £.  20.  Befides  all  thefe  benefaftions  he  got 
the  cell  Of  Pembroke  annext  to  this  church,  and  bequeathed  his  bones  to  be 
buried  in  it 

The  account  concludes  With  thefe  two  lines :

What  has  been  already  ftated  relates  to  his  firft  prefiding  here.  In  1449* 
he  refigned  to  John  Stokes,  juft  mentioned,  who  dying  1451,  Whethamftede 
refumed  the  government,  and  held  it  till  his  death.  In  this  period  he  com- 
pletely rebuilt  the  library,  at  the  ekpence  ot  above  £.  150.  excluftve  of  glazing, 
embattling,  and  feting  up  delta  * , the  bakehoufe,  exclufive  of  its  furniture, 
at  the  expence  of  £.  205.  his  own  fepulchral  chapel  at  that  of  £.  20  He 
foent  on  a filver  gilt  tablet  of  our  Saviour  fitting  on  his  throne  furrounded  by  . 
his  faints,  weight  5.3  oz.  £.  .46.  Another  fuch  tablet  before  the  ihnne; 
weighing  7-35  o*.  <n  fra£lo  argento,  £.Ao.  and  ot  hi.  own  money  fifty  marks 
He  purchal'ed  feveral  more  manors,  lands,  and  tenements;  caufed  feveral 
pfalters,  milfals,  and  the  life  of  St.  Alban  to  be  fairly  written  ^recovered  feve- 
ral books  and  pieces  of  plate,  which  had  been  fold  By  his  immediate  predeceffor, 
and  appropriated  them  to  the  little  chapel  wherein  he  was  buned.  On  anew 
pair  of  organs  he  fpent  above  £.  so.  and  on  the  repair  of  the  chapterhoufe 
above  £.  loo.  and  he  built  the  chapel  of  St.  Andrew  on  the  North  fide  ot  the 
church.  He  forgave  in  money  lent  to  his  convent  and  others  near  £.  250. 

This  worthy  man  “reflefllng  that  both  the  morning  and  midday  of  his  life 
were  paft,  evening  drawing  in  apace,  and  the  dole  of  life  approaching, 
fent  for  a mafon,  to  whom  he  gave  diredtions  to  make  that  bed  wherein  he 
was  to  reft  till  the  fun  of  his  fecond  life  firould.  arife  and  return  to  the  Eaft. 
And  on  the  making  of  that  bed  and  the  pavement  on  each  fide  of  it  he  is  faid 
to  have  expended  above  £,  20  s.” 

At  length  worn  out  with  age  and  violent  illnefs  he  yielded  up  his  breath  in 
exhorting  lfis  weeping  monks  affembled  round  him:  “ Cemeteries  the  wri- 
ter of  thefe  memoirs,  in  a tranfport  of  grateful  veneration  of  his  memory, 

“ redtorem  venerabilem,  reftorem  amabilem  et  merito  redtonbus  lmitandum, 

« quem  nec  in  fanitate  favoralis  aure  profperitas,  nee  in  segritudine  corporis 
“ adverfitas  ab  operibus  pietatis  retrahere  potuerunt.  Profpice  abbatum  gefta, 
« revolve patrum  noftrorum  annalia,  nec  invenieshuic  patrivel  in  bus  quse  clerl 
“ funt  confimilem,  vel  in  politicis  tequalem.”

Befides  tlfe  books  which  Wethamftede  caufed  to  be  tranfcribed  or  collected 
for  the  library  of  his  abbey  he  added  a great  many  of  his  own  compofition  \ 
The  principal  one  was  intituled,  Granarium>  in  live  volumes,  a kind  of  theo- 
logical commotl  place  book ; as  his  Propinariuni , in  two  volumes,  was  of  gene- 
ral learning  ; his  Pabularium  and  Palearium > in  two  volumes,  of  the  poets ; 
and  his  Proverbiarium  of  proverbs.  A detail  of  his  proceedings  againft  his  fuc- 
ceflor  Stokes,  and  feveral  poetical  narrations  of  the  events  of  his  time,  fuch  as 
Cade’s  infurredtion,  the  battles  of  Ferrybridge,  Wakefield,  St.  Alban’s,  &c. 
Abftradts  of  his  Granarium  for  the  duchefs  of  Gloucefter  and  Bedford  ; Me- 
moirs of  his  own  life  and  prefidencies,  in  which  are  interwoven  many  public 
tranfadlions  1 * * : Statutes  of  his  houfe ; the  lives  of  Sts.  Alban  and  Amphibalus  ; 
befides  a variety  of  theological  and  poetical  pieces,  and  a number  of  letters. 

“ John  Whethamftede  a learned  abbot  of  St.  Alban’s  and  a lover  of  fcholars, 
but  accufed  by  his  monks  for  negledting  their  affairs  while  he  was  too  deeply 
engaged  in  ftudious  employment,  and  in  procuring  tranfcripts  of  ufeful  books, 
notwithftanding  his  unwearied  afliduity  in  beautifying  and  enriching  their 
monaftery,  was  in  high  favour  with  that  munificent  prince  the  duke  of  Gloucef- 
ter, who  was  fond  of  vifiting  their  monaftery*  and  employed  abbot  Wetham- 
ftede  to  colledl  valuable  books  for  him.  Some  of  Whethamftede’s  tradts,  MS. 
copies  of  which  often  occur  in  our  libraries,  are  dedicated  to  the  duke,  who 
prefented  many  of  them,  particularly  a fine  copy  of  Whethamftede’s  Granarium , 
an  immenfe  work  J,  which  Leland  4 calls  ingens  volumen , to  his  new  library  at 
Oxford;  the  beautiful  folio  MS  of  Valerius  Maximus,  enriched  with  the  molt 
elegant  decorations*  and  written  in  duke  Humphrey’s  age,  evidently  with  a 
defign  of  being  placed  in  their  fumptuous  colledtion,  and  now  the  only  remains 
of  them  in  the  Bodleian  library,  has  a curious  table  or  index  made  by  Whetham- 
ftede 5."  This  abbot  was  no  contemptable  poet,  as  appears  from  innumerable 
fpecimens  of  his  poetry,  colledted  by  Weever6,  from  the  w'alls  of  the  Lady 
chapel,  the  windows  which  he  made  in  the  North  Weft  fides  of  the  nave  7,  the 
veftments  and  plate  of  the  abbey,  the  walls  and  windows  of  his  lodge  and 
library,  the  manfion-houfe  at  Tittenhanger,  the  monks’  college  library  at 
Oxford,  and  the  books  in  it,  and  the  churches  around  St.  Alban’s  repaired  by 
him,  but  above  all,  the  epitaphs  which  he  compofed  for  the  feveral  churches 
belonging  to  his  monaftery.  His  verfes  are  alfo  inferted  in  his  Chronicle  printed 
by  Hearne. 

The  fine  ftone  fcreen  at  the  back  of  the  high  altar  befprinkled  with  his 
arms  (a  chevron  between  three  ears  of  wheat  bound  together)  befpeaks  him 
its  builder.  The  arms  of  France  and  England  quarterly  are  alfo  there 
held  by  angels,  and  the  feveral  devices  of  the  Holy  Lamb  and  Eagle  are 
carved  there.  On  the  upper  part  of  the  ramification  of  the  Eaft  window  are 
painted  on  the  wall  the  arms  of  France  and  England  quarterly  and  Edward  the 
Confeffor.  His  arms  fupported  by  angels  are  alfo  over  the  door  going  into 
the  chapel  of  the  flirine.  From  the  Eaft  end  to  the  North  Eaft  crofs  are  painted 
on  the  wooden  roof  this  abbot’s  devices,  the  Holy  Lamb  on  a mount  Vert, 
with  the  banner  of  the  crofs  enfigned  with  a crofs  botone  O.  the  banner  G.

mount  Vert,  and  both  facing  each  other.  Over  the  Eaft  face  of  the  centre  arch 
next  the  choir  are  the  fame,  together  with  thofe  of  the  abbey,  Mercia,  G. 
a lion  rampant  O.  quartering  O.  a lion  rampant  G,  and  between  them  thefe 
lines  in  gold  letters :

Of  his  time,  probably,  are  the  wooden  ceilings  of  the  North  and  South 
tranfepts,  befprinkled  alternately  with  arms  held  by  angels  and  and  in 

the  middle  of  the  latter  an  indifferent  painting  of  the  martyrdom  of  St.  Alban  ; 
and  the  pidture  of  king  Offa  on  his  throne  over  an  arch  of  the  North  aile  of 
the  choir  fubferibed,

The  wooden  clofet  wherein  the  monks  fat  to  watch  the  fhrine  feetns,  by 
the  device  of  corn  harveft  on  the  upper  fafeia,  to  have  been  of  his  making. 

If  we  admit,  with  Hearne  % that  none  could,  by  the  canons,  be  ordaihed 
priells  before  they  were  twenty-five  at  foonefl,  and  Whethamllede  was  fo  or- 
dained 1382,  he  muft  have  lived  to  above  a hundred,  and  when  he  accepted 
the  government  of  the  abbey  a fecond  time  he  fpeaks  of  himlelf  as  old  and 
infirm  3.  Under  this  fecond  adminiftration  the  town  and  abbey  of  St.  Alban 
became  the  feene  of  two  bloody  battles,  1455.  1461.  after  both  which 
Henry  VI.  vifited  the  abbey. 

The  hiflory  of  this  worthy  man  is  the  belt  pidlure  of  monaftic  manners 
among  us ; and  if  I have  dwelt  on  it  longer  than  the  plan  of  this  work, 
might  feem  to  juftify,  my  wifh  to  preferve  the  memory  of  one  of  our  oldeft 
religious  foundations  to  which  my  pilgrimages  have  been  fo  frequent,  muft  plead 
my  apology.

Salmon  'either  gives  only  the  beginning  and  end,  or  no  more  was  left  in  1465, 
his  time.  It  is  now  all  gone ; as  is  this,  which  Weever  alfo  preferves :

Henry  VI.  was  in  this  Edmund's  houfe  during  the  firft  battle  in  the  town*. 

Several  of  this  family  had  monuments  in  Weever;  now  all  loft.  Another 
Edmund  Weftby  was  hundredarius  to  the  abbey,  and  died  1447  \ 

William  Booth,  fifty-firft  archbifliop  of  York,  who  died  1464,  was  bu-  1464. 
ried  in  the  chapel  of  St.  John,  at  the  South  Weft  corner  of  the  church  of 
Southwell , afterwards  converted  into  a library  and  fchool,  but  being  considered  as 
a deformity,  from  dejlroying  the  regularity  of  the  building,  was  taken  down  17 80, 
and  his  monument,  a plain  blue  ftone  making  part  of  the  pavement  of  the  South 
aile,  lemoved  thither.  The  only  part  that  is  legible  contains  his  name  and  the 
date  of  his  death.  GflfcUjelttMS  260tl),  Ob.  1464  \ 

He  was  a native  of  Chefhire,  firft  a ftudent  of  common  law  at  Gray’s- 
Inn,  but  altering  his  courfe  of  ftudy,  took  orders,  and  became  chancellor  of  St. 

Pauls,  London,  and  1447  bifhop  of  Lichfield  and  Coventry;  whence  he  was 
tranflated,  on  the  death  ol  Kemp,  to  York,  where  he  fat  twelve  years,  and  died 
at  Southwell,  Sept.  20,  1464.  The  church  of  York  was  burnt  in  his  time, 
and  he  laid  out  much  in  repairs  of  his  palace  4.  His  will,  dated  at  Southwell, 

6 Aug.  1463,  was  proved  November  following. 

Near  to  this  ftone  fixed  into  the  outward  wall  of  the  South  aile  is  an  elegant 
altar  tomb  erected  to  the  memory  of  Lawrence  Booth,  brother  in  half  blood  to 
the  foregoing  archbifliop  of  that  name,  who  died  May  19,  1480,  and  was  buried 
clofe  to  the  chapel  built  by  his  brother  5. 

On  the  South  fide  of  the  altar  at  Stoke  Pogeis,  Bucks,  is  a brafs  figure 
of  a lady  in  a fhroud,  over  whom  are  two  fhields,  paly  wavy  of  6 [O.  and  G.] 

Molins. 


This  is  for  Eleanor  daughter  and  heir  of  William  lord  Molyns,  grandfon  of 
Sir  William  Molyns  before  mentioned  1425,  p.  79.  and  wife  of  Robert  lord 
Hungerford,  who  was  beheaded  after  the  battle  of  Hexham,  1463.  She  re- 
married Sir  Oliver  Manyngham,  knight,  and  the  precife  date  of  her  death  is  not 
afeertained.  Her  epitaph  is  given  in  Dugdale’s  Baronage,  II.  an.

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PI.  Her  hufband,  Robert  only  fon  and  heir  of  Robert  lord  Hunger for d,  before- 
LXXlX  mentioned,  p.  186,  by  Margaret  lady  Botreaux,  was  buried  in  the  North  fide  ot 
fig.  I-  the  nave  of  Sahfbury  cathedral,  near  the  chapel  and  tomb  of  his  grandfather 
Walter,  p.  159;  on  the  removal  of  which  was  uncovered  his  brafslefs  flab,  with 
the  traces  of  his  figure  in  armour,  his  head  on  a helmet,  a lion  at  his  feet,  fix 
fliields  and  twenty-eight  tickles  round  him,  and  a fquare  over  his  head,  as  repre- 
fented  PI.  LXXIX.  fig.  i.  In  right  of  his  wife  he  aflumed  the  title  of  lord  Molyns' . 
When  the  earl  of  Shrewsbury  was  flain  at  the  relief  of  Chaftillon  he  was  wounded 
and  taken  prifoner,  and  after  upwards  of  feven  years  confinement  was  ranfomed 
at  the  expence  of  his  mother  and  grandmother  for  12,000  marks  and  upwards. 
He  defended  the  Tower  of  London  for  Henry  VI.  near  fix  weeks,  1460,  till 
he  was  obliged  to  furrender  it.  In  amends  for  his  Ioffes  and  fufferings  in  the 
king’s  fervice  at  home  and  abroad  he  obtained  the  king’s  licence  to  tranfport 
1500  fiacks  of  wool  into  any  foreign  parts  duty  free,  and  to  travel  abroad  with 
a fuite  and  equipage  fuitable  to  his  rank.  He  w5nt  to  Florence  for  a fhort  time, 
and  foon  after  his  return  joining  with  the  Lancaftrians,  was  at  the  battle  of 
Towton,  and  followed  Henry  VI.  into  Scotland.  Upon  the  revival  of  that  party  he 
was  taken  at  the  battle  of  Hexham,  where  he  commanded  a detachment  of  the 
king’s  troops,  and  was  beheaded  at  Newcaftle,  3 Edward  IV,  1463.  Edward  IV, 
compafiion ating  his  widow  and  younger  children,  allowed  her  an  income  out  of 
his  lands,  which  he  had  granted  to  lord  Wenlok. 


1469.  Thomas  his  fon  lord  Hungerford  fiding  with  Richard  earl  of  Warwick 
in  the  intereft  of  Edward  IV.  but  afterwards  falling  off,  and  attempting 
the  reftoration  of  Henry  VI.  was  feized  a little  before  the  battle  of  Ban- 
bury, and  tried  for  his  life  at  Salifbury  on  Monday  preceding  the  feaft  of 
St.  Hilary,  8 Edward  IV.  before  Richard  duke  of  Gloucefler,  William  earl  of 
Arundel,  Anthony  lord  Scales,  John  lord  Audley,  Humphrey  lord  Stafford  of 
Suthwite,  William  lord  Sturton,  and  others,  when  he  had  judgement  of  death 
as  a traitor,  and  fuffered  accordingly  next  day  with  Henry  Courtney  earl  of 
Devon,  in  the  market-place  at  Salifbury.  But  1 Henry  VII.  his  attainder  was 
reverfed,  as  well  as  that  of  his  father,  in  parliament,  and  his  heir  had  refti- 
tution  of  his  lands  and  honours.  Edward  beftowed  on  the  duke  of  Gloucefler 
Farley  Caftle  and  other  his  eftates.  It  is  fuppofed  he  was  buried  with  his 
anceftors  in  Salifbury  cathedral.  His  widow,  Anne  daughter  of  Henry  earl  of 
Northumberland,  furvived  him,  and  remarried  to  Sir  Laurence  Raynesford,  and 
Sir  Hugh  Vaughan,  knights;  and  dying  July  5,  1522,  was  buried  in  the 
middle  of  St.  Michael’s  chapel  in  the  church  of  St,  Margaret  at  Wejlminjler  %
